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Waat is this book about? 

Briefly, it is concerned to discover what happened to that 
considerable, but hitherto largely imidentified body of clergy in this 
country who, holding preferment in Mary's reign when the Catholic religion 
had been re-established, were displaced during the first decade of the 
reign of Elizabeth I. The legal instruments which introduced a change of 
religion were the Acts of Supremacy and Uniformity of 1559. By the first, 
the authority of the Pope was abolished and the Queen became "Supreme 
Governor, as well in all spiritual or ecclesiastical things or causes, 
as temporal". By the second, the prayer book of Edward VI was restored 
and the mass baaoished from the parish churches. 

I'lany laity and clergy managed to evade taking the oath to the 
Act of Supremacy. In 1565 a new law was passed in Parliament making a 
second refusal of this oath an act of high treason, punishable by death. 
Also, in this year, on the suggestion of Archbishop Parker, the Convoca¬ 
tion of clergy adopted the thirty nine articles, which provided the Church 
of England with an official formulary substantially diverging from that 
of the ancient Church. 

Thus the position of clergy who hoped to find an easy way out, 
retaining at heart an attachment to the Catholic religion without forfeit¬ 
ing their livings, became increasingly difficult. Eventually, more than 
750 of the former Iferian clergy of the Canterbury province made the hard 
choice - some sooner, some later. The author has taken scrupulous care 
not to admit to this roll of honour any who cannot be shoxirn on solid 
evidence to have been ejected or to have resigned for conscientious 
reasons. 


Catholic sympathizers and passive resisters were many, like the 
rector of Eurwash in Sussex. Of such men Archbishop Parker in his metro- 
political visitation of the diocese of Chichester complains. The presump¬ 
tion is, indeed, that the majority of clergy at the beginning of Eliza¬ 
beth's reign preferred the 'ancien regime’, for in religious as in social 
change it is often true to say, Melior est conditio possidentis. 

Defect of evidence may also conceal cases where a genuine 
sacrifice is made. Absences and vacancies sometimes appear in what may be 
significant circxmstances. Thus, in dioceses where contemporary chxirch- 
wardens presentments are extant, one finds comments such as; "Our parson 
has long been absent and we know not where he may be"; or again: "Our 
parson is departed by night making no man privy of his intention". 


Such a one was John Chapman, a parson who left his Dorset parish 
"without resignation, or making anyone privy of his parish that he would 
depart". Clearly, a departure for conscience, tfe know that Chapman got 
ordained at the English College at Eheims and, returning to the English 
mission, was captxired in 1582, as he himself confessed. 

He does not q^ualify, however, for tir,Field’s list, since like 
the Martyrs Saint Edmund Campion, Saint Cuthbert Mayne, the Venerable 
Stephen Rowsham (a predecessor of Newman at St,Mary’s, Oxford), John 
Bridgexvater the mart 3 m'ologist and Archdeacon of Rochester, and many 
another they were technically converts from Anglican orders, whatever 
vestigial sympathies with Catholicism they acquired from Marian days. 
Another scholar might, indeed, coii 5 )ile a long list of convert Anglican 
clergy commencing in these perilous times and find how many antedated 
the Oxford movement. 

For reasons one may be permitted to regret, but xmavoidably, 
the author has not foxmd it possible to include in the scope of his work 
the deprived Marian clergy of the northern province. Hence, five dioceses 
- York, Durham, Chester, Carlisle, and the southern part of Sodor and Man* 


* Since an act of Parliament of 1542 included in the province of York. 
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coaprisiEig tlie 0011111:168 of Torkshire, Lancasliire, Cliesliire, Durlia-ia, 
llorthumberland, Westmoreland and the Isle of Ifen - are left out of 
account. 

This area, though comparatively thinly populated, cont- 
prised about one—fifth of the country and the traditionally Catholic 
north. It is noteworthy that during the reign of Queen liary, accord¬ 
ing to Foxe’s Book of Hartsnrs, only teo Protestants (*) were burned 
throughout the York province, in contrast to numerous others in that 
of Canterbury, 


Hence, the impressive total of deprivations and ejec¬ 
tions listed at the end of the book, though not approached in any 
work of research or scholarship before, is still not complete. 

A third limitation must be borne in mind concerning 
these figures. Members of religious orders who were displaced, yet 
survived as professing Catholics till the reign of Elizabeth, are 
not included, unless at the time of deprivation or resignation they 
were in possession of benefices. Thus, a man like Leonard Stopes 
(alias Hall), formerly a Carthusian of Mountgmiace, who held Wing 
in Buckinghamshire and Horthnoor in Oxfordshire in the reign of Mary, 
though he later rejoined the Carthusians and died at Bruges in 1570, 
finds a place. 


Others do not. Thus, a number of the Westminster Abbey 
community, refounded by Queen Mary, forty strong in 1559, including 
the Abbot, John Peckenham, had held secular livings. These they 
resigned in favour of the monastic profession. Shortly afterwards 
those who refused to conform to the Elizabethan establishment were 
in effect deprived of the opportunity of returning to a benefice. 
But, since the initial cause of their departure therefrom was not^ 
Elizabeth’s religious legislation, they do not form part of the list 
of tlarian clergy, compiled by our author (**). 


Again, one could wish that some Catholic scholar with 
a share of Mr.Field’s energy and tenancity would take in hand a 
comprehensive study of ex-religious who survived till the reign^ot 
Queen Elizabeth, and who suffered in one vway or another for their 
religion. 


Finally, it is important to draw attention to a fourth 
limitation of scope, if such a term may be used where so much is 
achieved. As the author points out in Appendix III, i^y lost 

their livings as a result of the application of the Ac ^ o re orm 
certain disorders touching ministers of the Church , which was pass 
as late as 1571, 


Hitherto, during the previous twelve years of Eliza¬ 
beth’s reign perhaps not all had been compelled to ^bscribe fo^ 
mally to the Thirty Mine Articles. Probably others had escaped hot 
the oath of supremacy and of uniformity. Or else they satisfied their 
conscience by an insincere submission. 

The surprising thing is, from a purely human standpoint, 
that this application of the law in greater severity by the Statute 
of 1571, naming Christmas as a deadline, resulted in a nmber o 
incumbents, hitherto acquiescent, finding the belated Catholic courage 

to abandon their livings. 

There is, however, a factor to be taken into account 
which may help to explain this, lamely, the Bull^of Excomunication 
of Queen Elizabeth, Regnans in Excelsis, issued in 1570 by Pope 
Pius V. ■ _____ - -

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Catholics have often cOEnaented severely on this papal action. It 
was certainly inconvenient and painfiil in its effects on English Catholics, 
providing their persecutors with a weapon they were not slow to use and, 
froEi their point of view, not unjustified to seize. Hence the ''bloody 
question" which figured prominently in the interrogations of the loartyrs. 

It did, however, bring many Catholics back to the practice of 
their religion, already in danger of extinction by the gradualness of 
conformity and compromise. It made the issues clear. 

There is no reason to suppose that what the Bishop of Carlisle 
wrote concerning the consequences of the Pope’s Bull were inapplicable 
to other dioceses. Writing on 27th October, 1570, to Sir William Cecil 
he conqilains:- 

"On all hands the people fall from religion, revolt to popery; 
refuse to come at church; the wicked popish priests reconcile them to 
the church of Rome, and cause them to abjure this Christ's religion a^ 
that openly and unchecked; since Felton set up the excommunication"(*) 

Doctor Overton of East Grinstead, later Protestant Bishop of 
Coventry and Lichfield (l580-1609) says very much the same thing. Previous¬ 
ly people were "content to come to the church and hear sermons and receive 
the sacraments, and to use the common prayer .with the rest of the congre¬ 
gation of Christ and so forth. They were conformable in all respects and 
content to do anjrthing that beseemed good Christians to do; but since they 
sucked that mad bull, they are become as brainsick calves, froward, stubb¬ 
orn, disobedient in word and deed, not to be led or ordered by any 
reason"(**). 


Or to take an individual case, there is Justice Edmund Plowden 
of the tliddle Temple. In 1580 complaint was made to the Privy Coxmcilt- 

"First, that he came to church until the Bull came in that 
Felton was executed for, and the northern rebels rose upon, and after 
that he hath utterly refused both service and sacrament, and every other 
means to communicate with the Church" (■’^**). 

Mr,Field, in Appendix III» draws valuable attention to the number 
of clergy who are deprived or resign in the wake of the legislation of 
1571. 


In the diocese of Bath and Wells he notes deprivations by name 
and in general several resignations. In that of Exeter he notes five 
deprivations by name and in general a number of resignations. It is 
sufficiently clear that a special study of all dioceses of England from 
the same angle should produce interesting results, and add to the list 
of Marian clergy who, despite the enervating effect of twelve years or 
more of conformity, finally found courage to give up their material 
comforts for conscience sake. 

There remains other categories whose method of evading conformity 
to the new religious order may not have been admirable, but which merits 
investigation, A wealthy pluralist like Elizeus Ambrose, who held livings 
up and down the country — the deanery of Battle (Sussex), a prebend in^ 
London, a living in Cambridgeshire, the rectory of Ormskirk in Lancashire — 
could between the years 1559-1571, by providing curates to^serve these 
cures and a certain mobility, perhaps evade without excessive difficulty 
the taking of the oath. Likexfise Peter Vannes, another wealthy pluralist 
holding a cluster of deaneries could, possibly with an occasional confor¬ 
mity, hold off the evil day. 

Before the Bull of Pius V and the arrival of the first seminary 
priests in the 1570*s and Jesuit missionaries in 1580, "church papists 
were common among the Catholic laity and, indeed, x^ere in danger of losing

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their faith altogether. It was also possible by judicious change of 
residence to avoid the taking of connunion or attendance at the 
Protestant church* Thus in answer to the articles of visitation of 
Bishop Cixrteys of Chichester in 1578, the curate of Boshan replies; 
"Shifters from place to place I loiowe none except Mrs.Gervis who 
never cane at Church nore received sins I cane". 

The name applied to this lady, who was the mother of the 
Benedictine martyr, George Gervase, indicates the method by which 
she retained her faith. 

The findings of this book cannot be considered in isola¬ 
tion from the ecumenical and apologetical aspect, but these should 
not be allowed to distort historical facts. It has long been a 
tacit assumption of English history that the transition from the 
religious system re-established under Mary to that of Elizabeth 
was smooth and comparatively easy; that opposition to it among 
the clergy was slight or at least not significant. The nation 
turned with relief to a new order of religion which was in effect 
a statesmanlike compromise, retaining enough of the essentials to 
maintain continuity with the old, discarding abuses only and non- 
essentials, less a ruptxmre than a reform. 

If the recalcitranlr clergy were few, this is construed 
as favouring such a thesis. 

If, on the other hand, the opposition was large or 
protracted, or had to be overcome by political force rather than 
by religious persuasion, then the opposite viexir tends to receive 
support. Heedless to say, in the last analysis neither "side" (if 
one may be pardoned the use of such an expression) can establish 
its claims vrithout a deeper examination of more fundamental 
issues. Just as the breaking of heads is no ultimate proof in 
religious controversy, only less so is their counting, 

Mr,Field says;- 

"For centuries debate has been going on beti-reen Catholics 
and Protestants - usually in the most acrimonious terms - as to the 
number of priests who conformed on the accession of Queen Elizabeth 
I, This sterile controversy is now, or should be, a corpse; for it 
is obvious that the majority did indeed conform, for whatever 
reasons and with xvhatever reservations they found appropriate". 

Because the Protestant cause was ultimately victorious, 
the somewhat superficial estimate of Camden has tended to hold 
sway. Looking only at the nore obvious deprivations and disposses¬ 
sions which occurred at the beginning of Elizabeth's reign, he 
arrived without any intention of dishonesty at some very mislead¬ 
ing and minimising fi^iires. These, however, were based not on 
Protestant misrepresentations but on lists of deprived clergy, 
all of the higher rank, printed by Nicholas Sander and John Bridge- 
water, both Catholic exiles who, when they wrote, had no means of 
gathering adequate information. 

Thus, Fuller in his Church History, was able to record 
to his satisfaction as an apologist for the Elizabethan settle¬ 
ment as follows;- 

"Nor were there more than eighty rectors of churches, 
fifty prebendaries, fifteen masters of colleges, twelve arch¬ 
deacons, twelve deans, with six abbots and abbesses, deprived 
at this time (l559) of their places throughout all England". 

This total of about 180 (if we include dispossessed 
Bishops) already grossly inadequate, is rendered more so when 
the number of clergy is equated with the total number of 
ecclesiastical preferments, which are assumed to account for 
one clergjman each. 



Camden estioates these benefices at 9,400. Even if this be 
accepted as a not exaggerated figure, it takes no account of the acute 
shortage of clergy and the consequent high proportion of pliiralists. 
Besides which many parishes were altogether destitute of a parson, 

Strype, in his Life of Barker, changes Camden's 9,400 prefer¬ 
ments into clergy (a very different thing). In this he is folloxfed by 
Mandell Creighton, the distinguished historian and Bishop of London 
(died 1901). ' ; ; 

Henry Gee, in his study The Elizabethan Clergy and the Settle¬ 
ment of Religion 1558-1564 (1898, p,240) considered the previously 
accepted figure too loxir. !fe,king into account deprivations only and not 
also resignations he estimated that over 200 clergy x^ere deprived in 
both the Canterbury and York provinces of the Church of England. 

More recent historians, such as G. R, Elton in England under 
the Tudors (l962, p.276) and Sir Maurice Poxficke (The Reformation in 
England, 1961 edition, p.145) prefer a total of 300. 

Bom Herbert Birt in his Elizabethan Religious Settlement (l907) 
had contended powerfully in favoxir of much higher figures. Dr. R, E. 
Manning (Religion and Society in Elizabethan Sussex, 1969, P*35 note) 
thus sximmarises him as "arguing that between 370 and 600 out of 1,130 
clergy in the northern province alone refused to swear the oath of 
supremacy",. He also says that there x-fere 8,731 benefices in England 
(but this figxire woxad not include curates) and that pluralism must be 
taken into accoiuit because of the scarcity of priests. Moreover, there 
were instances where Edwardine clergy displaced Marian priests xfithout 
formal deprivation or institution. Birt claims that he possessed the 
names of 700 who were formally deprived before 1565 (p»197). To this 
he adds a minimvim figure of 1,175 disappearances from the records that 
cannot be, explained and where Iferian priests probably abandoned their 
livings to avoid the oath of supremacy (p.203% 

Unfortxuiately, Birt did not print the names of all these 700 
and 1,1.75 clergy, so his conjectxires, partly, substantiated only, remain 
to be verified as far as possible in detail. Nevertheless, on the basis 
of his researches, and agreeing with Simpson’s conjectxire in his Life of 
Campion, he arrives (p,203) at an estimate of 2,000 clergy xfho refused, 
at one stage or another, to conform to the Elizabethan settlement of 
religion. Tlais is about one quarter of the clerical body of the whole 
coxuitry. 

Father Holt, S.J., a contemporary of the events of x-rhich he 
speaks, reckoned that as late as 1596, after 38 years of persecution, 
there x^ere still some 50 ferian priests at xrork in England (*), And 
as Father J. H. Pollen, S.J points out in his English Catholics in 
the reign of Elizabeth (l920, p.41, n.2): ‘"Queen fery’s priests 
appear even dxAring the Appellant controversy, xfhich was later still". 

Allowing for an annual decrease in the dispossessed Catholic 
clergy in the course of 38 years, we arrive inex/ltably at an earlier 
total of considerable proportions. 

Just as religious and apologetical pre—occupations can tilt 
the scales against an impartial presentation, so also (more recently) 
there has arisen a factor x/hich my be thought by some to render these 
researches, in xfhich the author has been engaged for over 12 years, at 
best nugatory, at the xrorst inexpedient or dangerous. 

Bexunenism, imperfectly xmderstood — as xv’itness the Archbishop 
of Canterbury’s objection to the canonization of 40 Catholic martjrrs — 
can also cut across historical inquiry in the interests of religious 
peace and charity. IHiy revive the embers of Smithfield, nox'f hopefxilly 
dead in the Protestant mind, or stir the caxildrons of Tybxirn, thereby 
encouraging in Catholics and sense of grievance and a siege mentality? 

To which secxilarists may add; "A plague on both yoxir houses", 

■(4')""iVex '11 2 sacerdotibus xmo anno in exilixna deportatis, alii qxiidem 
in Angliam reversi, alii extra Angliam mortui sunt, alii praeterea 
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A secularist outlook is no less an evil than religious 
bigotry and is in this age more conspicuous. This book makes no 
concessions to either. 

Usually a clear distinction is drawn in government docu¬ 
ments, spy sreports, recusancy fines, prison lists, etc., between 
seminary priests or Jesuits oirdained abroad on the one hand, and 
Iferian clergy on the other. These are usually designated as "old 
priests". In the autobiography of the Jesuit John Gerard, concern¬ 
ing his residence in Norfolk in 1588-9, and the conversion of Lady 
¥oodhouse, we read how with her husband's permission "we promised 
to bring in an old priest on the following night: for those priests 
who were ordained before Elizabeth's reign vrere not exposed to such 
dangers and penalties as others. ¥e therefore made use of his 
ministry in order that this lady might receive all the rites of 
the Church" (*) 

Anthony Tyrrel in September, 1586, names "Redmn, alias 
Redshaw, an aged man, made priest in Queen Mhry's time", also 
"Moore, an old man, priest in King Henry's time" as serving Norfolk 
Catholics (S.P,Dorn,Elisabeth, Vol.CXCIII, 13). 

There is plenty of evidence to show that the Iferian 
clergy, too, led a hidden and himted ezistence, the objects of con¬ 
tinual and unpleasant attentions. There was, however, a legal basis 
for their general immunity from the extreme penalty. "The Act of 
27 th Elizabeth" notes Fr.Morris in his edition of the Life of John 
Gerard (p.56, note 2), "under which most of the martyrs were put 
to death after 1585, applied to those who were ordained after the 
feast of St.John the Baptist in the first year of the Queen's reign, 
and thus the Iferian priests were exempted from its operation. But 
they fell tinder the other penal laws, which were severe enough. It 
was high treason by the 1 st Elizabeth to maintain the power of 
jurisdiction of any foreign prelate or potentate within these realms, 
on a third conviction. By the 5th Elizabeth the first conviction 
brought the penalty of praemunire, and to refuse the oath of suprem¬ 
acy after such a conviction, or on a second tender of the oath was 
high treason. By the 13th Elizabeth, suing for or using Bulls from 
the Bishop of Rome was high treason. By the 23rd Elizabeth withdraw¬ 
ing any from the religion established was high treason, and saying 
Mass was punished with a fine of 200 marks and imprisonment. James 
Bell, who suffered at Lancaster 20th April, 1584, was the only one 
of the priests of Queen Mary’s time who was condemned to death in 
virtue of these statutes, but their names are sometimes fo\ind in 
the prison lists with other priests. Curing to the kindness of Canon 
Toole we are able to give the following extract from the register of 
Manchester cathedral, formerly the Collegiate Church:— 

1581, August 7. Richard Smith, an old pryst. Died in 
prison in the Fleete for religion. 

However, priests of the northern province, numerous 
enough though they are, who suffered in this way are beyond the 
direct scope of this book. 

About 1 592 Gerard was chaplain to the ¥iseman family of 
Braddocks in Essex, The autobiography throws an interesting light 
on the difference of outlook between the older Dferian priests and 
the yoimger seminarists and the priests of the Society of Jesus 
from abroad. 


adhuc vivunt; adeo ut putentur adhuc in Anglia versari supra^300, 
praeter antiguiores sacerdotes ibi hactenus superstite s circiter 
40 vel 50 " (Douai Diaries, ed. T. F. Knox, 1878, p.342).

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Of ¥illian Wiseaan it is said: "He had lately come to his 
estate, on the death of his father, and had made himself a large 
deer-park in it. There he lived like a king, in ease and indepen¬ 
dence, surrounded by his children, to whom, as well as to his wife, 
he was tenderly attached. As he kept clear of priests from the 
seminaries, he lived iinmolested, feeling nothing of the burden and 
heat of the day, for the persecutors troubled chiefly those who 
harboured the Seminarists, not caring to inquire after those who 
kept the old priests, that is, those who had taken orders before 
Elizabeth’s reign. 

So now-a-days a great difference is made between seculars 
and the priests of the Society, the persecution being much fiercer 
against ours and our friends, as may be seen from what occurs when 
those who afford us comfort and shelter are discovered". 

The narrative of Fr,Gerard here is a bit misolading, Hot 
all seculars were Marian priests. The seminarists among them suffered 
as much as the Jesuits themselves and form the greater proportion of 
the mart 3 n?s of Elizabeth’s reign. Hence the use of the word 'seculars’ 
here (which embraces all priests not members of a congregation or an 
order) is too simnliste , 

William Wiseman decided to profess his religion more openly 
and to dismiss his Protestant servants. We are told that: "He had as 
chaplain one of the old priests, and these were not often wont to 
agree with younger men, especially with those of the Society, whom 
they looked upon as troublesome reformers. He could not then but be 
anxious. But having, through God's goodness, conceived.a firm and 
practical resolution, he determined to dismiss his servants ia a 
kindly and open-handed way, and to take good Catholics in their 
stead; to prevail over the opposition of his lady and the chaplain 
if possible by reason and affection, but should these fail, to show 
that he was master of the family, and to make use of the authority 
given him by God". 

In fact, the obstacles proved surmoiintable. For Gerard 
confesses; "Hor did I find it so difficult as we had feared, to 
bring the lady of the house _^ane, daughter of Sir Edmund Huddleston 
of Sawston, co.Cambrid ge /^ and the old priest to consent to the 
changes. Par from opposing, they furthered my views; the wife 
especially......... 

As to the chaplain, when he saw that after my arrival he 
and all that belonged to him were placed on a better footing, he not 
only became friendly, but both by word and deed repeatedly showed 
his satisfaction at my coming. For the increase of piety and devotion 
in the household had wrought a corresponding increase of reverence 
for him, and he gained many other advantages which he had not before; 
and though all things were arranged in the house in accordance with 
my advice, yet he found that his own influence had increased rather 
than otherwise". 

This cha.plain at Braddocks is identified in all probability 
by the editor (p.82) with Richard Jackson, concerning whom Anthony 
Tyrrel in 1586 gave the following information:- 

"Jackson, priest in Queen Mary's tine /resorts t^ Michael 
Hare of Bruisard at Acton". (S. P. Don. Elizabeth, CXCIII, n.13)* 
a paper endorsed "Massmongers" in the Public Record Office are 
given two forms of indictment, dated 12th January, 1592/3, by which 
tine Gerard had made Braddocks his headquarters for-a twelvemonth. 

The first is against Richard Jackson of Wimbish in the 
county of Essex, clerk, for having said mass.at Wimbish on 25th 
August, 1592 , and also on 8th September, and others for attending 
it. 
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Justice Young in a letter to Lord Keeper Puckering of 
24th October, 1591, reports inter alia (p.83-6):- 

"Also they found in a secret place between two walls in 
the said house an old priest named Thomas Jackson ^he indictments 
call him Richar^ who hath been beyond the sea, and there was found 
all the furniture belonging to mass, and the said priest useth 
ordinarily to say mass there, as is confessed". 

The sane document contains the confession of Edward 
Harrington, servant to Mr.William Wiseman, "that he hath dwelt with 
him seven years and since that time hath not been at church. He 
saith that on Friday the 9th day of September, 1592, Mr,Jackson said 
mass in Mr.Wiseman's house", etc. 

The old Mrs,Wiseman, who tras present at the mass, before 
her marriage was Jane Vaughan, Her guardian on her parents' death 
was "Mr.Guinneth, who was a priest and had been curate of a parish 
church in London in Catholic time, took especial care of her, although 
he could not assist her in all so well as he desired, being long tine 
kept in prison when heresy cane in, but at length getting freedom, he 
was desirous to match this his niece worthily and as should be best 
for her soul's good" (p.89—90). 

Here we have an example of a Marian priest who certainly 
suffered for his religious convictions, but it would appear that he 
had resigned his preferment before the accession of Elizabeth, (*) 

This Mrs,Wiseman is famous as a recusant and narrowly 
escaped being pressed to death like St.Margaret Clitherow but Queen 
Elizabeth would not permit this. 

The fxxrther from the centre of government, the more 
likely it was for crypto-Catholic clergy to survive here and there 
\mtil 1571, The nearer to the centre of government, the less likely. 

Thus, in the diocese of London, as nay be seen from a 
perusal of Hennessy's Hovum Repertoritin Parochiale Londinense (l898), 
not a single cleric had to be deprived for refusal to take the oath 
in 1571. On the other hand, in the diocese of Bath and Wells we find 
an incimbent instituted in 1560, Thomas Elyot, "obstinately and 
inobediently" refusing to swear and summarily deprived by the Bishopj 
and one Polydore Helyar, who had survived 1559, losing his prebendal 
stall. In the diocese of Gloucester there is the interesting case of 
a priest, IMmphrey Gallimore by name, who had been deprived for 
marriage in 1554, restored by Elizabeth, who was finally removed in 
1571 having refused the oaths. 

One of the longest lived of the pre-Reformation clergy 
must be William Walkeden, rector of Clifton Campville, co,Staffs, in 
the diocese of Coventry and Lichfield. Appointed under tlary he remained 
comfortably in his parish, conforming to the change of religion, until 
his burial on 14th Blarch, 1611/2, Of the other category may be mentioned 
Anthony Draycott, who held Checkley from before 1520 and who, having 
adapted himself to Henrician, Edwardian and Marian changes, preferred 
to be deprived by Elizabeth than change once more. 

In certain cases of incumbents who died just about the 
crucial year 1 559 without having to make a decision, it is sometimes 
possible to infer which side they were on from their wills. Thus, a 
will which makes provision for masses would indicate a Catholic, since 
no self-respecting Protestant would do such a thing.

Mr, Field rightly drav/s attention to the heavy casiialties 
anong the clergy due to the influenza epidenic of 1 558/9 at the very 
beginning of Elizabeth's reign. It was difficult in consequence of 
this and other factors dtiring the early years of the reign to find 
replacenents. And the replacenents were not, if one of the Ifelsli 
poens of St.Richard Gwynne is not exaggerated, nen of nuch lower 
social and educational standing than their predecessors. 

Hence, Marian priests who nade show of confomity to the 
Establishnent but were known to be Catholic synpathizers (seven are 
nentioned for the diocese of Chichester as late as 1569) were not 
always proceeded against with nuch energy. At Tarring in Sussex the 
nass books were not discarded till 1569; ot Arundel the altar stone 
was still standing in the sane year; and at Lindfield all was in 
readiness "to set up the Mass again within- 24 hours warning" (*) 

It would be trespassing upon the interesting naterial which 
the author has to offer to prolong this introduction further. Two 
final episodes anong others which could be gathered nust suffice to 
testify to the sonevj-hat neglected and not altogether negligible 
activities of nenbers of the old and dispossessed clergy. 

The conversion of Anne Dacre, the wife of St,Philip Howard, 
Earl of Arundel, is thus related by her chaplain and biographer. It 
was brought about largely by the help of Mr.Richard Ikyly, a Cathohc 
gentlenan, as transcribed in Canon Tierney's History of Arundel:— 

"For, having found out a grave and ancient nan, made priest 
in ye reign of Queen Mary of happy memory, he brought him privately 
to Arundell Castle, where she then kept house by her lord's appoint¬ 
ment. 

She took great care that her reconciliation to ye church, 
and meeting with ye priest to yt end, might be done with as much 
secrecy as possible, the tines beginning then to be very troublesome. 
And, therefore, because she had not any Catholic woman about her at ye 
time, nor any other whom she durst acquaint of yt business, she was 
forced to go alone, at an unseasonable time, from her own lodgings, 
by certain darke obscure wayes and dangerous passages, to ye chamber 
where ye priest lodged, to make her confession to him, it being 
thought by Mr.Bayly and herself that otherwise it could not possibly 
be done without discovery, or at least great danger thereof. But, 
notwithstanding all yt care and secrecy, X'lrithin a month or two she 
was presented as a recusant by ye inhabitants of ye town and ttr.Bayly 
was convented and accused before the bishop of Chichester as a seminary 
priest; of the which, tho' he xias easily cleared and acquitted, yet, 
because ye oath of supremacy was offered and not taken by him, he was 
forced to leave the county, and, soon after, the kingdom also". 

Lastly, joining the old and the new, the following extract 
from the Douai Diaries, noted imder tlay 1576, may be translated:— 

"On the 12th day a venerable gentleman, the Reverend John 
Peal, who for sixteen years at great risk of his life laboured in 
reconciling Catholic men to the faith and confirming others from 
lapsing, from amid those dangers leaving England for a space crossed 
over to lis, so that after staying here for some time, after fuller 
instruction concerning various matters and problems, he might return 
with greater profit to himself and others" (op.cit,, p.104), 

Peal was of the northern province so he is not treated in 
this book.

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Shakespeare, whose Catholic connections have been the 
subject of some argunent, in Act II, Scene 1 of the Taning of the 
Shrew, indicates the inpression nade upon the minds of his Eliza¬ 
bethan contemporaries by the products of the seminaries;— 

"I freely give unto you this young scholar presenting 
Lucentip that hath long been studying at Eheims; as cunning in 
Greek, Latin and languages, as the other is in music and mathe¬ 
matics". 

Nevertheless, it is high tine that a scholar of tir. 
Field's industry and integrity should draw attention to the older 
clergy who were faithful, too, after their fashion; and who were 
fortunate if they could exchange a gentleman's livery or steward¬ 
ship for the independence of a benefice and the unimpeded cure of 
souls. They have been understandably (but long enough) overshadowed 
by the younger and therefore more glamorous and adventurous gener¬ 
ation of seminary priests, Jesuits and mart 3 rrs. It is remarkable, 
as Fr,Godfrey Anstruther's compilation has shown, tliat in the 
reign of Elizabeth over 800 men should have given themselves to 
the priesthood despite the exile and the manifold difficulties and 
dangers involved. 

A complete refutation, if such be needed, of the all 
too common assumption that by approximating the priesthood to the 
world, or by the removal of celibacy, vocations will be increased 
and the priest more acceptable to his environment. 

The men who figure in this work belonged to vrhat His 
Holiness Pope Paul VI in a consistory held on 18th fey, 1970 in 
connection with the canonization of 40 English and Helsh martyrs 
described as "a disturbed age in which the Christian family iras 
divided in lamentable discord,........ Without any doubt this was 

contrary to the will of God and inflicted grave woxinds on the 
Mystical Body of Christ, Nevertheless, it is not our intention 
that by this canonization sorrows be renewed or cause be given 
for mutual contumely and accusation". 

The same may be said in relation to Mr,Field's researches. 
He has succeeded within his chosen and limited area in redressing 
the balance of history. If in so doing he pays a debt of justice to 
men whose convictions he shares, he has not, we think, deviated from 
his sincere aim, Trhich has been to do injustice to none.

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AUTHOR'S PREFACE 


First, let me say that this compilation originated in a list, 
made for my own use, of disturbances in clerical personnel in 1559 
and the years immediately following, my interest having been stim¬ 
ulated by the works of Gee (*) and Birt (**). I was urged to issue 
this list and to add more details. This I undertook to do. 

I will say little to supplement Fr.Whatmore's comments on 
the justification of this little monograph in an ecumenical time. 

I must, however, say this - the purpose behind this small work is 
innocent of any wish to club either Anglican or Catholic. If any 
Anglican is offended by ray opinion of sixteenth century clergy, 
he should note also the hefty rebuke administered to Mary, Queen 
of Scots. It has been ray wish to be as impartial as possible and 
I hope students and others who consult this compilation will detect 
a healthy cynicism and acquit me of bigotry from one side or the 
other. 

Turning to the content of the work, it is obvious that these 
exhibit unevenness in quality. The compiler acknowledges this and 
points out that this arises not from any defect of writing or 
research but merely from the fact that in certain places I received 
scant assistance from custodians of records and in a few cases, 
downright hostility. Before criticism is made, therefore, due 
weight should be given to these inhibiting factors. 

Episcopal registers are usually with the Coimty Record 
Offices. Most of these organisations are very helpful but in two 
cases I completely failed to obtain access to episcopal registers, 
despite oft-repeated requests. Which registers these are will be 
obvious to the student as he reads the various chapters. Another 
instance of non-co-operation is one of the colleges at our old 
universities, custodian of absolutely vital sixteenth century 
manuscripts, which having for a time admitted me to these documents, 
suddenly (and for what appeared to me frivolous reasons) in the 
later stages of compilation refused me entrance. 

A manuscript of this nature is difficult to write. Mistakes 
are inevitable. Omissions are made unwittingly; things are put in 
that should not be inserted. Unlike a novel, which is spun out of 
the mind and heart, a list such as is here presented is a prodig¬ 
ious undertaking, involving the weaving together of innumerable 
strands of information from an equally inn^lmerable number of sources. 
Compilation of such a list is difficult enough as a full-time 
occupation; as a part-time activity (spread, in this case, over 
twelve years) it is incredibly difficult. Therefore, if any Anglican 
is aggrieved by a wrong inclusion, I am sorry; if any Catholic is 
annoyed by an omission, I am equally contrite. 

To conclude, a few comments on specific points 

Indexes . A local historian (***) has given it as his belief 
that "any man who publishes a book without an Index ought to be 
damned ten miles beyond Hell where the Devil cannot get for sting¬ 
ing nettles". This is a formidable situation to be in, and in order 
to avoid it, I have not contented myself with giving one index. I 
have given twoi One represents the clergy, one the laity; a good 
ecumenical principle, incidentally, since both together make up 
the Church Militant. The laity index represents only those I have 
come across in my reading. I have done no research oh them, my 
concern having been primarily the clergy. Nonetheless, the laity 
listed do represent a basic catalogue which may be of value to 
enquirers. The big names are there but also some of the small ones.

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Aware that this is not, and cannot be, the last word, 

I have, here and there, left pages blank. This convenience is 
provided for students and others who may wish to additions to my 
basic list. For while in my 'home’ diocese of Chichester I can 
cheerfully claim to have included every disturbance at the change 
of religion, this is certainly not true for other dioceses, 
although I have done my best. 

In the diocesan summaries readers will detect certain 
names in parenthesis. These brackets are meant to indicate that 
the man concerned has appeared before, either in that summary or 
in another diocese. Every effort has been made to maintcLin this 
helpful historical aid, but readers will of course find all a 
man's preferments by consulting the main clergy index at the end 
of the monograph. 

The preamble to each diocese contains, as a general 
rule, the list of conforming members of the higher clergy in the 
cathedral church, with dates of appointment of themselves and 
their successors. This item is followed by a recital of the more 
prominent members of the Catholic gentry in that diocese; as 
on the previous page, this list is not and cannot be complete. It 
is presented merely as a guide, a first step in the matter of 
recusant history. For while much work has been done in this field 
much remains to be done. 


There is no bibliography for the reason that the under¬ 
lying framework is taken from the episcopal registers which in 
most cases have not been printed, even in digest form. Secondary 
sources were the first fruit compositions and the Calendar of 
Patent Rolls. Printed works are usually noted in the text. 

For a long tine I hesitated over the provision of a map 
but in the end I decided one would be useful, even one drawn by 
the compiler. It will be speedily apparent that the writer has no 
cartographic training! Nonetheless, every attempt has been made to 
get the diocesan boundaries accurate and I hope students will find 
it not unhelpful. 

For those interested in such mundane matters, this mono¬ 
graph was produced on a Roneo 250 Duplicator, and the paper used 
throughout was Roneo Superprint. 

Finally, aclcnowledgements. I wish it were possible to 
make a complete list of persons to whom I am indebted, but in 
twelve years one receives help from so many persons that such a 
list is impossible. Something, however, must be said. First, Revd. 
L. E, Whatmore, who has provided the introduction (and a good deal 
more besides) must be mentioned. Had it not been for him these 
pages would never have appeared; the flow of letters from him, con^ 
taining pertinent information and advice, have been a continual 
source of support. The Anglican clergy who have answered queries 
must receive a blanket acknowledgement; it has been rare to find 
one not courteous in his response. To the staff of the County 
Record Offices who have helped in so many ways, my thanks are also 

due.

The difficulties of sorting out the prebendaries in the 
cathedral of Wells are very considerable, the registers, even v/hen 
extant,, being notoriously defective. Tlie main deficiency is the 
complete absence of the h’dwardian register. This, covering the 
tenure of the See by the renegade Dominican, William Barlow, has 
totally disappeared, although whether it is true that it was 
"deliberately destroyed in the next reign, lest it should reveal 
grave irregularities" (==') I could not say. The deficiency is to 
some extent supplied by the Compositions for First Fruits and the 
Calendar of Patent Rolls, but not entirely. 

In addition, there is a go.]p in the Act Books at V/ells 
covering the period 1514-1571 which also combines to render any 
final statement of historical truth still more difficult, since 
the records are simply not there. There is a resolution of the 
Chapter in volume H appointing two canons residentiary to produce 
before Thomas Cromwell "omnia et singula scripta, carta, sua 
monumenta, originalia dicte ecclesie", etc. The disappearance of 
some early documents may date from this period. 

The general incompleteness of the Wells records is the more 
to be deplored as the Cathedral had the highest number ( 52 ) of 
cathedral stalls in the country, the occupants of which included 
not only persons of local celebrity but na.tional celebrity as well. 

Even accepting these deficiencies, our problems are not 
over when we do have an episcopal register to refer to. Many 
prebendaries appointed during the time of Bishops Bourne (1554- 
1560 ) and Berkeley ( 156 O- 1581 ), whose registers do exist, are not 
to be found in the official record. Thus, the Catholic John Bicker- 
dick's appointment to the Prebend of East Ilarptree is not to be 
found in the official record, and were it not for Berkeley's I 561 
visitation, discovered quite recently, we would never know of his 
appointment at all. 

All this applies, of course, with equal force to the parish 
clergy. Comparing the episcopal registers with the First Fruit 
Compositions, it is obvious that more institutions took place than 
the scribe entered in the record. In the search for facts, this is 
highly unfortunate. 

Thus, the following details ca.nnot be other than imperfect 
and incomplete, especially as regards the Prebendaries, whose move¬ 
ments are difficult to trace. However, with the material at our 
disposal, an attempt has been made to produce some facts from the 
chaos. 

In the following survey, reference will be found to Irvine 
and Heale, In the Chapter Library at Wells is a manuscript book by 
Irvine ( 1891 ) containing an alphabetical list of 1,000 prebendaries 
(only about a third of the total involved); and a booklet by a 
former Vicar of Watchet, named Heale, on the We.lls prebendaries 
and their estates. These are indispensable to any consideration of 
the prebendaries of Bath and V/ells. 

Those who departed from their preferment for reasons, of 
conscience are listed separately. The following are those who 
conformed;- 

The Archdeacon of Wells, John Cotterell, was.here from 
1554 . He retained the office until his death in 1572, A note on 
this man will be found in the preamble to the diocese of Bristol. 

He was Rector of Winxord, Somerset, in v/hich he was sucdeeded 
4.8.1572 by his successor as Archdeacon, John Eugge. 

The Archdeacon of Bath, Walter Cretyng, had held the dignity 
at least since 1536; his V/ill (PCC 49 Wrastley) was proved 20,11, 
1557o Between Cretyng and. James Bond, here in 156 O (and died

to 1559). He conpoimded for the first firuits of Shepton Mallet, Somerset 
18,9.1549 but resigned it in 1556. He also held the Prebend of Wednore 3. 


According to the Charter of Queen Elizabeth I, the office of 
Archdeacon of Bath had no prebend attached. An established custom since 
has been to appoint a man to a prebendal stall and then collate him to 
the Archdeaconry. 


The Prebendary of Buckland Dinhan, Robert Morwen, was appoin¬ 
ted 11,11.1556, He died 16,8.1558 and the Prebend remained vacant until 
the accession of Elizabeth, when Thomas Huicke, who had held the stall 
in Edward's time, was restored. 

The Prebendary of Compton Dundon, Peter Vannes, compounded for 
the first fruits 19,2.1549/50. This is strange since he was certainly 
Prebendary on 20.5.1534 when he presented John Shepherd to the Vicarage 
of Compton Dundon. Failure to pay the first fruits on appointment may 
be the answer. He died and William n3rde compounded for the first fruits 
13.11.1563. For Vannes, see Dean of Salisbury. 

The Prebendary of Combe 1, John Smithe, was appointed 15.2, 
1556. William Jones compounded for the first fruits 17.1.1567/8. 

The Prebendary of Combe 2, William |^alker, was appointed in 
1550, compounding for the first fruits 25.10.1550. He was here in 1561. 
John Leage vras appointed 1,10.1562. 

The Prebendary of Combe 3> John Edwards, was appointed 15.1. 
1556, He had gone by 1561 because the prebend was vacant at the visita¬ 
tion in that year, John Linche succeeded but his date of appointment is 
not known. 


The Prebendary of Combe 5, John liOoiting, was appointed 6.11, 
1556, He died and Andrew Fisher compounded for the first fruits 13.10. 


1560 . 

The Prebendary of Combe 7, Thomas Perham (*), was appo^ted 
4.5.1496. He died and Ludovic Evans compounded for the first fruits 
30 .10.1566, having been appointed 21.9.1565. 


The Prebendary of Combe 10, William Higham, was here at the 
1561 visitation. John Smithe was appointed 2.12.1563 on the death of 
Higham. 

The Prebendary of Combe 11, William Absolan, was appointed 
25,11.1556. He had apparently gone by 1561 and John Bridgewater^compoun¬ 
ded for the first fruits 28,3.1564. It is \inlxkely that Absolan s 
departure was motivated by conscience; a nan of this name held Denge, 
Essex, 18.2.1680 and Cranfield, Bedfordshire, 12.2.1578/9. 

The Prebendary of Combe 12, Gregory Clark, compounded for the 
first fruits 24.11.1545. Robert Baker compounded 18.5.1563. 

The Prebendary of Combe 13, Richard Coke, was appointed 2.7. 
1555. He was here in 1561 and was ^b^Dean, There is no other reference 
to this Prebend between 1499 and 1584. 


The Prebendary of Combe 15, Gains Dixson, compounded for the 
first fruits 11.1.1551/2. He was still here in 1561. Daniel ling cor>- 
pounded for the first fruits 30,11.1564. 

The Prebendary of Cudworth, William Southey, was appointed 
1,1,1556/7. He held Staple Fitzpaine 4.11.1560 and South Bradon from 
15.6,1556 till his death in 1590, He was an Oxford man, B.A 2.7,1526 
and M.A 14.7.1533. 


(*) Thomas Perham was obviously a very old nan when he died in 1 565 
or 1566. He held the livings of Cheselboume (9.11.1507; and 
Caundle Bishop (24.11.1514; both in Dorset, diocese of Bristol, 
and was succeeded at the former by Thomas Stampe and at the 
latter by Robert Hollis in 1565. 
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The Prebendary of Easton-in-Gordano, Maurice Birkinshaw, was 
here at least from 24o3o1525 when he presented to the vicarage of 
Easton-in-Gordano, as prebendary. He died in 1564, being succeeded 
by John Seade on 28.7.1564. He also held the Prebend of Eaynol in 
the cathedral of St.Asaph (q,v), the rectory of Denbigh in the same 
diocese FF 4.12.35th Henry VIII till death a.nd also Berrynarbor, 
Devonshire, diocese of Exeter,"12.11.1521 to death. 

The Prebendary of Holcombe, Robert Forthe, was appointed 
31.3.1553. There is nothing regarding this prebend in the records 
between 1556 and, 1598, but Heale says James Bell 1595. ' 

The Prebendary of Litton, Giles Davell, was appointed 1,1. 
'I557/8. William Stocke compounded, for the first fruits 6.4.1560 
and Thomas Smythe was appointed 31.12,1560, Stocke was a Catholic 
at heart (see V/orcester College, Oxford) and his speedy departure 
from this prebend is doubtless connected with this fact. 

The Prebendary of Milverton 2, Thomas Jury, was here at the 
1561 visitation. He died and Christopher Field compounded for the 
first fruits 11.7.1566, Jury held much preferment in the diocese 
including the parish livings of Crocombe, Somerset (F.F 10.1.154o/l 
to death), Wedraore, Somerset (28.8.1554 to '1556) and Streat, Somer¬ 
set, 3.7.1534 to 1561, Jury was a Fellow of Oriel College, Oxford, 
1522, from V/iltshire. He obtained his B.A 26.1.1519/20 and his M-.A 
27.6.1526, He died 1575. 

The Prebendary of Shalford, William Grimsby, was appointed 
22.7.1555. He was still here in I561 but died soon after, when Thomas 
Atwood was appointed 26.7.I563, 

The Prebendary of Taunton, William Bowerman, was here,at 
least from 1537. He made his Will in 1571, dying in that year. . 
During an exceedingly long.career, Bowerman had been sub-Dean 1539- 
1564, and had held the living of' V/iveliscbmbe, Somerset, from 9„2, 
1509 to the day of his death, a m.atter of sixty-two years. Other 
livings were Doulting, Somerset, lAich he held from 25.1.1529/30 to 
his death; Dulverton, Somerset-- (which he resigned in 1530); Bishop's 
Lydeard (which he resigned in 1529) and Croscombe, to which he had 
been appointed 20.2.1519, but ha.d subsequently resigned. 

The Prebendary of Wanstrow, William Jennings, was appointed 
2,5,1546, He died and John Beard was appointed 10.11,1565, For 
William Jennings, see diocese of Gloucester, vAere ho was Dean. 

The Prebendary of V/arrainster, Edward Rogers, had been appoin¬ 
ted as a minor 4.7.1542. Thomas V/ightman (*) compounded for the 
first fruits 25.4.1560. 

The Prebendary of Wedmoro 2, Robert Talbot, was appointed 
23,6,1541. He died and William ileades was appointed 14,12.1560, 

The Prebendary of Wedmore 3, James Bond, compounded for the 
first fruits 7.12.1546, He probably held the prebezid until his death 
in 1570, in which year John Bullingham obtained it. 

The Prebendary of Wedmore 5, John Blasgrove, was appointed 
about 1535. The next reference to this stall is when John Pyke 
compounds for the first fruits 28.5.1571. 

The Prebendary of V/hitchurch, ''oorge Cooper, was appointed 
15.10.1554. He held the prebend until is death in 1590. 

In considering lay opposition within the diocese, the situa¬ 
tion is much the same as in the neighbouring diocese of Gloucester, 
There was no great family to provide a rallying point; the Luttrell 
family of Dunster were the main feudal house in the diocese, having 
purchased the castle from the Mohuns in 1375. They do not figure in 
any return of pa.pists and indeed George Luttrell's name appears as 
Sheriff at the head of the 1593/4 Recusant Roll, At the head of the

1.577 list of persons who do not attend their parish church occur the 
nanes of Sir Maurice Berkeley, Sir John Horner and John Pophan, Esquire* 

Tho two knights were neighbours, Berkeley living at Bruton 
(where his nonitaent is in the church) and Horner at Mells. The founder 
of this latter fanily is reputed to be the 'little Jack Horner’ of 
nursery rh3nie fane, who pulled the plun of Mells out of the naelstron 
of the dissolution of the religious houses* A suitable nan to help 
provide the names of his Catholic neighbours to higher authority. In the 
event, however, such names are few, 

William Stourton of Warminster, co.Wilts, appears in the 
list in respect of lands brought to him when he married, Thomasine 
PitzJanes was his first wife; it was his second vrife, liary, daughter of 
John Wogan of lijhitelackington, Somerset, who brought him lands in 
Somerset. He was buried at Polke in Dorset 30,3*1591. 

The next name on the list is Edmund Tynte of Backvj-ell, near 
Bristol. He was the only son of Robert Tynte of that place by Agnes, 
daughter of Philip Thomas of Langeveney and grandson of Robert Tynte of 
Wraxall, co,Somerset, Edmund Tsmte died in 1580, his Will being proved 
12 .9,1580; there was issue. 

Edward Keynes is next on the list. The Keynes fanily of 
Compton Pauncefoot were solidly Catholic, At least eight members of it 
entered the Society of Jesus; two daughters were nuns, one a Poor Clare 
at Gravelines and one an Augustinian at Bruges. Humphrey and Janes 
Keynes were among those arrested at St,Edmund Campion’s last Mass at 
Lsrford, co,Berkshire, 16,7.1581. 

Marie Tillie, wife of George Tillie of Poyntington, next 
appears. Her Will is dated 23*7,1600 and she lies beside her husband 
in Poyntington church beiaeath the monument erected by Sir Edward Parham 
who married Elizabeth, the only issue of their union. No longer in Som¬ 
erset, the parish of Poyntington was transferred to Dorset in 1896* 

The names of Edmund and Alice Colleton are also cited. 

Edmund Colleton was father of John Colleton, secular priest, born at 
Milverton in 1548, He was educated at Oxford, being at Lincoln College 
there in 1565. He arrived at Douai 14.1.1576 and was ordained 16,6,1576 
and sent to England 19.7.1576. He immediately wont to Milverton w^re 
he reconciled his lapsed father; it is as a result of this that his 
father and sister, Alice, are cited for recusancy in 1577* After a life¬ 
time spent in and out of prison, John Colleton died on 19*10.1537 at the 
Roper home at Eltham, Kent (see diocese of Rochester), 

The recusant rolls of later in the century provide more 
names, almost entirely of small squires; a few of these names are Huysshe 
of St.^ecumans (which we know as Watchet, on the north coast of Somerset), 
Marvin of Ashbrittle, Easton of Timberscombe, Gerrard of Trent and Knowle 
of Sandford Orcas, 

One name is conspicuous by its absence — that of Waldegrave, 
The explanation is that at this time they were not resident on their 
property at Chewton Mendip, but still lived on their estate at Borley, 
Essex, The grant of the Chewton property to the Waldegraves is in the 
Calendar of Patent Rolls under date 28.5.1554. 

The present Waldegrave house at Chewton Mendip is Victorian 
and is said to occupy the site of a small religious house, first Bene¬ 
dictine and then Carthusian; if so, it escaped the notice of Knowles and 
Hadcock ("Mediaeval Religious Houses", Longmans, 1951). 

The family’s old home, Borley Hall, on the river Stour, 
still exists but the Waldegrave connection with it ceased with the 
death of Philip Waldegrave in 1720/1. The later Earls (they were raised 
to the dignity on becoming Protestant in the 18th century) lived at 
Navestock, Essex, Their residential association with Chewton Mendip, 
therefore, is relatively modem, although they have owned the property 
for over 400 years.

CATHEDRAL CLERGY 

BISHOP 

GILBERT BOURIIE was consecrated 1.4,1554._He was deprived 
and GILBERT BERKELEY was consecrated 24.3.1560. /Gilbert Bourne was 
the son of Philip Bourne of Worcester. Ho entered the University of 
Oxford in 1524. He became a Fellow of All Souls in 153^ and in the 
year after he proceeded in Arts beinc then esteemed, a good orator—: 
and disputant" (Athenae Oxon, ii, 805). In 1541 he became a Preben¬ 
dary of Worcester and in 1545. a Prebendary of St.Paul's Cathedral, 

In 1549 he was rector of High Ongar, Essex. He was elected Bishop 
of Bath & Wells 28,3,1554. In the previous year he had attracted 
notice by a sermon at St,Paul's Cross so violent in tone as to 
provoke a hostile demonstration, during which a dagger was thrown 
at him. During his tenure of the See, a great many married priests- ••• 
were ejected, as will be seen from the parish entries. On the 
accession of Elizabeth, Bourne refused the oaths, acknowledging her 
supremacy in matters spiritual, and was accordingly deprived. Soon 
after he was in prison but later was committed to the custody of 
George Carewe, by then Dean of Exeter. The Bishop died 10.9.1569 
at Silverton, Devonshire, being buried there on the south side of 
the altar. He was, says Fuller,, "a zealous papist, yet of a good 
nature, well deserving of his Cathedral^^/. 

DEAN 

JOHN GOODMAN was made Dean in 1548 and was deprived in 
1550. He was restored by Queen Mary but finally ejected at the 
accession of Elizabeth, when WILLIAM TURNER was restored (previously 
hero 1550-1553) , /John Goodman v;as. a B.Can.L ,of Cambridge Univer¬ 
sity 1520/1. He was Vicar of West Harptree from .4.4,1519 to 1543, 
Brompton Regis from 12,5.1520 to 1530 and Stoko-sub-Hamd.on (q,v). 

He was Prebendary of Wedmore 1 (q.v),,which was annexed to the 
Deanery, and of V/iveliscombe (q-v). Ho was deprived of all his 
preferments o.t the outset of Queen Elizabeth's reign/, 

ARCHDEACON OF TAUNTON 

JOHN FITZJAHES was inst 22.5.1514. He was deprived and 
JUSTINIAN LANCaSTER succeeded in 156O. /John Fitzjames was of 
Merton College, Oxford, and was B.A 20.'S^. 1524; he was Vicar of 
Chew Hagna-with-Dundry (q.v) and was a.ppointed Archdeacon of Taunton 
22,5,1554. He was also Prebendary of Milverton 1 (q.v), which was 
annexed to the Archdeaconry. He was deprived of his preferments at 
the accession of Elizabeth and fled abroad. He was loiown to be 
living in 1566 in Spanish Flanders, being in receipt of a pension of 
40 florins a year from Philip II of Spain/. 

TREASURER 

THOMAS BAYLIE was appointed Treasurer in 1559 in, succession 
to John Dakyn, who had died 9,11.1558 nt Kirby Ravensworth, Yorks. 
Baylio v/as deprived and RICILiRD TRSMAYNE was presented by the Crown 
13,1,1560/1. /Thomas Baylie was.of Clare College, Cambridge, B.A 
1546/7, M.A 1549, 3.D.1558, Proctor 1554/5. Master of Clare 1557 to 
1560 when ho was ejected. He was also Prebendary of Ashill (q.v). 

He lost all his preferments a.t the accession of Elizabeth and fled 
to the Low Countries, where he settled among his co-religionists, 
receiving a pension of 30 florins from Philip II. He took his Doc¬ 
torate of Divinity at Louvain and was afterwa.rds at Rheims and 
Douai, where he died 7.10.1591/. 

PREBEND OF ASHILL ' 

THOMAS BAYLIE vjas here in 156O and upon deprivation was 
succeeded by RICHARD BYRD (a.lias SILVESTER), who resigned in 1565. 
/For Thoma.s Baylie, see Treasurer/.

WILLIiM HOEEWOOEE was appointed 30.12,1557. He was ejected 
and GEORGE CAEHf was restored (previously here PP 26.11.37 Henry VIII 
( 1545 ) to 1554 ).

Ho was elected 
a Pellow 15 . 6 . 1.548 and commenced M.A 18.7.1552, being about that time 
humanity reader in the college. He held the following ecclesiastical 
preferments apart from the Prebend - Meare (q.v) and Middle Chxnnock 
(q.v), both in the covinty of Somerset and diocese of Bath & Wells. 

On refusing to subscribe the Protestant articles he was deprived of 
big preferments and withdrew to Toumai where he was admitted to the 
Society of Jesus in 1562, After his novitiate, he vras a missionary 
in Ireland for several years, and later in Sweden and Poland, He 
died at Naples 5,7.1586 and was buried in the Jesuit college in that 
citj^.

1531 / 2 , M.A 1537 , B.D 1545 / 6 . He was President of Michael House, subse¬ 
quently absorbed into Trinity, He also held the parish livings of^ 
Yatton, Somerset (q.v), Shipdham (q.v), Norfolk and Little Wilbraham 
(q.v), Cambridgeshire together with a prebend in the cathedral church 
of Ely (q.v). Bickerdick apparently lived at Little Wilbraham for in 
Bishop Cox's Visitation Book is the remark that "Mr.John Bickerdick 
was lately Rector here. He lives in the parish; but is not careful to 
come to church". He was either deprived or resigned all his offices in 
the church for conscience sakeT",

In the chaos that reigned at Wells at the 
change of religion, Petre's appointment was not registered, but the 
recently discovered 1581 visitation record enables us to say with 
certainty that he was here in that year. Ho must have acquired it 
in the first regnal year of JSlizabeth, He retained the stall, as he 
retained all his preferment (except his Peterborough stall, which he 
resigned in I 585 ) until 1572, when he resigned, being succeeded by 
V/alter Baylie 30.8,1572, The cause of his resignation of all his 
preferment was unquestionably the recently enacted statute requiring 
subscription of all priests ordained by any other than the Protestant 
formulary. In the case of his York stall (that of Knctresborough, 
appointed 1 6 .12.1552) the Archbishop moved v/ith more speed and Petre 
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was deprived as early as February, 1572, as having fled abroad and 
joined himself to the Queen’s Catholic enemies (York Chapter Records;. 

In fact, a year before this he was ImoT/oi to be living at Cambrai; 
subsequently he resided at Amiens and Rouen. He makes his Will 1,3.1587 
and died 20.4. i587, being buried in the church of St.Vivian, Rouen 
(Brentwood Diocesan Magazine, June, 1920, quoted in "Essex Recusant , 
April, 1964, Vol.6, Ho.l). Catholic sources state that he was the 
younger brother of Sir William Petre but in the book which gives most _ 
information on the family - "Genealogical Collections on Roman Catholic 
families" by Howard and Burke - there is no mention of 1^. Sir William 
Petre has been described as "a sphinx in religion"^and^(outwardly at 
least) a conformist; the type pilloried, and with justice, by the^ 
unknown writer in Harl.Ms. 1221 , Ho,5: "He loves Popery well, but is loth 

to lose by it..Richard Petre seems to have shared this attitude 

in no small measure, since he made shift to retain most of his lucrative 
preferment throughout the ecclesiastical changes of his lifetime. ¥e 
shoiild perhaps be grateful that, when he could no longer avoid it, he 
made a decision of some kind, and that that decision was at least an 
honourable on^.

consecrated 19.'^.1562. Letters patent dated 29.^.1562 
allow him to hold Bristol together with the See of Gloucester (q.vj 
He died 25.^.1579. 


JOHN BULLINGHAM ( 1581 - 1589 ) 


consecrated 3«9»l58l. He died 20.5.1598. 
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The soe of Bristol was founded on 4.6=15^2, and the Augustinian 
abbey church, dating from 1142, was. made the seat Of the bishop.. The 
la,st abbot, of St,o Augustine' s was awarded a pension of £80 and Paul 
Bush ( 1490 - 1558 )). inaster of the Bonshommes of .2dington, Wiltshire, 
became the first Bishop,, . . . - 

In extent, the diocese comprised the county of Dorset, the 
city of Bristol and a small number of parishes to the north of the 
city known as the Deanery of Bristol, of which the most northerly 
were Dodington and Tormartono Dorset had previously been part of the 
diocese of Sa.lisbury, to which it was returned in 1836 . 

Unfortunately for the historical student, most ecclesiastical 
records for this diocese relevant to this study perished in the fire 
of 1731 at Blandford, ForTom. This inevitably makes any assessment of 
the facts impossible. 

As' far as Dorset is concerned, what can be done, has been done. 
Go Do Squibb's '’Dorset Inctirabents, 1542-1731"» originally published 
in six parts in the Proceedings of the Dorset Natural History and 
Archaeological .Society, and subsequently issued as a book, is a 
praiseworthy attempt to provide adequate incumbency lists for the 
county. The compiler seems to have used most manuscript sources, 
except the Archdeacon of Dorset's return to Archbishop Parker, dated 
156I0 

This return, produced by Archdeacon John Cottrell, is inter¬ 
esting. It is perhaps significant that of the 18 churches listed 
under the City of Bristol, no less than 12 were vacant and one 
supplied by a.non-graduate. 

The last Catholic bishop, John Holyman, had died on 20.12., 
1558» before the days of decision. At the accession of .Sliza.beth, 
the See was vacant. .. 

The Dean (Henry Joliffe), the Chancellor (William Dalby) and 
three of the six prebendaries were deprived. One other resigned and 
the remaining two - John CottrOll and Thomas Silke, holding the 4th 
and 5'th stalls respectively — conformed, Cottrell was also Archdeacon 
of Dorset and held much preferment in the diocese and elsewhere, , 

Among his Dorset livings were Burton Bradstock (1553“1556), Chilcombe 
,(t554_l56o) and Gussage All Saints, nirhich he held from a date unknown 
(but certainly post-1554) until his death. 

The Catholic character of Dorset is largely hidden from us by 
the paucity of records; thus, the fervent attachment of both gentry 
a.nd yeomen to the Ancient Faith is largely unknoi'/n,. This arises from 
a number of circumstances peculiar to Dorset, 

First, the complete separation of Dorset from its episcopal 
seat by another diocese - that of Bath and Wells - is unique. This 
situatioia did not improve diocesan administration. 

Secondly, despite the bulk of Dorset being subject to the 
Diocese of Bristol, thirty parishes rem.ained in the Dean of Salis¬ 
bury's Peculiar, a slice of country starting at .Sherborne a,nd running 
south-west to Beaminster and east to Bere Regis. They were free from 
archiepiscopal interference. In addition, six Dorset towns - Corfe 
.Castle, Gillingham, Sturminster Marshall, Wiraborne Minster, Canford 
Magna and Poole - were Royal Peculiars, exempt from all jurisdiction 
except that of the Crown, Thus, a quarter of the county was outside 
the control of the Ordinary. 

The rest of the county — tha.t in the diocese of Bristol - was 
administered by the Archdeacon, John Cottrell (ob.1572). A man who 
had survived the Protestantism of Edward VI, the Catholicism of Mary 
and was now navigating the Anglicanism of Elizabeth could scarcely 
feel strongly about anything - except his ovm survival; certainly 
the man was no persecutor,. If Cottrell v;as easj''-going,'his Bishop, 
Richard Cheney, was even more accommodating. He v;as a man noted for 
his lenity; as .Edmund Campion was to say, rather cruelly, he was ’’one 
ns the heretics hated and the Catholics were ashamed of”. Ashamed 
Catholics may•have.been, but they naturally made use of the situation, 

/So it was 
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So it was that for the first thirty years of Elizabeth's 
reign, the Catholic majority in Dorset worshipped pretty cmch as they 
pleased. At Bere Regis, it is significant to report, where the 
Catholic Turbervilles controlled everything, the first charge of 
recusancy does not occur until 1593<! This family, it will be recalled, 
provided the last Catholic Bishop of Exeter, Given such a situation 
of security, it is small wonder that the chalk hills of Dorset 
provided a haven for many a wandering priest, and that gentry and 
yeomanry alike remained staunchly loyal. 

That Bishop Cheney was more concerned to report Puritans 
than Catholics is wellknown. In 1571 he did not appear at Convocation 
in Westminster when subscription to the Thirty-Sine Articles was 
demanded. He was excommunicated for contumacy and the administration 
of the Archdeaconry of Dorset removed from his jurisdiction. The 
Archbishop of Canterbury then granted a Commission to John Cottrell 
to make a Visitation of the diocese. In November, 1571 s-nd in the 
following February a similar Commission was directed to the Bishop 
of Bath and Wells; in hay the care of the diocese v/as transferred 
to the Bishop of Salisbury. Three years later, James Proctor, substi¬ 
tute for the Archdeacon of Dorset under the Bishop of Salisbury, was 
removed for taking bribes; the same year Bishop Cheney and Chancellor 
Green of Gloucester made an illicit Visitation of that diocese and 
Green was removed for his greed and avarice. Cheney died in 1579 s.nd 
both Gloucester and Bristol Sees remained vacant for three years. 

This is but scratching the surface of episcopal inefficiencies. 
The next Bishop of Bristol was John Bullinghara, consecrated 3»9»158l; 
he was also Bishop of Gloucester. This man had been a holder of much 
preferment in Queen Mary's days. He had lost it on Elizabeth's acces¬ 
sion but had subsequently conformed, being rewarded by rich prefer¬ 
ment. Such a man was not disposed to persecute his former co¬ 
religionists; nor did he. 

It was not until l4.12.1589 that Bristol roceived its own 
Bishop, when Richard Fletcher was appointed. He stayed three years, 
then was translated to Worcester. Most of his time had been spent 
in London, visits to his See being infrequent. After his departure, 
Bristol remained vacant for ten yearsJ 

During the years when Bristol diocese was v/rithing in agony. 
Catholics lived easily. Among these may be mentioned the Arundells 
of Chideock Co.stle near Bridport (their home has quite disappeared), 
the Martins of Athelhampton (their home, Athelhampton Hall, still 
exists), the Turbervilles of Bere Regis, the Tregomifolls of Milton 
Abbey (descendants of the Sir John Tregomirell, busy in the matter 
of the dissolution of the abbeys), the Wells family of Godlingston 
in Purbeck (an offshoot of the Wells family of Brarabridge, Hampshire, 
of which Blessed Swithun V/ells is the most famous member) and Symes 
of MaiDperton and Netherbury. 

Mention must also be made of the Eemorford fasnily of Folke. 
Despite the evidence of the old conforming priest, Vn'illiam Hemerford 
(B.A of Oxford University 19.6.1540, H.A 154l/2. Held Osmington 
4.12.1546 to 1572, Symondsbury 11.11.1572 to death, Long Bredy 
5-»5»'1556 to 1559 and Folke from a date unlcnown to his d^ath 4,10.1585) 
Thomas Hemerford was a Catholic martyr. He left Oxford University for 
reasons of conscience in 1575 and v/ent to Rheims. He v;as ordained in 
Rome and sent on the English Mission. His career ended at Tyburn on 
12 . 2 . 1584 , where he was hung, drawn and quartered. 

Hemerford was not the only martyr-who was a native of Dorset. 
John Munden was born at Mapperton, Dorset, the son of another John 
Kunden (ob.1572). He was educated at Winchester and Nevj College, 

Oxford; then to Rheims and Rome, where he was ordained in 1582 . 
Returning to England he was arrested - by a Dorset man, Thomas Hanhani, 
who owned large estates at Vifimborne Minster and Hampreston. Munden 
did not escape the hangman's knife; he was hung, drawn and quartered 
at Tyburn 12.2.1584. Five priests died on that day - George Haydock, 
James Fenn, Thomas Hemerford, John Nutter a.nd John Munden, Of this 
company, James Fenn was a West country raan, frora Montacute, near 
Yeovil, Somerset, But it is the Mundens who interest us. Back in 

/Dorset, John Munden's 
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Dorset, John Mundon's execution triggered off the dormant faith in 
the hearts of the family, the rebellion follov/ing the usual course - 
the men being schismatics, xhe \'/onen ojeen and clamorous rebels (for 
not yet were husbands responsible for their wives recusancy). The 
i'lundons ano. the Barretts (with whom they were c.llied by the marriage 
of the martyr's sister. Cicely, to Eobert Barrett of Chideock) 
became belligerently loyal. They i/ere humble folk - no gentry ~ yet 
they did their part. 

In addition to Mundon and Hemerford, no less tha.n seven 
Catholics were martyred in the county tovm of Dorchester. They were 
ixionas hilclier ("1587), Villiam Pike (1591), John Cornelius, Thomas 
Bosgrave, John Carey and Patrick Salmon (all in 159^) and Hugh Green 
(i642). 

Of those, Thomas l-'ilcher was a Sussex man, born at Battle in 
that county. tvillia.m Pike wa.s a humble carpenter, converted by 
Pilcherj he wo.s probably the brother of i'ia.rtha. Pike, who married 
Henry x'alkner of Little Cheney, the man thought to have converted 
John Cha.pman, tne -.nglican minister, to Catholicism. Pike v/as a. big, 
strong man, on a.rtisan; cut d.ov/n from the gallows while still alive, 
he resisted the hangman's attempt to disembowel him. The Sheriff's 
men threw him dovm and ran his hands through with their halberds, 
pinning him to the ground. Then the bestia.1 business began. And only 
then. 

Perhaps the Jesuit John Cornelius was the greatest priest 
to serve the Catholics of Dorset. His story is too long to give here, 
but the brief details of his career are th':'t he was born in Bodmin, 
Cornwo.ll, of Irish pa.rents. The. story is- told how- Sir John -:.rundell, 
riding down^a Cornish lone, found the boy-reading a book. Something 
about th<j little figure impressed tho knight, for he gave him a gold 
piece and invited him to join his household. Later he sent him to 
Exeter, College,. Oxford; then the road led to idieims and the English 
College in Home, and back again to Cornwall, where at-Lnnherne he 
served the Arundells. Cornelius was an ascetic, a seer of visions, 
v/ho was to go to. his death in a state of exa.ltation. But this was in 
the future. Sir John xnundell died in 1591 and his widow-retired to 
Dorset, -taking Cornelius with her. It was here that Cornelius was 
betrayed. To do the Deputy-Lieutenant, Sir George Trenchard, justice, 
ho had no^wish, to find the priest or his hiding place, and, for some 
hours busied himself ferreting out books and vestments; then a jibe 
from a servant caused him to lose his temper. Had the man kept a 
still tongue cioubtless the priest vj-ould ha.ve lived; as it was Trenchard 
pursued his search ruthlessly and in due time Cornelius suffered the 
horrible execution of tho time. The date was 4.7.1594. 

John Carey and Patrick Salmon were the priest’s servants; 
Thomas Bosgrave, hanged for aiding the priest, vras Sir John Arundell's 
nephew (his father w^as Leonard Bosgrave, the second husband of Jane 
Arundell, daughter of Sir John Arundell of Lanherne). Thomas Bosgrave 
v;as not a pri..st but a layman; his brother James was a priest, but he 
escaped the hangman's knife. Banished in“1 585 , ho never returned to 
Eng'land. 

^ _ Civ,.n this clima.te of Catholicism, it is small wonder that 

two Dorset rectors should have become Catholics and suffered imprison¬ 
ment, exile and (in one case) death for their religion. 

ihe one v/ho lived wa.s John Chapman, a i-,.a of Oxford Univer¬ 
sity; he was Vicar of Litton Cheney (21.4,1573 to 1574) and Xiector 
of x-angton uorring, being here in 1561 and retaining the living until 

1579 , when he was deprived, Hu also seems to have held Wheathill, 
oomersot, for about a year 1572/3. He escc.ped abroad, arriving at the 
anglish College, Hheims, 7.12.1579, v.rith John Ada.ms, parson of 
hinterbourne martin. 

Chapman was ordained subdeacon at Soissons in December, 

1580 , deacon .(? at Hheims) 21 . 2 . 1580 /I and priest at Chalons-sur- 
hariie 4 . 3 . 1580 /I, saying his first Hass in St.Stephen’s church, 

.aheims, 15“3«1580/l, He returned to Snglancl soon a.fterv/ards, landing 
proba.bly at Jiyo, Sussex. Being lame, he stayed for nino days in London; 
after this he travelled to Pinhoe in Devon, the home of the Heynolds 

/family. .Bere he stayed 
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family. Hero he stayed with the larother of William Eeynolds, lAo was 
a lecturer at Eheins, for three or four days, .after v/hich he. moved on 
again to To.unton and from there to Warblington (the home of the 
Cotton family, see V/inchester diocese) in HaniiDshire, It was here that 
he was captured 7.8.1582, 

The examination of John Chapman can bo read in S.P, Joni.Eliz. , 
, 1582 , but is so interesting that some pa.rt of it is reproduced here:- 

”The sayd John Chapman being examined v/hether he.be a spirit¬ 
ual! or a tempora.ll man, a.nswereth that he is a Spirituall man a.nd a 
Priest, a.nd was be-fore a Minister made by the Byshoppe of Wells and 
sayeth that he had a. Benefice called Langton-Herring in Dorsetshire 
which he served Syx yea.res. And being a.s]ced why he left the Iiinist- 
erye, he sayeth his Conscience onely v/as the cav/se. And being a.sked 
by whose Instructions he declyned from the Heligion answereth, by 
reo-ding certayne Controversies, a.nd by certayne Bookes, which one 
Kr.Ffawkiner of Dorsetshire deceased gave hyn; And sayeth ho was not 
to accuse neyther cowld he accuse o.ny nan for cownsaling hym to 
declyne. 

Item, he sayeth that abowt Three yeares past he left hys 
Benefyce a.foresayd w'howt Kesegnacon, or making any bocLy lorevye of 
hys Parishe, that he would departe. 

Item, he sayeth that he went presently to London to contryve 
means to passe beyonde the seas: and sayth nowe thcxt one Adaris a 
minister allso went \ir’th hym and that this Adams was, beneficed allso 
in Dorsetshire at a place called t/artens-towne. 

Item, thys Exaninate allso sa.yeth that he v/as acquaynted iir'th 
one Mondayne who vms Scholemaster of Dorcester and of divers other 
places in that countie, and sayeth that he was accompted a Papist, 
and was in trowble for Religion durin:. the tyme of hys beiiig there, 
and being examined where thys iiondayne was at thys present, sayeth 
that he cannot tell, neyther had he any Conference with hyin”. 

We have already net John Hunden, but '’isr.Fawkiner" is 
undoubtedly Henry Falkner of Litton Cheney; it is noteworthy that 
Chapman, despite his dangerous situa.tion, did not mention Litton 
Cheney, though he was Vicar there, Henry Falkner died in 1579j 
fact that Chapman loioxir well enough; Protestant vengeance could not 
harm him, but the family still lived there, and the convert parson 
held his tongue. Strange to relate, Henry Falkner had a son (born in 
1577 ) who one day would bo a member of the Society of Jesus. The 
family was Catholic enough, yet the fo.ther, follo’ving the practice 
of the time, must have been a schismatic. Iv’e can see him, tongue-in- 
cheek, attending Chapman’s Protostcait service, then afterv;ards 
tirguing with him, undermining the young minister's belief, eagerly 
pointing out passages in clandestine books smuggled over from France. 
Beside the guttering candle they sit, the convinced Catholic end the 
young, wavering minister. Then the agony common to converts in any 
day and age, weighing self-interest with honour, and finally laiowing 
there is only one thing to do, admit you have been gulled and make 
the final breach. This John Chapman was to do. 

There v;ere Chapmans at Langton Long Blandford and a.t Chideock 
in Arundell country; to which family the convert minister belonged 
we do not know. If the Chideock fa.nily, then the ground was doLibtloss 
fertile, and Henry Falkner hixd countless generations of Chapmans 
arguing with him, dro.wing this young sprig of a Chapman back to the 
unity of the Faith, 

Cha 23 r;ian was luckyi He v/as caught in Catholic Hampshire and 
his prison was the Winchester House of Correction, Eis interrogator 
was the old renegade Catholic, John Watson, Imown as a 'Bishop of 
much lenity', v/ho occupied the See of Winchester from 1580 to 1584, 
Ultimately Chapman was deported in 1586 , '':e was back by 1591 
that year he is described as a great man in Oxfordshire and Berk¬ 
shire, but living mostly with the old Mistress Windsor at Addington, 
nr,Winslow in Buckinghamshire, 'ee even knovj what he looked like - 

/"of mean stature, squa.re 



"of mean stature, square with swarthy complexion and black beard 
and looketh asquint..travelling sometimes on horseback, but 
more commonly on foot, in white frieze, with a long pikestaff set 
in his neck like a grazier.......". In 1601 he was at Douai and 

Rheims. After that he passes from our view. 

John Adams was unluckier than John Chapman, for he was hung, 
drawn and quartered at Tyburn 8 .IO. 1586 . 

He was Vicar of V/interbourne St,Martin or Martinstown as 
it was then described. The date of the appointment is unknown 
because of the absence of the episcopal registers; certainly, 
however, he was not there in 1561 when Archdeacon Cottrell made 
his report to Archbishop Parker, Adams is not mentioned in G. D. 
Squibb*s "Dorset Incumbents" although the date of his successor’s 
appointment is given - David Lewis, collated 4,3.1579/80, 

It is known that Adams was born in Gloucestershire and 
this being so he is perhaps the man of the same name who held the 
two livings of Siddington St.Mary (FF 10.5.5th Elizabeth I) and 
Siddington St.Peter (l8.5.l564). He was non-resident in 15^9 
(G.D.R., V 0 I. 26 ., p. 72 ) and resigned both livings in 1571. Adams 
was not, as said, at Winterbourne St.Martin in 1561 and it is just 
possible - assuming the identification to be accurate - that he 
resigned his Gloucestershire livings to take up the Dorset parish. 

His Catholic life is well-documented. He arrived at Douai 
7 . 12.1579 and was ordained at Soissons 17.12.1580. On 29.3.158l 
he departed for England, where his apostolate was in Hampshire; 
it was at Winchester where he was captured. A description of him, 
dated 1583 , states that he was "about forty years of age, of 
average height, with a dark beard, a sprightly look and black eyes. 
He was a good conversationalist, very straightforward, very pious 
and pre-eminently a man of hard work". 

He was committed to the Marshalsea prison 7.3.1584 and was 
still there 20,7,1584. He was banished in 1585 tut was soon back 
in England for we find him in the Clink 19.12.1585. Less than a 
year later, as we have seen, he went on his last journey, to 
Tyburn. 

The name that most immediately springs to mind in consider¬ 
ing Catholicism in Dorset is that of Weld of Lulworth Castle.(*) 
Since, however, they only bought the estate in l64l, the connection 
lies outside the scope of these papers. 


(*) It was Humphrey Weld (ob. 1685 ) who was the first Weld at 

Lulworth; and according to the Revd.George Oliver ("Collections 
illustrating the history of the Catholic Religion in the 
Counties of Cornwall, Devon, Dorset, Somerset, Wilts and 
Gloucester", 1857 ) he was the first Catholic of his house.

He was ejected and GEORGE 
CAHEW wns restored (previously here 5*'ll-1552 to 1553 )a ^enry Joliffe 
was educated at Cambridge, graduating A I 523 A, M.A 1527 ; ho .was 
Proctor 1536/7 j subsequently proceeding to BoD degree,. Pc was Rector 
of Bishop's Hampton, V/arwickshire (q.v) and held the 4th Stall at 
Worcester, In 1552 ho and Robert Johnson, another Canon of V/orcester, 
refused to subscribe the articles of religion propounded by Bishop 
Hooper at the diocesan visitation, on the grounds that they were 
neither Catholic nor agreeable to ancient doctrine. The two preben¬ 
daries held a disputation with Hopper and Harley (afterwards Bishop 
of Hereford), On the accession of Elizabeth, Joliffe wa.s deprived of 
all his preferments and died b'e.fore 28.1.1573A/*

V/ILLIAi'i DALBY wa.s appointed in 1558 and was deprived, ARTHUR 
SAV/LE was appoin^^ed in 1560, Aalby was a Fcllo\\r of All Souls Colle^ga, 
Oxford, being admitted B«C,L .17»2.1537/8, He was also the holder of 
the 1st stall and held the parish living of Littleton-upon-Severn, 
Gloticestershire, o.lso in the diocese of Bristol. In the diocese of

The Settlement of Religion resulted in the departure of the 
Archdeacon and six of the twelve prebenda,ries; these will be noted, 
separe.tely. Two prebendaries died, leaving four conformers. These 
were as follows 

The Dean was Ficholas V/otton (c, 1497-1567). In the matter 
of collecting preferment, Wotton rivalled the notorious Peter Vannes, 
He studied in Italy and perhaps obtained, his degcroes of D,CoL and 
D,D there; certainly the records of Cambridge and Oxford are silent 
as to his academic life. Be was brother of Sir Edv/ard VJotton (l489“ 
1551 )» the Treasurer of Calais. It, would be tedious to recite this 
man's extensive preferment, especially as he made himself agreeable 
to the Elizabethan Settlement, However, as early as 1517 he held 
Houghton iialherbe, Kent, and was Vicar of Sutton Valence, just south 
of Maidstone from 1518-1530- Tu 154l ho became Dean of Canterbury 
and held the post until his death. In 1544 he was Dean of York and 
a Prebendary of that church two years Ia,ter, As we shall see, he 
was a Prebendary of Exeter cathedral, holding the stall until his 
death, V/otton was not much given to collecting parish livings out¬ 
side Kent (as well as those mentioned he had held Ivychurch on 
Romney Marsh in 1530) but one he undoubtedly held was Algarkirk in 
Lincolnshire from 16.6,1539 to 1562 v/hen he resigned. 

The holder of the First Stall, George Lilly, had been 
appointed 13-3-1557- He died and Theodore Newton was presented by 
the Crown 20,10,1559- George Lilly was the son of William Lilly 
(?1469-1522), the grammarian, and was educated at Magdalen College, 
Oxford; he was domestic chaplain to Cardinal Pole, xifhom he had met 
in Rome, He o.lso held the Prebend of Kentish Town in St .Paul's 
Cathedral, 22,11,1556 until his death. His Will is dated 1559 (35 
Chayney, P.C.C), His successor, Theodore Newton, was an h,A :of 
Christ Church,Oxford, 1552, He was rector of Ringwould, Kent, 
12 , 6,1565 until his death and of St.Dionis Backchurch, London, 
16 , 9-1567 until his death. He was brother of Francis Nev/ton (ob, 
1572 ), Dean of Winchester, 1565- 

The holder of the Second Stall, Arthur St.Leger, was 
appointed by the charter of incorpora.tion 8,4,1542, He resigned, 
being’ succeeded by Anthony .Rushe 6,4,1568, He also held the parish 
living of Ulconbe, Kent, from 21,6,1537; he resigned this, being 
sLicceeded by John Townesley, '29-1-1558/9? but retained his Stall, 

The holder of the Third Stall, William Darrell, wa.s appointed 
2 , 4 , 1554 , Darrell, v;lio died I 580 , v^as chaplain to Queen .Elizabeth, 
and despite the name he boro must be counted a conformer. See also 
Little Chart, 

The holder of the Seventh Stall, Hugh Glasier, was appointed 
by the charter of incorporation 8.4,1542, He died and John Butler 
was appointed 12.5-1559- Perhaps the Hugh Glasier here mentioned was 
the Minorite v/ho was a B.D of Oxford University 14.7,1538. 

The holder of the Ninth Stall, Hugh Turnbull, was appointed 
2,4,1555' He was also Dean of Chichester (q.v)^ 

The holder of the Tenth Stall, John Millys, was ajjpointed 
by the charter of incorporo-tion 8.4,1542, He died and '/illiam Kinge 
was appointed 19-1-1564/5- Millys v/as also incumbent of Chartham 
( 18 . 4 . 1554 ) and Ringwould, both in Kent, 

The nev; dispensation did not take lonp; in raaking its pres¬ 
ence felt in this diocese. In May 1559 the Governor of Dover Castle, 
I'/illiani Crispe, is thanked by the Privy Council for apprehending a 
priest of Canterbury, William Bashenden, v/ho v/as seeking to escape 
from -England, There is an element of irony in this, as l'/illia.m Crispe 
v/as himself the progenitor of the famous and loya,l Ca,tholic house 
that held the manor of Ore, near Hastin. ,s in Sussex, Perhaps the 
priest referred to was Sir George Basolden, incumbent of St,George’s 
church, Canterbury, He probably did not get into much trouble for 

/Crispe was told 



Crispe was told that if the priest could find sureties he could be , 
released, otherwise he was to stay in prison. 

Dover being the main gateway to England, Kent saw a groat 
deal of priestly traffic along V/atling Street, consequent upon the 
founding of Douai. An Irishman, Edward Burnell (perhaps the ex- 
Prebendary of Rochester) was arrested at Canterbury for bringing 
into England Catholic books and religious objects. Amid the many 
priests to roach Engla.nd via the port of Dover were Edmund Campion 
and Robert Parsons (on this traffic. Chapter k of Mr.Christopher 
Buckingham's "Catholic Dover" (Thomas Becket Books, Lydden, Dover, 
1968 )) can be road with profit). 

Every student will be aware of the impression he receives 
from almost every book purporting to deal with the subject, that 
Kent turned overnight from Catholic to Protestanit. It is even hinted 
that Kent was always Protestant at heart, waiting for the shackles 
of a repressive clericalism to be hacked off. This is, of course, a 
monstrous fiction. 

It is nonetheless true that the diocese was early infec¬ 
ted with the.^.nqvel. re.iigiqn emanating from the Continent; this was 
inescapable, Dover being the major port of entry from that Continent 
and the filter through which the virus reached the rest of England's 
body. This is a phenomenon observable in every county with a south¬ 
facing port. The proof of this fact is found in the number of Protes¬ 
tant martyrs the comity provided. It \irould be idle to pretend other¬ 
wise. 

Yet a fair number of the county's great families adhered 
to the traditional Faith during the l 6 th century. That part of Kent 
comprising the diocese of Canterbury contained no great feudal family 
to be a bulwark against the new religion - the Nevills belonged to 
the neighbouring diocese of Rochester - yet there existed enclaves of 
loyal Catholic families, doggedly resistant to the novel doctrines 
infiltrating along the Dover road. Any industrious genea.logist marvels 
at the numbers of these families, their inter-marrying and the con¬ 
centration of wealth in clearly defined areas. 

One of these areas v/as the western Weald, the border of 
Kent and Sussex. Dotted along this boundary were powerful families 
that ensured the continuance of the ancient tradition - Culpeper, 
Guldeford, Baker, Wybarne, V/ilford, Roberts, Darrell and so on. 

These families were rich and territorially influential. 

Turning to the 1577 return of recLisants, we find this pic¬ 
ture confirmed to some extent, although it should always be remembered 
that these returns represent only those v/ho had failed at concealment. 
This document, which interestingly differentiates between recusants 
'By records' and 'By publique fame', lists Sir Alexander Culpeper and 
his wife under the former category. 

Sir Alexander lived at Goudhurst, at Bedgebury. He was 
the son of Thomas Culpeper-■(ob.13»5»155S) and his wife, Eliza.beth, 
daughter of Sir William Hawte of Bishopsbournc. Sir Alexander wed 
Mary, fourth daughter of V/illia,m, Lord Dacre of the North ( 15 OO- 
1563 ); "the marriage settlement was dated 21.10.5'th & 6th Philip and 
Mary). He was knighted at Rye in 1575 and died I 6 ,1.1599* la the whole 
of a long lifetime he never wavered in his allegiance, and the same 
is true of Lady Culpeper, There v/as only one child, Anthony (born 
7 . 10 . 1560 ), who married Anne, daughter of Sir Roger Martin, Lord Mayor 
of London. ^More details of Sir Alexander's troubles will be found 
under the Diocese of Chichester, parish entry Rogate, when consider¬ 
ing the priest, Thomas Crooke, parson of that place^* 

The Guldeford family lived at Hensted (now a famous girls 
school) in the parish of Benenden; their lands included what is 
known as the parish of East Guldeford in Sussex, which they were 
forced to sell in I 718 . Sir John Guldeford, the head of the family 
in the l 6 th century, married twice - firstly to Barbara West and 
secondly to Mary Fitzwilliara. His first wife was the daughter of 
Lord de la Warr, 


/and she presented 



and she presented her husband with his firstborn son, Sir Thomas, who 
in due season xras to make a good Catholic marrit.ge with Elizabeth, 
daughter of Sir John Shelley of Hichelgrove, co.Sussex. Thomas's 
sisters, Mary and Anne, also made good marriages, the former to George 
Harlakonden of boodchurch a.nd Anne to V/alter Ma.yney of Biddenden. 
Thoma.s's son, Henry, married Lady Elizabeth Somerset, daughter of 
Edward, Earl of V/orcester. 

Thomas Roper is also cited. He was son and heir of V/illiam 
Roper (ob.4.1.1577/8) of Eltham by his wife Margaret, daughter of 
St.Thomas More. Thomas married Lucy, daughter of Sir Anthony Browne 
of Cowdray, co.Sussex. 

'The Lady Mordaunt' was Joan Fernor, daughter of Sir Richard 
Fermor of Easton Noston, co.Korthants, v/ho married John, Lord Mordaunt 
(ob.157l) at Turvey, Bedfordshire. On Lord Mordaunt's death she married 
Sir Thomas Flempe of Boughton Aluph and Chilham Castle (ob.7»3»159l)» 

Her Will was proved 1592 (P.C.C.25 Harrington). 

Under recusants 'by publique fame' occurs the names of 'Mr. 
Browne and his wyfe, the Lady Crispe'. In all probability this was 
Henry Browne, son of Sir Anthony Browne, son of Sir Anthony Browne. 

He married 23.12.1576 at Birchington, as appears from the register 
there, Anne, widow of Sir Henry Crispe, of Quex Manor in that parish, 
formerly Anne Haselhurst. She died in 1585- 

The 'Persyvall liartyn, Gent' would appear to be Porcival, 
eldest son of Robert Martyn of Horton Kirby, south of Dartford. 

'Hystres Lovelace', second on the list, was i'lary White of 
South Warnborough, co Hants (or Southampton, as it then was), a famous 
Catholic family. She married William Lovelace, Sergeant-at-Law, who 
lived at V/hite Friars, Canterbury. She was his second wife; from the 
union there appeo.rs to have been a daughter Mable. His first wife was 
Anne, daughter of Robert Lewes, Alderman of Ceaiterbury. It is said 
that this William Lovelace was a Protestant but about this statement 
there appears some doubt. He was buried in Canterbury Cathedral and 
the burial entry is in the register of St.Alphege's church in that 
city, under date 1.4.1577- 

The entry '- Barham, daughter of James Barham of Teaston' 

is an interesting one, James Barham was hea.d of the prolific and 
normally Protestant family that sprung; from Barham Court in the parish 
of Teston. He himself had Catholic leanings, as would be expected from 
the fact that he was an old man in 1577 (be was buried at Teston 21.8. 
1584) and also that his wife was Mary, second daughter of Sir Goddard 
Oxenbridge, of Brede, co.Sussex (for a note on this family, see the 
diocese of VJinchester) . 

James Bai-ham had three daughters. Mary married John Heron, 
Gentleman, of Teston, on 15«1•1577/8. Martha was the wife of William 
Holland, "Mr. of Artes and xoerson of Etchingham", co, Sussex (his V/ill 
is dated 2.1,l6o3/9 and according to the parish register of Etchingham 
both he and his wife were buried on the same day 5‘>5»l609)<> One can 
dispose of Martha Barham as a likely recusant. There remains Elizabeth 
Barham to consider. I have failed to find her marriage and in 1574 she 
was certainly living at Bc^rham Court, unmarried; in that year she 
figures in the Will of Sir Robert Oxenbridge as "Elizabeth Barham, my 
sister's daughter". My guess is that Elizabeth Barham, the unmarried 
daughter, was the recusant referred to. 

* Another wellknown naiv.e in the list is Norton Green, Esquire, 
of Frogenhall. He married Cecily, daughter of Christopher Roper of 
Lynsted, by whom he had as issue one daughter Mary, vjho married Sir 
Mo.rk Ive of Essex, 

The pa.rish of Boughton-under-Blean held two famous Ca.tholic 
families, although these do not figure in the 1577 list. At this time 
the family of Pettitt was represented by Cyriac Pettitt (buried 15.10. 
1591 ) and his wife Florence, daughter of Robert Charnoke. Not unnatur¬ 
ally they married into many local families, including their neighbours, 
the Hawkins family of Nash Court. Sir Thomas Ha^Hcins (buried 23.4. 1617 ) 
married Anne, daughter of Cyriac Pettitt on 12.9-1574. On the evidence 
of the parish registe-r they had a numerous faviily, six sons and three 
dcaughters.

/Another family 
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Another family that had leanings towards the traditional 
religion was that of St.Loger of TJlcoobe. We have already seen that 
Arthvir St„Leger, one-time prior of Leedos, resigned his po.rish 
living of Ulcombe on the accession of Elizabeth but reta.ined his 
Prebend at Canterbury until his death. Sir Warham St.Leger (?1525- 
1597 )» the famous soldier whose career was mostly concerned with 
Ireland, was more certainly a Catholic, finding his way into the 
state archives. The aforementioned Arthur was the son of Ea.lph St. 
Leger, and Sir Warham the son of Sir Anthy St.Leger (?l496-1559)» 
Lord Deputy of Irelond, 

Space does not permit a detailed survey of the very 
many lesser families in Canterbury diocese loiown, for a shorter or 
a longer time, to have adhered to the ancient religion, but among 
them may be mentioned the Wilfords of Hartridge manor in Cranbrook, 
the Bakers of Sissinghurst, the Whetenhalls of East Peckham, the 
Pordage family of Rodnersham (in a Bill of Recusants of 17*4.l605 
one Elizabeth Pordage,aet 15 years, of Alkham is reported), the 
Weldons, the Greenes of Bobbing, the Paynes of Biddenden, Goldwell 
of Little Chart, Dryland and Knatchbull. There were many, many 
more.

RICHOLxiS HARPSPIKLD was inst 31.3.1554. He was deprived and 
EHfORD GUEST was presented 13.10.1559, holding it together with the, 
Bishopric of Rochester. _^icholas Harpsfield, like his brother John, was 
born in Old Fish Street, London. He was educated at Winchester and Hew 
College, Oxford; elected a Fellow 11.1.1535. In 1546 he became first 
Regius Professor of Greek but in 1550 he quitted England and lived at 
Louvain. On Mary’s accession he returned, taking his D.C.L at Oxford 
11.7.1554. In. April, 1554, he was installed Prebendary of Harleston in 
St.Paul’s Cathedral (q.v). On 23.10.1559 he was summoned before the 
Visitors at St.Paul’s and, declining the oaths required of him, he was 
committed to the Tower, where he remained the rest of his life. He also 
held Laindon, Essex (q. viz

WILLOUGHBY was restored (previously here to 1554). ^here is some doubt 
about this ejection, Jackson is stated in the Calendar of Patent Rolls 
to have died 7.10.1559, still being lfe.ster of the Savoy and holding the 
living of St,Clement Danes. His successors in both these livings were 
appointed after his death, which seems to imply tliat Jackson had taken 
the necessary oaths of Uniformity and Supremacy in the simmer of 1 559; 
this being so, it is unreasonable to believe that he was ejected from 
his Canterbury stall^.

JOHR KRIGHT was here early in Elizabeth's reign. He was ejected 
and PETER ALEZARDER was restored (previously here to 1554). J^nlght also 
held the Prebend of Ipthorne in Chichester Cathedral (q.v) and Great 
Chart, Rent (q.v), both of which he lost at tliis time, Peter Alexander 
was a Frencliman who was ignorant of English, as appears from a Licence 
in the Calendar of Patent Rolls under dated 29.7.1560 wherein he is 
given permission "to absent himself at Will from the canonry and prebend 
in Canterbury cathedral granted to him by Edward VI; so that he have his 
ordinary sermons in his turn done by a suitable preacher; he is to have 
his Stipend and emoluments as if in perpetual residence. He can benefit 
almost no one at Canterbury because of his ignorance of English, but 
many, especially foreigners, in London by reason of his fluency in French 
also by reason of his rare learning and skill either at Latin and inter¬ 
pretation of the scriptures or at doing anything else at the command of 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, he is of great service to many of the 
queen’s subjects, especially students, at London or elsewhere in England" 
He is called "doctor Peter Alexander of ArrasIZ, 

ELE7ERTE PREBERD 

THOMAS WOOD was presented 2,4.1554. He was deprived and JOHtf 
BALE was inst 10.2.1559/60. ^homas Wood was born about 1499 and died 
in the clerical concentration camp at Wisbech before 1588, Apart

from this canonry, he held High On^r, Essex (<i»v), Harlington, Middle¬ 
sex ((i«v) and Dean, Hampshire ((i»v); he lost all at the accession of 
Elizabeth. He had previously held Walthamstow, Essex (1537-1541), South 
Weald, Essex (1545-1548) and Bradwell-by-the-Sea, Essex (1554-1555). He 
had also held the 10th stall at Westminster Abbey until the restoration 
of the Benedictines, 1556. One of Queen Mary’s chaplains, he ^d been 
nominated to the Bishopric of St.Asaph at her death, at the tine that 
Goldwell had been nominated to Oxford. For religion’s sake he was com¬ 
mitted to the Marshalsea 13.5.1560 and on 22.4.1561 he gave evidence that 
he had not heard nor said tiass since midsummer 1559.

In 1556 he was appointed one of 
the six preachers in Canterbury Cathedral, He left England on the 
accession of Elizabeth, obtaining his D.D in Rome and being con¬ 
stituted apostolic penitentiary.

Fawr, Carmarthenshire (q,v), diocese of St.Davids, He figures in the 
1561 list as a priest being supported in Herefordshire; this suggests 
he was a oenber of the Havard family resident in that county, who' 
were always strongly Catholic. In 1562 he was in London, for on 
8 . 9.1562 he was arrested for saying Mass at a Lady Cary's house in 
Fetter Lane. The report of Havard's arrest is given by John Stow in 
his Chronicles: "Which priest was violently taken and led (as ten 
times worse than a traitor) through Holborn, Newgate Market and 
Cheapside to the Counter at the stocks called the. Poultry, with all 
his ornaments on him as he was vested to Mass, x-jith his Mass-book 
and breviary borne before him and the chalice with the pax and all 
other things, as. much as might make rude people to wonder upon him. 

And the ntiniber of people was exceeding great that followed him, 
mocking, deriding, cursing and wishing evil to him, as some to have 
him set upon the pillory, some to'ha.ve him hanged, some hanged and 
quartered, some to have him burnt, some to have him torn in pieces 
and all his follov/ers, with as much violence as the devil could 
invent, and much more than I can write, but well wa.s he or she that 
could get a pluck at him, or give him a thuiap with their fist, or 
Spit in his face, and to scorn him with song, Ora. Pro Nobis Sancta 
Maria because it was Our Lady day of her Nativity (but not kept holy) 
and also they sang Dominus Vobiscum and such like.. My Lady Cary, with 
my Lady Sackville, and Mistress Pierpoint, and Sherwood and his wife 
were taken at the same Hass, a.nd brought before the Bishop of Ely, 
then lying in Holborn, and their houses searched, their books were 
all brought to the Bishop of Ely, who after examination of them,and 
their books sent then to prison". This modernised version of the 
chronicler's famous narrative proves as does nothing else that the 
iiondon mob was Protestant and where John Stow's sympathies lay7»

He resigned and 
ROBERT ROSE was inst 1.9.1564. /This v\ras definitely a resignation 
for conscience. Inkpen also held Ticehurst (q.v), Sussex, diocese 
of Chichester, which he a.lso resigned.

He resigned and 
RICHARD BESELYE was inst 27-8,1560. ^ymons resigned - Sandhurst to 
take up Bodiam, Sussex, diocese of Chichester (in point of fact, 
Bodiam is but a mile from Sandhurst, the county boundary separating 
them). However, he was deprived of Bodiam in 1566 . Possibly he ought 
to be included among those suffering for religion for, after his 
deprivation of Bodiam, there is no further mention of him/.

CLEMENT GREGORY was here in Queen Mary's days. He resigned 
and HENRY BAKER was inst 28.2.1559/60.

Tenterden 

JOHN SPENDLOVE was inst 26.8.1556, He resigned and JOHN

Consecrated 11.6,1536, installed 5»8»1536, translated 
to Coventry & Lichfield 1543, where he died 25«9»1554. 


GEORGE DAY (1543-1552) 

Consecrated 6,5.1543, installed 21.5»1343 and was deprived 

1552. 


JOHN SCORY ( 1552 - 1553 ) 

Consecrated 30»8,1551 o.s Bishop of Rochester, translated 
to Chichester 1532, enthroned 29.7.1532, deprived 1553 (see also 
Hereford diocese). 


GEORGE DAY ( 1553 - 1556 ) 

Restored to See by Queen Mary, 1533, and died in possession 

11 . 8 , 1556 , 

JOHN CHRISTOPHERSON (1557-1558) 

Consecrated 21.11.1557, installed 25.11.1557, died in 
prison in London and was buried there 28.12.1558. 


WILLIAM BARLOW ( 1559 - 1569 ) 

Consecrated 1536 as Bishop of St.Asaph, from whence he 
was translated to St.Davids and Bath & Wells. He died 10.12.1569. 





In the sixteenth century, the diocese of Chichester com¬ 
prised the county of Sussex, with the exception of the deaneries 
of Paghain and Tarring in the western half of the county and. the 
deanery of South Mailing in the eastern half. 

The largest of these deaneries was South Mailing, compris¬ 
ing parishes of Buxted (with its dependant chapelry of Uckfield, 
since l846 a separate parish), St.Thomas at Cliffe, Edburton, Fram- 
field, Glynde, Isfield, Lindfield, Mayfield, Ringmer, South Mailing, 
Stanmer and Wadhurst. 

These deaneries were under the jurisdiction of the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury, and remained so until 1845 when, by an Order 
in Council dated 8.8.1845, they were transferred to the diocese of 
Chichester, 

The last Catholic Bishop of Chichester was John Christopher 
son. He died in prison and was buried in London 28,12.1558. He died 
before he was called upon to make a decision. Such fortune did not 
attend the cathedral chapter and those who would not, in conscience, 
accept the Elizabethan settlement of religion are listed separately. 
Those who conformed are as follows:- 

The Precentor, Thomas Daye, was installed 7,1•1547/8. He 
died and Thomas Willoughby was installed 22.1569/70* Thomas Daye 
was Vicar of Henfield, Sussex, l 8 ,5,1548/9 to 1558 and Rector of 
Selsey, Sussex, 11.4.1554 to death. He was educated at Oxford 
University, being a Fellow of All Souls College in I5l8. He suppli¬ 
cated for his B.C.L l8,6,1521; he also held the Third Stall in 
Oxford Cathedral (q.v), where he is buried. 

The Dean, Hugh Turnbull, was appointed 27,4.1558, being at 
that time a Prebendary of Canterbury (q.v). He was a native of 
Lincolnshire and a D.D of Oxford University (ad.mitted B.A 31,1, 
1535/6, M,A 183 . 1538 / 9 , admitted B.D 15455 Fellow of Corpus Christi 
College 10 o 1.1536)- He held the Deanery, his Prebend a.nd his living 
of South Gra.htham, Lincolnshire-(appointed 28.9,1562) until his 
death in 1566 , His Will was dated 21,11,1566 and was proved four 
days later on 25 , 11 . 1566 . 

William Geffre, Prebendary of Bury, was appointed 28.6. 
1556 . He died and Miles Bendes was appointed 18,3,1558/9, Geffre 
was educated at Oxford University, supplicating for B.Can.L 28.4. 
1532 , B.C.L 14 . 1 . 1532 / 3 , D.C.L 1 . 7 . 1540 . He was also Principal of 
Broadgates Hall, Oxford, Archdeacon of NorthamiDton (30.3,1549 to 
1554 ) and Chancellor of Salisbury Cathedral (20.3,1552/3 to death), 

Thomas Bewley, Prebendary of Colv/orth, was appointed 27.1, 
1551 / 2 . He died and John Merven was appointed 5,1,1576/7. Bewley 
held much preferment including V/anstead, Essex (22.12,1558 to 1562 ), 
Moorby, Lincolnshire (6.8.1554), Southchurch, Essex ( 18 .7*1562), 
Rochford, Essex ( 16 .11,1559) and Stambridge Magna, Essex (26.5,1570) 

Thomas Fryer, Prebendary of Eartham, was ajjpointed 28.4. 
1558 . He resigned and Thomas Goddall was appointed 22.6.1571, Fryer 
was a scholar when appointed to this stall, being at Cambridge 
University, where he obtained his B.A and was incorioorated at Oxford 
28 . 5 , 1560 . Fellow of Trinity College,Oxford and M.A 1.12.1562. He 
was installed 20.6.1581 to the Prebend of Norton Episcopi in the 
cathedral church of Lincoln. 

Arnold Goldsworth, Prebendary of Exceat, was appointed 
16 . 9 , 1558 . He died and Ralph Dowell was appointed ll.ll.i 56 O, (A 
Richard Robertes was presented by the Crown 25*10,1559 But this 
does not seen to have been effective; there is no mention of this 
Prebendary in the Chichester Chapter Acts). Goldsworth obtained his 
B.A at Oxford as early as 17*6.1517, Among his livings were Lymin- 
ster ( 1547 ), Amberley (l525) ^^nd Coldwaltham, where he is buried. 

His V/ill is dated 18.2,1558/9 and was proved 17,5,1560; in it he 
asks for "dyrges and masses to b^ saied for my soule and all chris¬ 
ten soules". 
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Robert Norman, Prebendary of Hampstead, was appointed 30.4. 
1558 . Edward Richards was appointed 21.12.1579. Robert Norman held the 
living of Jevington, Sussex, from 31.10.1558. 

John Angell, Prebendary of Heathfield, was appointed 9.5.1555. 
He died and John Chaunter liras appointed 1.9.1588. 

Robert Okinge, Prebendary of Highleigh, wa.s appointed 4.11. 
1558 . He died and Matthew Myers was appointed 5.4.1581. Okinge v/as a 
Cistercian monk of Rewley Abbey, Oxford. Educated at Cambridge Univer¬ 
sity, he obtained his B.Civ.L 1524/5, D.Civ.L 1534. Chaplain to the 
Bishop of Ely; Commissary to the Bishop of Bangor; Chancellor to the 
Bishop of Salisbury. He also held the parish livings of Hardwick, Cajn- 
bridgeshire (1521), St,Nicholas, Feltwell, Norfolk (1525). In addition 
he was Prebendary of Salisbury 1554-1556 and Archdeacon 1546-1554. 

Thomas Saull, Prebendary of Hove Ecclesia, was a.ppointed 
28 . 5 . 1554 . He died and Lambert Pechey was appointed l4.12.1559. Pechey 
was ordained 20.4.1538 a.t Hyde Abbey, co.Hants, by John, Bishop of 
Bangor, He held Gatcorabe (q.v), I.O.V/., and was probably a Sussex man 
for he witnessed the will of his cousin, John Pechey, of Slindon, co. 
Sussex, 30 . 6 . 1548 . He was also beneficed elsewhere. 

Robert Mortlake, Prebendary of Hova Villa, was appointed 13 . 
9 . 1549 . He died and VJilliam Overton was appointed 5.8.1581. Mortla.ke 
held the livings of Foxearth, Essex (22,6.1527) and Martyr V/orthy, 

Hants (16.2.1538/7) » holding them at death. He resided on his Hamp¬ 
shire living and died there in 158O, but his burial is not in the 
register. 

Richard Wyatt, Prebendary of Hurst, was appointed 1.8.1532. 

He died and Edward Goring was appointed 9.4.1589. Wyatt obtained his 
B.A at Cambridge 1529/30 and held the living of Slindon, Sussex, 
from 20 . 10.1533 until his death, 

Peter Adished, Prebendary of Harden, was appointed 7.12. 

1540 . He died and Thomas Barwick was appointed 8.2.1583/4. Adished 
held at best minor orders, being Parish Clerk of Aldingbourne; he 
was buried there 21.12.1583. 

Maurice Sittings, Prebendary of Soraerley, was api^ointed 
28,12.1555. He died and John Iggulden was appointed 16.4.1585. Git- 
tings also held St.Mary-le-Bow, London, from 28.8.1554 till his 
death in 1559. His Vi/ill was proved 11.9.1559. 

Richard Parkhurst, Prebendary of Sutton, was here from 
1523 . He died and William Bradbridge was appointed 7.1.1558/9. 

Parkhurst obtained his M.A at Oxford 25.1.1505/8 and among his rich 
preferment may be mentioned Eynesford, Kent, diocese of Rochester, 
from 1514 and the Prebend (or Rectory) of Whorwell, Hampshire, from 
30 . 9 . 1530 , and Lyminge, Kent, diocese of Canterbury. 

Turning to lay Catholics, we find the opposition to the 
Elizabethan Religious Settlement considerable. Among the most 
notable recusant houses in Sussex may be mentioned Apsley of Pul- 
borough (John Apsley (*) was in trouble in 1578 for entertaining 
a priest named Bywater; for his loyalty to his religion he was in 
the Fleet Prison), Bishop (♦*) of Henfield, Bellingham (***) of 

(*) John Apsley was the son of Nicholas Apsley of Pulborough and 
Elizabeth, daughter of Edward Shelley of Warminghurst. The 
sa.id John had five sons, George, Charles, Michael, Richard & 

Alan, 

(**) The Bishop faraily appeared at Henfield in tho person of 
Thomas Bishop (ob.6.1.1559/80), His son Thomas (the second 
of six children) served Sir Fra.ncis V/alsingham yet was a 
Catholic, as is evidenced by the fact that in 1592 he was 
reported as giving shelter to the recusant John Bamford of 
Aldingbourne; it appears his son was a priest (S.P.Dom.Sliz, 
CCXLVIII). In the previous year he had bought Parham; he was 
knighted in 1603 and made a Baronet in 162O, He died in 1626. 

He married twice - ( 1 ) Anne Cromer; and (2) Jane, daughter of 
Sir Henry V/eston of Sutton, co.Surrey, She was buried 24.1.

His son Edwc^rd probably built the house there; he died about 1589• 

His son Richard died three years,later, the manor passing to his son 
Edward (ob»l640). This takes it out of the l 6 th century with which 
we are primarily concerned. 

(*) The Browne family is so wellknown as to call for.little comment. 

Through their influence, the Midhurst-Easebourne area of West 
Sussex and the Battle area of East Sussex long-remained Catholic.' 

The main member of'the family in the 16 th.century was. Anthony 
Browne, the first Viscount Montague (created 2.9»155^)» He married 
twice - (l) Jane,- daughter of Robert Radcliffe, 1 st Earl of Sussex 
(she died in.childbed 22.7.1552, was buried'at Midhurst 4.8,1552); 

(2) Magdalen, daughter of V/illiam Dacre, 3rd .Lord Dacre of Gilsland. 
Anthony Browne died at West Horsley, co.Surrey, 19.10.1592 and was 
buried at Midhurst 6.12.1592, After her husband's death. Lady Mag¬ 
dalen lived mainly at Battle Abbey;, on 21, 1 . 1607 / 8 ■she had a para¬ 
lytic stroke and.died the 8 th April following, being buried beside 
her husband at Midhurst. She will go down, to history as the. lady 
who boxed Philip of Spain's-ears -when he had the-temerity to kiss 
her, as well as for her good life (see "An.Elizabethan Recusant 
House", ed.A.C.southern, Bands., Co,, ,195^)* ‘ Anthony, the son and. 
heir, having.died 29 . 6.1592 before his father, the title passed.to 
the grandson, Anthony Maria .Browne (157^'"1829). He married Jane, 
daughter of Thomas Sackville, 1 st Earl of Dorset, 3.2.1591. 

(**) The Crispes were a Kent family. William Crispe, Lieutenant oi 
Dover Castle died iff 1576.’ His son, John (ob.27.2.1625 at Ore) 
married, as his second wife, ‘Mary,-.idaughter of John Gage of Bentley, 
Framfield. They . were all Catho’lic -jrecusants and the manor of Ore- 
passed by marriage to the equally Catholic Harrington family of 
Bishton,co.Salop, and again by marriage to the Carylls, not passing 
out of Catholic ownership until 1788 .when the final member of that 
family died.. 

(***) Edward Covert died at Edburtdn.I 605 (Will dated.20.4.l604, 

proved 1 . 6 . 1605 ; Lewes A 12, 66 ). He married twice - Cl) Mary, 
daughter of V/alter More of .V/ivelsfield and: (2) Joan Chatfield of ■ 
Hurst, All issue was from the first marriage, the daughters making 
good if undisting-uished -unions. For details see Comber, "Sussex 
Genealogies", Ardingly Centre, Cambridge, 1932, 

(****) The Culpepers have been called "ubiquitous" and well merit 
the name, being very thick on the ground. They bore arms 
'Argent a bend engrailed gules',. tracing, their descent from a Sir 
Thomas Colepeper. living in the reign of King John. The senior branch 
lived at Salehurst in their manor named Wigsell (still extant) in 
the extreme rior-th-east part ef'that parish, quarter of a mile, from 
the Kent border; they had bought, the estate, from the De. Echyngham ' 
family as early, as 1348, and it, only passed from their ownership, in 
the early 17 th century, William Culpeijer married Cicely, .daughter. 
of John Barrett’ of. Belhouse in‘ Alvethloy.,! co.Essex ,in', 1530 and ‘died 
in 1559 (1'i^ill dated 16 .

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(*) of Laniberhurst, Devenishe (**) of Chichester, Lewknor (***) of 
Trotton, Gage (****) of West Firle and Framfield, Nevill (**^**) 
of Frant, Gunter (*****«) of Racton, Poole {*****^*) of Ditchling, 

He died 5«7-l6l3 and was buried at Warnham 24.6.1601. There were 
eight children of whom Elizabeth raarried Sir Garrett Kernpe of 
Slindon and had issue, and Margaret married Sir Philip Howard of 
Naworth, co.Cumberland.

(**) Devenishe of Chichester. This family is reputed to have been 
Catholic. William Devenishe, the priest, died in 1559 and 
was buried in the church of St.Peter the Great, Chichester, in 
that year. The chief Devenishe in the reign of Elizabeth was 
William Devenishe who died in 1586 ; he married Cicely, the daugh¬ 
ter of John Juxon of London (buried at Hampnett 3l.7.l6l3). Their 
second daughter Ann married John Ryman of Apuldram, another 
family noted for their Catholicism. For all branches of this 
family see "Devenish Families" by R. J. Devenish & C. H. McLaughlin 
(Lakeside Press, Chicago, 1948). 

(***) Lewknor of Trotton. Ramifications of the Lewknor family (Arms: 

Three chevrons argent on a shield azure) are immense and at 
this time at least mostly Catholic. Richard Lewknor (of Trotton) 
who died 26.6.1572 was a Catholic but it is his son, Edmund, who 
chiefly merits our notice as he married /uan, daughter of Anthony 
Browne; Richard was well enough known to be listed in Parker's 
1569 visitation as a "myslyker of godlie orders", which is to say 
a Catholic. In the same visitation mention is made in the same 
w^y of Thomas Lewknor of Tangmere. He was baptised there 27.1.

Sir John Gage died in 1556 and was 
buried in West Firle church 25.4,1556; he was very important in 
his day, linight of the Garter, Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancas¬ 
ter and Constable of the Tower of London.

They had 
a large family, of whom the eldest, Edward, inherited the house 
at Firle, and married Elizabeth, daughter of John Parker of Willing- 
don, nr.Eastbourne. Edward died in 1568 before Catholicism had 
become dangerous for a landed proprietor - unless he was very 
rash. His son, John, married twice - ( 1 ) Margaret Copley and (2) 
Margaret, daughter of V/illiam Shelley of Michelgrove in the 
parish of Patching, The branch of the family domiciled at Bentley 
in the parish of Framfield (between Heathfield and TJckfield in 
East Sussex) descended from James Gage, the second son of Sir 
John (ob. 1556 ); before this he had lived at Isfield, where his 
house was a haunt of priests and he himself had been described 
in 1563 as "a common herborer of obstinates" and a "Myslyker of 
religion and godlie proceedings" (V.C.H,, II, p.23). In 1573 he 
was succeeded by his son, Edward, who raarried Margaret Shelley, 
a close relation of the martyr, Bl.Edward Shelley; he died 1613 . 

Both Sussex branches of this family harboured deprived Marian 
priests - Robert Manners, the deprived parson of Watton-on-Stone, 
Herts (q.v) was at Firle in 1588 and V/illian Wood, stripped of 
Newtiraber (q.v) in Sussex, lived at Bentley. 

(*****) For Nevill, see diocese of Rochester. 

(’******) G-unter of Racton, Arthur Gunter made his Will 20.6.1576 
(P.C.C 8 Langham). Ho married Mary, sister of Sir Thomas 
Stafford of Berkshire. His son, George, married Ursula, daughter 
of Richard Bayley of Winchester, 

(*******) Poole of Ditchling, Henry Poole died 28 . 3 . 158 O (M.I in 
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(*) 

Parker of V/illingdon, Pilcher (**), Pelham (***) of Catsfield, 
Sackville (****) of Withyham, Tyrwhitt (*****) of iitchinghan 


Ditchling church). He married Margaret, daughter of George, 

5th Lord Abergavenny (ob.1535)» There was issue two sons, John 
and Francis. 

(*) Parker of V/illingdon. The Parkers were church papists, yet 
because of their family connections they must be included. John 
Parker died in 1558; from his first wife (Joane, daughter of 
Richard Sackville of Buckhurst) he had a son and a daughter. 

The daughter, Elizabeth, married Sir Edward Gage, son of the 
famous Sir John Gage; the son Thomas married Eleanor, 
daughter of William Waller of Groombridge, co.Kent. From this 
union came three sons and one daughter. The eldest son, Nicholas, 
was married three times - (l) Joane, daughter of Sir William 
Courtney, (2) Elizabeth, daughter of John Baker and (3) Katherina, 
daughter of John Temple of Berkshire. Nicholas was Imighted at 
Cowdray in 1591 and died 9.3.l6l9» 

(**) Pilcher of Catsfield, Not one of the more famous Catholic 
houses of Sussex yet deserving of a place because they 
produced a Catholic martyr, Thomas Pilcher (H.D.Q at Dorchester, 

21,3» 1587)0 On the back of the l622 Bishop's Transcript at 
Chichester is the following Presentment Bill dated 28.4,l623i“ 

"Wee present Elizabeth Pilcher of Catsfield for abusing and. 
irreverently using our Minister Mr,Large in wordes in the church¬ 
yard April 20th l623, saying in a scoffing manner that it was an 
idell jest of Mr.Large to call her up to catechising, to the 
incouraging of others to the like contempt". This young Catholic 
lady in expressing her contempt for the Protestant Minister was 
probably following family tradition. Thomas Pilcher himself, born 
at Battle across the fields from Catsfield, was certainly a member 
of this family, and it is only the late start of Battle and Cats¬ 
field registers that prevent the tracing of the family tree any 
further, so as to prove the connection. (See "The Venerable Thomas 
Pylcher" by S= H. D'Elboux (Biographical Studies, iii (l955), 334/7) 
and "A Sussex Seminary Priest: Thomas Pilchard of Battle (l557- 
87 )" by Revd. L. E. Whatmore, M.A., F.R.Hist.S (Sussex County 
Magazine, 1942)), 

(***) Pelham of Catsfield, Some - perhaps most - Pelhams were 

Protestants but the Catsfield branch was enthusiastically 
Catholic. Its head was the famous jurist. Sir Edmimd Pelham 
(ob.4. 7 . 1606 , Will (P.C.C 103 Dorset), proved 1609 ); they lived 
at Catsfield Place. He married Ellen Darrell, daughter of Thomas- 
Darrell of Scotney in Laraberhurst, There were seven children - 
George, Henry, Edmund, Thomas, Herbert, Ellen and Elizabeth - all 
Catholics. On 7.2.1592/3 Ellen Pelham was cited by the Protestant 
Churchwardens "for not frequenting the churche". Twenty years later 
she had not changed her mind for on 12 . 9.1609 she v?as cited, with 
her Daughter Ellen and a servant, George Tindall (no doubt a member 
of the recusant Tindall family of Arlington near Hailshara) "for 
being popishe recusants". Sir Edmund died in 1606 and his son, 
Herbert, succeeded to the estates; no.turally his mother lived with 
him. This explains his own trouble in l609 for entertaining and 
harbouring within his house Dame ]311en Pelham, his sister Ellen 
and the faithful George Tindall "being popish recusants and further 
hee hath common resorters to his house who are popish recusants and 
for not receiving the communion this twelve moneth". Again, on 
2 . 3 . 1610/11 the said Herbert was in trouble "for not receaving the 
communion at Easter last nor since.......and for disturbing Mr,Large 

in his preachinge, he being an excommunicated person, and for 
refusing to go out of the church, nnd for using irreverent speeches, 
as the churchwardens were informed, to the diffamation of Mr.Large 
there minister there, vizt.. That Mr,Large should say. That hee 
had as leefe see a sowe weare a saddell as see a minister weare a 
surplice". 

(****) Sackville of Withyham. Thomas Sackville (who has been claimed 
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V/ildegos (*) of Salehurst, Stoughton of Stansted, Shelley (**) of 
Patching and Warminghurst, Stapleton (***) of Henfield and Oving, 

as the original of Sir Toby Belch in Shakespeare's "Twelfth Night") 
Lord Buckhurst, Sari of Dorset and co-author of 'Gorbudoc*, was a 
Catholic at heart and shortly before his death "of dropsy on the 
brain" on 19o4.'l6o8, he had been reconciled to his church by the 
Jesuit, Richard Blount. He was buried at Withyham in Sussex on 
26 , 5 . 1608 . His wife, who he married in 1555» was certainly a 
Catholic, She was Cicely, daughter of Sir John Baker of Sissing- 
hurst, CO. Kent, or 'Bloody Baker' as he is unfairly known from 
his attempts to eradicate heresy in Kent; as a recent writer (C.C, 
E.Pile in his "Cranbrook", 1955) has said, the reputation was 
obtained "somewhat undeservedly". The Countess of Dorset died 
1 , 10,1615 and was also buried at Withyham. 

(***=*=*) For comment on the Tyrwhitt family, owners of the manor 
of Etchingham-cum-Salehurst, see Lincoln diocese. 

(*) Wildegos of Salehurst. John V/ildegos (or V/ildgoose) of Gray's 
Inn, London, bought the manor of Iridge in the parish of 
Salehurst (it is nov in the civil and ecclesiastical parish of 
Hurst Green, a 20th century creation) from Martin Braban (some 
at least of this prolific family were Catholic; see C.R.S., 

61 ( 1970 ), p. 36 ) of Hastings in 1556. They went on buying land 
until, by the end of the l 6 th century, they were considerable 
landowners. This John Wildegos married Elizabeth, eldest daughter 
of ViTilliam Culpeper of Wigsell in Salehurst (ob.'1559); he died 
1606 and was buried at Salehurst 17 , 8 .l 6 o 6 . His eldest son, John, 
married in 1588 Grace, daughter and coheir of Brian imnesley of 
Leigh, CO, Kent., and a maid of honour to Queen Elizabeth. He 
matriculated at Hart Hall 22,3,1582/3» aged 15 s-iiJ was admitted 
to Gray's Inn 28.10,1584; he was knighted 25,7, 1 S 03 on the 
accession of James I. He was buried at Salehurst 2.12,1636; he 
had two sisters, Mary and Margaret, who both married into Here¬ 
ford families (see that diocese for further comment), 

(**) The Shelley home of Hichelgrove covered the whole of the 
parishes of Claphara and Patching and part of Angmering. 

It came to John Shelley (ob, 3 " 1 • 1526) by his marriage vifith Eliza¬ 
beth, daughter of John Hichelgrove (ob. 3 , 6 , 1588 ). His son, William, 
Recorder of London ( 1520 ) a.nd Judge of Common Pleas (1527) 1 married 
Alice, daughter and heiress of Hamon Belloiap of Knelle, Beckley, 
nr.Rye. His son John (ob.16.12,1550) carried Mary, daughter of Sir 
Thomas Fitzwilliam. It was their son, William, who was in the Fleet 
13 . 8.1580 (with John Gage) for "obstinacie in Poperye" (A.P.C., 
xii, 152 ). He married Mary, daughter of Thomas V/riothesley, Earl 
of Southampton, There was no issue and the estate passed to his 
brother John (ob.27. 8 .1592) who married Eleanor, daughter of Sir 
Thomas Lovell of Harling, co,Norfolk, also Catholics. The Shelleys 
of Warminghurst were also Catholic, as appears from documents in 
the West Sussex Record Office, dated 158 O; on folio 58 of D.R.O 
90 / 1/37 we read that Richard Shelley of Warminghurst "doth not 
com to church nor receyve tile communion". The same applies to Mr. 
Edward Shelley, his younger brother and of "Mistress Eliza.beth and 
Mistress Mary, his systers". Their father, Edward, had died in 
1554 and his eldest son Henry soon after, so that a grandson, also 
named Henry, inherited but wa.s too young to administer the estate 
and thus we find his uncle Richard doing this duty. 

(**^) Stapleton of Henfield. Thomas Stapleton, the most learned 
Roman Catholic of his time (see Prebend of Woodhorne) was 
born at Henfield in 1535 cind it is his family, both here and 
at Oving, who were not unnaturally troublesome to the authorities. 
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Leedes (*) of Steyning, Scott (**) of Iden, l/ybarne (***) of 
Frant and ficehurst and Shoyswell (****) of Etchingham. 


(*) Leedes of Steyning. This family held Uappingthorne in 

this famous Sussex town. John Leedes (Will, P.C.C.Wolles 
4o) married Ann, daughter of John Thatcher of Priesthawes, 

V/estham, co.Sussex. John, the sole surviving son (Anthony & 

Thomas died without issue) married Elizabeth, daughter of 
Sir Thomas Palmer of Angraering. This John was "a fugitive 
beyond the sea”; he was still absent in 1576. In I 588 he was 
fined for three months recusancy and in the following year he 
was under restraint at Mitcham. In March 1589/90 with others- 
he was removed to Ely "to have rooms in the Bishop's Palace 
and to be used with all curtesie but not to confer with 
strangers unless a trusty^person be with them". He died in 
1606 . His heir Thomas (born I 566 ; buried at Louvain 1618 ) 
married Marie, only daughter and heir of Thomas Leedes of 
North Milford, co,Yorks; she died at Louvain 3«1«1630, 

This Thomas was made Knight of the Bath 25 . 7 .I 603 . Of this 
highly Catholic family, two sons became members of the Society 
of Jesus and a daughter became a nun. 

(**) Scott of Iden, William Scott was the son and heir of Edward 
Scott of The Mote, Iden, near Rye and Alice, daughter of 
Thomas Fogge, Sergeant Porter. This V/illiam was buried at Iden 
25 . 1 . 1583 * His wife, Mary, daughter of William, Lord Windsor, 
survived him and was buried at Iden 11,9.l6o6. The Scotts were 
loyal Catholics and it was while saying Mass here that Robert 
Taylor, the Archdeacon of Lewes in Queen Mary's time, was arrested 
and taken into Protestant Rye, where he was "evilly used", 

(*="*) Wybarne of Frant and Ticehurst, There were two main branches 
of this family. One will be found under the diocese of 
Rochester; the second branch held Bricklehurst and Maplesden in 
Ticehurst parish from about 1469* One member of the family is 
known to have lived at Ticehurst - John Wybarne (ob.l489) whose 
brass is in Ticehurst church. His son and heir, another John, went 
to live at Bayhall just over the border (there is a Bayhall Road 
in Tunbridge Wells to this day). His brother William (buried at 
Frant 23.7.15^8) had the lease of the Premonstratensian abbey of 
Bayham from 1540; this William married Elizabeth Darrell of Bolney, 
He had three sons, the eldest, John (Will dated 30.11.1591), 

Willkam (who married Jane, daughter of Edward Scott of Iden) and 
Thomas Arthur, The family remained Catholic all through the penal 
days and in 1715 still held their ancient manor of Bricklehurst 
in Ticehurst ("English Catholic Non-Jurors of 1715” t>y Estcourt 
& Payne, p.260) although by this, time they were living in V/inchester. 
Shortly after this,, however, it was held by the May family of 
Pashley, so necessity had doubtless caused it to be sold, 

(****) The Shoyswell family held the manor of that name in the . 

parish of Etchingham from the 15th century to l697.-At 
the time of the change of religion it was held by by Thomas 
Shoyswell (buried at Etchingham 22.1,1579) and his wife, Dorothy, 
daughter of Robert Torke by Jone, daughter of V/illiara Roberts of 
Glassenbury in Cranbrook, co.Kent. She was buried at Etchingham 
12 . 9 . 1612 * Eis son, Bonj nin, v;as baptised at Ticehurst 21.7*1^0 
and his Will was proved 8 . 5.1590 (P.C.C.26 Drury). His wife, Ann 
Benion, was a Catholic recusant (C.R.S 57, 181 ) and was so reported 
by the Bishop of Rochester 30 .I. 1600 /I (C.R.S 60 , l4o) when she was 
living with the Darrells at Scotney in Lamberhurst, 
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If one measures Matthew Parker’s famous report on his 
letropolitical visitation of Chichester diocese in 1569 against 
William Barlow’s report to the Privy ,Council five years earlier, 
certain interesting facts emerge, not the least of which is an apparent 
hardening of attitude. 

. Por instance, it was possible for Barlow to claim Sir Thomas 
Palmer of Goodwood as "a faints furtherer" of • "religion and godlye 
orders". By the time of the Archbishop’s visitation. Sir Thomas had 
ceased to make even a pretence of adhering to the new religion, giving 
hospitality to the famous Marian priest, Stephen Hopkins. There is also 
mention of the Lewknor family of Selsey, Hyman' (*) of Oving and (sur¬ 
prisingly enough) David Spencer, the sitting incumbent of the rectories 
of Clapham and Bunrash, as sending money to the exile Thomas Stapleton. 

Under the heading of East Sussex, Barlow mentions a Justice 
of the Peace named ’Mr.Robertes’ as being a "myslyker of religion and 
godly proceedings". In the context (Barlow had just referred to the 
Darrells of Scotney in Damberhurst) there is no doubt that the Bishop 
was referring to the Roberts family of Ticehiirst (a branch of the 
family domiciled at Glassenbury just over the border at Cranbrook, Kent). 

The ’Mr.Robertes’ to whom Barlow refers was John Roberts of 
Boarzell, who was buried at Ticehurst 15.8.1573. Np one should be sur¬ 
prised at the Roberts family 'being Catholic at this time for they were 
allied to many local families conspicuously loyal to the ancient Faith. 
John Roberts’ son, Walter, married Isabella Culpeper of Bedgebury in 
Goudhurst, and a dau^ter married an Ashburnham. 

The family had held land in Ticehurst since 1488. They 
alienated their property in 1859 > when the ancient manor house was 
demolished, to the-great loss of the neighbourhood. The modem hop.se is 
a school, 

Barlow also mentions Drewe Barrentyne of Horsted Ke 3 m.es, The 
Barrentyne family held Broadhurst Manor in this parish from 1543 to 1583. 
The property was held by the knightly family of Lewknor from 1276, when 
Roger de Lewknor married the last of the Caliaignes family (from which 
the village takes its ncime). Joan de Cahaignes was the last of her 
family; in exactly the same way the last Lewknor here, Joain, married 
Sir William Barrent 3 me. Their son, Drewe, married Ann, daughter of Sir 
Thomas Gray. There was no issue. 

Mention has already been made of the Shelley family. The fine 
house of Michelgrove was demolished in 1845. It is said to have resembled, 
in its general features, Herstmonceaux Castle, As we have seen, there 
was another branch of the family at Waminghurst, and the Apsleys were 
at Thakeham Place. . . 

Lastly, mention most be made of the Kempe family of Slindon, 
who acquired the manor in Mary’s reign; they were originally of Olantigh, 
Kent. Anthony Kempe was the first Kempe at Slindon; he died in 1597. His 
son, Garrett, succeeded, and he in turn by his eldest son, Philip, but 
as the latter left no male issue, the estate passed to his brother 
Garrett. It continued so to descend until 1753 when Anthony Kempe died 
aged 81..His daughter,and heir, Barbara, married 11,11.1749 iu the chapel 
of Slindon, James Bartholomew Radcl 3 rffe, Earl of Hewburgh, himself a 
Catholic. Their son, ilnthony James Eadci 3 rffe, the 5th Earl (bom 20.6. 

1757 and baptised by a Catholic priest the following day), died without 
issue, being buried at Slindon 13.12.1814 aged 57. 


(*) R 3 nnan of Oving. William Ryman of Oving was buried there 24.12.1588 
and his widow, Ann, followed him two months later 21.2.1588/9. 
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The property then passed to his cousin Erancis Eyre, a.fter- 
wards Francis Radclyffe-Livingstone-hyreand in 1852 to his daugh¬ 
ter, Dorothy, and her husband Colonel Charles Leslie of Balquhain, 

CO = Aberdeen.. There was no issue and the property passed to Charles 
Stephen Leslie, son of Colonel Leslie by his first wife. It remained 
in this family until about 1930» iirhen it v;ns purchased by Frederick 
V/botton Isaacson and bequeathed by him in 19^9 t-o the National 
Trust, 

The Kempe family were alv/ays Catholic, in Elizabeth's reign 
a.nd thereafter. Their manor house contained a priest's hole and a 
chapel with a rich alta]>»piece. 

The report by Bishop Richard Curteys to the Privy Council 
dated 26 , 10.1577 conta.ins many of the names previously mentioned; 
with the spelling modernised, they read:- John Gage of Firle (or 
West Firle as it is now iaiown, near. Lewes), Edward Gage of Bentley 
(in the parish of Framfield), Lady Gage of Alciston, William Scott 
of Iden, Thomas Ashburnham of Ashburnham, Richard Shelley of Vi/ar- 
minghurst, George Chute of Framfield, Robert Southwood, late of 
Broadwater (the only yeoman in the list), Edward Tarry late of 
Battle, schoolmaster, John Caryll of Warnhara, Edward Caryll of 
Shipley, Lady Guilford of Clapham, William Shelley of Michelgrove, 
Mr.Gunter of Racton, Mr.Bickley (*) of Chidham, Geoffrey Poole, 
Nicholas Tichborne of Dureford, John Gifford of Stansted Lodge, 
Edward Covert of Twinehain, John Bysshe (**) and, Mr,Hare of Shipley, 

A further list dated 1582 , included in the Cecil Papers, 
includes some interesting additions, to, our Icnowledge, In the 
eastern part of the county we find Margaret,. wife.of Lancelot 
Gildredge(***) Gent, listed, under Beddingham, not .far from Lewes; 
at Brede, not, far. from Rye, we find.Elizabeth, wife of George-Chute, 
Gentleman, and'Urye Delves, .Gent-, .Other branches of, the Gage family 
are given under the„,parishes . of If,i.eld,.and Alfriston,.. and ...Thomas. 
Greene of Burwash, a merchant (a, rare calling to find in recusanf 
listsi). For the rest, it is much-, the same as to be found in 
previous and subsequent lists. 

The western half of the- county, al\irays more Catholic than 
the eastern' part, lists the Leedes family of Steyning, Nicholo.s 
Wolf (****), Gent,, at Ashington, John Talk Gent, at 

Apuldrara and George Cotton, Gent,, of Funtingdon (a member of the 
celebrated recusant house at Warblington, Hants, just over the 
border). There are, in addition, the usual Shelley-Caryll enclaves 
at Warnham, Warminghurst and Clapham. 


(*) Bickley of Chidham, Thomas. B,ickley was the son of Henry Bickley 
(ob .1567 aet 67 ) by his second wife, Sibil, daughter of John 
Morley of Pagham, From his father's first marriage with Ellinor, 
daughter of John Samford, Thomas had sisters Honor and Thomasin 
and brothers Ralph, Anthony and Paul. Thomasin married John 
Tichborne, perhaps, of the Dureford br.anch of the family. 

(**) Probably John Bysshe of Fen Place, Worth (Will P.C,C 3 ^ Tyr- 
whitt) who died 26 . 6 . 1582 , He married Mercy, daughter and heir 
of Thomas Gylmin of Burstowe, co,Surrey. There was issue. 

(***) Margaret Gildredge was buried at Beddingham 5*9.l6l2; she 

was the daughter of Henry Shelley of Mapledurham. Her daughter, 
Margaret, married Giles Webb of North Lydiard, Wiltshire, another 
Catholic house, Lancelot Gildredge pre-deceased her and was buried 
a.t Beddingham 13«8.l6lO. 

(****) Nicholas V/olf married Cicely, daughter of William Ingram 
of Earls Court, V/orcs; the said Nicholas was the son of 
Thomas Wolf, 

(*****) John Talk (or Tawke) was the son of Thomas Tawke, of 

Rowlton, Isle of Wight. He married Catherine, widow of 
Humphrey Ryman of Appledram (brother of V/illiam Ryman of Oving). 
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All this reveals that Sussex maintained its Catholic 
loyalties for many years and most of its leading houses were 
secretly or openly Catholic up to the Civil War and later. How 
tenacious these families x^ere may be judged from a report dated 
1685 o Late as the date is, the same names still appear - Caryll 
pre-eminently, but also Pelham and Darrell. 

The diminishing strength of Catholicism in Sussex was 
due to force of circumstances rather than choice. The fundamental 
nature of Catholicism between 1559 ^d 1829, based as it was on 
the big country houses, was inevitably a.ffected by the departure, 
one by one, either by death or defection, of the aristocratic 
props that were indispensable to surviva.1. 

The first great loss, especially in East Sussex, was 
the extinction of the Thatcher (=*■) family of Priesthawes in West- 
ham; this happened by the death of John Thatcher in l649. Fifty 
years later, the Nevills at Frant became Protestant in 1695 (**). 
The Gages defected in 1727, as did Viscount Montague in 17^2. 

"The loss of Cowdray was a severe blow. 'Little Rone' had fallen" 
(***), Nor was it simply Cowdray; there was Battle in the eastern 
part of the ccunty. It is true that the Websters, who succeeded 
them, were also Catholic for a time but Sir Godfrey Webster, 
the 6th Baronet (ob.l853)i forsook the Catholic church and joined 
the Church of England. The Caryll family, beggared and in exile, 
became extinct by the death at Dunkirk 7-5*1788 of John Baptist 
Caryll. This gradual whittling away of Catholic strength is a 
common feature in recusant history. 

In the l6th century, however, the county of Sussex pro¬ 
ved doggedly resistant to the new religion and we can sense the 
dissatisfaction of Archbishop Parker's commissary in the 1569 
visitation: "Except it be about Lewes and a little in Chichester, 
the whole diocese of Chichester is very blind and superstitious". 

(*) The Thatchers came originally from Eingmer nr.Lewes. John 
Thatcher (c.1505-157^) married twice - (l) Agnes, daughter 
of John Gage, K.G., of West Firle; and (2) Margaret, daughter of 
Sir Goddard Oxenbridge of Brede Place. It was from this second 
union that his son and heir, James, derived, John Thatcher died 
9-2.157^ when his son James succeeded to the estates; James 
married, in 1567, Mary, daughter of Sir Edward Gage, Kht. His 
eldest son, John, brought the line to an end, dying without issue. 
His wife wa.s Katherine, daughter of Robert Audley of Berechurch, 
CO. Essex. Dying on 3«>9*1649, John Thatcher's Will was not finally 
proved until. 1.5.1657. The Will is not in itself of great impor¬ 
tance, its chief purpose being to convey the bulk of the estate 
to three executors, two of whom were dead by the date of probate. 
John Thatcher had in mind the setting up of a trust for the bene¬ 
fit of his Church. This has come dovm to us as The Triple Trust 
and still exists, its income being used for the furnishing of 
Catholic churches. The setting up of such a trust in the 17th 
century was difficult and how it was achieved is a very intricate 
legal exercise. Modern Catholics thus owe the last member of 
this Sussex family a debt of gratitude, for his devotion to his 
Church had a very real, permanent result.

ALBAN LANGDiiLE was installed 16.4.1555. He was deprived md 

THOMAS SPENSER was installed 24.4,1560. ^angtole 1535 

Fellow of St.John’s College, Cambridge, 26.3.1534, B.A1531/2,_M.A 15^5, 
Proctor 1539 / 40 , B.D 1544, D.D 1554. He was ordained Deacon at Norwich 
11 3 1540/1 priest 1541. He was admitted to the Prebend of Ampleforth 
in*York Cathedral 26.5.1554 and succeeded, .''P°'^^J®^I2''Sth- 

by William Day 22.4.1560. He was appointed^to f 

Uckfield, Sussex (q.v) in 1554 and became Cliancellor of the diocese of 
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Coyentry & Lichfield 3.2.1558/9, together with the Prebend of Alrewas 
which endowed the office. He had previously been offered the Deanery 
of Chichester which, by the death of William Pye, was vacant; he 
declined. He took part in the abortive Westminster Conference 31.3,1559 
on the Catholic side. Shortly after, refusing the oaths required by the 
state church, he was deprived of all his preferment and ordered to 
remain with Anthony, Viscount Montague, whose chaplain he was. The fate 
of Langdale is uncertain. Some authorities say he went abroad en d died; 
others that he died at Cox^dray, Lord Montague's house in West Sussex, 
after 1584, His burial is untraceable. If he died at the other Montague 
house, Battle Abbey, it would be equally untraceable as the parish 
registers start only in 1611. We shall probably never know the facts, 
xfhich is a pity. In the list of recusants dated 1562, Langdale is 
described as ’’learned and very earnest in papistry”; small wonder that 
Montague, xjriting to Queen Mary 17,5,1558 stated that he had appointed 
Dr,Langdale to preach in places not well affected to religio^C 

ARCHDEACOH OF LETfffiS 

ROBERT TAYLOR was inst 6,4*1558. He was deprived and EDI-IUID 
ffiSTOH was inst 11,1.1559/60. ^aylor was a Fellow of Merton College, 
Oxford, 1522, B.A 31,1.1520/l, M.A 31,3.1525. He was Registrar of the 
University 1529/30 and Principal of St.Alban Hall 10.8.1530 to 1532. He 
was inst to the Prebend of Wisborough, Chichester 21,9,1551 and held it 
until deprived. He was vicar of Westham (l550), and Fletching (l553). 

He was also incumbent of Barcombe (q.v) and Maresfield (q.v). He was 
also deprived of these places and the next notice we have of him is in 
the first Douai diary where he is noted to have been taken at The Mote, 
Iden (the home of the family of Scott) and removed to Rye, still vested 
for Ife-ss, xirhere he was very "evilly used”. He is knovm to have been 
living xfith the Gage family at "Bentley", Pramfield, in 1592 but his 
burial entry is not in either the Pramfield or Iden parish registe^. 

CE4HCELL0R 

WILLIAM TRESHAM was inst 6.3.1538/9. He was deprived and 
AUGUSTIHE BRADBRIDGE was inst 13*7,1560, /Gresham was bom at Oakley 
Magna, Northamptonshire, the son of Richard Tresham of Newton by his 
wife Rose, daughter of Thomas Billing of Astwell, son and heir of Sir 
Thomas Billing, Lord Chief Justice. Tresham was educated at Oxfori, 
graduated B.A 16.1.1514/5 from Merton College, Fellow 1516, M.A 11.7. 
1520, B.D 17,7.1528, D.D 8.7.1532. Registrar of the University 11,3. 
1523/4 to 11 , 2 . 1528 / 9 . Vice-Chancellor of the University 1532-1547, 
also in 1556 and 1558. In 1542 Henry VIII created the Bishopric of 
Oxford and Tresham was appointed to the second stall (q.v). He was colla¬ 
ted to the Prebend of Asgarby, Lincoln, 29.3.1540. His parochial livings 
were Towcester (q.v), Northants, Bugbrooke (q.v), Northants, Greens 
Norton, Northants and Bampton, Oxfordshire, He was deprived of all his 
preferments and committed to the custody of Matthew- Parker; on giving 
sureties that he would not attempt an 3 rthing against religion, he was 
permitted to retire to Bugbrooke, where he was buried in 1569, although 
there is no mention of it in the parish register. The fact of the burial 
is, hox-j-ever, indisputa ble/. 

TREASURER 

JOHN SfflTH was inst 16.4.1555. He was deprived and AUGUSTIHE 
BRADBRIDGE was inst 30.4.1562. /Smith was Provost of Oriel College,

He was deprived and, 
after one John Satwell had r--.'ised the nomination of the Dean and 
Cliapter, JOHN RICHARDSON ifas inst 28.9.1562. /Packard was a Fellow of 
New College, Oxford, 1540/l553, B.C.L 6.11,1553. See,also Ripe and 
Laughton, of which he was also deprive^^. 
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PREBEND OF BRA.CKLESHAM . 

THOMS VALENCE was presented by the Crown 5.11.1556 and inst 
12 . 12 , 1556 . He was deprived and RICHARD KITSON was inst 28.3.1564, 
/faience is referred to as M.A. A man of this name supplicated for 
B,Med 13 . 3 . 1555/6 and leave to practice. He seems to have been in 
the Tower of London in 1562 (C.R.S,, Vol.I, p, 56 ). Another man of 
this name was Vicar of Heavitree, Exeter, from 2.11.1507/, 

PREBEND OF FERRING 

EDWARD GODSALF was inst 29.10.1558. He was deprived and 
LAURENCE NOWELL was inst 9 . 8 , 1563 . /Godsalf was one of the original 
Fellows of Trinity College, Cambridge, 19.12.1546. On 18,4.1554 he 
received the rectory of Fulbourne, Cambridgeshire, and in the same 
year proceeded to B.D. After deprivation he went abroad, arriving 
at Douai 15,7,1576. He was ordained at Cambrai 22,12.1576; sent into 
England 19.6.1577. He was with William Moore at Haddon, co.Oxon 
4 , 7,1381 (Lansdowne Mss 33, f.l49), captured l4.7.158l. He was in_ 
V/arwickshire with John Paine (martyred Chelmsford 2.4,1582). Commit¬ 
ted to the Tower l4.7.158l, there till Christmas; committed to the 
Marshalsea 12.2.1584 and there July 1585 . Banished the same year 
and died in Paris before 1592. In the national archives is a letter 
from Bishop Barlow to Cecil, which cannot be earlier than February 
1561/2 which reads;- "Edward Goddeschalfe is an obstinate Papist 
and refusing to subscribe to the Supremacy, he procured a licence 
to absent himself for three years, which shall be determined the 
12th March next. His pretence was for printing of Eusebius, very 
corruptly translated in siindry places by Bishop Christoferson and 
like to be worse set forth by him to the hurt of religion. If I be 
not stayed by renewing of his licence, I intend for just causes to 
deprive him of his prebend, being one of the best of my gift, which 
shall be at your disposition_^, 

PREBEND OF FIREE 

ANTHONY CLERKE was inst 8,9.1555. He was deprived and 
CHRISTOPHER LANCASTER was inst 15.8. 1563 . /Clerke was an ex- 
Cistercian of Stratford Langthorne, Essex, He held Cowfold (q.v) 
and East Dean (q.v). He made his Will 30.12.l56l, proved 4.3. 

1561 / 2 , The preamble is a strictly Catholic one; the V/ill bequeaths 
to Viscount Montague (whose chaplain he was) his house in the Cath¬ 
edral Close at Chichester and "a paynted image v/hich I have of the late 
verteous quene of godlye raemorye queen Mary whose sowle God pardone". 
His two executors. Dr,Alban Langdale and Owen Maudisley (who resigned 
Northiam (q.v)) both receive a gown. Thomas Croke, the deprived 
vicar of Rogate, received a "cassak of tawny grograine chainlet'', I 
have not found Clerke's burial^. 

PREBEND OF FITTLEWORTH 

GEORGE DUDLEY i-ias inst 27.9.1526. He was deprived and DAVID 
SPENSER was inst 27. 6 , 1561 , /Dudley was Prebendary of Woodborough in 
Southwell Minster having been admitted 18 .1.1507/8; he was deprived. 

He ^iias. also parson of Aston—le—Walls (q.v), Northamptonshire, and 
Oalcham (q.v), Rutland; he was deprived. He was buried at Aston 
6 . 1 . 1562/3 and his will is P.C.'C Streat 33. David Spencer is one 
of the obviously Catholic passive-resisters, holding Clapham (l5.3. 
1558 /^ 9 ) and Burwash (4,6,1562), holding both till death. At Burwash 
he had succeeded Robert Colson, who was buried at Speldhurst, Lent, 
22 , 12.1561 as "parson of Burchesj^/, 

PREBEND OF GATES (EASTERGATE) 

THOMAS MAUNDEVILLE was inst 11.8.1555, He was deprived and 
EDMUND WESTON was inst 17 . 8 . 1561 , ^aundeville was priest of Pet- 
worth (q.v), which he resigned/. 

PREBEND OF IPTHORNE 

JOHN KNIGHT was inst 20.9.1558, He was deprived and EDWARD 
FOSTER was inst 2.7.1561, /Slight x/as B.A 13*7.1530, M.A 13.5.1531 
of Oxford University, See also Great Chart (q.v), Kent,, of which 
he was also deprived/. 
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WILLIAM TEESHAM was inst 6^.1538/9. He was deprived ^d 
RICHAHD WIGHT was inst 21,12.1560, j^ot Tresham, see Chancello^. 

PEEBEHD OF SELSEY 

STEPHEN TALIHGEE was inst 20,1i2.1558, He was deprived and 
WILLIAM CLABSE was inst 23.10.1583. ^alinger was the son of Robert 
Valinger, Gent, of Watlington, co.Norfolk. He was a student of Gonville 
& Gains, Cambridge, BA 1559/60, M.A 1563, Fellow and Tutor 1562/3. In 
1586 he was in the Fleet Prison, having been there four years, for a 
"libel" (i.e,ballad) in favour of St,Edmund Campion. Condemned to lose 
his ears and stand in the pillory; he was reported as a recusant 158^. 

PREEHII) OF THORNEI 

CHRISTOPHER BROIfNE was inst 28.12.1555. WILLIM HARFORD was 
inst 6.7.1559. ^roifme was ejected from his living of Tillington (q,v) 
and, although the Chapter Acts are silent as to cause of the vacancy, 
it is reasonable to assume that he lost his prebend at the same time. 

He was a native of Horbling, Lines, He was ordained deacon and priest 
(NoiTfj-ich) 19 . 6 . 1546 . B.A of Cambridge 1535/6, M.A 1539, B.D 1549 and 
Fellow of St.John’s College, c.153j^. 

PREBEND OF WALTHAM 

SIMON SHEPH4RDE was inst 9.1.1537/8. He was deprived and 
ROBERT GEEENANERS was inst 2.8,1564. ^(i^epharde was perhaps the man who 
was Master of the Hospital of St.Mary Magdalen in Hollewaye near Bath, 
Somerset, appointed 23.4.15377* 

PREBEND OF WISBOROUGH 

ROBERT TAILOR was inst 21.9.1551. He was deprived and JOHN 
LAW was piresented by the Croi/m 4,10.1559 and inst 16.1,2.1559. ^or 
Taylor, see Archdeacon of Lewe^. 

PREBEND OF WITTERING 

GEORGE BBAHMOKT was inst 20.3.1555/6. He was deprived and 
AUGHSTIHE BEADBRIDGE was presented by the Crown 8.11.1559 and inst 14. 
12 , 1559 . j^eaumont was of Queen’s College, Cambridge, 1540/l, M.A 1543, 
B.D 1549 , D.D 1557 and a Fellow, Also held Rodmell 

PREBEND OF WOODHORNE 

THOMAS STAPLETON was inst 15.2.1558/9. He was deprived and 
WILLI/iM OVERTON was inst 26.11.1563. ^tapleton, "the most learned Roman 
Catholic of his time", was bom at Henfield, Sussez. He was educated at 
Winchester and New College, Oxford, of which he was Fellow in 1553. He 
was B.A 1556 , D.D and public professor of divinity at Douai, 1571; canon 
of St.Amatus, l^ouai; dean of Hilverenbeeck; professor of holy scripture 
and canon of Louvain, 1590. He was buried at Louvain 12*10.1598, This 
Prebend was the only office he held in the English church but as Rev. 
Richard Stewart correctly states in the Clergy Review (September, 1967, 
p. 752 ) when reviewing Stapleton’s Life of Sir Thomas More, ed.E. E. Rey¬ 
nolds (Bums Oates, 1966), "For the record it mii^t be noted that, though 
given a prebend at Chichester in 1558, Stapleton was not then ordained 
priest; there is extant a dispensation issued by the Holy See in October 
1 563 in connection with the conferring of major orders on Stapleton and 
six other 'Englishmen and clerks' then in exile at Louvain". Pa.rt of 
William Barlow's letter to Cecil (P.R,0,Dom,Eliz., XI, No. 24 ) has been 
quoted under the Prebend of Ferring when dealing with Edward Godsalf; 
the part dealing with Stapleton is as follows:- "Thomas Stapleton and 
Edwa,rd Goddeschalfe, prebendaries of Chichester, being evil affected 
towards Christian religion, are now in Louvain; and as it is bmited, 
x-rere the last summer at Tridentine Comicil, This Stapleton is a young 
man, and was Fellow at New College in Oxford, traded up in Papistry from 
his childhood, who, misliking the proceedings of the realm, conveyed 
himself over the seas without licence, xmder the xfings of Count Feria. 
Howbeit, since, he obtained pardon with a licence to continue there three 
years, whereof the term is almost expired". And indeed Stapleton had 
gone abroad without licence as is revealed by the p^don and licence 
dated 22.3.1560 (Cal.Patent Rolls 1558-1560, p.288j7»

ROBERT TAYLOR was inst 16.6.1556. He was depr^ed and 
ARISTOTLE WEBBE was presented by the Crown 16.10.1559. /jor Taylor, 
see Archdeacon of Lewes. Webbe was an ex-monk of Glastonbury. He 
died at Swindon, Wiltshire, in 1575 v where he was .incumben^/. 

Barlavingt on 

RICHARD DURDEN was admitted 51.7^.1556. He was deprived 
and RICHARD BROWNE was inst 15.7.1570. ^urden was also incumlaent 
of Shalford (q.v), Surrey, being inst 51.5.1557. He was deprived of 
the Surrey living at Elizabeth’s accession and since Bishop Barlow^ 
reports, in 1565 , that Barlavington had "no parson nor curat”, it is 
reasonable to assume that Durden lost Barlavington at the same time 
as Shalford. Browne had been at Barlavington 1552-155^* in which year 
he was deprived for marriage. He was buried here 29.1.15o^j bis W'ill 
being dated i 7 .IO.i 580 and proved by his wife, Alice, 20.2.l58i!;/. 

Bepton 

THOM/lS MAKINGE was admitted 16 ,2.1518/9. He was warned 
to appear at Bishop Scory’s visitation bi^ did not. He was deprived 
and JOHN IGULDEN was admitted 8.8.1 562 , /This was a deprivation for 
pluralism, for besides holding Bepton, Makinge also held Shenley 
(q.v), Bucks. Consequent upon his deprivation of Bepton, he was 
appointed to the Prebend of Exceat 14.5.1568, He did not enjoy ^be 
preferment long and was buried in the Subdeanery church 25*7.156^. 

Birdhsim 

WILLIAM HOPKINSON was inst 18.2.1558/9. He was ejected and 
CHRISTOPHER LANCASTER was restored (previously here 28.2.1549/50 to 
1554 ), /Sopkinson was an extreme Puritan. He became prominent during 
his tenure of the livings of Warbleton (l57l-l6o4) and Salehurst 
( 1572 - 1596 ) for being one of the Sussex clergy who would not sub¬ 
scribe the articles in favour of the Book of Common Prayer until 
summoned to Canterbury, Evidence of his Puritanism are the names 
of his children, notably Safe—on—High Hopkinson, buried at Sale¬ 
hurst 50 . 2 . 1591 , under the description "son of William Hopkinson, 
minister of the Lord's worde” and Persia Hopkinson. She married in 
1595 at Salehurst, William Lord, the parson of Ore, who succeeded 
his father—in—law both at V/arbleton and Salehurst, Hopkinson was 
buried at Warbleton 22.11.l6o47. 

Bishopstone 

JAMES CLAYTON was inst 27.4.1557. He was derived and 
THOMAS SHARP was collated to the living 24.4.1561, /^e fact that 
Clayton was presented by the Crown 28,10,1559 and admitted 25*4. 

1560 to the living of Framfield, Sussex, leads one to conclude 
that his deprivation of Bishopstone was due to pluralism and not 
conscience. However, Clayton was deprived of Framfield by 1569 , so 
that possibly he was ill—at—ease in the state church. Indeed, he 
may be the Jaimes Clayton who was in Derby gaol 22,7.^88 under 
sentence of death (Foley's "Records”, VoloIII, p.472/. 

Bramber 

RALPH POST was inst 14.8.1557. He was ejected and JOHN 
SLUTTSR was restored (previously here 28.6.1542 to 1554). /^alph 
Post was not a Catholic for, consequent upon ejection here, he 
was instituted to Nuthurst, Sussex, 12.10.1560 and was buried there 
27 . 1 . 1585 . He was a monk of St.Saviour's, Faversham, Kent. Slutter 
was also a monk. In answer to the visitation enquiries of 1579, the 
churchwardens presented; "Our cure is served by the parson who 
liveth and is vicar of Botolph, the President of Maudlyn College is 
patrone. Our parson is no preacher. Our parson hath bene married a 
long time". His Will was proved by his wife, Eleanor, 6,10.15o^.

LLOYD was restored (previously here 10.3.1552/3 to 1554). ^Ij^icholas 
Hickett was definitely a Catholic - a passive—resister - but as he made 
no stand, we can scarcely include him as a confessor for his Paith. He 
was a B.A of Oxford 1i525/6, and was ordained by the Bishop of London 
22,9.1526, He was instituted to Pulborou^, Sussex, 1i0.11,1558 and held 
it until his death. Parker mentions him as one of the Sussex priests

Dean. East (nr.Chichester) 

THOMAS ELLIS was inst 6,5.1558, He was ejected and JOHN 
GREGOEI was restored (previously here 1549-1554). /Possibly Thomas 
Ellis was the same man as the incumbent of Up Waltham (inst 20,4,1531). 

If so, he did not long survive ejection, for he died about I'Jhitsuntid^, 

Dean, East (nr.Eastbourne) 

ANTHONY CLEREE was inst 3.4.1555. He was deprived and ROBERT 
NORMAH was inst 11.5.1560, /jox Clerks, see Prebend of Pirle, Norman was 
buried at nearby Pr is ton 27.5.157^. 

Prant 

’ ' RICHARD MERCER was appointed c.1557. He was either deprived 
or suspended and succeeded by RICHARD ALLEN in 1564. j^ercer was buried 
2,11.1570 as "Richard Palle, otherwise Mercer, late Vicar of Prant", 

H, M, S, Malden in his "Prant Church and Living" remarks:- "The returns 
of the state of the diocese of Chichester ordered by the Privy Council in 
1563 , give the parish of Prant as having neither Vicar resident nor 
curate, Mr.Mercer must have either resigned or been deprived of his living 
through inability to conform to the Acts of Supremacy and Uniformity 
passed at the outset of Queen Elizabeth’s r^n". Another writer, H. S. 
Eeles, in his "Prant" (1947) adds to this tteiiernark that "Possibly Mr, 
Mercer’s religious convictions had necessitated his living under an 
assumed name in order to escape imprisonment or fines". This seems to be 
what happened. It must not be forgotten that Prant was, as it still is, 
Nevill territory, and the family of Nevill, Lords of Abergavenny (then 
Burgavenny) were, until 1695, staunch Catholics, (Luttrell’s Diary 
records, under date 30.3.1695, the fact that George Nevill, who succeeded 
to the title in that 3 rear was "the first Protestant Lord that bears that 
title"). Mercer then was undoubtedly a confessor for the Catholic faith. 

He was bom at Battle, at that time "the most popish town in all Sussex". 
His Will was proved by his brother, Michael Mercer of Battle on 30,10, 

1570/. 

Goring 

MAURICE HUGHES was inst 28.4.1558. He was deprived and ROBERT 
BROWNE was inst 10.11.1560. /The facts here are that Hughes was summoned 
before the Consistory Count and was asked by what authority he held the 
Vicarage of Goring, acknowledged that he had no dispensation to hold 
the same, whereupon the Judge pronounced the Vicarage of Goring to be 
vacant (C.G.C.Act Book, Vol,70;. In addition, Hughes retained his living 
of Bersted, Sussex (inst 14.2.1559/60) until his death in 156^. 




Grinstead, East 
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WILLIAM DE7ENISH was admitted At Elizabeth's acces¬ 

sion ROBERT BEST (previously here to 155^) recovered the living, 

^his parish is included merely for completeness, as Devenish had 
died 24.3- 1558 . Best resigned and was succeeded by Richard Burnopp, 
who occurs in the proceedings of the Star Chamber as "a very lewd 
and wicked pson altogether swarvinge from his profession nor having 
the fear of God before eies_^. 

Karting 

JOHN SETON was admitted 27.7»'l554. He was deprived and GEORGE 
FAWKES was admitted 20.11.1559* ^phn Seton was born about 1509* 

Fellow of St.John's College, Cambridge, 1528/9, M.A 1532» R.P 1544. 
Chaplain to Stephen Gardiner 1544. Rector of Hinton Ampner, Hants, 
21 . 11 , 1545 - 1558 . Master of St,Mary's Hospital, V/inchester, 1554, 

Canon of Winchester, 155^ (q.v) and York, 1554. He was described 
as "learned but settled in papistry" in a list of recusants dated 
1562 , wherein he was "to remain in the city of London or within 
twenty miles compass of same". In 1565, however, he was at the 
English College at Rome and died in that city 20,7.15677* 

Heighten, South 

WILLIAM LEGGE was admitted 16.8.1554. He vacated and THOMAS 
GODDALL was inst 3.5.1571• ^egge was M.A 1556. He was granted a 
dispensation (4.6.1562) to hold two benefices (S.P.Dom.Eliz., 76 ). 

He abandoned the living and Letters to collect all the goods and 
credits of V/illiam Legge, directed to Thomas Smyth, vicar of Hen- 

field 8.1.157l/27<. 

Horsted Keynes 

DAVID MICHELL, here from 1548, was deprived and FRANCIS 
COX was presented by the Crown 30.7.1559. /^chell was a Cluniac 
monk of Lewes Priory. He oPeurs in Matthew Parker's Visitation of 
Sussex in 1569 (S.P.Dom.Eliz, 60 , f.2l5K) where it is stated that 
he and Thomas Cottesmore (see Poynings) "frequent unto Mr.James 
Gayges about Lewys". This means that Michell was protected by the 
elder, branch of the Gage family at Firle Place, near Lewes. He may 
be the "Mr.Mychell, an old priest" who was in Lancashire 20.1,1593 
(Foley's "Records", Vol.VI, p.74327. 

Iden 

WILLIAM SINDEN was inst 7.2.1548/9. He was deprived and THOMAS 
MOLDER was inst 29.3.1561. ^inden (or Senden) was a Cistercian monk 
of Robertsbridge Abbey. He was Vicar of Bodiam from 1542 to 1549, when 
he resigned to take up Iden. His fate is unknown. His burial,is not 
in the Iden registers and those of Salehurst (the parish that con¬ 
tains Robertsbridge) do not start until 157527. 

Kirdford 

WILLIAM ELLIOTT was inst 30.5.1559. He was deprived and 
TIMOTHY GREENE was inst 4,10.1566. 

Laughton 

THOMAS PACKARD was inst 8,3.1553/4. He was deprived.and JOHN 
CLERKE was inst 2.5.1560, /For Packard, see Prebend of Bargham/. 

Maresfield 

ROBERT TAYLOR compounded for the first fruits 13.10.154^, 

He was deprived and THOMilS HAHDISLYE was collated 20,9.1560. /For 
Robert Taylor, see Lewes, Archdeacon of/. 

Newtimber 

WILLIAM WOOD was admitted 18,11,1556. He was deprived and 
EDWARD TYKEREDGE was inst 7.4,1560. /William Wood occurs in the 
Will of Thomas Deanes, Vicar of West Firle, dated 16 . 8 . 1561 . The 
relevant sentence reads: "......to Vicar of Seaford, Vicar of 

Framfield, parson of Little Horsted and to Sir William Wood at 
Bentley either of them 3/4d to pray for my soul and all Christian 
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souls,.........". This mates it certain, that William Wood had found 

shelter with the cadet branch of the Gage family at Bentley in the parish 
of Pramfield. His subsequent fate is unknoii^. 

Poynings 

THOMAS COTTSMOEE was inst 11,4.1554. He was deprived and JOHN 
SCOEESBY was admitted 20,5.1560, Thomas Cottsmore supplicated for his 
B.A at Oxford in May, 1556. It is possible that on his deprivation, he 
went abroad, for a priest of this name is mentioned in the Douai diaries. 
This would not have been impossible for Cardinal Allen, writing to 

Maurice Chauncy on 10,8,1577 says: ".many of the elder sort of 

priests, long since made in England, coming hither j^ouady to see our 
trada". Writing to Dr.Yendeville some time later, jULlen remarks: "We like¬ 
wise invited from Eng1.a. nd some of the older priests who had been ordained 
many years before and were labouring in the Lord’s Vineyard, but were 
insufficiently instructed for the necessities of the present time in all 
the duties of religion and the Church's censures", Cottsmore must have 
returned to England, for the Keeper of the Vfestninster Gatehouse prison 
reports in March 1583 on "Thomas Cottsmore, a Sussex man bom, an old 
massing priest, taken at Arundel coning over from beyond the seas and 
sent in by your honours a two years since". This nan died in prison and 
was buried at St.Margaret’s, Westminster, 17.6.1584. The only difficulty 
in making a positive identification is that in the Douai diaries, Thomas 
Cottsmore is stated to be of the diocese of Lichfield, and was ordained 
at Douai in 1580 and sent to England in 1582. A nan validly ordained many 
years before would have had no need to be re—ordained unless (and I have 
been unable to verify this) Cottsmore x^as ordained in King Edward's time 
and doubted the validity of his order^.

THOMAS PACKARD was presented by the Croxm 13.2.1556 and inst 
16.2,1556, He was deprived and JOHN BUCKE was ii:i3t 11.7.1560. /Fot Packard 
see Prebend of Bargha^. 

Eodnell 

GEOEGE BEAUMONT was collated 31.3.1555. He was deprived and 
JOHN WELLES was inst 4.4.1560. _^or Beaxmont, see Prebend of Wittering. 
Welles was made Deacon and Priest by Gilbert, Bishop of Bath 3.1.1562/3. 

On 3.6,1575 all the fruits and tithes were sequestered due to his long 
absence from the living. His Will was proved 15.1.1602/^, 

Eogate 

THOMAS CEOOKE was presented by the Crown 24.5.1554 and admitted 
26,6,1554. He was deprived and THOMixS BLETifflTT was presented by the Crown 
4.5.1560. /CrookB has a bequest in the Will of Anthony Clerke, the dis¬ 
possessed Chichester pmbendary of "my cassak of taxmy grograine chamlet 
.......and 40/— in money", A part at least of Croote's subsequent history 

may be gleaned from ff, 128—130 of the Tanner Mss in the Bodleian Library, 
Oxford, recently transcribed and annotated by Mr.Christopher Buckingham 
in the January, 1970, issue of "Cantixim", the relevant portion of which 
is reproduced here. 

It takes the form of a relation by Sir Alexander Cxilpeper of 
Bedgebxiry, Goudhxrrst, co.Kent, of his troubles for religion's sake since 
the start of Eliza .-eth's reign. 


Sir Alexander states;- 
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if ter this Bishopps death, I was cooplayned on to his 
Successor, Bishopp Grindall, for keeping a Priest, one Sir G?honas Crooke, 
in ny house, who (as they said) corrupted nee, and saide Masse d ai JLy in 
jay house. This priest indeede was then and long before had been ny Steward. 
Then to avoide this trouble I was enforced to goe into the North, to the 
Gountesse of Cimberland, jay wives sister, and for certaine yeares together 
-l and ny wife lived sonetynes there & sonetynes at Bedgeburie without any 
farther trouble. 

imd anon, after I had settled ny self at Bedgeburie againe, I 
was so conplayned on for keeping the said prieste, and for absenting 
myself from the Church, that I was enforced to goe againe into the North 
and so passed a yeare or twoo, lying sonetines there and sometimes at 
Bedgeb'urie. But before that t 3 nie was expired, ny said priest was 
co(n)nitted to prison whone upon suite I got to be delivered upon condi— 
cion that I shoiild no longer rota 3 rne him; and the prieste was bound 
(after his recknings and accounts made for w(hi)ch hee had twoo nonethes 
assigned him) to departe fron ny house, and to repaire thither no nore". 

This keeping of priests as Stewards was a nornal practice - for 
instance, Francis Thompson was employed in the sane capacity by Thonas 
Roper of Elthan - and it is quite obvious that Crooke was passed on to 
Culpeper through the Montague connection. It is not so obvious what 
happened to Crooke after that. Probably he found sone other protector; 
it would be interesting to know who. Certainly, he appears in the 1577 
list of rectisants in the coimty of Kent, but this is the last reference 
I have found. 

Thonas Blewett was nade deacon by Matthew Parker 10.3.1559/60 
and priest by Richard, Bishop of St.Asaph 31.3.1560. On 5.1.1562/3 he was 
admitted to the stall of a Vicar Choral in Chichester cathedral and on 
25,4.1570 he was installed to Gates Prebend in the sane cathedral. On 
27 . 1 . 1575/6 he conpounded for the first fruits of the rectory of Branshott, 
Hants, and was buried there 22*9.1597. her valuable "The Wisbech 
Stirs" (C.R.S.:, 1958) Miss P, Renold, B.A., nakes nany references to 
Thonas Blewett, one of the nost proninent of the Appellant party at 
Wisbech, notably the biography on pages 31/2. In this, she credits hin 
with having left his living of Rogate and gone to Douai, arriving 19.3. 

1577 , being ordained a Catholic priest 24.2.1578. This is incorrect. 

Ihere were plainly two Thonas Blewetts, The Protestant one held Rogate 
until his death, as he did his Har^jshire living. Moreover, he attended 
in person the election of Anthony Watson to the Bishopric of Chichester 
5 . 6 . 1596 . Any consideration of Blewett's Will should amply dispose of Miss 
Rcnold's contention. This doexment (Cobhan, fo,86) uses the distinctly 
Protestant phraseology in the preanble; "In the nane of our oimipotent 
and nost gracious God, to whone be gyven all honor, prayse and glory for 
ever and ever Amen, the eightene day© of Aprill one thousand fyve hundred 
nynty and seaven, I ThotBluet, parson of Branshott in the countie of 
South(anpton), beinge at the naking hereof, God be thanked, of perfect 
nynde and nenory, doe make this ny last will and testanent in nanner and 
forme followinge: fyrst, I hartely and humbly yeeld upp my sould 
to A-lniightye God my maker and to Jesus Christ ray Redeemer through 
the raerittes of whose death and passion I trust most assuredly to 

be saved.". After directing that he be buried in Branshott 

church, he leaves money to Chichester cathedral, the poore people 
of Rogate, the poor people of Brarashott, the poor people of Hasle- 
raere, the poor people of Linchmere, the poor people of Fernhurst 
and the poor people of Headley. Then: ’’Item, I give to my daughter 
Charitie ffyve pounds”. This is sufficient indication that he was 
not a Catholic priest. If anything further is needed, it is that the 
Will was "Proved London 18.10,1397 by oath of Margarete Bluet, widow". 
The Catholic Thomas Blewett was probably the man born at Rhiwlas, 
Raglan, in the diocese of Llandaff (see "L Checklist' of Welsh 
Students in the Seminaries", Pt.I,, 1958). 

Sedlescombe 

RICHARD WHEATLEY was inst 22.12,1556. He was deprived and 
THOMAS FRENCHAM was inst 20.10,1560. 
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NICHOLAS KEMMYS admitted 7.12.1556. He was ejected and 
JOHN PARKES was restored (previously here 9.6.1525 to 1555). 

Tarring Neville 

WILLIAM WOOD was admitted 23.9»155^« was ejected and 
GEORGE FAIRBANKE was restored (previously here' 1 A-. 9 .1552 to 155^). 
^For William Wood see Newtimber. Fairbanke, who was buried at.• 
Warbleton 8.2.1560, was the turncoat priest against-whom the Prot¬ 
estant martyr, Richard Woodman of Warbleton, cried out as teaching 
one day the opposite to that he had previously taught. In so 
doing, it is fair to say, this Sussex ironmaster earns the respect 
of every Englishman, Catholic or Protestant7.

CHRISTOPHER BROV/NE was inst 17.4.1554. He was ejected: : 
and ALEXANDER WYMSHURST was restored (previously here 26.7.1546 ^ 
to 1554 ). ^or Browne, see Prebend of Thorne^7» "

BARTHOLOMEW BARWICIOE was presented 20.761555. He- was 
deprived and RICHARD WHEATLEY was inst 28.4.1559 (see also 
Sedlescombe). ^arwicke was a chantry priest celebrating in ^ 
the parish church of Battle.„In-Cardinal Pole's pension list *‘< 2 
of 1556 he was drawing a pension of £6 per annum. Wheatley 
was deprived of ■Whatlington as he-was at Sedlescombe-, 'aad . 
Whatlington was‘sequestered to the new Protestant rector of 
Sedlescombe. Berwick witnessed the Williod Dominick Leger, 
incumbent of Moimtfield, who was buried there 6.5.1558; the 
Will is a strictly Catholic one, making provision for "derige. 
and V masses for my sowle and all christen sowlesjy.:

1560 ), Rector of St.Clement's Danes, 
London (inst 20,10.1559) and a canon of Windsor (inst 20.11. 

- 1562 ), He received a licence to marry Alice Cavill, widow, 
25 . 9.1568 and died in 158 ^. 

PREBEND OF SEAFORD 

JOHN LAWE was appointed 26.6.1553. Me resigned and 
WILLIAM MASON was appointed 2,2,1560/1. /Not a resignation 
for conscience. Lawe resigned this Prebend to take up that 
of Wisborough (q.v). He was vicar of Ferring and did not long 
survive his change of prebends, for his Will is dated 6.1, _ .

LAWRENCE WOODCOCK was appointed 15«6,1529» He resigned 
and MILES AMAN was appointed 28,9«1560. ^oodcock was a Fellow of 
New College, Oxford, 1508 / 2 O, B.C.L 23.3.1516/7. He held the livings 
of Patching, Sussex (13.5.1545-1567) and West Dean, nr,ChiChester 
( 13 . 10 . 1554 - 1559 ). As he retained Patching until his death, it is 
clear that his resignation of his prebend and living of West Dean 
was not motivated by conscience/. 

PARISH LIVINGS 
Amberley 

WILLIAM COCKE was inst 3,10,1558. He resigned and JOHN 
WHITAKER was collated 13,7.1560. 

Arundel 

THOMAS WEBSTER compounded for the first fruits 22.3.1550/1. 
He resigned and was succeeded by Jeremiah Phillips in 1570. ^his 
may have been a resignation for conscience, as he also resigned 
Wadhurst (q.v) at the same tim^/. 

Bersted 

JOHN LLOYD was inst 24.10.1555. He resigned and MAURICE 
HUGHES was inst 14.2,1559/60. ^loyd was an old priest who had 
been deprived of St.Peter the Great, Chichester, for marriage. He 
obviously put away his wife and was given this living. He seems 
also to have retained his living of Pagham (q.v) without hindrance, 
but in 1559 William Bartrame was appointed to Pagham. Lloyd then 
resigned Bersted, also St.Peter the Great, Chichester (to which he 
had been restored) and Pagham. It is unlikely that an old priest 
who had married, would have been sufficiently Catholic to have 
resigned all his preferment, but so it appear^.

EDV/ARD STANDISH was inst 11.3.1558/9. He resigned and JOHN 
DUNWICH was inst 14.6.1566, 

Brightling 

WILLIAM DARRELL was inst 19.10,2557. He resigned and 
ANTHONY RUSHE was admitted 21.2.156l/2, /For Darrell, see diocese 

of Canterbur_y7. 

Brede 

WILLIAM HORNE was inst 4,1,1557/8. He resigned and RICH/iRD 
BROMEEY was inst 20.1,1561/2. ^his is a possible resignation for 
conscience, although it is not certain. Bromley was an old priest, 
having been ordained 16 . 3,1526 by Thomas Parker, suffragan Bishop 
of Worcester (Lib,Vis.F.I). He was married and was buried at Brede 
in 158 ^ 7 .

TOR was collated 23.7«1565o ^iles Aman (or Man) succeeded Lawrence 
Woodcock as Prebendary of V/indham in 156 O and seems to have been 
re-instituted to Donnington 15 * 10.1570 on the resignation of Bactor7. 

Findon 

WILLIAM WEBBE was inst I. 8 . 155 O. He resigned.and THOMAS 
STORRIE was inst 2.10.1562, ^ebbe resigned to take up Denton, 

Sussex (inst 29.4.1560). Storrie was one of the passive-resisters 
mentioned by Parker, He was a B.A of Cambridge 1539/40 and was 
buried at Findon 24.7.1576, He seems to have been amply beneficed 
in Lincolnshire, holding Tathwell during Edward's reign, Addle- 
thorpe, near Skegness 19.10.1555 till death. He had been ejected 
from North and South Hykeham in 1559 in favour of the Edwardian 
incumbent, Roger Witter, having been appointed 4.7.1554, probably 
on his resignation of Tathwell/. 

Folkington 

JOHN ATHERTON was admitted 18.7.1556, He resigned and 
WILLIAM BALDWIN was inst 23.2.1559/60. ^therton resigned his 
Sussex livings to take up preferment in London^, 

Hellingly 

JOHN SLUTTER was inst 13.2.1557/8. He resigned and EDMUND 
ATICYNS was inst 7 . 6 .I 56 O. ^or Slutter, see Bramber/. 

Northiam 

OWES MAUDISLEY was inst 3.4.1554. He resigned and THOMAS 
STUNTE was inst 23.2.1559/60. ^audisley was definitely a Catho¬ 
lic, holding no more preferment after this time. Together with 
Alban Langdale, he was an Executor of the Will of Anthony Clerke, 
the deprived prebendary of Chichester/, 

Oving 

JOHN RICHARDSON was admitted 15.10.1558. He resigned 
and WILLIAM SMYTH was collated 18 .4.1561. Richardson resigned 
Oving to take up Merston, Sussex (inst 9.4.1560), He was appoin¬ 
ted Prebendary of Bargham 28.9.1562.

He resigned and 
NICHOLAS SMYTHE was inst l4.4.1561. /Thomas Maundeville was deprived 
of his Prebend of Gates (q.v) and it is almost certain, therefore, 
that he resigned Petworth for reasons of consciencR« 

Racton 

ROBERT KILLIGREVE was admitted 26.10.1558. He resigned 
and THOMAS FRANKWELL was inst 28.5,1566. /This is a possible resig¬ 
nation for conscience. The parish of Racton was long permeated 
with Catholicism, so much so that it rated a special mention by 
Matthew Parker in his visitation of the diocese: "In the parish 
of Racton they have neither Churchwardens nor dark, nor yet 
collectors for the poor. And Mr.Arthur Gunter is the cause thereof 
which ruleth the whole parish, though he refuse to come unto the 
churche". It has been suggested that, after his resignation, Killi- 
greve lived with the Gunter family/.

Over 
a long life, Bendes (or Bemis) had held a large amount of prefer¬ 
ment up and down England, as follows:- Martinthorpe, Eutland, 
21 . 1 , 1544 / 5 - 1551 ? Ridlington, Eutland, 12.2.1548/9-1554 (he must, 
therefore, have been married as early as this, as he was deprived 
for this reason), Buckminster, Leicestershire, 3.4.1551-1554, Vicar 
of Sevenoa.ks, Kent, 9.11.1555-9 (he must therefore have put away his 
wife). Rector of Sevenoaks, 4.4.1559-1570, compounded for the first 
fruits of Melton Mowbray, Leicestershire, 15*10.1555? Edith V/eston, 
Eutland, 14,2.1558/9? Prebend of Bury, Chichester, 18,3.1558/9-69? 
Rector of Woodmancote, Sussex, 5.7.1561-1564, Rector of Slinfold 
(see above), Rector of Didcot, Berkshire, 17.10.1575? Prebendary of 
Firle, Chichester, 1,12,1578-1592, and compounded for the first 
fruits of Penton, Hampshire, 4,2.1580/l.

By birth a Suffolk man, he was of Oxford University, a Fellow 
of Oriel College 1529/1544, B.A 28 .I. 1528 / 9 , M.A 1533, B.Med 1534, 
B.D 8 . 2 . 1543 / 4 , D.D 1543 / 4 , Hi’s career started in his native 
diocese, where he held Wcstley (1542) and Risby (1547), both in 
Suffolk. He was Archdeacon of Berkshire (1545), held North Moreton, 
Berkshire (1547), Canon of Bath & Wells (1553), Dean of Chichester 
( 21 , 12 . 1553 ), held Chedzoy, Somerset (22.5.1554), Canon of West¬ 
minster the same year, Master of Chichester Hospital (1555), the \ 
First Stall at Windsor (11,1.1557) and the rectory of Eastergate, 
Sussex, 14 . 5.1552 till death before September, 1557. 

The Prebend of Sawley was held by George Lee, the Treasurer, 
it forming part of the fruits of that office. The, same dates of 
appointment apply. ' _ 
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The Prebendary of Tervin, Heni^ Sydall, was appointed 
8.12.15^7. For this man see Oxford, Fifth Stall. He died and 
Thomas Chapman was appointed 2.7.1571. 

The Prebondarj’- of lift on (l), Leonard Hurst, was pres¬ 
ented by the Crown 26.10.1557. He died and Richard Sale was appoin¬ 
ted 16,. 1.1577. 

The Prebendary of Ufton (2), Robert Sherwood, was 
appointed 1,5.1528. He died before 1,2.I 560 /I when his successor, 
was appointed. 

The Prebendary of V/hittington & Berkswych, William 
Walkenden, was appointed 27.8.1558. On his resignation, Thomas 
Paget was appointed 15.3.1559/60. Although he went from his Prebend 
V/alkenden retained Clifton Caopville, Staffordshire, from 1558 
till the day of his death. He was buried there l4.3.l6ll/2. A man 
of this name was curate of Leatherhead, Surrey, diocese of Win¬ 
chester, 1557-1561. 

The lay opposition to the nov/ religion was, in this 
diocese, considerable. The 1577 list of persons who do not 
attend their parish church is large enough, but the Recusant 
Rolls of late l 6 th century date, when attitudes at all levels 
had hardened, are even more extensive. The fact that there 
existed in this part of the realm prominent, v/ealthy families 
prepared to adhere to the Catholic religion in defiance of 
repressive legisla.tion, ensured the continuance of that relig¬ 
ion among a large number of the smaller gentry and yeomanry. 

In counties where such rich families proved loyal, we find a 
large number of Catholics; in counties where powerful Catholic 
famiies do not exist at this time (as, say, in Gloucester¬ 
shire) we find little evidence of resistance to the new state- 
church. 

The reasons why this was so are obvious. Coercion 
was primarily financial; it had brilliant success, since few 
hiiraan beings can face being ruined for a. principle. Thus, 
unless there was a powerful protector, most people bent with 
the wind and attended their parish church. In this way we have 
the historical illusion, fostered by centuries of Protestant 
historians, that the now religion was xirelcoraed by the people. 

It is a. plausible tale enough, and it is only when one comes 
to consider social realities do we realise why it happened 
and why the truth is hidden from us. In Coventry and Lichfield 
diocese, however. Catholic protectors were many and Catholics 
from all social classes numerous. 

In the parish of Hamstall Ridware in Staffordshire 
we find Sir Thomas Fitzherbert and all his tenants and servants. 
This Sir Thomas was son and heir of Sir Anthony Fitzherbert(*) of 
Norbury, co.Derby., Justice of the Common Pleas, and Maude, 
daughter and coheir of Richard Cotton of Ridware. Also listed 
for this parish is Richard Fitzherbert, Esquire, and Mary, his 
wife. He was the third son of the above Sir Anthony. 

In Brewood parish we find Lady Ursula Gifford, and 
her son, John, and his wife. Lady Ursula was the second wife 
of Sir Thomas Gifford of Chillington, and daughter of Sir 
Robert Throckmorton of Cought'on, co.Warv/ick. There are monuments 
in Brewood church to this family. 


(*) Sir Anthony Fitzherbert died 27.5.1538; his v/idow survived 
• him some years, dying 29.9.1551. His son, Thomas, was born 
in either 1517 or 1518 and married Anne, daughter of Sir Arthur 
Eyre of Over Padley; she died 1576. As early as 1561 Sir Thomas 
was in the Fleet Prison and in the words of J. C. Cox ("Three 
Centuries of Derbyshire Annals", London, 1890 ): "For thirty 
years, Sir Thomas Fitzherbert, with only three brief intervals 
of freedom, was dragged about from prison to prison, now in the 
Fleet, now in the cotinty gaol at Derby, now at Lambeth, and now 
in the Tower, in ivhich State prison he finally died in 1591 o-t 
the age of 74. At any moment he could have obtained his release 
by consenting to attend church". He died 3.10.1591. 
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In Colwiche parish resided Erasmus V/olseley, Esquire, and 
Cassandra his v/ife. She was daughter of Sir Thomas Gifford of 
Chillington. 

Hugh Erdeswick, Esquire, and his son and heir, So.mpson 
Erdeswick lived at Sandon, and at.Draycott we find John and Eliza¬ 
beth Draycott.: In Stone parish we find that unyielding gentlewoman, 
Dorothy HeveninghD.m, widow; her household also contadned Thomas 
Whistons "scolenaster to her sonne and heyre” and John Bradbury, 
her chaplain. 

The Maxfield (or Macclesfield) family are cited for Mere 
parish, and also for Awdeley parish. William Macclesfield of this 
latter place married Ursula, daughter of Francis Roos of Laxton. 

Their son, Thomas Macclesfield, alias Maxfield alias Field was 
executed for his priesth-^od in 1616 . 

In Swinnerton parish, we find Francis Gattacre and his wife 
Elizabeth, daughter of Humphrey Swinnerton, and his servants; at 
Mucklestone, Thomas Dorrington and his wife;^ at Checkley, Francis 
Green; more of the Draycott family are fotmd at Grendon; a.nd the 
Stapletons and Persalls at Bradley. 

At St.Thomas, Stafford, lived Brian Fowler and Jane, his 
wife, daughter of John Harmer of Bettefield. V/alter, his son and 
heir, is also listed, together with his wife, Mary, daughter of 
Ralph Sheldon of Beoley, co.Worcester. This union united the 
Fowler family with the Gunpowder Plot conspirators, the Winters 
and Catesbys. 

Derbyshire provides several names, including Lady Constance 
Foljambe, widow of Sir James Foljambe of Watton, and a daughter of 
Sir Edward Littleton, in North V/inkfield parish; Nicholas Longford 
for Longford parish; Sir Thomas Fitzherbert for Norbury, among 
others; Francis Rolleston of Ashover and John Fitzherbert of Hather- 
sage. 

In that part of Shropshire contained in this diocese we 
find the following names:- In Albrighton parish, John Talbot, Esquire 
and the Harrington family; in Stoke-upon-Tern, Edi^rard Arden,, Gentle¬ 
man, son and heir of Mr,Arden of Park Hall v/ithin the county of 
Warwick; at Drayton-in-Hales, Roland Buckley, Gentleman, and Eliza¬ 
beth Vernon, Gentlewoman, and her family; and at Norton-in-Hales, 
Richard Grosvenor, Gentleman, Ursula his wife and Margery, their 
daughter. 

No names are given for the Archdeaconry of Coventry (that 
portion of V/arwickshire contained within the diocese of Coventry 
and Lichfield) but some of the more obvious names for this Arch¬ 
deaconry would be the Digby family of Coleshill, the Sheldons of 
Packwood House nr.Lapworth, the Underhills of Fillongley (they had 
other houses in Vi/orcester diocese, which see) and Ferrers of 
Baddesley Clinton. 

The Ferrers family (*) owned Baddesley Clinton from 15171 
the house is intimately connected (**) with the Catholic martyr, 
Robert Grissold, or Greswold (H.D.Q 16,7.1604), Born at Rowington 
nearby (where the Lord of the Manor, William Skynner, was a 
Catholic also) he was arrested together with the Catholic priest 


(*) Henry Ferrers (l5^9-l633) married Jane, daughter of Henry White 
of South Warnborough, co.Hants, In 1584 was born a son and heir, 
Edward, and he in' turn had issue. Henry Ferrers came of good stock, 
his father Edward marrying Bridget, daughter of William, Lord 
Windsor of Bradenham, 

(**) The story is recounted by Don Bede Camm in his "Forgotten 
Shrines" (Macdonald & Evans, 1910 and 1936 (2nd edition)). 
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John Sugar (*), near Baddesley Clinton, tried a.nd eventually 
suffered the terrible penalty with his priest-friend on the 
date mentioned at the town of Warwick. Many men have died 
for their friends, but Robert Grissold's decision scales the 
heights of sublimity. 

By 1588 the Gifford family of Chillington were 
listed as recusants for Staffordshire, in addition to those 
names already given, and in Shropshire, a Mr.Bannester is 
listed for V/em and a Mr.V/illiara Kynaston for Welsh Hampton, 
near Ellesmere. 

The recusant rolls burgeon with names from this 
diocese, far; more than can be reproduced here. Suffice it 
to say that it remained very Catholic in sentiment, resting 
on the wealthy recusant houses for nourishment, among whom 
the name Fitzherbert is pre-eminent. 

This writer had hoped to finish this monograph 
without the necessity of treating the vexed question of Mary, 

Queen of Scots; but since this diocese cradled the plot to 
free her (in the person of Anthony Babington (**), Esquire, 
of Dethick, co.Derby) a brief mention is unavoidable. 

The basic facts are too wellknown to call for a 
lengthy recapitulation and one's reaction on surveying the 
evidence is astonishment at the total absurdity of the con¬ 
ception, and its proposed execution. One cannot but say that 
Babington's execution on 20 . 9 . 1586 , barbarous though it was 
after the fashion of the time, was the inevitable epilogue to 
his amateurish bungling. 

It can scarcely be denied that Mary had foreknowledge (}i) 
of the plot. Although at one time Catholic writers affected to 
believe that the Scottish queen ims blameless, they have long 
since given up this position. John Hungerford Pollen found it 
possible to write in 1922: "If the assassination was a crime, 

Mary was not free from guilt. If it was not a crime, but an 
inevitable incident in the struggle for liberty, Mary was free 
from blame"(***). Pollen's reasonable position is the one 
subsequently taken by most Catholic writers with any pretence 
to academic standing. 

Of the Queen herself, I do not find myself sympathet¬ 
ically inclined with either those who pretend that the Queen 
was a saint or those who believe her to have been a charlatan - 
a charming (****) ^ graceful charlatan', but nonetheless a 
charlatan. Mary was a woman, with all the vanity, emotionalism, 
sexual appetite and stupidity that comes with the hormones. For 
me, Mary does not have to be a saint, nor do I believe her to 
have been so. 

Her impressionable years had been spent at the court 
of France, at once the most cultivated in Europe, and most 
frivolous. When she returned to inhospitable Scotland, a prom¬ 
inent member of her entourage was Pierre de Bourdeille (1535- 
l6l4). Seigneur de Brantome, author of the famous textbook (*■*'***) 
on the moral decadence of the French nobility and a prominent 
apologist for feminine frailty, I mention the juxtaposition 
without comment. 


(*) Dorn Bede Caram states that Sugar was "Protestant Vicar" of 
"Cank" (Cannock?)", It may be that my researches have been 
inadequate, but I have fa.iled to find any such man associated 
with Cannock. 

(**) Anthony Babington, born 1561 , was the eldest son of Henry 
Babington (ob.157l) of Dethick, by Mary, daughter of 
George, Lord Darcy. The conspirator married Margery Dray- 
cot in 1579 o.nd in 1582 they were listed as recusants (Cal.S.P., 

1581-90, p.88). 

(^) The Catholic historian, Henri Daniel-Hops ("The Catholic 
Reformation", 1962, p,206) is most scathing about Mary, 
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Sone male commentators boggle at Botliwell's abduction of 
the Queen, her rape and the lady’s apparent tolerance of the fact. 
This all arises from the masculine mentality. Women are always 
most realistic over sex; for then it is.always a means to an end, 
rather than an end in itself, as it is for men. If Mary did not seem 
exercised over the incident, it was because she accepted it as an 
occupational hazard, a common reaction in'all women there have been 
since Noah. It is men who are the romantics. 

Hilaire Helloc cane as close to an awareness of the facts 
as a man can:- 

"There cane In the most acute crisis of her life a man of 
strong, rough character, displeasing, indeed, cind even disgusting, 
but still a nan. To that man she yielded, nor did she yield with 
reluctance. It night almost be said (though such a phrase would 
offend her worshippers) that she yielded with enthusiasm. V/hat a 
fate was that which overtook Bothwell when, after his seizure of 
the Queen, he was compelled to exilei How his soul, though coarsened 
by experience and already coarse by nature, must have raged against 
the fate which sent him overseas.’. The Bothwell marriage, I say, is 
not an episode in Mary Stuart’s story, it is in a sense the pivot 
of it. That she should have been capable of such a marriage,, that 
she should indeed have welcomed it (which I take to be the truth) 
explains at least one-half of her character. It is an error to use 
the word "strength" of brutality in any form, but brutality can 
masquerade as strength for the satisfaction- of women who have lacked 
support during all their youth and who, being women, have been 
wasted upon alliances quite unworthy of them" (*) 

I agree with Belloc in the foregoing passage, as also in 
his previous remark: "As a very young woman who had experienced 
the attraction she could exercise over men (and she certainly 
delighted in it), she had' been thrown away upon worthless mates: 
men who were hardly non, vicious or puerile or both".

"Most thre.nds of the complicated and sometimes ridiculous intrigues 
woven against Elizabeth passed through that lonely room where the 
beautiful but slowly agoing captive produced little bits of needle¬ 
work for her jailer. Elizabeth had one weapon at hand for use 
against her: her share in the murder of Darnley was sufficient to 
have the adultress sent to the scaffold by an impartial court".

Chamberlin's feelings did him credit, even if we must dissent from 
the emotionalism with which he expressed them,

human nature can possibly \ironder at Mary’s action, or having won¬ 
dered, conceive that it somehow detracts from her worthiness as 
woman and Queen. 

Nor do I take the tragedy of Mary to be any more than 
an inevitable political act. This inevitability needs no advocate. 
In the days when monarchs really ruled, none could survive when 
there existed a claima.nt to provide an alternative and a focal 
point for disaffection. History affords too many instances for 
the point not to be taken. In this case, where sitting monarch 
and heir-presumptive represented two irreconcilable religious 
dispensa.tions, the death of one of the queens was imperative and 
inevitable. That Mary survived for nearly twenty years says much 
for Elizabeth’s forebearance and ability to turn a blind eye to 
political necessities. 

It is when Mqry turns to conspiracy that her fatuity 
is readily apparent. In politics, she was a child; Elizabeth, 
on the other hand, was a past master, a superb performer. The 
persistence of the Elizabethan legend, despite the terribly 
spotted reality, is proof of the fact. Mary only had her feminine 
wiles to combat the most efficient police state in Europe. She 
was doomed to failure and must have known it. She gambled and 
lost; but unlike most gamblers, she had the courage to sustain 
failure. There was not a single whimper. She redeems herself in 
the eyes of history by her courage and dignity, and it is on 
this ground alone that she justifies the devotion she inspired 
in men. Brave? Without doubt. Gallant? In the non-feminine 
sense of the word, without question. In view of her great spirit 
much can be forgiven; had she gone to the block a craven, 
obloquy would have been hers, and rightly. One can always 
admire the daring gamble, a piece of superb audacity. Had the 
conspiracy succeeded, the course of English history would have 
been kicked sideways; was it not, for Mary, after eighteen 
years of imprisonment, a gamble worth the taking? 

Some will say that Mary died solely as a result of 
complicity in the Babington Plot; the most intellectually 
underprivileged student of history knows better than that. Any¬ 
one who believes that will believe anything. The fortuitous 
circumstance that enabled her to expiate her treason v-/ith 
martyrdom for the Catholic church was not lost upon Mary, The 
pupil of Eonsard was too intelligent, too cultivated a lady to 
miss the implications of her situation; a.nd when the Commission¬ 
ers descended upon her on 7-2,158? to read her the sentence of 
death, wherein her danger was admitted to be to "the public 
state of this realm, ClS vj'ell as for the cause of the Gospel and 
the true religion of Christ as for the peace of the realm", her 
joy was unconfined, "I have longed for this" quoth she, "and 
expected it day by day for eighteen years. I am very happy 
that it pleases God by your means to free me from so many 
evils.,,..I am ready and happy to die and shed my blood for the 
Catholic church and to maintain its rights in this coimtry". 

Henry Grey, the Earl of Kent (of whom Dugdale says:- 
"he shewed more zeal for her destruction than befitted a person 
of honour") could not leave it there. A bitter Protestant, he 
bluntly justified her death to the victim: "Madam, your life 
would be the death of our religion, your death will be its life". 
With gladness Mary replied: "I was far from thinking myself 
worthy of such a death, and I humbly receive it as a token of 
my admission among the elect servants of God", 

Faced with what she expected to bo an ignominious 
death for political conspiracy, this sudden turn of events 
clearly made an impression on the Queen, At supper she said 
to her distraught doctor; "Did you not remark, Bourgoyne, 
what Lord Kent said, that my life would have been the death

of their religion, and that my death will be its life? 

0, how happy these words made.meJ Here at last is the . 
truth. They said I was to die for having plotted the 
Queen's death and here they,say I die on account.of my 
religion”. 

The clutching at this straw of comfort, provok¬ 
ing a euphoric ability to face the barbarity that was to 
cone, is the most touching thing in these last hours. If 
you have tears to shed for Mary, prepare to shed them now. 

On the morning of 8th February, 158?, she was 
awoken at six in the morning. I have stood by the church 
at Fotheringay and tried to reconstruct the scene, like 
most tourists do. It v/ould have been cold, terribly cold; 
the Northamptonshire coiintryside would have been thick 
with frost, (*) Inside her chamber, there would have been 
a fire protecting her from the cold of the season, but 
not surely from the coldness of her body. Did she suffer 
a terrible fear, an imp of terror clawing at her heart 
strings, only to be subjugated by the iron will of queen- 
ship? Those around her suffered acutely; Mary hardly o.t 
all. She was a hardened gambler who had long since calcu¬ 
lated the odds before starting on her perilous road; this 
was a shield and buckler to her. 

She rose, attended to her toilet, and donned her 
richest dress. This is what revolts people, seeing in it 
something deplorably theatrical and Mary a deceiving 
actress right to the end. Perhaps it is so; women are all 
actresses. Yet to maintain a role to the very death 
implies a degree of hardness and insensitivity that this 
writer cannot quite credit. Catholics tend to see it as 
the wedding-dress of a martyr preparing for her Heavenly 
nuptials. The argument is an elevated one, in Mary's case 
to be disputed with vigour. Female saints ha.ve gone to 
their maker unadorned - and Mary was no saint. No, this 
display is to be regarded as the final defiance of a 
woman and Queen. The female, then as now, sets great store 
by a meticulous toilet and sartorial elegance; and who 
shall blame Mary if she found in the last-minute exhibi¬ 
tionism the extravagant means by which she could face the 
horror to come? 

And thus she went to her reckoning, and her 

triumph. 

The essential thihg to remember about Mary is that 
she always claimed to be rightful Queen of England, never 
lost sight of this ambition, and would have adopted any 
and every means to achieve it; what Cecil called "her 
appetite to the Crown” is indisputable. And it is precisely 
hero that men draw their swords for her and against her 
today as when she lived; this is a peculiarity of English 
history. As I ho.ve suggested, and as the Earl of Kent 
stated so cruelly, Mary's death was necessary; it was 
politically expedient, Protestantism could not bo safe 
while she lived, Elizabeth was in' the same position; no 
Catholic could be safe while she lived. It was as simple 
as that. Earlier, Henry VIII had created a vested interest 
in the success of Protestantism and the destruction of 
Catholicism by parcelling out monastic lands to the 
nobility and gentry. For them, too, the destruction of 
Catholicism was vital; while it was a. living thing there 
was a,lways the chance that the Church might take back, 
or seek to take back, its own.

Even today Catholics adore Mary and defend her in 
print, oven a.s their ancestors adored her a.nd defended her 
with their swords; and so, even today, Protestants adore Elizcxbeth 
and defend her with words, even as their ancestors did more vio¬ 
lently. The difference in the passa.ge of centuries is minimal; 
partisans on both sides are vocal, not so much because of the 
virtues which both women exhibited (for both of then are scarcely 
unspotted) but because of-what they represented then, and what 
they still represent today. One has only to read the reviews 
that appeared when the latest full-scale biography of Mary was 
published to see the point of my remark. (*) 

Mary's fate has the a,ppearance of a Greek tragedy 
because hers was a hopeless cause; all the moans of power were 
in the hands of her enemies, all the means of propaganda. It 
is this that gives her struggle the veneer of courage. Any real 
consideration of the facts must reveal that Elizabethan England 
was a police state with a variety of prisons to contain political 
opponents of the regime, clerical and lay. It was an age dark add 
forbidding; its most typical representative was not William 
Shakespeare but Richard Topcliffe, torturer of gipsies and per¬ 
secutor of Catholics. V/e speak of authoritarian regimes in our 
own times, yet Elizabeth's England was not, in essentials, much 
different. It had its secret police, its informers, its torturers; 
there were packed Parliaments, rigged trials, juries browbeaten 
into giving the desired verdict and the bestial rituals of disem¬ 
bowelling and quartering. Yet on this vinwholesome foundation has 
been built the legend of a glittering age and Queen - a Queen so 
afraid of her subjects that she never dare travel outside Protes¬ 
tant parts of England, that is, the mercantilist south, east and 
Midlands. Both she and her advisers knei/ quite well that once 
over Trent her life would not ha.ve been worth a groat, {**) 

It was this England that Mary Stuart confronted, with 
only her womanly wiles and few devoted friends. This is her glory - 
her great spirit and debonair courage in face of certain failure, 
impossible odds and a hideous death, all of which she faced with 
Queenly patience and dignity.(***)

He obtained his 
D.CoL in 1552 . On the accession of Elizabeth he left England and in 
1566 was at the University of Dillengen, Bavaria; in the same year 
he joined the Society of Jesus. He died at Louvain between 2nd and 
12th October, 1578, aet 487.

Respite the fact that 
he retained his livings — Bartlow, Cambridgeshire; Malpasi Cheshire 
and Kingswinford, Staffordshire - there is no doubt that Dudley was 
a Catholic. Early in Elizabeth's reign he obtained leave to absent 
himself from his rectory of Bartlow "by reason of age and infirmity"; 
despite this, he enjoyed a good fourteen more years of life, dying 
in 1577, still possessed of his Prebend of Colwich in Lichfield 
Cathedral, which he had held since 1531* It wa.s Dudley who rescued 
the relics of St.Chad (ob.644 A,D) from Lichfield Cathedral and 
handed them to two ladies at Russell Hall. They passed next to the 
Brothers Hodsheed, who divided them, Fr.Peter Turner, S,J., seal¬ 
ing one part in l6l5. They were inspected and approved again in 
1652 and 1655 . Soldiers having broken open the box in 1658 , they 
were placed in another box and certified in l664. Before the open¬ 
ing of St,Chad's Cathedral in Bath Street, Birmingham, a key was 
found at Swynnerton with a label saying that it v/ould unlock a 
chest at Ashton Hall containing the relics of St,Chad, The chest 
was foimd and the key opened it. The almost miraculous survival 
of these relics over the centuries must be laid to the credit of 
Arthur Dudle^.

An the publications of the Histor¬ 
ical Manuscripts Commission (Marquis of Salisbury, ii, 252) is a 
letter from the Earl of Shrewsbury to Lord Burghley dealing with 
Fieldsend. It reads;- "I had forgotten to let you imderstand of a 
certain papist I caused to be apprehended that I have a good while 
laid wait for, within my lordship of Glossop. His name is Feldsende, 
sometime vicar of Westall (I) and because he could not mass or mask 
in his garments he resigned up his vicarage and hath ever since 
kept himself in secret, and denies not his absenting himself both 
from service and receiving of the communion. And surely he is both 
wise and stout and bears the name of learning and therefore may do 
much harm; and do mind to keep him here till I hear from you what 
shall be further done with him". The letter's origin is Sheffield 
under date 15.4.1579 (the word 'stout', by the way, meant 'proud'). 
The Earl's inaccuracy as to Fieldsend's cure is unfortunate but 
there is no mistaking our man. From S.P.Dom.Eliz., Vol,l4l, No.28 
we learn that Fieldsend was a prisoner in the castle of York in 
1580 , appearing before the Council of the Worth 18 ,7-1580. He 
refused to yield and was sent to the Castle at Hull. According to 
Joseph H. Hirst's "The Blockhouses of Kingston-upon-Hull", page 85 
(quoting an original manuscript (Cod.534, p.46) at Oscott College, 
it aiDpears that Fieldsend was one of 11 priests from the prisons 
of York, who, together with ten other priests and one deacon from 
Hull prisons, were banished in 15857-

ELI DIOCESE 


THOMAS GOODRICH (1534-1554) 

Consecrated at Croydon 19.4,1534 by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury. He died 10.5.1554. 


THOMAS THIRLBY (1554-1559) 

Consecrated 19.12,1540 as Bishop of Westminster, he was 
translated to Ely from Norwich in 155^. The Dean and Chapter 
elected him on 30,7.1554 and the Queen confirmed the appointment 
on 17 , 8 . 1554 . He was deprived in 1559 and died 26,8.1570, being 
buried at Lambeth parish church on 28,8,1570. 


RICHARD COX (1559-1581) 

Consecrated 21.12.1559, he died 22,7.15^1. 
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The diocese of Ely v/as carved out of the diocese of Lincoln 
in 1109, the Benedictine foundation of Ely becoming the cathedral- 
priory of the diocese. At the dissolution of the religious houses, 
the cathedral was reorganised with a secula.r chapter. 

By letters patent dated 10,9.15^1» Henry VIII 'did grant his 
royal charter for erecting the cathedral church of the late monastery 
of St.Peter and St.Ethelreda at Ely into a cathedral church by the 
name of the Cathedral Church of the Holy and Undivided Trinity of. 

Ely, to consist of one dean, a priest a.nd eight prebendaries, priests, 
with other ministers necessa.ry for the celebrating of Divine Service 
therein.. 

The extent of the diocese was a.pproxinately that of the 
county of Cambridgeshire. 

The cathedral dignitaries who were either deprived or 
resigned a.t the accession of Elizabeth are noted separately. The 
remaining three stalls were held respectively by Henry Harvie, Thomas 
Bacon and John F^iller. (j^) 

Henry Harvie, appointed was a Protestant who v/ent 

on to high office in the Anglican church, dying in 1585. For details 
see Dictionary of Eational Biography, 

Thomas Bacon, appointed 15.3»'15^5/^» was Master of Gonville 
Hall at Cambridge from 1552; and when this foundation became, by 
royal charter, Gonville & Caius College in 1557, Bacon was nominated 
first Master, being admitted 4.9.1557. He died 1.1.1558/9, holding 
also at that time the living of Brandon Ferry, Suffolk (presented by 
Crown 25 , 6 . 1554 , compounded for the first fruits 20,0.1554) in the 
diocese of i'Torwich, 

John Fuller, appointed 16 .11.1554, was a man of some promi¬ 
nence. He vj-as educated at Oxford University, a Follow of All Souls 
College in 1536, B.C.L 15.7.1533, D.C.L January 1545/6, D.D 11.7. 

1546. He was Chancellor and Vicar-General to Bishop Thirlby, when 
that cleric was in the See of Norwich, Consequent upon Thirlby's 
translation to Ely, Fuller followed him there fillin'-; the same offices. 
He was enthroned at Ely as Thirlby's proxy 24.9.1554. Among Fuller's 
many livings nay be raentioned Hanwell, Middlesex (16.7.1548-1551), 
Swaffham, Norfolk (FF 13.5.1551“1554), East Derehara, Norfolk and 
North Creake, Norfolk (FF 9.5.1554), Hildershain, Cambridgeshire, 

Fen Ditton, Ca.nbridgeshire, and. Wilbraham, Cambridgeshire, and 
Roydon, Suffolk (FF 11.1.1549/50), His last piece of preferment 
seems to have been the Prebend of Chanberlainwood in St.Paul's 
Cathedral, to which he was appointed 28.3.1558. He died the sane 
year, his Will being proved 26,1.1558/9. Fuller, as Thirlby's Vicar- 
General, had the chief hand in the burnings of Cambridgeshire's 
three Protestant raartyrs, V/illiam Wolsey, Robert Pygot (ob = l6.10, 

1555 ) John Hullier, the parson of Babrahan, who died in 1556. 

The most famous lay Catholic family in the county and. diocese 
was and is that of Huddleston of Gawston Ha.ll, in the southern part 
of the shire. Both they and their house intrude into English history 
on 7 . 7.1553 when the Princess Mary (soon to be Mary I) rested here 
for the night. Early on the 8th July, Protestant mercenary troops(*) 
under Lord Robert Dudley rode out from Cambridge to capture her. 
Tradition has it that after attending Mass, and disguised as a dairy 
maid, she made her escape riding behind a manservant and escorted 
by her host, John Huddleston. On reaching high ground they reined 
their horses and looked back at the house, dismay in their hearts. 
Baulked of their prey, the troops had fired the house, iiary, stoutly 
Tudor, placed her hand on Huddleston's shoulder, telling him not to 
worry. "Let it burni Wien I an Queen, I'll build Huddleston a better 
house". She was as good as her word, and there it stands today, 
honey-coloured and gracious, a reminder of the day when history laid 
its hand, briefly, on this corner of Cambridgeshire, 

(*) Rot "a mob" (as in Pevsner, "Buildings of England: Cambridgeshire", 
Penguin Books, 1954) implying outraged citizenry, 

(/) The Dean (1557-1539) was Andrew Perne (?1519-1589), the notorious 
turncoat. Known as 'old Andrew Turncoat', 'Andrew Anbo', 'Old 
Father Palinode' and 'Judas'. A cloo.k that had been turned was 
said to have been 'perned*. Died 26 , 4 . 1589 . If John Gerard is to 
be believed, Perne was a Catholic at heart (see Caraman, "The 
Hunted iriest", Fontcaia, 1959 & Longmans, 1951). 
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Vllien Mary (*) cane to the throne, naturally enough the 
Huddleston family received nany narks of fa.vour from the grateful 
Queen, John Huddleston himself received a loiighthood, and became 
Vice-Chamberlain to King Phillip and Captain of his Guard, He died 
in 1557 and is buried in Sawston parish church, where there is a 
monument to him. 

On the accession of Elizabeth, the family was soon in trouble. 
Adhering to the Ancient Faith, as did all the family, Sir John's widow, 
the Lady Bridget, fled to the home of her daughter. Lady Lovell, at 
Harling Hall in Norfolk, to avoid arrest as a recusan't'. The years that 
followed continued to be hard and difficult for the family, but 
throughout it all their loyalty remained unquestioned. The house 
contains two secret hiding places in which to hide priests of the 
proscribed faith. One has been described by Granville Squiers in his 
"Secret Hiding Places" as "the finest hiding-hole in the country"; 
the second hiding place was discovered only in 1959» 

In the 1577 list of those who refuse to come to church we 
find, as expected, the name of Huddleston, ¥e also find Ferdinando 
Paris C’^*) of Linton "and his bedfellowe" refusing the Anglican 
church, "He may spend yerelye in landes (as yt ys credyblie thowghte) 
fyve hundrethe markes, and ys welthye in goodes besydes. He remayneth 
nowe in Northffolk", 

So, in fact, did Lady Lovell "the v/ydowe of the late Sr.Thomas 
Lovell, Imighte" and Lady Huddleston. 

A neighbour of the Huddleston family at Sawston was James 
Gardiner, "He ys a sollicitor of mens cav/ses in lawe, and lyvethe 
therebye; he hathe noe land but is thoughts to be worths in goods one 
hundrethe powndes; and as I learne ys aboute Londone", 

Francis Bastard of Elme was in prison in Cambridge "for his 
wilfull standinge in his errors" and Mrs.Cooke "the wydowe of Thomas 
Cooke late of Kyltone in the countye of Cambridge esquire had her 
husband's lands but she renaynethe in the dioces of Norwiche", 


* The portra.it (by Guillim Scrotes (or Stretes)) of Mary at 

Huddlestone Hall is a fine one and gives the lie to the popular 
idea of the monarch; we see her as her contemporaries saw her 
before the .Fires of Smithfield and centuries of vilification 
blackened her memory. The portrait gives the impression of a 
smiling and tranquil woman, which is so much at odds with the 
standard idea of this queen that it takes a prodigious effort of 
will to accept the evidence of our eyes, in lieu of the monstrous 
calumny jjerpetrated by four hundred years of slanted history, 

** Ferdinando Parris married Frances, daughter of Thomas More of 
Haddon, co.Oxon, They had issue two sons and two daughters. Of 
these, Thomas died without issue; Philip, win married Margo.ret, 
daughter of Charles Waldegrave of Stanninghall, Norfolk; Audrey, 
who married William Ma.nnocke of Stoke-by-Nayland, Suffolk (the 
family were recusants in 15^8 and thereafter); and Elizabeth, 
about whom I have no information. 



(a) DEPRIVATIONS AHD EJECTIONS 
CATHEDRAL AND HIGHER CLERGY 
BISHOP 

THOMAS THIRLBY received the temporalities He 

was deprived and RICHARD COX was consecrated 21.12.1559* ^homas 
Thirlby was the son of John Thirlby, town clerk of Cambridge, and 
was born in the parish of St.Mary the Great, Cambridge, graduating 
bachelor of civil law in 1521. He was elected Fellow of his college 
and proceeded doctor of civil law in 1528 and doctor of canon law 
in 1530- In 1532 he was official to the Archdeacon of Ely and in 
153 ^ was appointed provost of the collegiate church of St.Edmund 
at Salisbury, In 1533 he was one of the king's chaplains and in the 
following year he became Archdeacon of Ely. On 29.9.1537 the king 
granted him a canonry and prebend in the collegiate church of St. 
Stephen in the palace of Westminster. On 1.10,1538 he was appointed 
one of a commission to search for and examine anabaptists. On 23. 
12.1539 he was presented to the mastership of thehospital of St. 
Thomas a Becket in Southwark and on 14.1.1539/^0 he surrendered the 
house to the king. At this time he was Prebendary of Yetminster in 
Salisbury Cathedral and rector of Ribchester, Lancs. On 17*12.1540 
the diocese of Westminster was erected by letters patent and Thirlby 
named as its first and only Bishop, it being dissolved early in the 
reign he opposed the religious changes but once they became law, he 
enforced their provisions. After his resignation of the see of 
Westminster, and its dissolution, he was transferred to Norwich 
1.4.1550* Frequently absent on foreign embassies, Thirlby was 
transferred to Ely by Queen Mary in 1554. He was active in the 
heresy trials and took part in the degredation of Archbishop Cran- 
mer, although apparently reluctantly. On the accession of Elizabeth 
he refused to take the necessary oaths and was, together with his 
brother Bishops, deprived. He was committed to the Tower 3«6.1580 
for preaching against the Reformation, In September 15^3 he was 
removed to Archbishop Parker's houses at Bekesbourne in Kent, and 
from thence in 1564 to Lambeth Palace. Thirlby died in Lambeth 
Palace 26.8.1570 and was buried in the chancel of Lambeth church. 

His coffin was discovered in 1783; the description of the Bishop's 
body may be read in the recent biography "Thomas Thirlby: Tudor 
Bishop" by T. F, Shirley (S.P.C.K., 19642?. 

ARCHDEACON OF ELY 

JOHN BOXALL was appointed in 1556. He was deprived and 
ROBERT WISDOM compounded for the first fruits 30.12.1559. 

John Boxall, see Peterborough, Dean of?. 

PREBEND 

JOHN BOXALL was appointed in 1554. He was deprived and 
JOHN WARNER was instituted in 1559. John Boxall, see Peter¬ 

borough, Dean o_f7. 

PREBEND 

JOHN YOUNG was inst 12.4.1554. He was deprived and JOHN 
PORIE was inst 22.11.1559. /John Young was a native of Yorkshire; 
born in 15l4, Educated at Cambridge, where he graduated B.A 1535/6, 
M.A 1539 end B,D 1546. In 1536 he was elected a Fellow of St.John's 
College. On 19.12.1546 he was nominated by the charter of foundation 
an original member of Trinity College, He was created D.D in 1553 
and was incorporated at Oxford'l4.4.1554. He was appointed Master 
of Pembroke College, Cambridge, on Ridley's deprivation; Vice- 
Chancellor of the University 1553-5 and Regius Professor of Divinity 
1555 - 1557 . He was deprived of his Mastership by the Visitors 20,7, 
1559 c.nd of all his other preferments. These included Wroxham, 
Norfolk (q.v) and Rackheath Parva in the same county and Stretham 
(q.v), Cambridgeshire, He was committed to the Wood Street Counter, 
being transferred to the Marshalsea some time before 1574, in which 
year he was temporarily released on sureties. In the following year 
he was allowed to spend the summer at Bath for his health's sake. 

On 28 . 7.1577 he was transferred to the custody of the Dean of 
Canterbury but the Dean's persuasions having no effect,' he was 
committed to the Queen's Bench prison; he was still there 31*7.1580. 
He must have been moved to Wisbech almost immediately after, for 
he died there in October of the same year?. 



PARISH LIVINGS

THOMAS YALE was inst 16.10.1556. He was ejected and JOHN 
GILDER was restored (previously here FF 27.1.1552/3 to 1554), 
/Thomas Yale was not a Catholic as may be judged by the fact that 
he was holding two livings in the Deanery of Wisbech later than 
the accession of Queen Elizabeth I - Parson Drove and Leverington* 
the latter being the living which the Dean of Carlisle, Lancelot 
Salkeld, had held beforehim. Yale seems to have died c,15777.

RICHARD RAYMONDS was inst 29.8.1554. He was ejected 
and EDMUND LEES was restored (previously here FF 7.8.1550 to 1554). 
He died and MATTHEW HUTTON was inst 4 , 9 . 1563 . 

Caldecote 

THOMAS CLOWTS was inst 3.12.1556. He was ejected and 
JOHN LUDDINGTON was restored (previously here 2.12.1543 to 1554). 

Carlton-cum-Willingham 

ROBERT KENT compounded for the first fruits 18,8.1559. 

He was deprived and WILLIAM LUCAS was inst 11,7.1569* Robert Kent 
accompanied Fr.Edmund Campion from Rome to Douai in 158 O (Douai 
Diary). In 1584 he was in York Castle (York High.Comm,Book) and 
was exiled from York in the following year (C.R.S., V, 193). The 
Yelverton Mss, quoted in C.R.S.53, p.194, writes him ''a Cambridge 
man borne*', which makes the identification certain7. 

Coveney 

RICHARD MOKE was inst 9.5.1554. He was ejected and 
GEORGE SMITH was restored (previously here FF 28.11.1548 to 1554). 

He resigned and JOHN CHRISTIAN was inst 12.7. 1565 , 

Downham 

THOMAS PEACOCK was inst 25.10,1555- He was deprived 
and ANDREW DEANE compounded for the first fruits 31.7.1559. /Nor 
Thomas Peacock, see 7 th Stall/. 

Duxford St,Peter 

JOHN LAIKEN was deprived and GEORGE CHATBONE was' inst' 

7.7.1564. 

Elsworth 

PHILIP BAKER compounded for the first fruits 16.6.1559. 

He was deiDrived and ROBERT HOLBERNE was inst 3*3.1570/1. /For Baker, 
see Prebend of Putston Minor, Hereford Cathedral/. 

Eversden, Little 

THOMAS CHAMBER was inst 14.9.1554, He was ejected and 
THOMAS HYNDE was restored (previously here l8.7.1537 to 1554). 
/Thomas Chamberfe ejection was not final, as in the Visitation 
Episcopi Eliensis of 1564 we find him as curate of Little Abing- 
ton and Great Abington. He was probably also that Thomas Chamber 
who was rector of Westmill, Herts, from 16 .11.1554 till at least 
1585 * Thomas Chamber was, however, a recusant; there is a note in 
the reigster of Thomas Cooper, Bishop of Lincoln, under date 20. 
7.1574 that "The parson of Westrayll, Mr.Chamber, is enjoyned to 
be resident on his benefice within thes vj weekes or my Lord will 
appoint a curate & his stipend xxl". He seems however to have 
survived and retained his living for several years after/*

EDWARD 60DSALFE admitted 18,4,1554, He was deprived 
and JOHN BELL was presented by the Crown l4.12.1559* /^or God- 
salfe, see Diocese of Chichester, Prebend of Ferrin^/T 

Gamlingay 

JOHN GYBBINS was inst 23.9.1557. He was ejected and 
JOHN STOYTE was restored (previously here 23*1.1545 to 1554), 




Hardwick 
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JMES WYLLSON was inst 6.12.1555. He was ejected 
and NICHOLAS STENNETT was restored (previously here to 
1554). 

Hildersham 

THOMAS HESKYNS compounded for the first fruits 6.2.1550. 

He was deprived and GEORGE FULLER compounded for the first fruits 
8 . 11 . 1561 . ^or Thomas Heskyns, see Diocese of Salisbury, Chancellor7. 

Linton 

CHRISTOPHER SMITH was inst 7.4.1554. He was ejected and 
EDWARD LOCKTON was restored (previously here FF 4.2.1547/8 to 1554). 

Oakington 

EMERIC DANDE was inst 30.6.1559. He was deprived and 
VINCENT GOODWIN was inst 26.5.1564. 

Orwell ' 

JOHN RELF was inst 3.8.1554. He was ejected and THOMAS 
PARKINSON was restored (previously here to 1554). On his death HUGO 
ROLjIND was inst 23.7. 1566 . /Although ejected from the rectory, John 
Relf signed the Protestant articles and remained as Vicar, and is 
so listed in the 1564 visitation/’. 

Shelford, Little 

JOHN DALE was inst 26.11.1557. He was deprived and GEORGE 
FULLER compounded for the first fruits 28 . 5 .1560, /John Dale was a 
recusant bound to the town of Newmarket as being a priest "not 
altogether unlearned but very perverse". He also held Wetheringsett 
(q.v), Suffolk, St.Margaret, New Fish Street, London (q.v). He was 
Scholar of Christ's College, Cambridge, l54o/l, B.A 1542/3, M,A 1546, 
B.D 1556 . Fellow of Queen's College 1542/8; he signed the Catholic 
articles 1555. He was chaplain and cross-bearer to the University 
1554 . He was "severely reprimanded by Ormaneto, Cardina.1 Pole's 
delegate to visit the University, for bringing a chalice with the 
Hoste in his bosom, instead of a Pyx with a relick which he had 
purposed to present to the University" (Cole.Suff.Mss). On refusa]. 
to acceiDt the Elizabethan settlement, he lost all his preferment's/. 

Stretham-with-Thetford 

JOHN YOUNG compounded for the first fruits 17.5.1554. He 
was deprived and LANCELOT RIDLEY was inst 23.11.1559 and compounded 
for the first fruits 11.12.1559. /^or John Young, see 2nd stall/. 

Swaffham Prior 

THOMAS HESAM compounded for the first fruits 13.12.1554. 

He was ejected and RICHARD BLAND was restored (previously here FF 
20 . 2.1551 to 1554). 

Waterbeach 

HUGH BROWNE was inst 1.5.1555. K. Dlay, B.D., in his 
"History of Waterbeach" (l859)i says that Browne was removed on the 
accession of Elizabeth. JOHN MjIYRE was presented 11.10,1560. 

Westley Waterless 

HENRY ATKINSON was inst 14.9.1554. He was ejected and 
SILVESTER CAMPION was restored (iDreviously here 6,4.1547 to 1554). 
/Henry Atkinson was also Vicar of St.Sepulchre's, Holborn, London 
Tq.v//. 

Wilbraham, Little 

JOHN BYKERDICK was appointed in 1557. The living was vacant 
in 156 O; there is no doubt that Bykerdick had been deprived of this 
living, CHRISTOPHER TYE was inst 17.6.1564. ^^ykerdick also held a 
Stall at Wells, where he is also listed. As far as Ely diocese is 
concerned, in Bishop Cox's visitation book we read that "Mr.John 
Bykerdick was lately Rector here. He lives in the parish; but is not 
careful to come to church", Bykerdick was President of Michael House, 
absorbed into Trinity College, Cambridge/.

He then became chantry priest of St.Lawrence, Ipswich, rector of Nacton 
and from 23.4.1554/5 he occupied the 4th stall at Nortfich.

Professor of Divinity 1557-1559. He was incorporated at Oxford, 1554. 

He was ordained priest at Lincoln 22.12.1537 and held Ervj’arton 
Suffolk, from 1552 and Enfield, Middlesex, 12,3.1555/6 to 1556. He 
held two livings in the northern province - Gainford, Durham (29.10. 
1558 - 1559 ) and Stanhope, Durham (29.10.1558-1559) - and was deprived 
of both. He refused to take the necessary oaths and in 1561 was named 
recusant. This may be the Sigiswick who was buried at Kirkby Malham, 
Yorkshire, in 1573j the curate, Robert Kinge, was in trouble for bury¬ 
ing him in the churchyard, Sigiswick being excommunicate ("^dor 
Parish Documents of the Diocese of York", J.S,Purvis, p.74j/.

JOHN HARMAN (1519-1551) 

Consecrated 6,11.1519. He resigned l4,8.1551 and died 

25.10.1554, 

MILES COVERDALE (1551-1553) 

Appointed by Letters Patent l4.8,155l» consecrated 
30 . 8.1551 and enthroned 11.9.1551. He was deprived 28.9.1553 
and died in 1568 . 


JAMES THRBERVILLE (1555-1559) 

Consecrated 8.9.1555. He was deprived in 1559. 


WILLIAM ALLEY ( 156 O-I 57 O) 

Appointment received the Royal Assent 8 . 6 , 1560 , 
consecrated l4.7.l560 and he had the temporalities of the See 
restored to him 26 . 8 , 1560 . 
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The ancient diocese of Exeter conprised the counties of 
Devon and Cornwall, divided into four archdeaconries - Barnstaple, 
Cornwall, Exeter and Totnes. It has been thought more convenient 
to consider Devon and Cornwall as units, rather than the four 
archdeaconries. 

At the change of religion, those members of the Chapter 
who made a show of resistance are noted separately. Those who did 
not resist are as follows 

The Chancellor, William Lewson, was appointed 22.12.1537 
and held the office until his death in 1582 . He was a Catholic at 
heart; for comment see Hereford diocese. 

The Archdeacon of Barnstaple, John Squire, was in posses¬ 
sion in 1561 when the Bishop's report to Parker states that he was 
in Oxford, pursuing his studies; he was thus only in his teens. On 
19»7.1563 when V/illiam Alley made his report on the state of the 
diocese, John Squire was still at Oxford. He was also a Canon of the 
cathedral. I cannot find that he took a degree at Oxford. 

The Archdeacon of Exeter, George Carew, was appointed 
30 . 1 . 1553/6 and conformed here as elsewhere. 

The Archdeacon of Totnes, Hobert Lougher ( 1 ), was appointed 
1»3»156 i/ 2 on the death of the previous holder, Thomas Kent. Lougher 
was also in his teens when he was appointed; at the time of the 1561 
report, the office was vacant. He too was a student at Oxford, and 
supplicated for B.C.L 8.7.1558, D.C.L 27.1.156l/2. He was appointed 
to a Prebend 5,9«l56l, to Stokeleigh Pomeroy 22.Tl.l56l, to Aveton 
Gifford 10 . 6 . 1562 , to Atherington 27.7»1563* 

The Prebendaries of Exeter Cathedral numbered twenty-four. 
It is difficult to trace succession since Exeter cathedral retained 
the system of paying each prebendary the same amount from a common 
fund. Each prebend was. worth £4 and had no prebendal estate attached 
to it individually, and therefore had no name or distinguishing 
fea.ture. On the succession of a new prebendary, the name of his 
predessor alone distinguishes the prebend. 

It seems certain, however, that eleven of the prebendaries 
were deprived for religion's sake. Of the remaining thirteen it is 
possible to be specific about only a few. Thus, Thomas Kent (26.10. 
1554 ) died being succeeded by Hobert Slade 18 .I. 1561 / 2 ; George 
Mason (2) died being succeeded by Henry Squire 24.10.1562; John Hol- 
will ( 20 . 10 . 1526 ) died 12.10.1559 being succeeded by William Marwood 
6 , 4 . 1560 ; William Wright 00.7.1554) died in 1559; and John Stephens 
( 8 . 5 . 1531 ) died 24 . 3.1560 being succeeded by John Huntingdon 11.5. 
1560 . Of the rest it is difficult to be certain. Doubtless the men 
who held them were conformers. Among these may be mentioned Nicholas 
Wotton (who held a stall from 8.10.1539 till his death in 1567), the 
Chancellor, V/illiam Lewson (who held a stall from 26,4.1528 till his 
death), John Kennall ( 3 )(who held a stall from 7.9.1558 till his 
death in 1592) and Richard Gammon (4), in possession from 29.7=1557« 

On the other side stands Cuthbert Mayne, the Catholic 
proto-martyr of the seminary priests among the secular clergy, hung, 
drawn and quartered at Launceston 30.11.1577. The parish register 
of Shirwell, four miles north-east of Barnstaple, records the baptism 
of Mayne on 20.3.1544, He was the son of William Mayne, a shepherd 
tenant or copyholder on the Youlston estate of Sir John Chichester. 

( 1 ) Lougher lost all his preferments but not because of conscience. 

He was deprived of Aveton Gifford and succeeded by Peter Buggens 
10 . 12 , 1567 ; Oliver Whiddcn suceeded him as Archdeacon 25.6.1568 and 
so on. The reason for his departure must have been because he was 
not in orders but a layman, Lougher came from an old Welsh family 
and married Elizabeth, granddaughter to John Rastall, the printer, 
who married a sister of St,Thomas More, Despite this alliance, it is 
difficult to believe that Lougher was not a Protestant. He was a 
Fellow of All Souls, Oxford, B.C.L 9.7.1558, D.C.L 19.2.1564/5; an 
advocate in Doctors Commons I 566 ; Principal of New Inn Hall 1564- 
1570 and I 575 -I 58 O; Regius Professor of Civil Law 1566-1577. He was 
an official of the consistory and vicar-general in spirituals to the 
Archbishop of York. He was M.P for Pembroke (l572) and died at Tenby 
3 . 6.1583 (Will 29 Brudenell). 
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Cuthbert Mayne was educated probably at Barnstaple 
Grammar School and at the age of 17 years ho was instituted to 
the rectory of Huntshaw, Devonshire on 11.12=1561, on the pres¬ 
entation of Sir John Chichester. Mayne thus became an Anglican, 
clergyman. Five years later he went to Oxford University, where, 
at St.Alban's Ho.ll (later incorporated into Merton College) he 
supplicated for his B.A on 26.3.1566 a.nd M.A 10.2.1569/70. He 
also became chaplain of St.John's College, resigning the office 
during 1570 . 

While he was at St.John's, Mayne became friends 
with Edmund Campion and Gregory Martin, destined to become two 
of the most illustrious names in post-Marian Catholicism. It 
is by such chance friendships that the destinies of men are 
often determined; it was certainly so in the case of Mayne, 
apparently destined for high preferment in the state church. 

After the departure of Campion and Martin, Mayne 
continued to receive letters from them, perpetuating their 
friendship. One of these fell into the hands of the Bishop of 
London who sent pursuivants to Oxford to arrest Mayne and 
others who had presumably been named. 

Luckily for Mayne, he was at this time in Devonshire, 
quite unaware of his danger. Another friend at Oxford (Thomas 
Forde, Fellow of Trinity, and destined to die for the priesthood 
at Tyburn in 1582) found means to warn him. This, to some extent, 
forced Mayne*s hand; the decision which he had avoided making 
for so long had now to be made, a.nd he took ship for France, 

He did not arrive at Douai until I573j there to be 
re-united with many Oxford friends. The convert Anglican minister 
was received into the Church, began his theological studies and 
was ordained priest 7.2.1575* In the following year he took his 
degree of Bachelor of Theology and soon thereafter he returned 
to England. 

From this time until his death, he laboured on the 
English Mission. For the last year of his life he served, osten¬ 
sibly as the bailiff or steward of Francis Tregian, but actua.lly 
as chaplain. The Tregian family lived at Goldeii Manor, in the 
parish of Probus, Cornwall, and it was here in 1577 that Mayne 
was arrested. 


(2) George Mason held the 12th stall at Windsor 10,1.1560 until 
his death, Bradwell-juxta-Hare, Essex, 24,11.1555 till 
death, Luton, Bedfordshire, 1.12.1558 till death, St.Mary 
Abchurch, London, 18.7.1555-1556; St.Mary, Matfelon, White¬ 
chapel, London, 14.3.1552/3 to 1555. In the diocese of 
Exeter he held St.Uny Lelant (the mother church of St,Ives), 
Cornwall (FF 18 , 5.38 Henry VIIl(l546) to 1557), Stokenham, 
Devonshire (6,2.1554/5 till death), Upton Hellions, Devon¬ 
shire ( 25 . 4.1558 till death) and Cardinham, Cornwall (FF 3. 
3.1548 to death). He died in 1562 , In 1561 he was resident 
at V/indsor, Berkshire. 

( 3 ) John Kennall's V/ill is dated 22,4.1592, 

(4) Surprisingly, Gammon was deprived of his Prebend and living 
of Stafferton (Staverton as it now is) in 1569? Stephen 
Townsend was awarded the Prebend on 19.8.1569 and on the 
sn.rae day Edward Heley received Staverton. This does not, 
however, prove conservatism on Gammon's part. He retained 
Brixham and Hockbeare until his d.eath in 1573. He also 
held St,Margaret, Pattens, London, which see. 
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The trial opened at Launceston on l6.9.l577» the jury- 
being browbeaten into giving the desired verdict. On Saturday, 
30 . 11 . 1577 , Mayne was bound to a hurdle and dragged to the 
execution place. There he suffered the judicial butchery of the 
tirae. His heart was held up for the people to see. He was 33 years 
of age. 

Although no Marian priest suffered similarly in the diocese, 
there must have been many priests who longed for other days; men 
who, in the words of John Northbrook in his "Brief and Pithy Sun 
of the Christian Faith", "have gospel talk but yet a Romish faith". 

When we come to consider the laity in Exeter diocese, we 
are faced with the fact that Cornwall was more Catholic than Devon; 
for those brought up on a diet of the exploits of "the Protestant 
sea-dogs of Devon" (in reality, no more than Crown-appointed 
pirates) will expect nothing else. 

The premier Catholic family in the diocese was -undoubtedly 
the Arundells of Lanherne, in the parish of St.Mawgan-in-Pydar,; 
near Newquay in Cornwall, The family had been here since 1231. Their 
house remains in Catholic hands, being a Carraeli-te convent; the 
front of the house dates from 1580 , and the chapel contains paintings 
of Van Dyck and Rubens, 

In the sixteenth century the family was represented by Sir 
John Arundell, "the Great Arundell of Cornwall", as he was known. 

The son of another Sir John (ob.24,3,1558), he was borp in 1527 
and died 17.11.1590; he married Anne, eldest daughter of Edward 
Stanley, Earl of Derby, and widow of Charles, 8th Baron Stourton. 

Sir John Arundell was M.P for Cornwall, 1557/8 and was 
knighted 27.11.1566. He refused to subscribe to the Act of Uniform¬ 
ity in December, 1569 and again in April, 1570. Brother-in-law of 
Francis Tregian, he entertained the martyr, Cuthbert Mayne, in 
1576 and 1577; in the latter year he was under arrest in London, He 
was also patron of another martyr, John Cornelius, S.J (see Bristol 
diocese) and uncle to the martyr Thomas Bosgra-v'e. 

In 1579 he was summoned before the Privy Council, and- 
sentenced to be confined to a house which he had rented in Ely 
Place, Holborn; probably this confinement lasted for nine years, 
except for a brief interval in 1585 when he was in the Tower for 
entertaining priests, and for having performed his Easter Duties 
in that year. In 1588 he was in prison at Wisbech, but in the same 
year he gave up his house in Holborn and took one belonging to 
Alderman Roe at Muswell Hill (then, of course, in the countryside) 
where he was similarly confined. On 19.7.1589 He was. given "the 
libertie of six myles distance from thens". Later in the year he 
was to have been imprisoned at Ely but was too ill to be moved. As 
we have seen, soon after he died. 

His daughters, Dorothy (born 1560 ) and Gertrude (born 
1571 ) became original members of the English Abbey of the Glorious 
Assumption at Brussels 11.7.1597. 

Mention has already been made of the Tregian family of 
Golden, in the parish of Prebus, and especially of Francis Tregian 
( 1548 - 1608 ). In 1576 , Sir Richard Grenville was Sheriff of Cornwall; 
he had a friend Sir George Carey. They were on bad terras with the . 
Arundells and Tregians, Francis Tregian had been at Court and had 
incurred the displeasure of Queen Elizabeth, He was therefore safe 
to attack. Carey induced Grenville to take a strong body of men 
to Golden Manor, to search it for a supposed criminal; this was done 
and Cuthbert Miayne was discovered. The result was that Tregian was 
kept in and out of prison until 16 OI when, despite the protests of 
Carey (who had taken possession of the Tregian holdings) he was 
released. Carey died two years later and Tregian, an exile in 
Europe, died in 1608 , It was only then that Golden returned to the 
Tregian family, by purchase. 

The Courtney family of Powderham Castle, overlooking the 
river Exe, remained Catholic \mtil the 17th century. In the l 6 th 
century, "the representatives of the family were William Courtenay 
( 1529 - 1557)5 another William (1553-1630) and Francis ( 1576 - 1638 ). 
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The first named V/illiam was knighted 24.11.1553 a-nd was 
M.P for Plympton, 1555; he married Elizabeth, daughter of John 
Paulet, 2nd Marquess of Winchester, and was slain at the siege of 
St.Quentin, in France, l8„8,l557« 

This William’s son, William, was knighted 25.3.1578, 
Sheriff of Devon 1579/80 and M.P for the county 1584-6, 1588-9 
and 1601. He was twice married - (l) Elizabeth, daughter of 
Henry Manners, Earl of Butland and (2) Elizabeth, widow of Sir 
Francis Drake, and daughter and heir of Sir George Sydenham of 
Combe Sydenham, He died 24.6,1630 aged 77* 

Francis Courtenay, son of the foregoing, died 3 * 8,1638 
aged 62 , having married twice and leaving issue. 

Another branch of the family, holding Holland, near 
South Molton, appear to have remained Catholic until the last 
representative died without issue in 1732 , 

The Chichester family of Arlington remained Cn,tholic 
until the end of the loth century when John Palmer Chichester 
became an Anglican, According to Revd,George Oliver, another 
branch of the family at Calverleigh Court remained Catholic. 

The same writer states that the Cary family returned 
to the faith of their ancestors early in the reign of James I; 
as such they are outside our chosen century. It is worth remark¬ 
ing however that from this time on they seem to have been immov¬ 
able in their allegiance. They purchased the ancient Premonstrat- 
ensian house of Torre Abbey in 1662, when Sir George Cary (ob, 
4 , 6 , 1678 ) was head of the family. As most tourists know, the 
house still exists, approached from Chestnut Avenue in Torquay, 
not far from the beach; the Cary sold it to the Corporation of 
Torquay about 40 years ago. 

Families like Godolphin and Clifford of Chudleigh 
embraced the Catholic faith, like so many others, in the reign 
of Charles II, George Oliver also mentions the Kirkhams of 
Blagdon, Pincourt and Bidwell, the Reynolds family of Pinhoe (a 
family that provided many priests of the ancient church, some 
of whom figure in these pages), the Pollards of Horwood, the Rowes 
of Kingston, the Knights of Axminster and Combe Pyne, and others, 

Cornwall, more orthodox than Devon, provides some few 
names, most of which are anything but famous outside the county 
but which prove the long held allegiance of this county to the 
ancient faith. Among these may be mentioned Henry of Michaelstow, 
nr,Caraelford, Bray of Camborne, Kemp of St.Minver nr.V/adebridge 
and the Penkivels of the sane place, the Trenaynes of St.Erne nr 
Truro, Trevelyan of St.Clether nr,Launceston, Bawden of St.Mabyn 
nr,Wadebridge and many others. 

Most of these names are to be found in the 1577 list of 
recusants for Cornwall, with others. There is no return for Devon. 
One name in the 1577 list not mentioned above is Beckett of Men- 
heniot, in the person of Robert Beckett, Esquire. 

An additional name of some lustre is Nicholas Roscarrock 
(?1549 -‘?i 834) , the poet. He entered the Inner Temple in 1572 and 
was in the Tower of London 158 O -6 and in the Fleet, 1594. He lived 
at Haworth Castle from l607* Roscarrock is of importance in the 
history of music as well as poetry, as it is due to his copying 
activities that some ancient music has been preserved. 
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(a) DEPSIVATIONS AND EJECTIONS 
CATHEDRAL AND HIGHER CLERGY 
BISHOP 

JAMES TUEBERVILLE was consecrated 8.9.1555. He was deprived 
and WILLIAM ALLEY was consecrated l4,7.1560. Janies Turberville was 
born at Bere, Dorset, the son of John Turberville by his wife Isabella, 
daughter of John Cheverell. He was educated at Winchester and in 1512 
was elected Fellow of New College, Oxford, whence he graduated B.A 

17 . 6,1516 and M.A 26 , 6 , 1520 , He obtained his D.D abroad but was . 

incorporated at Oxford 1.6.1552. In 15^1 he became Rector of Hart- 
field in Sussex and it was while holding this living and that of' 
Overraoigne, Dorset (inst,20,11.l532) and Lytchett Matravers, Dorset 
(inst 25 , 6 . 1538 ), that he became Bishop of Exeter, He was deprived 
10 . 8.1559 and seems to have died at liberty ten years later ( 1570 ) 
at Gaulden House, Tolland, Somerse^7. 

DEAN 

THOMAS HAYNOLDES was inst 9.2.1^4/5. He was deprived and 
GREGORY DODDES was inst 10,2.1559/60. /Thomas Raynoldes was the son 
of Richard Raynoldes of Pinhoe, Devon, He was educated at Oxford 
University, being a Fellow of Merton 1524, He obtained his B.A 
25.2.1521/2, M.A 8.2.1525/6, D.D 28.6.1536, D.D 13.7.1536. He was 
Warden of Merton 1554-1559. Among his preferment was Ditcheat (q,v), 
Somerset, Cheriton Fitzpaine (q.v) and Holsworthy (q.v), both in 
Devon. On the accession of Elizabeth he was deprived of all his 
preferments and imprisoned in the Marshalsea prison, Southv/ark, 
where he died 24,11,1559. He was buried in St,Margaret's, Westminster 
26.11.1559. Had he lived, and had Mary remained Queen, Raynoldes 
would have been Bishopi of Hereford/* 

SUB-DEAN 

^ THOMAS NUTCOMBE .was inst 15,4_.1558. He was deprived , and 
RICHARD GAMMON was inst I.I. 1560 /I. /Thomas Nutcombe was deprived 
of all-his preferments on .the accession of Elizabeth. Among the 
livings he held were Fenitdn -(q.v).. and Upton .Pyne. (q.v), both in 
Devon and Llansallos (q.v),. CornwallA; 

TREASURER ' " 

JOHN BLAXTON was inst 20.3.1557. He xras deprived and RICHARD 
TREMAYNE was p)resented by the Crown 13.1.1559/60 and inst 10,2.1559/ 
60 . /John Blaxton was a B.Can.L of Oxford University 17.2.1532/3 
and held a large amount of preferment, mostly in the west of England. 
Among these livings may be mentioned Crediton (l54l), Thorverton 
( 1548 - 1559 ), both in Devon; he was sub-Dean of Exeter from 1546 to. 
1557 , a Prebendary (1552-1559) ^.nd Archdeacon of Brecon in the 
diocese of St.Davids (q.v) from 1554 to 1559. According to Foxe, 

Blaxton took part in the trial of an unnamed heretic from Launceston, 
Cornwall, described as the wife of one Brest. The dreadful sentence 
was carried out just outside the city walls of Exeter, On the acces¬ 
sion of Elizabeth, Blaxton lost all his preferment and migrated to 
Hereford where, with other Catholic clerics, he proved a thorn in 
the flesh of the Protestant authority there. His VJill, dated 8.3. 

1573 , leaves no doubt of Blaxton's loyalty to his church: "In the 
name of God iiraen, the eleventh daie of ffebruarie in the yere "of 
our lord god after the Computacon of the' Church of England 1573, I, 

John Blaxton, clerk, being sick and deceased in bodie but neverthe- 
les whole and perfitt of remerabraunce thankes be to god Doe make ray 
Testament and Last Will in manner and forme herafter ensuinge. Firstt 
I bequeath ray soule to Aillraightie god and to the blessed virgin Marie 

and to all the holie corapanie of heaven.In the V/ill, Blaxton 

wishes to be buried "as nighe the bodie of ray Dear frend Hr.Thomas 
Havard esquier as raaie be conveniently devised if I shall happen to 
Decease in or nighe the citie of Hereford and otherwise where it' 
shall please god to ca.ll me at the discrecon of ray frendes then ■ 
present". After the usual form he remembers the poor of Hereford, 

Exeter "where I was late thresourer and canon resydentarie of the 
cathedral churche", Brecknock, Crediton, Thorverton, Chulraleigh, 

"Braton besides Ba^rnstaple" (Bratton Fleming as we know it). Inter¬ 
estingly enough, he names as an overseer of his Will, "ray trustie 
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and welbeloved John Wright, dark, parsone of Clist Heydon in 
Devon"; also, separated from the like bequests mentioned above 
is one to the poor of "Bedminster beside Bristowe". Another inter¬ 
esting passage is that where he bequeaths certain books to "John 
Lane, student in Corpus Christi-Colledge in Oxford being nephew 
to Mr.Thomas Kutcombe" (as we have seen, Thomas Nutcombe was Sub- 
Dean of Exeter in Mary's days, succeeding Blaxton in that office). 
These books include the works of St.Jerome, St.John Chrysostom, 

St.Ambrose, "of Josephus in Greke, the workes of St.Basill in 
Greke and the workes of Epiphanus in Greke, the workes of wch 
auctours are in my custodie here in Hereford". I have been unable 
to trace Blaxton's burial due to the difficulties of gaining 
access to parish registers in the diocese of Hereford. He must, 
however, have died in either 1572 or 157j7» 

PREBEND 

WALTER MUGGE was inst 3«12,1555* He was deprived and 
JOHN SMYTH was inst 26.7,1561. falter Mugge was one of the two 
(the other was John Blaxton) "stubborn persons; divers processes 
being sent for them, are so supported in Herefordshire that the 
same cannot be executed against them, and reported to be main¬ 
tained by Mr. J. Skydmore, Mr.Pie and one William Luson, a preb¬ 
endary of Hereford". Bishop Scory often bemoaned, in letters 
to Cecil, the Catholic nature of his diocese; in the autumn of 
1561 he inveighs against "Mugge, Blaxton, Arden, Gregory, Ely, 
Havard the priest, and such like enemies of the truth that were 
driven out of Exeter, Worcester and other places". In 1564, Mugge 
was still proving a doughty opponent, for the Bishop writes again 
to Cecil: "There be also in this diocese and county of Hereford 
divers fostered and maintained that be judged and esteemed some of 
them to be learned, which in Queen Mary's days had livings and 
offices in the Church, which be mortal and deadly enemies to this 
religion. Their names be Blaxton, Mugge, Arden, Ely, Friar Gregory, 
Howard, Rastall of Gloucester, Jonson, Menever, Oswald Hamerson, 
Ledbery and certain others whose names I know not. These go from 
one gentleman's house to another where they know to be welcome 

In the following February, the Bishop was still complain¬ 
ing, this time of his own cathedral clergy, mentioning in passing: 
"Blaxton, Mugge, Arden and divers such like, enemies of God and 
true religion, were entertained by some of them as if they are 

God's angels.the railing, seditious and false books of Harding 

and Dorman are there common, and magnified and extolled to the sky" 
Mugge does not seem to have been a university man, unless he is the 
William Mugge who was a Fellow of Corpus Christi College, Oxford, 
in 1553» B.A 5.7«1553, M.A 29.6,1557. Walter Mugge held the parish 
livings of_Newton St.Cyres (q.v) and Shobrooke (q.v), both in 
Devonshire/, 

PREBEND 

THOMAS RAYNOLDES was inst 22^8.1539. He was deprived 
and GREGORY DODDES was inst 3,2.1560, ^For Thomas Raynoldes, see 
Dean of Exeter/. 

PREBEND 

HUMPHREY STANLEY was inst 12.4.1554. He was deprived 
and RICHARD HOLLAND was inst 26,4,1561. Humphrey Stanley also 
held the parish living of Morchard Bishop (q.v), of which he was 
also deprived/. 

PREBEND 

MORGAN PHILLIPS was here and was deprived. ROBERT 
WILLIAMS was inst l4,8.156l. ^or Morgan Phillips, see St.Davids, 
Precentor of/, 

PREBEND 

JOHN BLAXTON compounded for the first fruits 24,11.1551 * 
He was dejjrived and EDWARD RYLEY was inst 10,9.156l. ^or Blaxton, 
see Treasurer/. 




PEEBEND 
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JOHN HAEPSFIELD was inst 30.11.1558. He was deprived and 
EICHAED ARGENTINE was inst 12.3.1560. ^or Harpsfield, see Arch¬ 
deacon of London7. 

PEEBEND 

JOHN SMARTE was inst 7.12.1557* He was deprived and 
RICAHRD BAGNALL was inst i 9 .IO.i 56 l. ^ohn Smarte is a little 
known victim of the Elizabethan settlement. He held the living of 
Maker (q.v), Cornwall, as well as the Prebend. With Robert Yendall 
(see Menheniot, Cornwall) he made his escape in a Breton fishing 
boat from Exmouth to Morlaix. A Richard Sweet gave information to 
Cecil's agents about having conversed with the two men at Morlaix, 
when they told him "they had rather live poorly in a strange country 
with a quiet conscience, than otherwise to live in their native 
country; and for the avoiding of that which might be laid against 
them hereafter concerning religion, they__voided the realm". Their 
subsequent history is difficult to trac_e/. 

PREBEND 

RICHARD HALSE was inst 8.3.1537. He was deprived and 
ROBERT FISHER was inst 9.5.1560. Richard Halse (or Hall) was 
educated at Oxford, being B.A 14.3.1523 /^j M.A 5-7.1527. He held 
the livings of Broadclyst (q.v) and Thurlestone (q.v), both in 
Devon, and Milton Abbas (q.v), Dorset, diocese of Bristol. He is 
listed as an "unlearned priest" and was "to remain in the counties 
of Devon or Cornwall, the city of Exeter and within three miles of 
his late benefices always excepted". Very soon after deprivation he 
fled to the Low Countries where, an exile in Spanish Flanders, he 
was in receipt of an annual pension from Philip II of 40 florins. 

He was one of the priests who signed the letter, dated 6.10.1571, 
to Philip II desiring that the Duchess of Feria (previously Jane 
Dormer) might come to the Low Countries on the death of her husband 
8 . 9 . 1571 . He may be tha.t Richard Hall who is noted in the Yelverton 
Mss ( 1580 ) as being Canon of Cambrai/.

HENRY MORGAN compounded for the first fruits 4.7.1548. 

He was deprived and RICHARD TREMAYNE was inst_10.2.1559/60. /For 
Morgan, see Third Prebend, diocese of Bristol/. 

PREBEND 

MORGAN PHILLIPS was here and was deprived. EDWARD MORE- 
CROFTE was inst 26.5.1562. /On the basis of the episcopal register, 
it seems that Morgan Phillips held two stalls at Exeter. See also 
diocese of St.Davids, Precentor of/. 

PREBEND 

THOMAS NUTCOMBE was inst 8.10.1557. He was deprived early 
in Elizabeth's reign. /For Nutcombe, see Sub-Dean/.

JOHN BISHOP was inst 23.12.1555- He was ejected and 
ANTHONY HUNT wa^s restored (previously here 8.10.1543 to 1554).

JOHN GROSE was inst 12.5*1555- He was deprived and JOHN 
PERYN was here in 1561 .

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GILES CAPEL was inst 30.1*15^2. He was deprived and 
NICHOLAS WISE was inst 16.6.1564. ^or CmsI, see Prebend of 
Whitelackington, diocese of Bath & Well^T*

THOMS CROFT was inst 31.5.1558. He was deprived and 
WILLIAM LAUNDER was inst 9.4.1562.

WILLIAM AILEWORTH was inst 23.5.1536. He was deprived 
and HUGH FENNIE was inst 21.1.1571/2. At the time of the 156l_ 
report to Parker he was living elsewhere - ''degit in Oxoniae^y". 

Liskeard 

JOHN JACKSON was inst 4.10.1554. He was ejected and 
ROBERT COOPER was restored (previously here 22.3.1542/3 to 1554). 

Maker 

JOHN SMART compounded for the first fruits 25.5.1555* 

He was ejected and RICHARD GABELL was restored (previously here 
FF 1 . 12.1552 to 1554 ). Aor John Smart, see under Prebends/. 

Manaccan 

ROBERT JAMES was inst 12.4.1554. He was ejected and 
THOMAS COSFF was restored (previously here 19.12.1549 to 1554).

HAMON HANSHERT was presented by the Crown 19.12.1556 
and was inst 9.3.1556/7. He was deprived and ROBERT BRACHER was 
inst 9 . 7 . 1563 , ^zmsh.Qrt vas not a Catholic. As late as 20.9.1580 
he was appointed to Scartho, Lincolnshire. He was B.A of Oxford 

17.1.1555/67. 

St.Columb Major 

HENRY MORGAN compounded for the first fruits 8.10.1550. 

He was deprived and JOHN KENNALL was inst 13.3-1559. /Eor Henry 
Morgan, see St.Da.vids, Bishop of. He appears to have retained this 
living while Bishop. Kennall did not stop long for John Bridgewater 
was appointed 18.7. 15597* 

St.Erme 

JOHN ROICEBY was inst 21.8.1554. He was ejected and THOMAS 
HERLE was restored (previously here 8.5.1553 to 1554). 

St,Michael Penkivel 

JOHN CARLYN was inst 31.7.1554. He was ejected ajid 
NICHOLAS DANIEL was restored (previously here 25.11.1537 to 1554). 

Redruth 

DAVID PERYS was inst 5.11.1544. He was deprived and 
RICHARD BOWDEN was inst 26.10.1572. 
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DEVONSHIRE 


Ashprington 

BERNARD COLE was inst 15.9.155^. He was ejected and RICHARD 
WESTON was restored (previously here 4.12.1523 to 1554). ^ole was 
not a Catholic. As will be seen from the entry for Mewy, he had 
been deprived of that place for marriage in 1534 and recovered it 
on the accession of Elizabeth. Cole was an old monjk of the Augus- 
tinian house at Plympton, surrendered 1.3.15327. 

Atherington 

GREGORY BASSETT was inst 16.6.155?. He was deprived and 
ROBERT LOUGHER was inst 27.7.1563. /^s Warden, on 15.9.1538 he 
surrendered the house of the Exeter Greyfriars. Subsequently, 
during Turberville*s tenure of the See, Bassett was involved in 
heresy trials in the diocese and on Elizabeth’s accession he lost 
his livings (see also Sowton); Bassett found refuge in Hereford¬ 
shire. He is often referred to as ’’Friar Gregory”. According to 
Foxe, Bassett had flirted with Protestantism and had even been in 
prison on that account; at the change of religion, however, he 
seems to have stood firm in his allegiance^. 

Axminster 

ROBERT HICKS was inst 30.4.1554. He was ejected and 
EMERY TUCKFIELD was restored (previously here 31.10.1537 to 1554). 
/Tuckfield died in 1577 holding, besides Axminster, East Chel- 
borough, Dorset (c.1567).

JAMES BROOKS (1554-1558)

Had the temporalities restored to him 8.5.1554 and died 7.9*1558. 

RICHARD CHEYNEY (1562-1579) 

consecrated 19.4.1562. Letters patent dated 29.4.1562 
allow him to hold Gloucester together with the See of Bristol 
(q.v). He died 25.4.1579. 
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The diocese of Gloucester was erected on 3.9.1341 under the 
title of "the Holy and Individed Trinity". The first Dean of the 
Co.thedral was William Jennings, the last prior of the 4ugustini;an 
house of St.Oswald in Gloucester, of which few remains nay be seen 
in the churchyard of St.Catherine's church. 

Jennings survived all the religious changes of his tine and 
died, still Dean, on 4.11.1565 and was buried in his Cathedral. He 
had not married, hence his uninterrupted tenure of office during the 
reign of Queen Mary. (This nan should not be confused with William 
Jennings, parson of harksbury, Sonerset, who was buried there 29.6. 
1565 ). Dean Jennings had several livings - Beverstone-with-Kingscote, 
Gloucestershire (21.5.554-1561), Swindon, Gloucestershire ( 23 . 3 . 
1554 / 5 - 1559 ), All Hallows, Lombard Street, London (27.5. 1538 - 1552 ), 
St.Mary's, Islington (30.4.1550-1565) and Brighthelnstone, now 
Brighton, Sussex from, an uncertain date until his death in 1565 . He 
also held the i^rebend of Wanstrow in Wells Cathedral 2.5.1546-1565. 

The Archdeacon of Gloucester, John Williams, was, like the 
Dean (v/ith whom we are told he dined every day), an amply beneficed 
cleric. He held the Fourth Stall at Gloucester, the Prebend of 
V/ithington Parva in Hereford Cathedral, Painswick ( 15 .10.1548 to 
1554 ) and Welford (3.10.1554 to 1559), to name but two of the 
parishes in Gloucestershire where we find this nan. He died possessed 
of all a few days before the Eoyal Commissioners arrived at Glouces¬ 
ter, 1559 . 

Janes Brooks, the last Catholic Bishop of Gloucester, died 
7 . 9 . 1558 . The See remained vacant until the consecration of Richard 
Cheney 19.4.1562. 

Of the two cathedral stalls not mentioned hereafter, the 
Third Stall was held by Richard Cheyney from 9.11.1558, following 
the old monk, Thomas Kingswood. On being elevated to the Bishopric, 
Cheyney resigned the stall, being followed by Robert Johnson on 
3 . 6 . 1562 . He died the same year. 

As v;e have seen, the Fourih Stall was held by the Archdeacon, 
John Wiiliamso On his death, he was followed by Christopher Yaxley 
on 2 . 5 . 1561 . Yaxley was also rector of St.Mary Matfelon, Whitechapel 
from 19 , 12.1555 until his death in February I 569/70 and was buried 
there. His Will is dated 26.2.1569/70. 

When we come to consider recusancy in the county and diocese 
of Gloucester, we have to consider certain factors that governed the 
life of this county. 

Gloucestershire is today greatly beloved because it is the 
county in which that great arc of oolite that starts in Lincolnshire 
and finally hits the sea in Dorset, reaches its greatest purity, 
lending to the cotinty its unique charm. Yet it is this same limestone 
belt that gives the county its peculiar character. The Cotswolds - 
for such the limestone uplands are called - remain to this day a 
bald plateau, containing few villages to crown the heights. The 
lovely, stone-built villages lie in thelush valleys at the foot of 
the plateau, far removed from the "bluestono roads" that go striding 
over the Wold. Thus, the bulk of the population, then as now, lived 
in the plain at the foot of the western escarpment, under the influ¬ 
ence of the two cities of Bristol and Gloucester. 

Nor was Gloucestershire feudal. Rich in churches, its castles 
are few. Berkeley is the most important; then follovjs Beverstone, (*) 
Budeley and St.Briavels. The Giffard castle at Brimpsfield was 
destroyed as early as the reign of Edward II. At the time of the 
change of religion Sudeley wa.s held by the Seymours, to whom it was 
granted by Edward VI; they were Protestants. The only truly feudal 
house that remained were the Berkeley family, who early threw in 
their lot with the new religion. There was, accordingly, no family 

(’■) Beverstone, set hi,:;h on the road between Tetbury and Wotton- 
under-Jidge, was a seat of the Berkeleys. My comment holds good 
despite the evidence of Dame Joanna Berkeley, daughter of Sir 
John Berkeley of this place, a nun professed at Rheims in 1580 ("The 
English Catholic refugees on the Continent" by P. Guilday). 
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to be a bastion of the old faith. 

Moreover, Gloucestershire was always industrial; from the 
12th century onwards the wool from Cotswold sheep was highly prized 
as far away as Italy. To the Cotswold wool barons we owe many of the 
glorious churches of the county, bat wucn the crunch came such men 
were not likely to beggar themselves for religion’s sake. In other 
words, they were not disposed to be martyrs as well as buildersi In- 
Elizabeth’s reign Higuenot weavers were brought in to support the then 
flagging indstry, and these helped to Protestantise the industrial 
valleys. 

Finally, by an accident of topography, the two cities of 
Gloucestershire - Bristol and Gloucester - were also ports, suscep¬ 
tible to the new ideas that in the 16th century were an inescapable 
result of maritime trade. Smaller, but no less important ports were 
Kewnham, Lsrdney and Berkeley. Small wonder that the Severn plain 
became Protestant early and since this was the most heavily populated 
part of the coTinty, the seal was set on the religious allegiance of 
the diocese. It is perhaps not without significance that William Tyndale 
is thought to have been born at North Nibley (where there is a tall 
monment to him) near Dursley in 1484, and more certainly lived at 
Little Sodbupy Manor, not far away, where he was tutor to the children 
of Sir John ¥alshe, who was champion at the coronation of Henry VIII, 

Summarising therefore, the absence of a great Catholic 
house to act as a rallying point, the indiistrial nature of the county, 
and the presence of two great ports to- dominate the county, made early 
Protestantisation a virttial certainty. After the dissolution of the 
county’s great abbeys, there remained no force to combat the new ideas. 
Thus, the enquirer must expect no wellknown families in considering the 
question of recusancy among lay Catholics, 

Perhaps the most famous Catholic family were the Bushells 
at Pebworth in the extreme north of the county, where it impinges upon 
Warwickshire and Worcestershire (Pebworth was transferi^d to Worcester¬ 
shire in 1951 ); and their fame is merely because they are drawn into 
the Shakespeare story. The family was wealthy and important enough for 
the Bishop of Gloucester to report them in 1577, when Thomas Busholl 
was said to be worth £500 in lands and goods. This Thomas died in 1615 
and had seventeen children from his two marriages. Of his children, 
Eleanor (ob.l6l6) married Adrian Quiney (1586-1617), whose younger 
brother Thomas (1589-1655) married Judith Shakespeare, the poet's 
daughter, at Stratford churoh 1042.1615/6, EtLs son Heniy married Mary 
Lane of Stratford in 1609, Another son, Thomas, aged 15 when he entered 
Oxford University in 1582, married as his first wife, Margaret, sister 
of Sir Edward Greville. More pertinent to the family’s Catholicism, 
perhaps, is through the elder Thomas's first marriage with Elizabeth 
Winter, the daughter of Robert Winter and Katharine Throckmorton, through 
which connection the Bushells were allied to the Treshams, the Ardens 
and the Catesbys, and the other families associated with the Gunpowder 
Plot of 1605. 

Other Catholic families in the diocese were the Pauncefoots 
of Easfield (they owned the manor until 1598), the Throckmortons of 
Tortworth, the Fastens of Hoid:on and the Tracy family of Alderton and 
Toddington, The John Pauncefoote mentioned in the 1577 retixm was the 
son of Richard Pauncefoote and his wife Dorothy, daughter of John 
Ashfield of Heythrop, Oxfordshire. This John went to the continent in 
1584 and was known to be at Rouen in 1596, He married Dorothy, daughter 
of William, Lord Windsor; she was in Newgate prison 12,12.1585* 

Another name on the 1577 list is Thomas Alfield of Glouces¬ 
ter. He was a scholar of Eton and King’s College, Cambridge, where he 
took his M»A; on becoming a Catholic he went to Rheims, where he was 
ordained in 1581. Sent on the Mission he was arrested, racked and 
conformed; escaping he returned to Rheims, from whence he was yet 
again sent on the Mission. This time, when arrested, he showed forti¬ 
tude and was martyred at Tyburn 6,7,1585. Before the second avrest, 

Alf ield lived with the Pauncefoots at Hasfield, 
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The other names on the two lists submitted for Gloucester 
diocese are mostly small squires. Among them nay be mentioned Brom- 
edge of Bronsberrow, Norwood of Leckharapton (this family was 
connected v/ith the Lygon family of V/orcestershire) and the Palmers 
of Todenhan on the Warwickshire border. 

Other evidences of Catholic resistance in Gloucestershire 
are lacking. We read of certain troubles at Chipping Campden, it is 
true; the townspeople did not like the now service. A report from 
the Churchwardens to the Consistory Court in I 563 reports:- '’They 
lacke a good Bible by default of the Parish; they lacke a para- 
phrasus of Erasmus; Item, somme there be that do not receave the 
communion as often as permissible; thattaulko and jangle at service 
tyne, but the nonibre is so greate that they cannot name them”. These 
are common enough indications yet they prove that there were recal¬ 
citrants in Chipping Campden; talking and jangling rosary beads are 
an effective form of po.ssive resistance. Yet they received no help 
from quarters where it mattered. 

Ealph Smith compounded for the first fruits of Chipping 
Campden 25.6.15^9 and died, still in possession, in I 569 . An old 
monk of St.V/erburgh, Chester, it is obvious that his conscience had 
marked qualities of elasticity. 

The manor of Chipping Campden was bought by Thomas Smith 
in 1544; doubtless he sup 7 ported the Vicar against the people in 
their "taulke and jangle". He made tv/o good marriages. The first 
with Elizabeth Fitzherbert in 1536; the second with Katharine 
Tlirockraorton(*). Despite these tv/o Catholic names, Thomas Smith 
was a hot gospeller, a Protestant, He was a. member of the King's 
Council for the Marches of Wales a.nd twice Sheriff of Gloucester¬ 
shire - in 1571 nnd 1583<. According to Foxe's Book of Martyrs "he 
was called by papists 'prattling Smith"'; of his religious views 
there is no doubt. His son, Henry, was a convert Catholic (according 
to Foxe) "and committed suicide in his Chambers near Temple Bar". 

The father died at Ode in Herefordshire (his daughter, Elizabeth, 
had married Hugh Walshe of that place) in 1593 o-nd was brought back 
to Chipping Campden for burial. His great tomb can still be seen in 
the chancel, with his own effigy in armour, and reliefs of his wives 
and many children. 

Perhaps due to Bishop Cheney's wellknown Catholic sympa¬ 
thies, many Gloucestershire incumbents were unmolested and remained 
in their cures for very long periods. The classic case must be 
William Fox, parson of Pebworth, who was appointed 13*6.1528 and 
survived until 1565» "^nd Simon Seward, parson of V/oodchester from 
21 . 10.1521 until his death in 1559. Even earlier was his appointment 
to his other living of Hinton Blowett, Somerset, to which he was 
instituted 11.7.15'l4, 


(*) This Ka.tharine was the daughter of Sir George Throckmorton of 
Coughton. For her it v;a,s the second marriage, as it was for 
Thomas Smith. Her first husband was V/illiam Winter. The union of 
the 'hot gospeller' Thomas Smith with the daughter of the most 
prominent Ca.tholic house in the area appears ludicrous to us, but 
without doubt Thomo.s Smith was a decided catch for the widowed lady. 
He was one of the 'new men', rich and of consequence; he lacked 
noble ancestry but there were compensating factors. His first union 
had brought him that half of Campden manor known as Ludlow's manor. 
He bought the Chantry Lands in 1549 and in 1553 he was granted Combe 
the former property of the monks of Bordesley Abbey, near Redditch. 
Ho thus held the greater part of Chipping Campden; and when in l602 
his son bought the manor of Broad Campden from Thomas Russell, the 
picture was complete. Not only this, he was a Page of the Chamber 
to Henry VIII in 1531 and accompanied that king to Calais and the 
Field of the Cloth of Gold in 1532. In 1544 he was at the taking 
of Boulogne. Thus, we need not doubt that Katharine Throclanorton 
considered herself very fortunate indeed to marry this parvenu. 
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From the relatively small number of deprivations and 
resignations in the following pages, the reader will appreciate this 
writer's contention that Gloucester cannot be considered a conser¬ 
vative diocese, and that the tide of Protestantism surged violently 
around the westvirard escarpement of the Cotswold hills in the early 
years of Elizabeth,

He was ordained 
deacon at Barnwell Priory and priest at Willingham by the Bishop of 
Ely T 1516. He was a Fellow of Jesus College, Cambridge, 1512, M.A 
1514 / 5 , B.D 1520 / 1 . Among his preferment was the prebend of Moreton & 
I^haddon, Hereford (q.v) 1529-1559, Prebend of Holme Episcopi, York 
1532 , Prebend of Norwell Palishall, Southwell Minster, 1557/8-1559, 
Prebend of Laughton-en-le-Morthen, York 1537-1559 and Vicar of Birstall, 
Yorks I 532 -I 535 . On 6,9,1559 he appeared before the Visitors at York 
Minstor and declared his inability to take the oaths demanded of him. 

On being pressed the following day, he refused "obstinately and peremp¬ 
torily".

The Catholic Paston family cane into the possession of Horton 
Manor, between Tetbury and Chipping Sodbury in the reign of Queen Mary, 
Eleanor, daughter of Sir ¥illian Paston, was the nother of Henry 
Manners, 2nd Earl of Rutland; doubtless it was through this connection 
that Bronhead cane to hold Bozwell and its chapelry of Leighterton, The 
patroness of Hawkesbury,' his other living, was the bitter Protestant, 
Silvester Butler of Badminton nearby; this lady (whose expressed wish 
was that the King and Queen were at sea in a bottomless vessel), inca 3 >- 
cerated in the Tower for plotting, with others, to kill the Queen, was 
asked to sign a presentation of the vicarage of Hawkesbury to some 
convenient person. That she presented Bronhead, a known Protestant, is 
surely understandably, *

is that in the 1561 return of the Bishop of Gloucester to Parker, 
Edward Baslprville is back in possession of his living and retains 
it until his death in 1566 , when Richard Baskerville was appointed. 
Comment . While we have no reason to believe that Edward Baskerville 
to be anything but a Catholic (considering his age and the state¬ 
ments of the Elizabethan Bishop of Hereford on the Catholicity of 
his cathedral clergy, of whom Edward Baskerville was one) we have, 
at the same time, no evidence on the other side. This deprivation 
could be evidence of some brief hesitation on Baskerville's part 
and the lack of such evidence at Hereford merely because of Bishop 
Scory's admitted inability to discipline his Prebendaries. Nonethe¬ 
less, there is at Westcote evidence of a dispute as to patronage and 
it is to this, perhaps, that we can attribute the trouble in 1559 ; 
yet not wholly so. The patron at the tine of Randall’s appointment 
was Robert VHiitney, Miles. Yet it is evident that in 15^5 James 
Baskerville granted the advowson for the next vacancy at V/estcote to 
his son Walter Baskerville (Glouc.D.R,, lb., 151 ). It is this sane 
Walter Baskerville who presented Richard Baskerville to the living in 
1566 on Edward Baskerville‘s death, thus carrying out the terms of 
James Baskerville’s grant. By 1559 Janes Baskerville was dead and 
according to the entry in Parker’s register it is evident that 

Baskerville, widow of the said Janes had (perhaps in ignor¬ 
ance of her husband's grant) made her own grant of the advowson to 
Richard Whitney. While this fact takes care of the advowson aspect 
of this case, it does not explain the reason for the deprivation that 
gave rise to Randall's illegal appointment. We must, I feel, in view 
of the probo-bilities of the case, include Edward Baskerville as a 
possible deprivation, however quickly he restored his position. He 
was a ninorite who v;as of Oxford University (B,D 12.4,1526, D.D 
9 . 12 . 1531 ). For his Hereford appointments, see that diocese?. 

Willersley 

THOJl^iS HIBBOTS was inst 30.6.1554. He was deprived or ejected 
and ROBERT HUNT was presented 7.4.1559, Another difficult case. The 
actual cause of the vacancy was "the acceptance of Thomas Hibbots, 
late rector, of Inkbergh (inkberrow) without any dispensation or 
authority". However that may be, the ejected Edwardian, Robert Lister 
(who Hibbots ha.d supplanted), was back in possession within the year 
for when he obtained his dispensation to hold two livings on 26 , 10 . 
1560 he is described as "rector of the church of Willersley"; and in 
the institution of Henry Hunte on 9.2.1571 the cause of vacancy is 
given ns "per mort Robert Lister". It is therefore possible to claim 
this as a restoration rather than a deprivation for pluralism/, 

Yate 

GEORGe morris was inst 1_6.9.1552. He \-ias deprived and THOMAS 
Bji.YNESHAW was inst 28.6.1572, /This is one of the rare cases of an 
incumbent of Edwardian appointment refusing to take the oaths of 
oupremacy and Uniformity, as is revealed by the institution entry of 
Bayneshaw, where his predecessor is stated to be deprived "on account 
of not reading the Articles" - that is to say, the Protestant articles 
as per the statute of 1571, This George Morris was a wellknown man 
in his day, so wellknown indeed that he is listed in the S.P.Dom, 

Eliz,, 118 , n, 11 , ii,, as a Catholic recusant as follows:- "Maghen 
and Usk. George Morysse, clerk, Mr.of Arte, resorting most comnonlye 
to the sayd Roland Morgan's, presented for not commyng to the church, 
who dyd refuse his lyvinges for that he would not subscribe, etc". 

Nor was George Morris content just to refuse his livings, for we 
find him arriving at Rheims on 11 . 9 , 1582 ?.

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The proble:-.s met in the diocese of Hereford are of a differ¬ 
ent. character than those encountered elsewhere. The registers them¬ 
selves are more or less complete but the absence, in a high propor¬ 
tion of cases, of any cause of vacancy renders any assessment of 
what happened at the change of religion very difficult. There are 
indeed a large number of changes in the clerical personnel of the 
diocese a.t this time, and some at least of these were no doubt due 
to conscience, although this statement is incapable of proof. 

Hereford was probably the most conservative diocese in the 
southern province. It was the haven to which many disaffected 
Catholic clergy and laymen fled and, if we are to believe the first 
Elizabethan Bishop - John Scory, the renegade Dominican - the 
prebendaries who conformed were as much Catholic as the few who had 
undergone sentence of formal deprivation. The only man the Bishop 
could really trust seems to have been the newly appointed Dean, 

John Sllis. 

The Bishop’s opinion of his own cathedral church may be 
gleaned from his letter to Cecil (P.H.O.Dom.Sliz., XVII, No.32, 
21 . 6 . 1361 ); the disorder of the Cathedral Church of ray bishop¬ 

ric is such that it may justly be accounted a very nursery of blas¬ 
phemy, whoredom, pride, superstition and ignorance; and yet no power 
in me to reform it, the same being exempt from ray jurisdiction, 
contrary to the usage in all other like churches". In 1564 he reports 
that all the canons residentiary "are but dissemblers and rank 
papists. And these have the rule of the church, and of all the 
ministers and officers of the same, and are neither subject to the 
ordinary jurisdiction, neither of the Dean nor of the Bishop, but 
were reserved immediately to the usurped jurisdiction of the Bishop 
of Some, and now to the Queen's Majesty (as they say), which they 
claim and hold by prescription, so that they may do what they list 
without controlment". The long letter may be found in "Letters from 
the Bishops to the Privy Council, 1564" (Camden Miscellany, vol.ix, 

pp. 11 - 23 )» 

Certainly the Treasurer of the Cathedral, William Lewson 
(or Luson), was an enthusiastic Catholic and raaintainer of itinerant 
priests. It is a matter for wonder that such a man could retain his 
preferment not only in this diocese but that of Exeter. He Vi/as 
Cha.ncellor of Exeter (21.1.1537/8 to 1583)1 Archdeacon of Carmarthen 
in the diocese of St.Davids (22.8.1554 to I 583 ), and held the parish 
livings of Exminster, Devon (8.2.1527/8 to 1583 ) and Paignton, Devon 
( 27 . 10.1539 to 1583)1 all to his death. 

Given this situation, it is not surprising that most preben¬ 
daries survived well into Elizabeth’s reign, enjoying their prefer¬ 
ment unmolested. The enquirer, then, may look in vain for many 
disappearances in Hereford cathedral. 

The last Catholic Bishop of Hereford, Hobert Parfexir or 
VJharton, died 22.9<>1557. The See remained vacant until the appoint¬ 
ment of Scory in 1559" 

The Cathedral clergy who were deprived or resigned at the 
accession of Elizabeth are listed separately. The conformers are 
as follows:- 

The Archdeacon of Salop, Richard Sparchford, was appointed 
14 . 8 , 1536 . He died and Nicholas Smith was appointed 23.12.1560. 
Sparchford, who also held the Prebend of Pyon Parva (q.v), died 
before a decision was called for.

1555" He died and V/illian Penson compounded for the first fruits

The Treasurer, William Lewson, was appointed 22.10.1558 
and held the office until his death in I 583 .

The holder of the Golden (or Bishop's) Prebend, Henry Welshe, 
was appointed 15.12.1558. Ho died and Edward Cowper was appointed 

10.7.1559. 

The Prebendary of Gorwall and Overbury, Gilbert Coren (or 
Curwen) compounded for the first fruits 24.3.1553. John Gosseline 
succeeded him on 6.IO.156O. Coren, who also held Eaton Bishop from 
6.4.1557j bad presumably died since the Dean, John Ellis, was appoin¬ 
ted to his parish living on 13«7.1560. 

The Prebendary of Hinton, Thomas Lewis, was here in 1559 
but did not compound for the first fruits until 12.6.156I. He was 
succeeded by Silvanus Scory on 2.9.1563. (Lewis, who also held the 
parish living of Ross-on-Wye had presumably died, as another incum¬ 
bent compounded for the first fruits of Ross at the same time). Scory 
was the son of the Bishop but did not follow his father's calling, 
but soldiered abroad. He was buried at St.Leonard's, Shoreditch, 
Middlesex, 15,10.l6l7. The Bishop's widow, Elizabeth, was also buried 
at Shoreditch, 9.3.1593. 

The Prebendary of Hunderton, Richard Paternoster, was presen¬ 
ted by the Crown 7,3.1553. He held the stall until much later in the 
century. 

The Prebendary of Huntingdon, Francis Baldwin, was appointed 
28.4.1556. He was still here in 1559 but Simon Smith compounded for 
the first fruits 15.9.1567. 

The Prebendary of Inkbarrow, Richard Cornwall, was appointed 

6.6.1554, He made his Will in I566 and John Bland succeeded him on 

18.4.15 6. 

The Prebendary of Moreton Magna, Richard Turketill, was 
appointed 27.7.1541. He was still here in 1559 and Henry Harford 
v;as appointed 17.4.1561. 

The Prebendary of Nonington, John Mynde, was appointea 
21.5.1558. He was still here in 1559 but Hugh Wall v;as appointed 

23.8.1561, 

The Prebendary of Preston, 'William Jevans, compounded for 
the first fruits 18.5.1552. He was still here in 1559 and in 158O. 

The Prebendary of Pyon Parva, Richard Sparchford, was 
appointed 1 . 4 . 1539 . He died and Walter Jones was appointed 28,6.1560. 
For Sparchford, see Archdeacon of Salop. 

The Prebendary of Pratum Majus, Nicholas Ayland, was appoin¬ 
ted 5.12.1558. He v;as still here in 1559 but Robert Crowley was 
appointed 9.7.1560, 

The Prebendary of Pratum Minus, John Cuthbert, resigned 
and Marceline Owtred was appointed 6.9.1560. This was not a resigna¬ 
tion for conscience. John Cuthbert compounded for the first fruits 
of Aka alias Rock in the diocese of Worcester 11.5.1560. 
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The Prebendary of Putston Major, Eobert Johnson, was appoin¬ 
ted in 1538 and Nathaniel Harford compounded for the first fruits 
13<>9o1559« Johnson v/as a nan of v/idespread preferment; even the 
entry in the Dictionary of National Biography’, to v/hich readers are 
directed for details, does not entirely cover it. 

The Prebendary of Putston Minor, William Golding, was 
appointed 19 .^•15^8. He was here in 1559 but Philip Ba.ker was appoin¬ 
ted 18 . 12,1560 and held the stall until deprived in 1569. Baker was 
a secret Catholico Born at Barnstaple, Devon, about 1524, he v/as at 
Eton 1535-1540 from whence he was admitted scholar of King's College, 
Cambridge, 6,8.1540. He was B.A 1544/5, M.A 1548, B.D 1554, D.D I 562 , 
Fellow of King's 1543-1556, Provost 1558-1570, vice-Chancellor 1561 / 2 , 
He was ordained deacon at Norwich 21.5.1553, c^nd v/as Eector of Eing- 
wood, Hants (l1.7.1554-1559)(q.v), St.Andrew by the Wardrobe, London 
( 8 . 2 . 1558 / 9 - 1562 ) and Elsworth, Cambridgeshire until 1570, after 
which date he fled to Louvain, He seems to have returned, however, 
as he was buried 12,8.1590 at St.Margaret Moses, His Will (57 Drury) 
is in the P.C.C., in which, though he prays to the Virgin for her 
intercession, he styles Queen Elizabeth as Defender of the Faith, 

The, Prebendary of V/arham, Edward Baskerville, was appointed 
17 . 2.1540 and held it until his death in 1566 , He was also Chancellor 
(q.v). On his death Thomas Greenwich compounded for the first fruits 

16 . 4 . 1567 . 

The Prebendary of Wellington, Simon Gilbert, was appointed 
20 . 9 . 1558 . He was still here in 1559, holding the stall till his 
death in 1568 , Henry Tanner was appointed 19 . 10,1568 -in his stead. 

The Prebendary of Withington Parva, John Williams, was 
appointed 1 , 5 . 1555 . He died in the autumn of 1559 and Eichard Aldrich 
was appointed to succeed him 7.12.1559. John Williams was Archdeacon 
of Gloucester (q.v). 

In lay terms, the diocese of Hereford was probably the most 
belligerently Catholic of any in the southern provinee. This being 
so, it is rea.lly a problem of choosing a few families to serve as 
examples of the resistance to the London government. As usual, we 
lean heavily on the 1577 list of recusants as a basis for comment. 

The first name on the list is that of Shelley, a name 
famous for its Catholicism both here and in Sussex (see diocese of 
Chichester), William Shelley of Michelgrove in that county had 
married Jane Lingen (ob.l 6 l 0 ), only daughter and heir of John Lingen. 
This John Lingen had married Isabel Breynton; he was M.P for Here¬ 
fordshire and died 3*5.1554. 

A famous Catholic name in the diocese was Havard. By the 
time of the 1577 list, Thomas Havard of Hereford v/as dea.d, but he 
is mentioned as being the father of another recusant's wife. To put 
it mildly, Bishop John Scory did not like Thomas Havard; the man was 
a decided thorn in the Bishop's side. Thus, he writes of his hated 
adversary "Justice of the Peace, v/hich by common fame is a daily 
drunkard, a receiver and maintainer of the enemies of religion, a 
maintainer of superstition and namely of abrogated holydays. He 
useth to pray upon a Latin Primer full of superstitions. His wife 
and maidens use beads; and, to be short, he is a mortal enemy to 
Christian religion", Jis I have said, by 1577 he v/as dead, but the 
Bishop does not fail to report his sons Nicholas and Gregory, 

The Bishop's reference to "his v/ife and maidens" is only 
to be expected; Thomas Havard had married (as her second husband; 
the first was James Baskerville) Elizabeth, daughter of Thomas Moning- 
ton of Sarnesfield, also a Catholic family. They had four daughters - 
Jane, Anne, Margaret and Alice; there v-/ere also three sons, Nicholas, 
Gregory and Sdv/ard. 

Anne Havard figures in (although she is not named) the 
follov/ing entry: "Eichard Lingen, esquire & his wieff. Daughter of 
Thomas Havard lately of Hereford deceased". 
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The Breynton family of Stretton Sugwas and Credenhill were 
also outspoken Catholics.. The Bishop tells us of "John Breynton of , 
Crednill, gent., a mocker of prechers and of this religion". This 
John Breynton was the base born (or bastard) son of Symonde Breynton; 
he married Elizabeth, daughter of Thomas Sraythe of Credenhill, and 
had issue. 

Mention is also made of "John Scudamore of-Kenchurch, esquire 
& his wieff, and his son, Thomas Skudamore, gent". This John Scuda¬ 
more (or Skudamore) refused to take the oath required of Justices of 
the Peace and "did there and then expressly and more earnestly than 
became him refuse to subscribe, which he had also done by his 
letters". The burden of those letters seem to us, living in a cen¬ 
tury when indifferentism is widespread, eminently reasonable; he 
said, in fact, that he was willing to give any proof of his loyalty 
except that he would not go to church or subscribe to the new 
religion. As Dorn Korbert Birt fairly remarked (*) this was a "manly, 
straightforward letter"; it availed him nothing. His name appears 
repeatedly in the lists of those persecuted for religion's sake 
throughout the entire reign of Elizabeth; in fact, until his death 
9o7.1593<. It appears that on that day he was indebted to the Queen 
in the sum of £300. He left a wife, Margaret, and a son, Thomas, 
who had issue. 

The Seabourne family of Sutton St.Nicholas were also famous 
recusants. Richard Seabourne married Elizabeth, daughter of William 
Elton, and they had issue six daughters (Elizabeth, Katherine, Anne, 
Elinor, Alice and Mary) and a son, John, who married Sibbell, dau¬ 
ghter of Richard and Katherine Monington of Sarnesfield. They had 
a large family who made good Catholic alliances. The Bishop's words 
are: "Elizabeth Seborne wief to Richard Seborne, esquire. John 
Seborne, sonne and heyre to the sayd Richard and his wieff daughter 
to Richard Morningtjn esquire; in goodes and Chattelles xxli; in 
landes by yeare xij ". 

"Katrine Mornington the wieff of Richard Mornington esquire, 
with her doughter and maydes" is presumably ICatherine, daughter of 
John Scudamore, Esquire, of Holme Lacy (ob.25.9«1571) and his wife, 
Sibill, daughter of Watkin Vaughan of Hergest Court, in Kington, 
near the Welsh border. The said Katherine married Richard Monnington, 
son of Thomas Monington (ob,17.1.1551) of Sarnesfield; his mother 
was Anne, daughter of Henry Tracy of Toddington, co.Gloucester. 

Some of the widely-scattered Baskerville family were also 
Catholic. Coming originally from Bacqueville near Dieppe, the family 
was ancient and honoured, and while they do not figure in the 1577 
list of recusants, their subsequent activities entitle them to a 
mention. 

The application of the words 'v/idely-scattered' to this 
family are not justified as far as Herefordshire is concerned, where 
there were two main branches of the family at Eardisley, near the 
Welsh border, and at Pontrilas, near Abergavenny. The justification 
for the words appears when we consider their distribution around 
the rest of the Southern Province. There were enclaves in Radnor¬ 
shire at Clyrow Court, in the Midlands and one even turns up at 
Charlbury in Oxfordshire in the 1577 list - which is sufficiently 
close to the family manor at Westcote in Gloucestershire to be 
unremarkable. 

Although he does not figure in the 1577 list for Hereford¬ 
shire, there is little doubt that Humphrey Baskerville (ob,1587) 
and his wife, Elizabeth, daughter of John Scudamore of Holme Lacy, 
were inclined to the conservative position. His firstborn son, John 
died 8 . 1 . 1589 , two years after his father, leaving an infant son. 

The 'Sibilla, uxor Jacobi Baskerville, armigeri' who 
figures in the Significations of Excommunication, under date 21,1. 
1600/1 was not of the Eardisley branch of the family, but of the 


(*) "Elizabethan Religious Settlement” (Bell, 1907) 
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Baskervilles of Pontrilas. Her husband, Janes, was the son of Walter 
Baskerville of that place, who nade his Will 21.9.158?j leaving to 
his son, James, large estates. 

The Bodenhan family of Rotherwas, just south-east of Here¬ 
ford, were strongly Catholic at this time. Their seat by the Wye 
was called by the antiquarian, Thomas Blount, "a delicious house" 
and from it cones some of the most reckless defiance to the state 
church we have found. 

Sir Roger Bodenham married Bridget, daughter of Humphrey 
Baskerville of Eardisley, and had issue Thomas and Blanche. Lady 
Bridget was described by the Bishop of Hereford as "an imperious 
dame of.high stomach and stirring humour, who countenances all 
priests and recusants"; being so close to Hereford - it is but 
three miles away - Lady Bridget's loyalty becomes even more praise¬ 
worthy, Her husband, Sir Roger, was more circumspect than his wife, 
but this did not stop him being on the outer rim of the Essex cons¬ 
piracy, even if all the informer John Bird could really charge him 
with was being a stubborn Catholic, 

South of the Bodenham seat at Rotherwas is 'Aconbury. Here 
was a seat of a branch of the Parry family, whose main seat was 
Poston in Vowchurch, The family seems to have always been Catholic, 
despite Blanche Parry (1507-1 589 ) being Queen Elizabeth's 'great 
friend and Bedchamber woman'. James Parry of Poston did not survive 
unscathed, as did his kinswoman; from being Master of the Buckhounds, 
he ended his days in the Fleet Prison. This London connection may 
help to explain how John Parry of Aconbury married Margaret Wildegos 
of Sussex; this puzzling liaison yields to research in that her 
father, John Wildegos, was an eminent London lawyer as well as a 
Sussex magnate. The John Parry here referred to was the son of Hugh: 
Parry of Aconbury and Elizabeth Grosvenor of co.Salop, 

An interesting point to consider is.the Lansdowne manuscript 
(quoted mder Chichester diocese) whore it appears that John Wildegos 
let his Sussex home to a wellknown Catholic recusant and lived in 
the Welsh Marches, not far from his married daughters (for Margaret's 
sister, Mary, also married a Herefordshire gentleman,, one Thomas 
Jones, a tribe so prolific that I have so far failed to identify 
him), an atmosphere more congenial to religious observa.nce than 
London or even Sussex, 

The Beringtons of Hereford and Stoke Lacy, near Bromyard, 
were also Catholics, listed in the 1577 list in the person of 
'Francis Berington, gent., and his wief, daughter to Richard Seborne, 
esquire'. A 1/illiam Berington of Yarkhill, nr.Hereford, was excommun¬ 
icate in 1600 . 

Finally, probably the most interesting name in the 1577 
list of recusants is that of James Eton, 'Chapter Clarke to the 
Deane and Chapter a.nd register to the Deane there, cometh to the 
Church, but sitteth so farre that he neyther heareth nor can heare; 
whereat many are offended". One may reasonably wonder how this man 
retained his post in view of his open defiance. The Bishop's impotence 
in his own cathedral is probably the answer. 


NOTE 

Although he was born just outside the l 6 th century, men¬ 
tion should also be made of John Kemble, the Catholic ma.rtyr, born 
at Rhyd y Car farm, St.W'eonards in I 6 OO. He v/as the son of John 
Kemble, described as "gentleman", formerly of Kemble in Wiltshire 
and afterwards of Llangarren and St.Weonards, Herefordshire. His 
mother, Anne, was the daughter of John Morgan, of Y V/aen, Skenfrith, 
CO .Monmouthshire. The Kembles were an old Wiltshire family, with a 
seat at Wydell, near Cricklade, whilst a cadet branch resided at 
Stratton St,Margaret, near S\irindon. One authority states: "The 
Kemble family were among those who, in Elizabeth's reign, settled 
in the Monnow Valley in order to have greater security for the 
practice of their religion, among a population holding the old faith 
and in a district so remote as to be difficult of access by official 
Papist-hunters" (Trans.of Cambrian Archaeological Association (l909)t 
p.l44)o John Kemble was executed for his priesthood 22.8.1679.

The. ancient diocese of Lincoln stretched from the Humber 
to the Thames, a gigantic area. It contained the counties of Lincoln¬ 
shire, Leicestershire, Huntingdonshire, Bedfordshire, Buckingham- .... 
shire and part of Hertfordshire. 

As all these coimties formed part of the Protestant belt . 
which in the succeeding century was to prove so Puritan xn outlook, 
we must not look for much clerical opposition to the Elizabethan 
settlement in the diocese of Lincoln. There were some, of course, 
but the fundamental temper of the diocese was reformist. 

Only Thomas Plumtree, the parson of Stubton, Lincolnshire, 
seems to have suffered the ultimate penalty for his religion in the 
early years of Elizabeth, and this occurred as far away as- Durham. 

For this man, see under the"parish heading of Stubton. 

The first years of Elizabeth saw the removal of the Bishop, 
the Archdeacons of Bedford, Buckingham, Huntingdon, Leicester, 

Lincoln and Stow and more than a dozen prebends were rendered vacant 
by this means. 

The Dean, Francis Mallet, was appointed 29.5*1554. He held 
it until his death in 1570. Mallet's religious allegiances (such 
as they were) may well be summed up by the facts that as chaplain 
of Princess Mary he was in prison during the latter part of the 
reign of Edward VI for saying the Batin Mass; at the same time, as 
canon of V/indsor, assisted".in the dispersal of the Chapel's orna¬ 
ments; while in 1553 - 4 ,.as Precentor, he.supervised their replace¬ 
ment, Mallet was one who straddled the fence to such good purpose 
that he was trusted by no one. Appointed by Queen^Mary to much 
lucrative preferment, his career culminated in.being nominated by 
her to the Bishopric .of Salisbury, This fell to, the ground on the 
accession of Elizabeth and as.well as this he was stripped of much 
of his preferment also. Had Catholicism survived, no doubt Mallet 
would have proved an able Bishop of Salisbury; as it was, the church 
in travail found in Mallet anything but a loyal supporter. He was 
educated at Queen's College, Cambridge; Scholar 1519, B.A 1522; 

M.A 1525; B.D 1534; D.D 1536; Vice-Chancellor 1556-7, 1540. He was 
Master of Michaelhouse, 1533* His principal ecclesiastical prefer¬ 
ment was;- Vicar of Rothwell, Yorkshire (1535-1547), Rector of 
Swillington, Yorkshire WR. ( 1535 - 1569 ), Prebendary of Yatton, Wells 
('j 5^1.4 -1 560 ), Prebendary of Westminster (1553-1558), Vicar of Lancas¬ 
ter ( 1554 - 1562 ), Master of of St.Katharine by the Tower (1554-I56l), 
Prebendary of Salisbury (1558-1559), Rector of Ashbourne and_Wirk- 
sworth, both in Derbyshire, and South Leverton, Nottinghamshire, 

He died at Norraanton, 16 .12.1570, 

The Precentor, Roger Dalyson, was appointed 27.10,1554. 

He retainedthis and the Prebend of Empingham, with which it was 
united, until his death in 1566 , The Prebend was united to the 
Precentorship by Bishop White 15-10.1554 on account of the poverty 
of the latter dignity. It had been vacant since the death of Henry 
Markham in 1550. From 1554-1566 he held Laceby, nr.Grimsby. Roger 
Dalyson was the son of William Dalyson of Laughton, Lincolnshire, 
he died 24.7.1566 and was buried in the cathedral. He signed the 
Protestant articles in 1559* 

The Chancellor, John Salisbury, was appointed 4,12.1554* 
Salisbury, appointed Suffragan Bishop of Thetford 19*3*1536, was 
appointed Bishop of Sodor and Man in 1570* He resigned the Chancel¬ 
lorship of Lincoln in 1566 . 

TliG PrGloGndcipy of All Sciints^ Willicini WgIIbs^ WcXS s-ppoin— 
ted 25 . 7 , 1556 . He died, and,William Winckle was appointed 1 .7*1574, 
Perhaps this is the same man who held Ashby Folville, Leicestershire 
and Sandy, Bedfordshire. 

The Prebendary of Aylesbury, Henry Mallet, was appointed 
3*9*1539* He vacated in 1570 and was succeeded by John Chandler. 

The reason for Mallet vacating the stall is not known but probably 
it was natural retirement. He held St.Giles without Cripplegate, 
London (7*1*1552/3-1556), St.Martin Orgar, London (1557-1559) and 
he scooped up Methley, Yorkshire WR on 28.12.1560. 
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The Prebendary of Bedford Minor, Thomas Rayner, was 
appointed 1e9»'l555« On his death John Martin was appointed 1o,'ll. 
1575 . This.is perhaps the same Thomas Rayner who held Meppersall, 
Bedfordshire, until his death in 1574. 

The Prebendahy of St.Botolphs, Thomas Thomson, was appoin¬ 
ted 17 . 12 . 1553 . He was still here in 1561 and John Taylor succeeded 

17.11.1565. 

The Prebendary of Brampton, Christopher Rawlins, was 
appointed 6,4.1555. He was still in possession in 1583 . 

The Prebendary of Buckden, Clement Parrott, was appoin¬ 
ted 30 . 10 . 1544 . On his death Thomas Cooper, the then Bishop of 
Lincoln, was on 4,5.1573 presented by the Archbishop of Canterbury 
to this Prebend and was installed 19.5.1573. 

The Prebendary of Carlton with Dalby, John Dean, was 
appointed 13 . 1 , 1551 / 2 . He died and John Worden compounded for the 
Tirst fruits 8,12.1564, John Dean also held the living of Burston 
St,Mary, Norfolk, from 24.5.1550 till death; also St.Bartholomew, 
Smithfield, London, 1540 - 1563 . His Will ( 1563 ) is P.C.C ,36 Chayney. 

The Prebendary of Carlton with Thurlby, Richard Taylor, 
was appointed 19.9.1553* He died and Thomas Woke was appointed 20 , 

9.1573. 

The Prebendary of Centum Solidorum, John Cotterell, was 
appointed 15.12.1555* He died and Samuel Todd was appointed 31*3. 

1572 , For Cotterell, see diocese of Bristol, where he was Archdeacon, 

The Prebendary of Clifton, John Broke, was appointed 
14 , 6 . 1550 . Still here in 1561 and,was succeeded by Robert Hovenden. 

The Prebendary of Corringham, Francis Mallet, was 
appointed 28 , 1 , 1357 . He died and John Aylmer succeeded on 26.4,1571.

The Prebendary of Crackpole St,Mary, William Binsley, 
was appointed 8,8.1555. He died in 1569 and was buried in Peter¬ 
borough Cathedral 20,10,1569 where he was Archdeacon of Northamp¬ 
tonshire.

30.1.1546. He died in 1573i being succeeded by Robert Condal. 

The Prebendary of Empingham, Roger Dalyson, was appointed 

27 . 10 . 1554 . He died in 1566 still in possession. For Dalyson, see 
Precentor. 

The Prebendary of Farrendon, Robert Cressy, was appoin¬ 
ted 18 , 2 . 1558 / 9 * He was still in possession in 1574 and was succee¬ 
ded 19 . 9.1581 by John Pratt, 

The Prebendary of Gretton, John Westhouse, was appoin¬ 
ted 16 , 3 . 1542 / 3 . He died and Thomas Bickley was appointed 9.1. 

1572/3. 

The Prebendary of Lafford, John Herde, was appointed 
30 . 8 , 1557 . He was still here in 158 O, having been ordained 1 . 6 . 

1564 and holding also the Prebend of. South Newbold in York Minster. 

The Prebendary of Leighton Buzzard, Gabriel Ifliite, was 
appointed 14,3.1558/9. He resigned and was succeeded by Christopher 
Toldervey 17 . 6 . 1583 . 

The Prebendary of Liddington, Richard Barber, was appoin¬ 
ted 1 . 10 , 1552 . He was still in possession in 158 O, and died in 
1589 . Barber took the degree of LL.B in 1540 but when presented to 
this stall was only in minor orders as an Exorcist, By the first 
year of Elizabeth he was in higher orders,. He subsequently was 
Archdeacon of Leicester (q.v), retaining this Prebend, 

The Prebendary of Louth, Roger Bromhall, was appointed 

24 . 8 . 1554 . He died in 1568 and was succeeded by John Bullingham. 
Bromhall also held Branston, Lincolnshire and Warboys, Hunting¬ 
donshire. 
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The Prebendary of Marston St.Lawrence', Thomas 
Stempe, was appointed 8o8.1555« He:,died and Edmund Cole- 
peper was appointed 21,2,158o/l.rdStempe also held a stall (the 8th) 
at Winchester. 

The Prebendary of Milton Manor, William Stocker, 
was appointed 5<»7«>1557<> He was still here in 1576. 

The Prebendary of North Kelsey, Edmund Wilde, 
was appointed l 6 .12.1553« He was-still here in 1561 but 
by 1572 Edward Archpole was Prebendary. 

The Prebendary of St.Crucis, Spaldwick, Richard 
Hopkins, was appointed 6.3.1556/7, He'was still in posses-' 
sion in 1561 and was succeeded by Nicholas Morice. 

The Prebendary of Scamblesby, Edward Williamson, was 
appointed 28.7.1543» He was still here in 1561 and Thomas Bulling- 
ham was appointed 22.7«1564. ■ 

The Prebendary of South Scarle, Christopher Sugden, died 
and John Porrey was appointed 2 . 2 . 1561 / 2 . 

The Prebendary of Sexaginta Solidorum, William Sapcote, 
was appointed 25-4.1552. He died 9.9.1568 and was buried in the 
cathedral. Sapcote was the brother of Henry Sapcote (ob.1533)» "the 
chapter clerk. He was rector of St.Peter at Arches (l540-1566) 
and Vi/addington, Lincolnshire (FF 30.6.1548-1565). He died 9.9-1568 
and . was buried in the cathedral. - 

The Prebendary of Stow in Lindsey, John Green, was appoin¬ 
ted 11 . 10 , 1547 . He died and John Hyron was appointed 21.1.1559/60. 

- . The Prebendary of Stow Longa, George Beaumont, was appoin¬ 

ted 22.2.. 1558 / 9 . He was here in 1561 . and John Flower was appointed 

9.1.1571/2. ■■ . ■ 

The Prebendary of Sutton in Marisco, John Brereton, was 
here in 1561 . He died and. John Sparke■was appointed 7.3.l58l/2. 

The Prebendary of Thbrngate, John Stoytt, was appointed 
8 . 12 . 1554 . He died and John Barefoote was appointed 20. 8 . 1582 . 

The Prebendary of Welton Beckhall, Robert Tayler, was 
appointed 7.3.1556. He was succeeded by John Robinson on l4.7.1573. 

The Prebendary of Welton Painshall, George Morrison, was 
appointed 1.10,1549. John Farmerie succeeded on 23.3.1578/9. 

The Prebendary of Welton Ryval, Anthony Maxwell, was 
appointed 12.11.1553* He was here in 1561 and was succeeded by 
Edward Chippingdale 19-9.1571. 

The Prebendary of Welton Westhall, John Warner, was 
appointed 28.10.1555* He was here in 1561 and was succeeded by 
Ethelbert Burdett 2.4.1565. John Warner was Dean of Winchester, 

1559-1565. 

In sending in his report to the Privy Council on 25*10. 
1577) the Bishop, Thomas Cooper, remarks:- "My Diocese is longe; 

it can not be. but there are. some lurkers unlcnown to me, whom I. 

trust this your honorable care v;ill bringe to lighte; then will I 
not fayle, god willinge, to make them- thorowlie knowen". The Bishop 
was right; Lincoln diocese was long. It stretched from the H^unber 
to the Thames, Thus, in making his-return of prominent lay Catholics, 
Cooper wa.s at a marked disadvantage. 

The diocese became reformist ea.rly, yet there naturally 
remained Catholic enclaves in the remoter parts. One must also 
remember that the families who appear in the state archives are 
the failures at concealment - or those who disdained to conceal. We 
will now attempt a brief summary of the more famous names in Lincoln 
diocese who resisted the new state religion. 

Lincoln county contains few nanes, but those who appear 
are famous in history. First must.be mentioned the Dymoke family 
of Scrivelsby Court, near Horncastle. The -estate ca.me to the family 

/in the thirteenth century 
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in the thirteenth century by marriage with a daughter 
of the famous feudal house of Marmion; with the manor of Scrivel- 
sby came the office of Grand Champion of England, an honour that 
had previously been held by the Marmions, and before them, the 
Despencers. The Dymoke family remained Catholic for many years and 
suffered accordingly. The Sir Robert Dymoke mentioned in Cooper's 
report was the son of Sir Edward Dymoke by Anne, daughter of Sir 
George Talboys, Robert died a prisoner of religion 12.9.1580, aged 
about 43 years old; he was paralysed. By his wife Bridget (daugh¬ 
ter and coheir of Edward Fiennes, Earl of Lincoln) he had issue, 
including Sir Edward Dymoke, who. officiated as King's Champion at 
the coronation of King .James I. 

The Tyrwhitt family (who remain Catholic to this day) 
were domiciled in several places but their main seat was Kettleby 
in the parish of Bigby in the north of the coimty. In a 1586 report 
on recusants in Lincoln county are the words:- "William Tyrwhitt 
is in Kent" (*). This was not strictly true, as will be seen from 
the chapter on the diocese of Chichester; William Tyrwhitt was in 
Sussex. However, since his house was only half a mile from the 
Kent boundary, the misinformation is understandable. 

The Tyrwhitt family acquired the manor of Etchingham- 
cura-Salehurst by the marriage, before 1546, of Sir Robert Tyrwhitt 
with Elizabeth Oxenbridge, daughter of Sir Goddard Oxenbridge of 
Brede, Sussex (for this family see diocese of Winchester). Eliza¬ 
beth was probably the only one of the Oxenbridge family, at this 
period, to be a Protestant; certainly Sir Robert Tyrwhitt describes 
her as "not sane in divinity, but half a scripture woman". Her con¬ 
version to the new religion was due to her being lady-in-waiting 
to Queen Katharine Parr and part of the Protestant Court of Edward 
VI; upon the misconduct of Kate Ashley she received the custody of 
Princess (later Queen) Elizabeth on 17.2.1549* The defection of 
this one female Oxenbridge in no way affected the Tyrwhitt family. 

Sir Robert died in 1581 , and his wife enfeoffed her son 
William who, as a Roman Catholic, was imprisoned in the Tower for 
attending Mass at his sister's marriage. It was this William Tyr-, 
whitt referred to in the report of 1586 . At least one of Sir 
William's sons was buried at Etchingheun - George, on 10,4,1590. 

William Tyrwhitt's son, Robert, succeeded his father in 
1591 . He was in trouble for marrying Lady Bridget Manners, aged 
16 , eldest daughter of the Duke of Rutland, without the Queen's 
consent. One of his sons by this lady, Rutland, was buried at 
Mountfield, not far from Etchingham, on 22 , 11 .l 601 . The reason for 
the burial here instead of at Etchingham can be guessed at. Glot- 
tingham Castle, situated at the extreme end of Etchingham parish, 
formed part of the monor of that place; it was but a mile from 
Mountfield church, whereas it is three and a half from Etchingham, 
Although the castle has been demolished for at least one hundred 
and fifty years, it was almost certainly habitable in the l 6 th 
century (**); remote even today, it would be a suitable site for 
clandestine masses to be said. 


(*) In fact, we know that the owner of the manor of Iridge in 
Salehurst parish (now in the parish of Hurst Green), a John 
Wildegos, let his house to "Mr.Tyrwhitt, a noted recusant" 
and lived himself in Wales, then the most Catholic part of 
the realm, 

(**) A fact proved by the recent excavation of the site by the 
Robertsbridge Archaeological Society. In the Society's 
journal 'Recologea Papers' (Vol.2., No. 3 ) is a report of 
the work on the site which mentions the finding of qDottery 
of late 16 th - early iVth century date, which presupposes 
habitation at that period. M. A. Lower, writing in 187 O, 
states: "Glattingham is another reputed manor. In a wood 
upon it, called the Castle Wood, remains of an ancient 
moated mansion were traceable not long since. The site, with 
a few acres of land, though locally in Mountfield, belongs 
to the parish of Etchingham".-Nowadays it is in the parish 
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Sir Robert died in 1620, when the property at Etchingham 
devolved upon his eon, William. This V/illiam must have'sold the 
estate almost immediately, to settle debts occasioned by repres¬ 
sive religious legislation; certainly a Sir Richard V/eston C***) 
held it in 1628,■ 

I have traced the descent of this manor in some detail 
because the existence of the.-Tyrwhitts in Sussex is not generally 
known, and it illustrates the lengths to which 16th century 
Catholics had to go to escape the-attentions of the,Crown in the 
practice of their religion. 

Other Catholic families in Iiincolnshire were the Yaxleys 
(****) of Boston, Thirableby (*****) of Irnham, Knight of Kingerby, 
Townley of Wocton, Morley of Newton, Yarborough of Yarborough and 
Allot of Stainfield. 

Leicestershire was basically Protestant, Ashby de la Zouche 
being the most Puritan of its towns; nonetheless certain names do 
appear. . r 

The Manners family, Earls and later Dukes of Rutland,- were 
hostile to the ancient religion but Francis, the 6th Earl, was 
a convert, so some degree of sympathy must be credited to them; 
but in 1560 it was certainly not so. The then Earl, wniting to 
Cecil 25-2,1560/1, remarked in a postscript:- "I do not find the 
country so forward in religion as I wish it to be. Wherefore I 
think it good ye move the Archbishop to bring some good preachers 
with him". He was speaking about the diocese of York, for which he 
was an ecclesiastical commissioner. : ■ '

is unquestionable that the Tyrwhitts lived here: sometimes - as

(***) It would be likely enough that the Tyrwhitts would have sold 
their Sussex estate to another Catholic and the Sir Richard 
Weston here referred to may well have been the man who subsequehtly 
became Earl of Portland; if so, he served as M.P for Maldon (1601), 
Midhurst (l6o4-l6ll), for Essex (1614), Arundel (l621-i622), 
Bossiney (l624-l625) and Bodmin (1626). This parliamentary career 
is significant in that the next owner of the estate was another 
parliamentarianj Sir George Strode (1583-1663), who probably 
obtained the property on V/eston*s death and died seised of it in 
1663. Richard Weston was the son of Sir Jerome V/eston of Skreens 
in Roxwell, Essex and was baptised 1.3.1576/7.at Chicheley,- Bucks, 
He was knighted 23.7ol603, created Baron Weston of Neyland 13.4.

A Catholic priest 
administered the last Rites, His son, Jerome, was a recusant,

sion to popery 28,1,1584/5; he married Elizabeth V/oodruffe 
at Boston 2.8.1582, He was a brother of Richard Yaxley.who was 
H.D.Q at Oxford 5.7.1589, 

(*****).Thimbleby of Irnham. The Thimbleby estate passed by the 

marriage of Elizabeth (daughter of Richard Thimbleby (ob. 
1622) and his wife Mary, daughter of Edward Brooksby of co.Leics) 
with Richard Conquest; 00. Bedford, to that family and thence to 
the Arundells of Wardour, co.Wilts and the Cliffords of Chudleigh, 
CO. Devon, who sold it. (Irnham Hall was a Catholic house until 
its sale in 1858 and two Roman Catholic priests are buried in the 
church). 
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More.certain names are Palmer of Kegworth and_Sir George 
Shirley of Staunton Harold. Lady Neville of Neville Holt (******) 
lent her house to the Jesuits as a missionary centre. The wives of 
Francis and George Smith of Ashby Folville were cited as recusants., 
Charles, the son of Francis Smith (who died 6 , 5 . 1629 ) was raised to 
the peerage as Baron Carrington of Wotton ( 31 . 10 .1643) and a few 
days later (4.11.1643) Viscount Carrington of Burford. Up to this 
point the family were staunch recusants; Charles himself married 
into the great recusant house of Cary11 of South Harting, Sussex. 
Another Catholic family was that of Turville of Aston Flamville. 
Robert Brooksby (******♦) married a daughter of Lord Vaux of Harrow- 
den and is often cited in the state archives as a recusant. 

The county of Bedford reveals a few names. A John Char- 
nock of Hdlcote is reported as "a man greatly noted and suspected 
in religion". The Mordaunt family had long been Catholic. Raised 
to the peerage in 1532, the family lost favour on Elizabeth's 
accession, John Mordaunt ( 1508 - 1571 ), the second Baron, married 
firstly (about 1526) Ela, daughter of John FitzLewis of West Horn- 
don, Essex; she died 2.6.1543. Two years later he married Joan, 
widow of Robert Wilford of London; she was a Fermor of Easton Neston, 
Northamptonshire. John Mordaunt died in 1571 ^^ad his widow married 
Sir Thomas Kempe of Chilhara, Kent, In 1577 she is referred to as 
"a verie obstinate woman". 

Other Catholic families were Fortescue of Eyworth, 

Skroges of Renhold, Catelayne of Dunton and Brudiman of Tingrave 
(or Tingrith). In the 1577 report, mention is also made of William 
Spenser (********)^ Gentleman, "who is allwayes in howse with hys 
father in lawe Sir Waldo Lake att Caple" (Sir Waldo Lake, or Sir 

Walter* Lake, was buried’.at Wilshamstead, hear'Bedford, 14.1.1610, 

Will dated 25.6. 1610 , proved 4.2.l6lO. His wife was Anne, daughter 
of Robert Bulkeley of Hants. Whatever religious allegiance the 
Lakes had in the l 6 th century, in the I 7 th they were Presbyterians). 
Also thought worthy of mention is "one Adkynson, an olde papyste 
preste, a verye evill man, who ys always ether with Mr,Richard 
Conquest of Houghton by Ampethill, or else with Mr.V/ylliam Hewett - 
ye keper of the lytell parke of Ampethyll". Thomas Atkinson is 
treated xinder the parish entry of Highara Gobion; 'Houghton by 
Ampethill' is what we now know as Houghton Conquest, slightly to 
the east of the Ao.4l8, north of Ampthill. (Richard Conquest married 
Dorothy, daughter of Robert Hewett of Ampthill, co,Bedford, He died 
28 . 11.1617 and was buried the same night; she was buried 7 . 3 .l 602 , 
both at Houghton Conquest, It was Richard's son, another Richard, 
who married Elizabeth Thimbleby at Irnham, Lincolnshire; she was 
"one of the Ladies of the Queen's Privy Chamber"). 

How successful was the established custom of the man 
being a schismatic while allowing the wife to be a recusant is borne 
out by the comment by the Bishop of Lincoln in this same 1577 report 
when speaking of the Mordaunt family:- .Mr,Wylliam Mordantes, 

who dothe hym selfe very orderlye obeye all hyr raaiesties proced- 
ynges. Therefore I touche not hys lyvinge for hys wyffes fawte". 

There is no doubt, however, that in most cases (as in this case) the 
husbands were as Catholic as their wives but for worldly reasons 
maintained the fiction of conformity. 

Buckinghamshire had several families attached to the 
ancient religion. Foremost amongst them were the Throgmortons of 
Weston Underwood (*********) - their old house was pulled down in 
1826 when they left Weston - and the Dormers of Wing (their house 

(******) Neville Holt is near Medbourne; now a school, 

(*******) Robert Brooksby. The Bishop in 1577 reports:- "but of late 
beinge convented he is contented to have service in his 
howse and to resorte to the same him self. And in deede service he 
hathe but how .harde it is for me to know whether he and his wiffe 
do in reverend manner resorte to the same yor Honors understand", 

(********) William Spenser, Gentleman, was buried at Cople l8.9,l622, 

(*********) Throgmorton of Weston Underwood. Sir George Throgmorton 
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suffered a similar-fate; on its site''stands tile house built by Leo¬ 
pold de Rothschild). 

^ The Dormer family (who still profess the Catholic faith) 
were raised to the peerage 30«6.l6l5 in the person of Robert Dormer, 
son of Sir VJilliam Dormer and his wife Dorothy, daughter of Anthony 
Catesby of Whiston, Worthants. He. married, about 1590,- Elizabeth, 
daughter of Anthony Browne, 1 st Viscount Montague. Also of this ' 
family was Jane Dormer (***=*‘*=»****.), who married the Duke of Feria, 
and left this comitry soon after the accession of Elizabeth .1. 

There were also the Giffards of Steeple Claydon, Mercer 
of Middle Claydon and Pechham of Denham, Windsor of Bradenhara, (/) 
Fit ton and Gardiner at Fulmer and not least V/illiam Byrd, the 
Father of English Music, the .pupil of Thomas Tallis,who lived at 
Harlingtoh. All these were "harbourers of papists and seminaries". 

Lesser families were Mansfield of Taplow, Penn of Penn, 

Lee of Pitstone, Hampden of Stoke Poges and Butler and Bilson of 
Brill. 

The ill-fated Sir Everard Digby ( 1578 - 1606 ) - executed for 
his part in the Gunpowder Plot - and his wife, Mary Moulsoe, who 
brought him Gayhurst, were converts of Fr.Roger Lee (for Digby, see 
Peterborough diocese). 


died 1.5.1553; his wife was Katharine, daughter of Nicholas, Lord 
Vaux (ob.

Peter Foster, Cuthbert Vaux, Thomas Metham, Thomas Parker, Thomas 
Dorman, Giles Capell,, Gregory Bell, Gilbert Branford, Edmund Hargatt, 
Thomas Hide, John Marshall,. John Fenne, Thomas Freeman, Maurice 
Chauncy, prior of the Carthusians, for him .and his convent. This 
letter to his Catholic Majesty was dated at Antwerp on 6th October, 
1571 ". This list,- a veritable roll-call of the most prominent 
Catholic clergy who preferred exile to compromise, can be found 
individually at various places in this present work. The na.me Gilbert 
Branford should, of course, be Gilbert Bourneford who can be found 
under the diocese of Bath and Wells.

(/) The Windsors were originally of Bradenham and later- of Hewell 

Grange, Tardebigge,' co.V/orcester, Sir Andrew Windsor was created 
Lord Windsor of Bradenham in 1529 and died in 1543, His wife was 
Elizabeth, daughter of William Blount, Lord Mountjoy (ob, 8 . 11 . 1534 ), 
From this marriage came William, Lord V/indsor, who died 20. 8.1558 
and was buried at Bradenham; from his union with Margaret, daughter 
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One cannot leave. Lincoln dioeese without reference to 
the strange case of Thomas Woodhouse. 

Most students of this period will be familiar with at 
least two references to this man - the note of his execution in 
"The Academy" of 15-^«1876 (A Catholic Necrology under Elizabeth) 
and the reference in Augustus Jessopp's "One Generation of a Norfolk 
House", 

Jessopp mentions Woodhouse,quoting Stonyhurst Mss,, Angl,, 

A, Voloi;- ‘ 

"Sir Thomas Woodhouse was made priest in the time of 
Queen Mary, a: little before her death, and presented to a parsonage 
in Lincolnshire, which he enjoyed not a whole year, by reason of 
the change of religion which he could not be contented to follow; 
wherefore, leaving his living, he went into Wales, where for a 
while, in a gentleman's house, he taught his sons, but could not 
continue there unless he would dissemble his conscience. He left 
that place, and within a while was taken and sent prisoner to the 
Fleet in London, etc., etc". 

He also states that he thinks Woodhouse belonged to the 
Woodhouse family of Kimberley, Norfolk, where there are monuments 
to the family in the church. 

Of Woodhouse's possession of "a pa.rsonage in Lincoln¬ 
shire" there is no documentary proof, certainly not in the episcopal 
registers of Lincoln between 15^7 and 1570, The Lincoln records at 
this time are highly defective and the absence of an institution is 
not particularly remarkable. 

Nor can we approach the matter through the visitation 
records, for Lincoln possesses nothing between a Lincoln visitation 
in 1555 and that in 1566 for the Archdeaconries of Lincoln and Stow, 

Neither Jessopp or the Stonyhurst manuscript give any 
dlue as to the locality of the parsonage that Woodhouse held. 

It is true that the bishop's.registers, of Lincoln start¬ 
ing in 1560 there are many institutions without cause of vacancy 
being stated. It is possible that Woodhouse held one of these but 
without evidence it is not possible to suggest him as incumbent of 
one of these parishes. 

The most we can say is this, that V/oodhouse was incumbent- 
of an unspecified and now untraceable living in Lincolnshire and that 
either he resigned or abandoned his living in 1559 (the latter is 
most likely on the evidence of the Stonyhurst manuscript). 

There is a reference to a Thomas Woodhouse, aged 18 , of 
Bondbye, co.Lines, being admitted 20.6.1556 as a Poor Clerk or 
Scholar ‘’of the new College or School, called the College of Thirty 
Poor Clerks"; but if Jessopp's identification is correct, this can 
hardly be the martyr, Thomas, Woodhouse, H.D.Q at Tyburn 19,6.1575<> 

The main facts seem to be that Woodhouse was first sent 
to the Fleet on l4„5,l56l and is described a.s a 'pore priest' who 
could not afford his keep and lived precariously on charity. 

In the next year while at mass he was seized and thrown 
into prison. During the plague of 1563 , Tyrrel, the warden of the 
Fleet prison, was a.llowed to remove all his Catholic prisoners to 
his house in Cejnbridgeshire. Here, knowing him to be a Catholic at 
heart, Woodhouse reproved him for eating meat in Lent. From what. 


of William Sambourn of Southcote, co,Berks, came seven sons and nine 
daughters. The eldest son, Edward, died 24,6,1574 at Spa, Germany; 
his wife was Catherine, daughter of John, Earl of Oxford. The eldest 
son of this marriage was Frederick, Lord Windsor, who died 24.12.1585« 
He was succeeded by his brother Henry (ob.6.4. 1605 ) who married Anne, 
daughter and coheir of Thomas Rivet of Chippenham, co.Cambridge. 
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has come down to us, Woodhouse seems to have been a typical English 
'John Blunt*. A straight-from-the-shoulder letter to Burghley dated 
14,11,1572 led to an interview with him, and martyrdom. 

At his execution, it is said that he was conscious when the 
hangman was groping for his heart, and spoke. He is represented in 
the paintings on the walls of the former English College chapel in 
Rome, . 

He shares with Thomas Plumtree the honour of being one of 
the few priests of Marian ordination who suffered the ultimate 
penalty, the Government's enmity normally being reserved for those 
made priests outside the country after 1559« 
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BISHOP 

THOMAS ¥ATSOH was consecrated 15.8.1557. He was deprived 
26.6.1559 and HICHOLAS BULLINGHiM was consecrated 21.1.1560. ^homas 
Watson was bom. in 1513 in the diocese of Barham, perhaps at Han 
Stinton near Sedgefield. He was educated at St.John’s College, Cam¬ 
bridge, proceeding B.A 1533/4 and M.A 1537. In 1543 he was B.D and 
in 1545 he became chaplain to Stephen Gardiner, Bishop of Winchester, 
and rector of Wyke Regis, Dorset, coii 5 >o\xnding for the first fruits 
22,9.1545. On 25.9.1553 he was commissioned by Gardiner, as Chancellor 
of Cambridge University, to inquire into the religious condition of 
the colleges. Three days later he was admitted Master of St.John’s 
College, the Protestant incumbent having fled abroad. He was created 
D.B in the following year, being incorporated at Oxford 14.4.1554. He 
was also Dean of Durham. On 7.12.1556, John White, the Bishop of Lincoln, 
having been translated to Winchester, Queen Mary issued a licence for 
filling the vacant see; Watson was elected and on the 24th of the same 
month was granted the temporalities of the see. The papal bull of con¬ 
firmation was dated 24.3.1556/7 but Watson was not consecrated until the 
August following. He was absent through ill-health from the Parliament 
in January 1 558/9 but took part in the abortive Westminster Conference 
on religion. He refused to take the oaths of supremacy and uniformity 
and was committed to the Tower; subsequently he was handed over to the 
custody of Grindal, the new Protesteint Bishop of London. Due to the 
plague then raging, he was transferred to the keeping of Coxe, Bishop 
of Ely. On 9.1.1564/5 he was again sent to the Tower. On 5.7.1574, being 
then in the Marshalsea, he entered into a bond not to 'induce any one 
to any opinion or act to be done contrary to the laws established in 
the realmi for causes of religion'; as a result, he was e.llowed to live 
with his brother, John Watson, a citizen of London. Three years later he 
was accused of abusing his liberty by suffering evil-disposed persons 
to resort to him, and was committed to the custody of the Bishop of 
Winchester, being allowed his owi Catholic attendant "uppon considera— 
cion that it is less dainger to lett one already corrupted than a sound 
person to attend uppon him". In JanTiary 1578/9 the Bishop of Winchester 
requested that Wgtson should be transferred to other quarters, and the 
Bishop of Rochester therefore became custodian of Watson. In August 1 580 
having entered into correspondence with Douai, he was committed to close 
confinement at the clerical concentration camp at Wisbech Castle. He 
died there 27,9.1584 and was buried in Wisbech parish churcli/. 

ARCHDEACOH OF BEDFORD 

MICHAEL DUHHIHG was inst 20.11.1558. He was deprived and 
RICHARD BARBER was inst 14.3.1558/9. /Running was Chancellor of Horwich, 
before obtaining this preferment. He died before 22.2.1558/^. 

ARCHDEACOH OF BUGKXHGHAM 

RICHtkRD PETRE was inst 25.5.1554. He was ejected and JOHH 
LOHGLAHD was restored (previously here 21,6.1544 to j554). /Por Petre, 
see Prebend of Dultincote, diocese of Bath and Well_^. 

ARCHDEACOH OF HUHTIHGDOH 

AHTHOHY DRiiYCOTT was inst 13.8,1543. He was deprived and 
ROBERT BEAUMOHT was inst 28.9.1560. /Draycott was educated at Oxford 
University of which he was B.A. Be took his B.C.L 3.2.1510/l, B.Can.L 
25 . 6 . 1522 , D.Can.L 21.7.1522, Principal of White Hall (afterwards 
absorbed into Jesus College), Oxford, He held much preferment in the 
midlands - Hitchin, Herts (1527-1531), Cottingham (q.v), Horthants 
( 1532 - 1560 ), Kettering (q.v), Horthants (l540—1560), Checkley, Staffs 
( 0 . 1520 — 1559 ), Wirksworth, Derby, Draycott-in—the-Moors, Staffs and 
north Wingfield, Derby. In the matter of higher preferment he held 
the Archdeaconry of Stowe for a few months (l543) before resigning it 
to take up the Archdeaconry of Huntingdon; the Prebend of Longdon (q.v) 
in Lichfield Cathedral (1556—1559), Prebend of Bedford Major (q.v) in 
Lincoln Cathedral (1539-1559), etc. He died 20.1.157jy. 

ARCHDE/kCOH OP LEICESTER 

THOM/iS ROBERTSOH was inst 5^.1540/l. He was deprived and 
RICEixRD BikRBER was inst 24.12.1560. Robertson (or Robinson) was bom 
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at Wakefield, Yorkshire and educated at Oxford University, BoA 
18,3-1320/1, li.A 6.7.1525- Fellow of Magdalen College 1531» B.i) 

1539> Master of Magdalen College School 1526-153^- He held a stall 
at Lincoln and was Treasurer of Salisbury Cathedral (l3^0-l5‘*^-8) 
and Dean of Durham (23-7-1557-1559). In the matter of parish livings 
he held Sherrington, Bucks and Bladon, Oxfordshire, as well as the 
Vicarage of Wakefield, his native place. At the accession of Eliza¬ 
beth he was deprived of all his preferment, having, on the day the 
oaths were tendered to him, "peremptorily refused" to take them,, 
underlining his hostility by the remark that "the Bishop of Rome 
ought to have jurisdiction ecclesiastical of this realm". Unwilling 
to lose the services of such a man, gave him time to reconsider his 
position. When he was again admonished to take the oaths, he 
"obstinately refused" and was deprived. His fate is unknown but 
perhaps he was the Dr.Robinson who was living in Paris 27-^.158o7-

GAWEN HODGSON was inst 14.1,l358/9- He was ejected and 
NICHOLAS BULLINGHAM was restored (previously here 22.9.1549 to 1554). 
^awen (or Owen) Hodgson was educated at Cambridge University, being 
a scholar of Queen’s College in 1535) B.A 1535/6, M.A 1538 and a 
Fellow 1535-15^7. Hodgson held much preferment up and down England 
and lost all at the accession of Elizabeth/. 

ARCHDEACON OF STOW 

JOHN HARRISON was inst 4.12.1554. He was ejected and JOHN 
AYLMER was restored (previously here 15.6.1553 to 1554). ^or: John 
Harrison, see also Althorpe, Lincolnshire and Powerstock, Dorse^t/- 

PREBEND OF ASGARBY 

WILLIAM TRESHAM was inst l6«7.1540_^ He was deprived and 
CHRISTOPHER SOUTHOUSE was inst 6.9-1560. /For Treshara, see diocese 
of Chichester, Chancellor of7. 

PREBEND OF BEDFORD MAJOR 

ANTHONY DRAYCOTT was inst 11.2.1538/9. He was deprived and 
THOMAS GODWIN was inst 28.9.1560 ^or Draycott, see Archdeacon of 
Buckingham/, 

PREBEND OF BIGGLESWADE 

GILES FORSTER was inst 9-6.155^. He was ejected and JOHN. 

MAN was restored (previously here 19,10.1542 to 1554). ^orster 
also held the parish church of Biggleswade, Bedfordshire, having 
succeeded Thomas Crosdale (6.7.1554) who in turn had succeeded 
William Segrave (13-7.1527)- Forster died soon after the accession 
of Elizabeth for at Biggleswade Richard Swalens followed him l6.5. 
1561 per mor;t 7 . ” " 

PREBEND OF CAISTOR 

STEPHEN WHITE (*) was inst 1.9.1555. He was probably deprived 
and THOMAS THURLAND was inst 29.7.1560. /Stephen li/hite was educated,' 
at St.John’s College, Cambridge, B.A 155V5) M.A 1558 , Fellow'in 
1555 . Although he retained his Hampshire living of Cheriton (q.v) 
until the statute of 1571 rendered it impossible to continue in 
possession, there is no doubt that he lost this Prebend through 
reasons of conscience/. 

PREBEND OF ICETTON 

ROBERT MANNERS was inst 22_j_8.1558. He was deprived and 
WILLIAM TODD was inst 22.5-1560. /For Manners, see Datchworth, 
Hertfordshire, diocese of London/T 

PREBEND OF KILSBY 

WILLIAM COOK was inst 23.5.155^. He was ejected and JOHN 
LONGLAND was restored (previously here 5.11.1542 to 1554). 


(*) White is thought to have been a layman. There is mention of him 
in the 1577 list of recusants, under the city of Oxford, as 
"one Stephin White, a gentleman of Hampshire with two men waiting 
on him". This is probably our man.

He 
held the Third Stall at Carlisle from 12<.5<>1542 until his vacation, 
when he was succeeded by Gregory Scott.2o5»1564. He also held the 
sinecure rectory of Gedney (q.v), Lincolnshire. His fate is not 
known but Strype's "Grindal" may hold a clue. From this we learn 
that ”the Dean, Sir Thomas Smith, was busied in the Queen's affairs 
and so was necessarily absent; . and.all the Prebendaries were ignorant 
priests, or old unlearned monks, put in at the dissolution of the 
monasteries, except one Sewel only, who was discredited by his in¬ 
constancy. .. o... o". Subsequently we learn that "one of the said 
unlearned Prebendaries was lately departed: fled abroad.perhaps to 
Louvain or some other place, as many of the Papists did". The point 
about all this is that the date is 1563 a-nd only Kirkbride could, be 
meant. The Chancellor of Carlisle, Henry Dethick (who we meet again 
in Kent.) did hot fly -until 1569- Ibe second Prebendary, John Mag- 
bray, was Vicar of Newcastle, co.Northumberland, and died in 1568 
holding this and other preferment. The first prebendary, Hugh 
Sewell, was indeed a Catholic (see Appendix 4) and the.fourth 
prebendary, Richard Brandling (appointed 12.5*1542) died possess¬ 
ing it, as we learn from the appointment of his successor, Arthur 
Key, Thus, by a process of elimination, we can be certain that it 
was Kirkbride who fled abroad, although his fate escapes m_e7»

GAWEK HODGSON was inst_10,6.1557o He was deprived and 
JOHN WATSON was inst 27,8.1560. /For Hodgson, see Archdeacon of

LORDISMAN was restored (previously here 3.7.1532-155^).

RICHARD FELL was inst 15.7.1555. He was deprived and JOHN 
WISTOWE was inst 27.7.1563. 

Higham Gobion 

THOMAS ATKINSON was inst 24.11,1557. He was deprived and 
BRIAN BYWATER,was inst 5.4.1572, /Atkinson was described in the 
Liber Corapositum in the P.R.O under date 1562 as a recusant. As 
late as 1577 he is called "an old papyste preste, a verye evyll man" 
To ascertain the exact identity of this obviously Catholic priest 
is not easy, as there were at least two men of this name living and 
holding preferment in the church at this time,,It will be necessary 
to consider them separately. The first Thomas Atkinson was a York- 
shireman. Fellow of Lincoln College, Oxford, M.A 1555; he was almost 
certainly Vicar of Sedbergh, Yorkshire and Ninfield, Sussex. He lost 
both early in 1559 o-ud was imprisoned in the Wood Street Counter 
early in Elizabeth's reign. This man is plainly and openly a Catho¬ 
lic. The second Thomas Atkinson was born at Eglingham, Northumber¬ 
land, and was a scholar of Eton from whence, at the age of 16, he 
was admitted to King’s College, Cambridge, 19.2.1525/6; left Feb¬ 
ruary 1528/9, His progress to the priesthood was leisurely, as a 
reference to the Durham episcopal registers will testify - First 
Tonsure 21.12.1532, Acolyte 29.3.1533s Sub-Deacon 7.6.1533s Deacon 
20 . 9.1533 and so on. He was collated to the rectory of Elwick on 
21 . 3.1547 and held it until 1554 when he was deprived of it for 
marriage; he recovered it in 1559 but resigned by 1562. Comment ; 

It seems a reasonable deduction that the Thomas Atkinson here men¬ 
tioned must have been the Fellow of Lincoln College, and not the 
man from Durham. This fact is sufficiently well underlined by the 
fact that this latter man was married and had children ("Catholic 
Recusancy in York" by Dom Hugh Aveling, C.R.S Monograph 2, 1970, 
p. 311 ). He was plainly a Protestant and would scarcely have been 
referred to as "a p^ste preste !:7. 

Hockcliffe 

JOHN RAMRIDGE compounded for the first fruits_30,3.l54l. 

He was deprived and LEWIS PRICE was inst 2.12.1559. /For Ramridge's 
other Bedfordshire livings, see Eversholt and Milton Bryeint. For 
biography see Coventry & Lichfield, Dean of/.

He_was deprived and 
JOHN PRICE was presented by the Crown 26 . 5 . 1563 . /Valentine Taylor 
intrudes into history much later in the century and in the early 
years of the next. He was uncle to John Robinson of Upsall, York¬ 
shire NR, who came to the English College in Rome in 1616 and said 
he was sent by his uncle whom he thinks to be still living (C.R.S., 

Rome Eesponsa27. 

Wootton 

JOHN DEWS was inst 17.5.1554. He was ejected and REGINALD 
WEST was restored (previously here to 1554).

WILLIAM PARR compounded for the first fruits 22.9.1554. 

He was ejected and JOHN FISHER was restored (previously here 1544 
to 1554 ). 

Aston Sandford 

FR^-iNCIS HALL was inst 9.3.1558. He was ejected and WILLIAM 
BILL was restored (previously here 23.2.1542 to 1554). /Hall received 
the living again 17 . 12.1560 on the death of William Bill/. 

Bradwell 

JAMES SHAW was ins_t 7.6.1551. He was deprived and THOiyUkS 
HABERLEY was inst 9.4.1578. /This entry and that of Stanton Barry 
illustrate how long a man could retain his livings although a recu¬ 
sant. Shaw was in the Gatehouse Prison as a Catholic/. 

Burnham 

GRIFFITH WILLIAMS was inst February 1558. He was ejected 
and RICHARD DAVIES was restored (previously here 1550-1554). 

Caversfield , Oxfordshire 

GRIFFITH GOUGHE was deprived and EDWARD YOUNG was inst 
13 . 6 . 1570 . 2^aversfield, although locally in Oxfordshire, belonged 
to the diocese of Lin£oln. Goughe also held Hardwick in the county 
and diocese of Oxfor^/. 

Chalfont St.Giles 

THOMAS SLYTHURST was inst 15.2.1556. He was deprived 
and RICHARD YARDLEY was inst 1559. ^or Slythurst, see Windsor, 
Berkshire, diocese of Salisbury. He was also first President of 
Trinity College, Oxford, He lost all his preferment at this time/ 



Chesham Woburn 
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JOHN PEREYN was inst 1 8 ,2,1557. He was deprived and JOHN 
SMITH was inst 5.4,1559/60. /Perrjn did not long survive his 
deprivation for he was buried at Chesham 4.9.1559. See also

RICHARD SLACKE was inst 26.10.1555. He was ejected and 
THOMAS MAKING was restored (previously here 25.1.1544 to 1554), 
/Slacke, later a Jesuit, lost all his livings at this time; see 
Belgrave, Leics and Hever, Kent, diocese of Rochester/ 

Sherington 

FRANCIS BABINGTON compounded for the first fruits 7.11. 

1559 . He fled abroad and GILES SNELL was inst 1.9.1562, ^Babington 
had previously held Adstock (q.v), Bucks, which he resigned to take 
up Sherington, He also held Holsworthy (q.v), Devon, diocese of 
Exeter, at the time of his flight abroad, as well as being Master 
of Balliol College, Oxford, Babington returned from Louvain and 
was known to be living with Lord Darcy in Yorkshire in 1564 (Dasent: 
"Acts of the Privy Council 1558-1570", p.l42). This was logical 
enough since John, Lord Darcy married Anne, daughter of Thomas 
Babington of Dethick, co.Derby.

Twyford was a living held by the Rectors of Lincoln 
College by virtue of their offic^/.

He was tried, deprived, 
imprisoned and condemned at Oxford 12.4.1554, burned at the 
stake there l6.10.1555* 

EDMUND BONNER (1553-1559) 

restored 5.9.1553 2 ind deprived 30.5.1559. Died in 
the Marshalsea prison 5.9.1569. 

EDMUND GRINDAL (1559-1570) 

consecrated 21.12.1559? translated to York 1570 and 
to Canterbury 15.2.1576. He died 6.7.1583. 


The diocese of London comprised the county of Middlesex, 
the county of Essex and part of Hertfordshire, 

The first year of Elizabeth saw the removal of the Bishop, 
the Dean, the Archdeacons of Colchester, Essex, London, Middlesex 
and St.Albans, the Treasurer and nineteen prebendaries. All these 
are listed separately. Those who conformed are as follows:- 

The Precentor, Henry Hervie, was appointed 28,4,155^» 

He died and John Duport was appointed 29»4.1585» Hervie-was the 
son of Robert Hei*vie of Stradbrook, Suffolk. He was Rector of 
Littlebury, Essex, Archdeacon of Middlesex 9«5»'I551 to a.nd 

a Prebendary of Ely and Lichfield, - 

The Chancellor, John Watson, was appointed 7,2,1557/8. 

He held the office xintil his consecration as Bishop of Winchester 
(15»9 o 1580) when William Whitaker was appointed 1.10,1580, Watson, 
whose other offices included the Deanery of V/inchester, died 25o 
1 . 1585/4 and was buried in Winchester Cathedral (*), 

The Prebendary of Caddington Major, Peter Vannes, was 
appointed in April 1542, He held the stall until his death and 
John Young was appointed 5«5«1564. A note on Vannes will be found 
under Salisbury, where he was Dean, 

The Prebendary of Caddington Minor, John Soraer, was 
here 23.7.1559 and from some date prior to this, probably 1554. 

He died and George V/all vias appointed 7.1.1573/4. John Somer was 
an B.A 1528 , M.A 1533 , B,D 1543, all of Oxford. He held the 8 th 
stall in St.George’s Chapel, Windsor, 18.10,1554 to his death and 
a Prebend at Lincoln. He was Rector of Stoke Hammond, Bucks 15*9. 

1545 to his death and Rector of Stanlake, Oxon from FF 22.1.1542/3, 
resigned 1562 . He was also a Prebendary of Wells. He died 28.11, 

1573 a-nd was buried in St,George's Chapel, Windsor. 

The Prebendary of Chamberlainwood, John Weale, was 
appointed l4.12.1558, He died and Thomas Drante was appointed 
2 , 7 . 1569 . Weale was Rector of All Hallows the Great 12,5.1543 to 
his death, and of St.Mildred, Poultry 4,6.1541, also until his 
death. His Will dated 16 . 6 . 1569 , proved 23.7.1569 is extant; in 
it he desires to be buried at All Hallows "before my Stall in the 
Queare". 

The Prebendary of Ealdstreet, John Warner, was appointed 
30 . 4 , 1547 . He died and Richard Rogers was appointed 25.10.1566. 
Warner held much preferment, including the Rectory of Hayes, Middle¬ 
sex, from 14,10.1557 to 1565 . He also held Prebends at Winchester, 
Salisbury, Ely and Lincoln. He died 21,3.1564/5 and was buried in 
the chancel of Great Stanmore church, Middlesex, 

The Prebendary of Hoxton, Hugh Evans, was appointed 
14 . 12 , 1558 . He resigned and John Duffield was appointed 28.2,1579/ 
80 . Evans was Dean of St.Asaph 26.4.1560 until his death in 1587, 
when he was buried in his cathedral. Among his livings may be 
mentioned those of Northop, Flint and Cerrig-y-Druidion, Denbigh¬ 
shire. 

The Prebendary of Islington, Elizeus Ambrose, was appoin¬ 
ted 16 . 11 . 1537 . He died and Richard Fletcher was appointed 30.9. 

1572 . Ambrose, a little known but interesting man, held the follow¬ 
ing preferment:- Vicar of Ormskirk, Lancashire, 28.1.1537/8; held 
till death. Dean of Battle, Sussex, 3.7.1545, held till death. 

Rector of Borough Green, Cambridgeshire, compounding for the first 
fruits 11.8.1537; held till death. He had previously had other 
preferment, including the Rectory of Eversley, Hants, which he 
resigned in 1546, Although he witnesses one or two V/ills at Battle 
in 1545-, he resided for the most part in Lancashire, and was buried 
at Ormskirk in that county 1.6,1572. He did not appear at the first 
Elizabethan visitation. He was married and was succeeded by Richard 
Ambrose at Ormskirk in 1572. A William Ambrose was Vicar in l489; 
and a Henry Ambrose in 1615 . 


(*) As Bishop of Winchester he earned the title of 'Bishop of much 
lenity' in his dealings with Catholics, 
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The Prebendary of Oxgate, John Braban, was appointed 19*12. 
1555* He died and Ednrond Bunny was appointed 20.3.1564/5. Braban was rec¬ 
tor of St.Mchael's, Crooked Lane, London, 22.4.1554 but had gone before 
1560, probably by resignation. He was also rector of Stanford Dingley, 
Berkshire, diocese of Salisbury, 1-2.6.1561 till death. 

The Prebendary of ¥illesden,. Willian Saxey, was appointed 
20.8.1533. He died and Willian Gravett was appointed 28.7.1567. Saxey 
was educated at Oxford, obtaining his B.C.L 1526., B.Can.L 1530. He 
was Treasurer of St,Paul’s 26.6.1 559» held till death.. His parish livings 
included Pornhan All Saints,. Suffolk, 9.1.1538/9, Suransconbe, Kent, 1546, 
and St.Hicholas, Guildford, Surrey, 31.5.1546; held all till death. He 
lived at Sirmnsconbe and was buried there 1.7.1567. 

At Elizabeth’s accession there were three prebends vacant - 
Browneswood (where Henry Wotton had resigned), Kentish Town (where 
George Lilly had .died) and Portpool, where Edmund Brygotte had died. 

The lay opposition to the Elizabethan settlement of religion 
within the diocese did not survive as long as in other parts of the 
realn less susceptible to the close scrutiny of the authorities. Hone— 
theless, the 1577 returns of those not attending their parish church 
contain nany nanes and sufficiently attest that the Protestant victory 
at this date at least was not conplete. 

As far as the names given for the City of London are con¬ 
cerned, I have thought it convenient to pass lightly. A large number of 
those listed are described as "very poor people and naught ViTorthe". This 
in no way diminishes their worthiness but they are not of general inter¬ 
est. Of the more wealthy, ’The Ladie Gilford’(*) is listed under St. 
Margaret, Queenhithe ’valued at one hundred pwndes in Landes'; Willian 
Gage and his wife appear at Allhallowes on the Wall; the famous Dr. 

Edward Atslow (**) is listed at St.Olaves in Silver Street, ’valewed 
at one hundred poundes in gooddes'; Sebastian Wescott, ’maister of the 
children of Paules ch\irch’, is listed under St.Gregories, by Powles, 
similarly valued; and finally ’Doctor Baker, late provost of Kinges 
colledge in Cambridge’ appears at St,Gyles without Criplegate, 'valewed 
at fiftie poundes in gooddes’. 

Only four names, appear in the return for the Archdeaconry of 
St.iilbans, being part of the county of Heirfcfordshire (the other part, 
being contained in the diocese of Lincoln, which see) and only two more 
for the small part of Hertfordshire being within the Archdeaconry of 
Middlesex. Of these six entries, that listing 'Mr.iinthony Throckmorton' 
qriH his wife is the most interesting; this gentleman is ’valewed at one 
thowsand poundes in landes & gooddes to be solde’; 'Mr.John Chapman and 
his wife’ lived at Ware, where he ’may dispend fortye poimdes in landes 
■jjy yeere & better: And his moveable gooddes are valewed at fortie poundes" 

The Archdeaconry of I-hddlesex a.lso contained the county of 
Middlesex, and several names appear here — Henry Cole, Doctor of law, is 
listed at Ealing; the wife of Doctor Story ’late executed at Tybome' at 
Uxbridge (her valuation is ’nothing worth’); ’the wife of William^Bird 
(■K**) «one of the gent.of her maiesties chappell' appears at Harlington; 
’Thomas ffitzharbert, gent., now in prison with the Bishop of London; a 
dangerous man to be abrode' is given under Fulham, and fiaalxy Sir ^Gil¬ 
bert Dethick (****)(?1519~1584) appears at Stepney where he 'may dis— 
pend c markes by the yeere'. Dethick was Garter King of Arms. 


(■^O Doubtless of the family of Ghldeford, for so long domiciled at 
Hemstead, Benenden, co.Kent, now a famous girls’ school. The name 
is now perpetuated in the Sussex parish of East Guldeford where was 
the bulk of their land; they were still holding the estate in 1715 
(Estcourt & Payne; "English Catholic Hon-Jurors", p.265). 

(*-x-) Edward Atslow was educated at Winchester and Hew College, Oxford. 
Proceeded M.A., Fellow of Hew College, Doctor of Physic 22.8. 

1:562. Married at Stokn Hewington, co.Middlesex, 2.1:1.1573, Frances 
Wingfield. He was dead by 28,5.1594. A zealous Catholic, he was in 
the Tower for religion's sake. His brother, Luke, also a Fellow of 
Hew College and M.A was deprived in 1559 for refusing to conform. 
The family home was Dawnham Hall, Essex. His son, Henry, died on 
26.5.1.622. 

(***) William Byrd died 4.7.1623, probably at Stondon Massey, Essex 
(see D.H.B). 
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A small part of the county of Essex was also included in 
the Archdeaconry of Middlesex, In this fragment we find at Much 
Hallingbury (or Great Hallingbury as it is now known) Edward Parker, 
Esquire, and his entire family and servants; and 'My Ladie Barring¬ 
ton' (*) at Hatfield Broad Oak, besides recalcitrants of lower status. 

The bulk of the cotinty of Essex was also included in the 
Archdeaconry of that name, and in the Archdeaconry of'Coichester, 

In the former Archdeaconry we find the most famous Catholic family 
in Essex, the Eetres (**) of Ingatestone; at Mountnessing, the 
family of Christopher Archer, Gent; the Paschal! fqmily of Great 
Baddow; Sir Henry Tyrrell at Downhara (***); Edmund Church, Gent,, 
at Ramsden Belhouse; Thomas Hayles and his family at Walthamstow; 
and at South Benfleet we find, surprisingly enough, John Garrett, 
the Vicar, who had' been appointed, as, long, ago as l 5 o 3 «l 56 Po': 


(****) Sir Gilbert Dethick died 3.10,1584 and was buried at St.Benet, 
Paul's Wharf, He was twice married - (l) Anne, daughter of 
Leonard Petersen (there were three sons from"this union) and (2) 

Jane, daughter of Richard Duncurabe of Moreton, cOoBucks. His three 
sons were Nicholas, Windsor Herald; William, Garter King of Arms 
( 1543 - 1612 ) and Henry, Chancellor of Carlisle Cathedral, Whether 
the last named was a Catholic is open to doubt. It is true that in 
1569 he abandoned his preferment in England and went abroad; it is_ 
equally true that on 8,10,1579 be was at Douai but in 1580 he was 
at Rome (C,R,S,, 53).

One cannot leave the lay Catholics of Essex without refer¬ 
ring to the Wiseman and Southcote families. 

The V/isema.ns lived at V/imbish; their home, Braddox or 
Broadoaks (now Broadoaks Farm) stands to the left of the A ,130 
between Thaxted and Saffron V/alden. 

. They had been settled in Essex for centuries; they had 
held the estate called Billocks, at Northend in the parish of 
Great Waltham, since the reign of Edward IV, In 1351 Braddox came 
into the possession of John Wiseman, Esquire, of Felsted, His son 
Thomas was the husband of Jane, wellknown to students of recusant 
history as "the widow Wiseman". 

William, their eldest son, married Jane, daughter of Sir 
Edmund Huddlestone; they had issue, John, Dorothea and Winifred, 
John married Mary, daughter of Sir Roland Rydgetey; the issue,of 
this union was Lucy and Elizabeth, and an only son, Aurelius , 
Piercy Wiseman, who was killed in a duel in London, 168 .O, 

It was Thomas and Jane Wiseman, however, who are the chief 
interest to l 6 th century history. I have mentioned their eldest 
son, William, who inherited Braddox, There were three others; the 
first, Thomas, entered the Society of Jesus in Rome at the age of 
24 ( 26 , 5 , 1592 ) under the assumed name of William Starkie, and died 
at St.Oraer four years later. The second, Robert Vifiseman, died in 
Belgium in battle, and the third, John, also entered the Society o,f 
Jesus under the assumed name of Robert Standish, He died, still a 
novice, in 1592 , 

The story of the Wiseman family's persecution can be read 
in the State Papers but in order fully to understand the barbarity' 
with which Catholics were treated in this 'golden age' we must 
consider the case of the famous Jane Wiseman. As we have seen, she 
had done her duty to the world by producing a large and united 
family. In fulfilling her duty ,to her Church, she came close to 
martyrdom, living a life of acute peril; her story can still be 
read with profit by Catholics, living in this more tolerant age, 
when widespread indifferentism enables them to perform their' 
religious duties in freedom and comfort, 

If/hen the time for courage came, Jane’Wiseman was not at 
Braddox; she was living on the Wiseman estate at Great V/altham, On 
Fr.John Gerard's recommendation she went to live there and main¬ 
tained a priest, "in order that so noble a soul, and one' so ready 
for good deeds, might be a profit not only to herself, but to many, 
as in fact she became. Her house was a retreat .and no small protec¬ 
tion both to ours and to other priests". 

It was in 1398 that she refused to plead guilty to a charge 
of harbouring Fr,Jones alias Buckley, the Franciscan martyr.,. For . . 
this she was condemned to the barbaric punishment of 'Peine Forte 
et Dure'.' The actual indictment, handed down 30.6,1398, is here 
repeated, in all its frightfulness:- 


his wife, Elizabeth (ob.23.2,1335) 1 daughter of Christopher'Wilkin?- 
son. Their first son, Robert, married Joan, daughter of John Bassett 
but died 30,3»1535 without issue. The second son, Thomas (born 1311; 
died 27 . 10 . 1538 ) married three times and the Brian Darcy here 
referred to was the issue of.the third marriage to Elizabeth, the 
daughter of Sir John Heydon, widow of Robert Bedingfield (she died 
23-8.1359). Brian himself lived at Tiptree and died 23,12,138?; 
his wife was Bridget, daughter of John Corbet of Sproughton, co, 
Norfolk, From the union there was issue three sons and two daughters 
Robert and Thomas died young but John (born 1360 ) married Dorothy, 
daughter of Thomas Audley of Bere Church, co.Essex. 
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"The sentence is that the said Jane Wiseman shall be led 
to the prison of the Marshalsea of the Queen’s Bench and there naked 
except for a linen cloth about the lower part of her body, be laid 
upon the ground, lying directly on her back: and a hollow shall be 
made under her head and her head placed in the same; and upon her 
body in every part let there be placed as much of stones and iron 
as she can bear and more; and as long as she shall live, she shall 
have of the worst bread and water of the prison next her; and on 
the day she eats, she shall not drink, and on the day she drinks, 
she shall not eat, so living until she die". 

In this way did Margaret Clitherow of York die for her 
religion, and in this way, we need not doubt, Jane V/iseman confi¬ 
dently expected to die; for it was standard procedure for those 
refusing to plead in a capital matter. If I call Jane Wiseman's 
courage sublime it is because she made her decision not to plead 
fully aware of the consequences; in modern parlance, she went into 
it with her eyes fully open. The reason is not far to seek; those 
suffering this barbaric death could transmit their estates to their 
children, whereas those found guilty forfeited their estates to the 
Crown. 

In the event, however, Jane ¥isema.n was not allowed to 
endure unto death, as had her co-religionist, Margaret Clitherow. 

On account of her rank and good name, the Queen's Councillors 
wouod not let such an enormity he practised in London. Bistead she 
was left in prison until the accession of James I, when she was 
released; the indomitable old lady then returned to her home and 
continued to bring succour to the priests of her Church. 

The Southcote family lived at Witham Place, near Brain¬ 
tree, from about 1687 to 1727 ; they had, however, owned the estate 
from 1575 a-ad made frequent visits there. 

The first Southcote 'to be connected with Witham was Judge 
John Southcote (c. 151 I- 1585 )> who bought the property in 1575» His 
son, John (c.1553-1637) married Magdalen, daughter of Sir Edward 
Waldegrave of Borley (she died 8,9»1598 and was buried at Borley). 

Sir John Southcote (c. 1617 - 1685 ) occurs in a list of 
Essex papists in 168 O, He was a famous royalist and married Eliza¬ 
beth, daughter of Walter, Lord Aston of Tixall, co.Staffs. She died 
25 . 1 . 1685/6 and was buried at Witham. 

Subsequently the estate passed to the equally Catholic 
Stourton family; they sold it in 1800 . This rallying point of the 
Faith from the late l 6 th to the l 8 th century was dismantled about 

1850 . 

Lastly we treat of the Waldegrave (*) family of Borley, a 
village that in more recent times has received notoriety in a matter 
totally unconnected with ecclesiastical history (**), 


(*) The descent of the Waldegraves of Borley was as follows. Sir 
Edward Waldegrave (ob.l 561 ) married Frances Nevill; she died 
8 . 10.1599 and was buried at Horley. They had issue:- Charles (born 
1550 ); he had theestates of Stanninghall and Chewton Mendip, co. 
Somerset. There were 3 daughters - ( 1 ) Mary, wife of John, Lord 
Petre of Writtle; (2) Catherine, wife of John Gawen of Devonshire; 
and ( 3 ) Magdalen, wife of John Southcote of Witham. The other son, 
Nicholas, inherited Borley; he died 19 . 6 . 1621 . His wife was Cath¬ 
erine, daughter of Winstan Browne of Roding Abbess; she brought 
him the manor of Langenhoe. Their only son, Philip, married Mary, 
daughter of Richard White of Hutton, It was their son John's son 
Philip who brought the Borley line to an end, dying in London on 
24 , 2 . 1720/1 and being buried at St.Pancras, 

(**) The celebrated haunt, made famous by that journalist of 

genius Harry Price (l88l-1948) in his two books "The Most 
Haunted House in England" (Longmans, 1940) and "The End 
of Borley Rectory" (Harrap, 1946). These books contain much 
on the Waldegraves. Seven years after his death, an attempt 
was made to debunk Price and his work at Borley by Dingwall, 
Goldney & Hall in their "The Haunting of Borley Rectory" 
(Duckworth, 1955). For a fanciful historical hypothesis of 
this haunt, see this writer's "The Case of the Vanishing 
Gentlewoman" (Southwark Record, Aug/Sept., 1961 ). 



I have treated this family in the chapter on Bath & Wells 
in respect ,of. their estate at Chewton Mendip in Somerset, which 
they had held since 155 ^o 

The Waldegraves had not owned Borley long when they became 
virtually the first lay victims of the Elizabethan terror. Henry 
VIII. had granted the estate to Sir Edward Waldegrave in 15^6; he was 
the son of John Waldegrave of nearby Sudbury and Bures. Their home - 
Borley Hall - still stands (a I7th century house) near, the river 
Stour; it was here that was enacted a drama, so typical of the 
Elizabethan police state, that some account of it must be given here. 

Sir Edward Waldegrave was a consistent man.. In this he 
was unlike many of his contemporaries, who bent with the prevailing 
wind. In 1551 he had gone to the Tower for refusing to inform the 
Princess (later Queen) Mary that Mass must not be said in her house¬ 
hold. This was when she was living at Copt Hall, Epping. Now, in 
1561 he was to go there again for ignoring the Acts of Supremacy 
and Uniformity. 

On 8 . 4.1561 Dr.John Ramridge (who we meet elsewhere in 
these pages in his various livings and preferments) celebrated Mass 
at Borley Hall in the prescence of Sir Edward and his wife Frances 
(Wevill), his sister Anne, his servants Thomas Wyborde and Edmund 
Clarke, and his falconer, William Alwyn alias Stephen and others. 

For this Sir Edward and his lady, together with Ramridge, were 
committed to the Tower of London 20.4.1561. On 5 , 6.1561 they v/ere in 
court at Brentwood where the indictment read that Ramridge had 
"at Borley in the county of Essex, voluntarily said, used and cele¬ 
brated one private Mass, against the form of a certain statute in 
a parliament begun and holden at Westminster, on the 23 rd January 
in the reign of our lady the new queen, and then and there prorogued 
until the 25 th day of the same month, and then■contined from the 
same 25th day of January to and until the 8 th day of May then next 
following, made and provided, and against the peace of the queen, 
her crown and,dignity, Ind that Edward Waldegrave of Borley afore¬ 
said, in the coimty aforesaid, knight, Frances and others, on the 
said 8 th day of April at Borley aforesaid, at the time of the 
celebration of the Mass aforesaid, were present during the aforesaid 
Mass, and maintaining and comforting the said John Ramridge the Mass 
aforesaid to say and celebrate against the form of the statute afore¬ 
said, and against the peace" etc, etc, etc. 

The upshot of this was that Sir Edward and the Lady Frances 
were fined 100 marks or be imprisoned for the space of six months. 

In the event. Sir Edward died in the Tower 1.9.1561 before the expiry 
of his term. We know he was brought back to Borley for burial (*) 
and we may speculate on the influence involved in getting the cortege 
on the road from London to Borley. Then the last pull up the long 
hill from the river Stour to the church, and the staunch Catholic had 
come home for good. No doubt the recently ( 2 . 8 . 1561 ) appointed 
incumbent, William Cooper officiated at the burial. 

Sir Edward's wife, Frances, survived him by 38 years, 
marrying Chidiock Paulet, son of William, Marquis of Winchester. They 
too were Catholics. Frances was brought back to Borley and buried 
beside her first husband in 1599* Their magnificent tomb exists to 
this day in,Borley church. On the north wall is a monument to their 
third daughter, Magdalen, wife of John Southcote of Witham, She is 
shown kneeling in prayer, wearing a flat headress and ruff, with 
tight-fitting bodice and loose skirt, and a sleeveless mantle over 
her shoulders. 

The Borley Waldegraves remained loyal to the last. The last 
one, Philip, was listed as a recusant in 1715. 

The Waldegraves were not the only ones to get into trouble 
at this same assize. Among them were Sir Thomas V/harton (afterwards 
second Baron Ifliarton), the Lady Anne his wife (she was daughter of 
Robert, first Earl of Sussex), Elizabeth Gaywood, wife of Mr.Gaywood 
of Maldon, Elizabeth Worlington, Margaret V/illiams, Margaret Felton, 
wife of George Felton, Margery, a nun, and Elizabeth, Lady Hubble- 
thorne, second wife and relict of Sir.Henry Hubblethorne, Lord Mayor 
of London in 1546/7. 

(*) Previously buried in the Tower 5.9.1561 "in the Quire of the Tower 
church beside the High Altar by Torch-light" Strype, "Annals of 
the Reformation", i, 270). Also: "He was much swoln". 
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Of these, Thomas Wharton was set free in July, 15^1, but 
had to pay a fine of 100 marks and forfeited his manor of New Hall, 
Boreham; also, his son was brought up a Protestant by the state's 
nominees. Baron Wharton died in 1572 and was buried in Westminster 
Abbey. Lady Wharton died at New Hall 7 . 6 . 1561 , and lies in Boreham 
church. 

Elizabeth Worlington and Margaret V/illiaras were servants 
of Lady Wharton. Margery, a nun, was Margaret Perepointe. 

This is not the most tragic story that London diocese has 
to offer in this troubled time. That honour must surely belong to 
the Bellamy family of Uxendon Manor, near Wembley, co.Middlesex. It 
is so illustrative of the times of which we write that the recounting 
of their story in its essentials must here be undertaken. 

In our own days, when the police state is no novelty, 
when rape and political murder are held by some to be permissible 
instruments of governmental policy, we should experience no shock at 
the story of the Bellamy family in general or of Anne Bellamy in 
particular, let we do; or should. 

For here is an innocent family, traditional, orthodox, 
the backbone of the country then as now. To their door came two men 
on the run, implicated in Babington's plot. Out of compassion, they 
were fed and clothed; and by this simple act of charity the Bellamy 
family brought down on their heads all the terror and brutality of 
which a police state is capable. 

Two sons of the house, without Icnowledge of the plot, were 
killed; a third suffered torture and exile, and the aged mother died 
in prison. Punishment enough in all conscience, yet it was not enough. 

In 1592 Anne, the eldest daughter of Richard Bellamy was 
scooped up; she was 29 years old. She entered the Gatehouse prison 
on 26 , 1,1592 "with her head held high, a potential Dorothy or 
Cecilia" (Robert Southwell by Christopher Devlin (Longmans, 1956)). 
Henry More in his 'Historia Provinciae Anglicanae' ( 166 O) explains 
this to his own and probably our satisfaction: "Her youth had been 
grounded in such firm and lively faith and piety, that for religion's 
sake she was ready to defy both the horrors of prison and the 
assaults of evil men". Yes, we may accept that Anhe Bellamy was of 
the stuff from which martyrs are made; yet, as women in this situa¬ 
tion have discovered since her day, a proud faith is no bulwark 
against violence. She was to discover that heroism is well enough 
for men; but women have a special vulnerability that admits of no 
talk of equality. The inequalities of creation cannot be surmounted. 
And secret police, then as now, know well enough an infallible means 
of reducing a female prisoner to conformity. All this Anne Bellamy 
was to discover; we may imagine, but not describe, the violence by 
which her spirit was dissolved. 

She went into the Gatehouse pridefully erect in January; 
by April she was found 'in most dishonest order' and by the end of 
the month she was enceinte. "Richard Bellamy's damning indictment" 
says Devlin, "afterwards presented to the Cotincil, leaves no doubt 
that the author of the.crime was the sexagenarian Topcliffe him¬ 
self". Richard Topcliffe (l532-l6o4) that is, torturer of gipsies 
and persecutor of Catholics, one of the most infamous men spawned 
by this \msavoury period, 

Nicholas Jones, a weaver's son and servant to Topcliffe, 
seems to have made an honest women of her - if that is the phrase 
appropriate to the context - but then used her to trap the priest, 
Robert Southwell. 

This was her greatest tragedy, not that she had been 
raped - for women in all ages have recognised this as an occupation¬ 
al hazard and Anne Bellamy was not the first just as she will not 
be the last to suffer this womanly indignity - but quite simply 
that she betrayed a priest of her church. 

Nor would we omit to say that the means by which Top¬ 
cliffe and his familiar achieved, their coup was a shabby trick 



which, however, since that day has become, in its essentials, a 
classic stratagem that has been played out in every authoritarian 
state in the world. As Devlin pithily points out, its main object 
was ”the capture of Southwell, but its corollaries were to cover 
up Topcliffe's guilt and to provide Nicholas Jones with an estate, 
Anne, in her misery, was to be offered the hope of saving her 
family from all future vexation by enticing Southwell to spend one 
night under their roof, informing Topcliffe meanwhile of the time 
and hiding place. Thus, the Bellamys would be caught in a position 
where only Topcliffe's personal favour could preserve their lives 
and property. And so, well before her child was due, Anne would be 
married to Nicholas Jones - but married in church with the blessing 
of her parents, and with the rich Manor of Preston from the Bellamy 
lands as her dowry. In the event, five innocent people, three men 
and two women, died in great pain, and several others were ruined, 
in order to provide the weaver's son with a country house", 

Anne Bellamy, then, was forced not only to put the cup of 
misery and degradation to her lips, but to drink it to the dregs. 

It is a fact of history that the plot worked only too well, that 
Robert Southwell was captured at Uxendon, that at his trial Anne 
Bellamy (then Mrs.Nicholas Jones) was the only witness against him, 
and that he was H.D.Q at Tyburn 21 , 2 . 1595 » 

The foregoing tends to prove - if proof were needed - that 
the Protestantisation of this realm was carried out against the 
wishes of the bulk of its people; and that in the diocese of London 
the authorities found persons in all classes of society prepared to 
stand up for the things in which they believed. It is obvious that 
the new religion had no easy passage, despite the close surveillance 
that could be carried out in this diocese above all others. 



NOTE ON THE WESTMINSTER CHAPTER 


No mention is made in the following s-ui-vey of London 
diocese of the Westminster Chapter. This' is for‘ the simple reason 
that no secular Chapter existed at the accession of Elizabeth. 


Briefly, the Chapter of Westminster Abbey was dissolved 
27.9« 1556 , as a consequence of the decision of Queen Mary to restore 
monastic rule to the ancient abbey of St,Peter. At the moment of 
the Chapter’s extinction it was composed of the Dean, Hugh Weston 
(inst 18 . 9 . 1553 ) 3.nd twelve prebendaries, as followst-

EDMHHD BOMEE was consecrated 4.4.1540 and was deprived. 1.10.1549; 
lie was restored 5.9.1553 and was deprived 30.5.1559. EDMDHD CRUTDAL was 
consecrated 21.12,1559. ^dnund Bonner was the natural son of George 
Savage, rector of Davehham,. Cheshire, and Elizabeth Erodshan, who sub¬ 
sequently married Edmund Bonner, sawyer, of Hanley, .Worcestershire,. 

Strype, however, states that’ evidence had been found among his family 
papers that Bonner was born of lawf'ul wedlock. About the ^yea,r 1512 he 
studied at Pembroke College, Oxford (then Broadgate Hall). In 1519 be¬ 
took the degrees of Bachelor of Canon Law and Civil Law, and was ordained 
about this time. On 12,7.1525 he was admitted doctor of civil law and in 
1529 was chaplain to Cardinal Wolsejr, After the fall of the Cardinal^ ■ 
Bonner did not cease to be employed in matters of state and in■1552 he • 
was sent to Rome by Henry VIII to protest against the King’s divorce 
being cited thither by the Pope in the question of his divorce from Queen 
Catherine of Aragon, and the succeeding two years saw Bonner once again 
at the Papal Court. Back in England in 1534, Bonner received the living- 
of East Derehan, Norfolk, and on 17.10.1535 he was installed Archdeacon 
of Leicester. Following this, he was again engaged on diplomatic-activi— 
■{;x©s and in 1538 he was sent to supersede Gardiner, Bishop of Winchester, 
as Ambassador at the French Court. It seems.that Bonner’s manner on this 
embassy was such that even the mild and courteous Francis I felt it 
necessary to tell him that were it not for the love of his master, he 
(Bonner) would have had a hundred strokes from a halberd. At the begin¬ 
ning of the embassy he was appointed Bishop of Hereford (27.11.1538) but 
before he could take possession of his see, he was translated to London, 
being elected 20.10.1539. , ,- : 

At this point it is convenient to'consider the ffe-rian persecution. 
The question of Bonner’s share of . the blame for tbe persecution, in his ■ 
diocese has been belaboure.d for, centuries, from the date. of Foxe.’s highly 
coloured narrative to the present day. It is a matter of historical record 
that he had to be reprimanded by the. King and Qp.een for dismissing 
heretics too lightly. This makes out a pfima facie case for reliictance 
to. persecute, and if, as seems certain. Cardinal Pole was no friend of -, 
persecution, it is an inescapable conclusion that the impetus came from 
the Palace.. It is impossible not to see the hand of Philip of Spain; 
for Mary, Tudor though she was and possessed of her share Tudor ruth—. 
lessness, had started her reign with an exhibition of clemency that . 
certainly found no place in her half-sister’s much lauded feign, 

IfJhen Elizabeth came to the throne, Bonner, with his brother 
Bishops (excepting, of course, Anthony Eitchin of Ilandaff) declined 
the oath of supremacy, Bonner refused it on 30.5.1559 and was committed 
to the Marshalsea. There a few years later it was tendered again to him 
by Horne, the new Bishop of Winchester, On his refusal to take it, he 
was indicted of praemunire; but by his legal astuteness he raised the 
question where Horne had been validly consecrated even by statute law 
and the objection was found so important that an act had to be passed in 
Parliament to free the titles of Elizabethan bishops from ambiguity. 

The oath was never tendered to Bonner again. He.died in the Marshalsea 
5 . 9.1569 and was buried three days later at midnight-in the churchyard 
of St,George’s, Southwark, the hour being selected in order to avoid 
disturbances. The Marshalsea stood in Borough High Street in Southwark; 
both it and St,George’s were in the diocese of Winchester, 

Bonner was an able canonist and had a biting, caustic wit; he 
was quick-witted and ever ready in argument..He had a quick temper and 
probably did not suffer fools gladly. All this does not add up to Foxe s 
black-hearted monster. This picture can probably be relegated to the 
realms of fantasy. It has also been charged against, him that he used 
unclerical language; it wa.s a lusty age and this was probably, the rule 
rather than the exception. Certainly for one Catholic example, one can 
produce txTO from the Protestant side. Some of the utterances of foul- 
mouthed" Bale and James Pilkington stand by themselves. 

The best short sketch of Bonner is the sympathetic biography 
in the "Dictionaxy of National Biography" by Janes Gairdne^^. 





DEAN OF ST.PAUL»S 
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HENRY COLE was inst 11.12o1556. He was. ejected and 
WLLIAM MAY was restored (previously here 1 5 ,rTi 545/6 to 1553). 
/Cole was a native of Godshill, Isle of Wight. Educated at Winches¬ 
ter College, Oxford; migrated to New College, of which he was a 
Fellow from 26.10,1521 to 1540. Proceeded B.C.L 3.3.1529/30, D.C.L 
July 1540 , DoD 1554 . In 1539 he became Prebendary of Yetminster 
Secunda, Salisbury; on 11.9.1540-1548 rector of Chelmsford, Essex; 
on 5-9.1541 Prebendary of Holborn, St.Paul's. This he exchanged for 
the Prebend of Sneating (9.4.154l) and Wenlakesbarn (22,3.154l/2). 
On 4 . 10.1542 he was elected Warden of New College, Oxford and on 
14 . 9,1545 the college presented him .to the rectory of Newton Long- 
ueville, Bucks; he resigned it in 1552. On the accession of Queen 
Mnry, he became Archdeacon of Ely and in April, 1554 he disputed 
with Cranmer, Ridley and Latimer at Oxford. On 20.4.1554 he was 
installed canon of Westminster. On 13-7.1554 he became Provost of 
Eton^and seven days afterwards the University of Oxford granted him 
the degrees of B.D and D.D. He was present at the execution of 
Cranmer 21.3,1555/6. On 16.2,1556/7 he was incorporated D.D at 
Cambridge. On 28.8.1557 Cardinal Pole appointed him Vicar-General 
in Spirituals; Dean of the Arches 1557—1558. He was one of the 
Overseers of Pole's Will, Took part in abortive Westminster Con¬ 
ference, 1559. He was committed to the Tower 20.5.1560 and from 
there to the Fleet on 10 , 6 , 1560 . There is a controversy about his 
death. The D.N.B states he was buried 4.2.1578/9; other sources 
state he died in the clerical concentration camp at Wisbech on

ARCHDEACON OF COLCHESTER 

JOHN STANDISH was inst 15.10.1558. He was deprived and 
JOHN PULLEYN was^presented by the Crown 5-12.1559, /It does not 
seem that, in spite of his deprivation from the Archdeaconry and 
his ejection from his living of Packlesham, Essex, Standish wa.s a 
Catholic, Under Edward VI, he had taken a wife, and for that reason 
when Mary came to the throne, he lost'his living of St,Andrew's 
Undershaft ( 3 . 12 . 1543 ) and Northall, Middlesex (30.6,1544). Although 
he did not recover these livings in 1559j he recovered his Prebend 
of Ealdland which he held from 21.10,1557 to 1558 and retained it 
until his death in 1570. He was a Lancashire man, a nephew of 
Bishop Standish of St.Asaph, who sent him to Brasenose College, ' 
Oxford. He also held a stall at Worcestershire. His preferment 
outside London diocese included Wigan, La.ncashire; Medbourne, 
Leicestershire (FF 6.5.1553-1570); possibly also he was the "Dr. 
Standish" who held Rodraarton, Gloucestershire (29.3.1555-1563)_ 
but if so the scribe at Gloucester was wrong in saying he died/. 

ARCHDEACON OF ESSEX 

THOMAS DARBYSHIRE collated 22.10.1558._ He was deprived 
and THOMAS COLE was collated 31.1.1559/60, /^arbyshire was the 
nephew of Edmund Bonner, Bishop,of London (q.v). He was educated 
at Broadgates Hall, Oxford (subsequently part of Pembroke College) 
supplicating for his B.A December 1543, admitted 7,4,1554; supp¬ 
licated for D.C.L Feb; 1556 , adm.20.7.1556; B.C.L 11 . 10.1553 
admitted30. 10 . 1553 . He held the Prebend of Mora, St.Paul's 26.4. 

1551 , the Prebend of Tottenham (q.v), St.Paul's,till deprived of 
it in 1559- He was also rector of Fulham (q.v), rector of Hackney 
(q.v) and St.Magnus the Martyr, London Bridge (q.v). Consequent 
upon deiDrivation he went abroad and entered the Society of Jesus 
in Rome 1.5i1;563. He died, aged 86, on 6.4.l6o4 at Pont-a-Mousson, 
Lorraine. An interesting story is told about Derbyshire, which 
renders very real the struggle of the last Catholic holders of 
ecclesiastical preferment in this country. It was, in reality, a 
struggle between worldliness and principle, as will be made clear 
as the story is told; and it is a story surprisingly modern in' 
its conflict■between a desire to do one's duty and a desire to 
retain one's material wealth. The story concerns the London 
visitation, which opened 11,8,1559 in the Chapter House of*St.' 

Paul's Cathedral, and is contained in "Doraesticall Difficul¬ 
ties" by Robert Parsons, S.J, written in 1599. At that time, so 
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he writes, there was much searching of heart amongst the clergy as 
to whether they should take the Oath of Supremacy or refuse it. On 
the one hand men argued that subscription had been general in Henry 
VIII's time, that as the clergy had signed then so they might sign 
now, and that it was better to dissemble for a time than to abandon 
their livings to heretics, who would ruin all. On the other side it 
was answered that these arguments were dictated by fear and self- 
interest, and that if men listened to them, they would come in the 
end to deny Christ, Among those who had to make up their minds was 
Darbyshire, Chancellor of London and Archdeacon of Essex, who ’'found 
a greate conflicts in hiraselfe" on-the subject and discussed it with 
a clergyman named Kennall (who went on to high preferment in the 
Anglican church). On the day that appearance had to be made before 
the commissioners in St.Paul’s, Darbyshire met Kennall as the latter 
was coming out of the Cathedral. Kennall asked what Darbyshire 
intended to do. The Chancellor replied that he proposed to follow 
his conscience and refuse the oaths. ”¥hat?” queried the startled 
Kennall, "you surely are not such a fool as to sacrifice all your 
fat livings?", Darbyshire replied: "I must do what is safe for my 
soul, whatever happens to ray body". He turned from Kennall, and 
went his way, Darbyshire was as good as his word, as official records 
prove. This encounter at the door of St.Paul's is symbolic, for it 
explains precisely why the minority went and the majority stayed- on. 
It is sufficiently obvious that those who conformed, like Kennall, 
did so for worldly reasons and not through conscientious Protestant¬ 
ism. Those attached to this creed were a minority. It was", then, 
greed not conscience that turned England into a Protestant country/. 

ARCHDEACON OF LONDON 

JOHN HARPSFIELD was inst 27,4.155^. He was derived and JOHN 
MULLINS was inst 13.2,1559/60 and died 22.5.1591. /!3ohn Harps field 
was born at Old Fish Street, London, in 1516, the son of John Harps- 
field, draper. He was at Winchester College 1528 and thereafter at 
New College, Oxford, of which he was Fellow 153^-15^1. 27,2, 

1536/7, M.A 5.4.1541, B,D„, D.D 16.7,1554. He was earlier Vicar of 
Berkeley, Gloucestershire (l1.10.1550) and canon of Chichester. He 
was chaplain to Bonner, Bishop of London and rector of St.Martin's- 
in-the-Fields (4.5.1554-t1558), He also held the Prebends of Holborn 
(q.v) and Mapesbury (q.v), and the Deanery of Norwich (q,v). He was 
deprived of all his preferment and committed to the Fleet prison, 
where (28.7.1562) he was ordered to be kept in close confinement. 

He was released on bail 19.8.1574 but on 18,7.1577 he was in the 
custody of the Bishop of Lincoln, whence he was transferred on the 
ground of serious illness to the custody of the Bishop of London 
5.11.1577. He died 19.8.15787. 

ARCHDEACON OF MIDDLESEX 

WILLIAM CHEDSEY was inst 10.10.1556. He was deprived and 
ALEXANDER NOWELL was inst 1,1,1559/60. /Chedsey was born in 15IO 
in Somerset, possibly at Chedzoy; at Corpus Christi College, Oxford, 
B.A 30.3,1530, M.A 28.6.1534, B.D 19.6.1542, D.D 11.7.1546. He had 
a reputation as a disputant in the schools and was an able preacher. 
During Edward Vi's reign he was in the Marshalsea prison l6,3,l551 
for openly maintaining the Catholic religion; he remained a prisoner 
until 11,11.1551 when he was removed to the custody of the Bishop of 
Ely. Among Chedsey's ecclesiastical preferment may be mentioned 
Shottesbrooke (q.v), Berkshire, All Hallows, Bread Street, London 
(q.v) and the Prebend of Chiswick (q.v). He had previously held the 
Prebend of Twyford 9.7.1548-1554 and the parish living of Thakeham, 
Sussex, diocese of Chichester (1554). He lost all his preferments 
and was thrown into the Fleet prison. The fate of this man is 
uncertain but since the Will of John Jones, a priest living near 
Thame, Oxfordshire, which was proved 16.10,1574, leaves Dr.Chedsey 
the sura of 20/-, this is evidence of Chedsey being alive in that 
yea£7, 

ARCHDEACON OF ST,ALBANS 

JAMES DUGDALE was collated 26.2,1556/7. He was deprived and 
DAVID KEMPE was collated 17.7.1560, /Dugdale was an Oxford man, B.A 
1545, He xms also Rector of St.Albans (q.v), which he abandoned upon 
his deprivation of the Archdeaconry. He was Master of University 
College, Oxford, and was deprived of this office also. An order to 
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apprehend James Dugdale was issued on 21.3.1574 but it was not until 
17 . 11.1574 that we learn of his capture (together with "one Moyser") 
in a letter from'Hampton Court to Lord Scrope, their captor - "the 
causes of their apprenhencion being for matters of Eeligion, his 
Lordship was willed to cause them to be conferrid withall by some 
discrete man mete for the purpose; by which if they could be brought 
to conformitie and be bound to observe the lawes and orders of this 
realms established for Religion, they shold be put at libertie, 
otherwise he should precede against them as their offences required 
according to the lawe in suche cases provided". Their ultimate fate 
is uncertain, although there is evidence that Dtigdale was alive much 
later than this. He is known to have been living near V/arcopp, Cum¬ 
berland at the end of the century but was not buried there, accord¬ 
ing to the Anglican parish register of that plac_e7. 

TREASURER 

ROBERT COSEN was inst 16.10.1558. He was deprived and 
WILLIAM SAXEY was inst 26.6.1559. /Coaen was educated at Oxford, 

B.A 23.5.1533» M.A 7 . 6 . 1537 , Fellow of Balliol 1547, President of 
Balliol, resigned 1549. He was Prebendary of Holborn (1545-1554), 
and Mora (q.v); his parish livings were Great Greenford (q.v), 
Middlesex, Beckenham (q.v), Kent, Frampton (q.v), Dorset and Crick 
(q.v), Northamptonshire. He was deprived of all his preferment at 
the accession of Elizabeth. He was brother of Edmund Cosen^. 

PREBEND OF BRONDESBURY 

THOMAS BYAM was here 27.11.1560 (exact appointment not 
i^und). He was deprived and MATTHEW HUTTON was inst 5.10.1562_2_ 

^yam does not seem to have had any preferment in the diocese/. 

PREBEND OF CHISWICK 

WILLIAM CHEDSEY was inst 20.4.1559* He was. deprived and 
GABRIEL GOODMAN was inst 23.10.1559. /jor William Chedsey, see 
Archdeacon of Middlesex/. 

PREBEND OF CONSUMPTA PER MARE 

WILLIAM MUSMERE (or MASSENGER) was inst 22.10.1557. He 
was deprived and JOHN ATHERTON was inst 28 , 5 . 1562 . /Susraere was 
also Vicar of'St.Mary Magdalene, Old Fish Street (qTv) and also 
of Ledbury, Herefordshire (q.v), where he was buried II. 5 . 1562 . 

He was deprived of his livings at the accession of Elizabeth/. 

PREBEND OF EALDLAND 

JOHN MURREN (MORREN) was inst 22.7.1558. He was deprived 
and JOHN STANDISH was restored (previously here from 21,10.1557-8). 
/Murren was a Devonshire man. He was admitted scholar of Corpus 
Christi College, Oxford, 23.2.1535. He was B.A 15 .2.1538/9, Fellow 
1538 / 9 , M.A 20 . 6 . 1543 , B.D 1551 / 2 . He was chaplain td'Bishop Bonner 
and held, in addition to this Prebend, that of Wildland (q.v); his 
parish livings were St.Martin’s, Ludgate (q.v), Asheldam (q.v), 

Essex, Copford (q.v), Essex and Wickham Episcopi (q.v), Essex. John 
Murren started his opposition to the Elizabethan Settlement early, 
for in the Acts of the Privy Council (New Series, Vol.VII, p. 59 ) 
dated Westminster 22.2.1559 we read:- "This day, one John Murren, 
chaplain to the Bishop of London, being called before the Lords of 
the Council for preaching contrary to the Queen's Majesty's Proc¬ 
lamation in London, which he could not well deny, was committed to 
the Fleet, to be kept there, without conference with any, until he 
may be examined". He was released as a consequence of a letter 
dated 16 . 3 . 1559 , wherein is stated the condition of his release to 
be that he would publicly admit his error in the church of St.Martin, 
Ludgate. In the 1561 list of recusants we find mention of "one 
Mgrren, late chaplain to Dr,Bonner, wandereth in Cheshire, Stafford¬ 
shire and Lancashire very seditiously; it is he that did cast abroad 
the seditious libel in Chester". This "seditious libel" must be that 
wherein it was claimed that the burning of St.Paul's in 1561 was a 
sign of God's wrath for the change of religion. Murren's name is 
to be found on a list of recusants at Manchester in 1584, which 
indicates that this man was pursuing hiss opposition to the Protes¬ 
tant religion for many years after his deprivation/.

JOHN HARPSFIELD was inst 26,5,1554. He was deprived and 
JAMES GRINDAL was inst 5,3.1560/1. /for John Harpsfield, see Arch¬ 
deacon of London/. 

PREBEND OF HOLYWELL 

THOMAS COLLYER was inst 23-10.1559. He was ejected and JOHN 
SPENDLOVE was restored (previously here 19-9.1557 to 1554), /Collyer 
was from Staffordshire. He was a scholar of St.John's College, 
Cambridge 1547, B.A 1550/1, M.A 1555 and a Fellow of his College in 
1556 . He was almost certainly the same man who was deprived of 
Uppingham (q.v), Rutland, diocese of Peterborough/. 

PREBEND OF MAPESBURY 

. JOHN HARPSFIELD was inst 10,12,1^58. He was deprived and 
JOHN PILKINGTON was inst 10,2.1559/60. /For John Harpsfield, see 
Archdeacon of London/, 

PREBEND OF MORA . , 

ROBERT COSEN was inst 26.5-1554. He was deprived and JOHN 
VERON was inst 8,11,1559- /fon Robert Cosen, see Treasurer/, 

PREBEND OFNEASDEN 

RICHARD MARSHALL was appointed in 1559- He was deprived and 
NICHOLAS FLEMING was inst 21 , 6 , 1561 , ^^or Richard Marshall, see 
Oxford, Dean o_f/o 

PREBEND OF NEWINGTON 

JOHN BOXALL was inst 14,5.1558, He was deprived and TH0MAS__ 
PENNY was inst 2,3,1559/60. ^or Boxall, see Peterborough, Dean of/. 

PREBEND OF RECULVERLAND 

ROBERT WILLANTON was inst 10.2.1557/8. He was deprived and 
EDMUND BONNER succeeded../Willanton was described by the Protestants 
as ''stiff and not unlearned". He. was also bound "to remain in the 
coimties of Middlesex and Buckingham, or the city of London, and 
bound to appear once every term". He was educated first at Cambridge 
(B.A 1534 , M.A 1536 ), then at Oxford, where he was incorporated 
11,1.1'539/40; supplicated for B,D January 1542/3. He held the Prebend 
of St.Pancras (q.v) and the livings of Christ Church, Newgate .Street 
(q.v) and Hornsey (q.v). He had previously held Thame, Oxfordshire 
( 1541 - 1545 ) and Haddenham, Buckinghamshire (1547-1556). He was . 
deprived of all his preferments on Elizabeth's accession/.

COLE was inst 7.12.1560.' /Swaddell does not seem to have be_en a 
University man and his only parish living was Stepney (q.v^/-

ROBERT WILLANTON was inst 6,10.1558, He was deprived and 
WILLIAM ALLEY was inst 1.1.1558/9- ^or Willanton, see Prebend of 
Reculverlan^/, 

PREBEND OF SNEATING 

ROBERT STORES was inst 10.10,1556. He was deprived and DAVID 
PADYE was inst 28,12,1559- /stopes was educated at Oxford, B.A 
8 o4o1537, M.A 8 , 2 , 1545 / 6 , His preferments included Sutton-under- 
Brailes, Oxfordshire, diocese of_Gloucester and Horkstead, Norfolk, 
of both of which he was deprived/, 

PREBEND OF TOTTENHALL 

THOMAS DARBYSHIRE was inst 23-7-1543- Ke was deprived and 
THOMAS WATTS was inst 1,1.1559/60, ./^or Darbyshire, see Archdeacon 
of Essex/, 



PREBEND OF TWYFORD 


RICHARD SMITH was here in 1559. He was deprived and ROBERT 
GREENACRES was inst 22.1,1562/3. ^or Richard Smith see 8 th stall at 
Oxford. When this famous Catholic was appointed is not known but his 
predecessor Arthur Cole (the holder of many livings and the Presidency 
of Magdalen College, Oxford) had died 18 . 7 . 1558 . Thus, Smith's appoint¬ 
ment was in the latter half of 1558. Certainly he was there in 1559 and 
was deprived/. 

PREBEND OF WENLAKESBARN 

HENRY COLE was inst 22.3.15^1/2. He was deprived and _ 
WILLIAM MAY was inst 10,6,1559. /^or Cole, see Dean of St.Paul'^/. 

PREBEND OF WILDLAND 

JOHN MURREN was inst 1558. He was deprived and ALEXANDER 
NOWELL was inst 3.12.1560. ^or Murren, see Prebend of Ealdlan_^. 

DEAN OF ARCHES 

NICHOLAS HARPSFIELD was appointed 28,10.1558. He was 
deprived and WILLIAM MOWSE was appointed 20.5.1559. ^or Harpsfield, 
see Archdeacon of Canterbury/. 

PARISH LIVINGS 

Aldham, Essex 

JOHN KINGSTON was inst_30.3o1555. He was deprived and 
WILLIAM HAND was inst 1.8,1560. /Kingston may be the Benedictine of 
this name who supplicated for B.A at Oxford 12,10,1531./.

WILLIAM CHEDSEY was inst 4.7.155^. He was deprived and 
ALEXANDER WYMSHURST was inst 8,2,1559/60. ^or Chedsey, see Arch¬

JOHN MURREN was inst 30.11.1559. He was deprived and 
JOHN STUTHER was inst 1 8 ,3.1559/60, ^or Murren, see Prebend of.

CHRISTOPHER HILL was inst 24,4,1548. He was deprived and 
WILLIAM WOMOCK was inst 1 , 8 . 1565 . ^ill was a B.R of Cambridge Univ¬ 
ersity 1531 / 2 , He also held Gestingthorp (q.v), Essex and Alpham- 
stone, Essex/.

He was ejected and THOMAS 
WILSON was restored (previously here 7.8.1554 to 1554). ^arker was a 
B.A and M,A of Cambridge; B.D 1548, He was one of the original Fellows 
of Trinity College, Cambridge. He also held Mildenhall (q.v), Suffolk. 
He fled abroad at the accession of Elizabeth and graduated D.D oh the 
continent. He was known to be living in Milan in 1581 /,

RICHARD CONWAY was inst 11.11.1558. He was deprived and 
WILLIAM MIDDLETON compounded for the first fruits 4.7.1565. /Conway 
is almost certainly to be identified with the man of this name who 
was deprived of Luddington-in-the-Brook (q,v), Northamptonshire, 
diocese of Peterborough/, 

Bishop's Stortford , Hertfordshire 

JOHN BARTLETT was inst 23.2,1555. He was removed and 
THOMAS SIMPSON was inst 5.3.1560. 

Boxted, Essex 

RICHARD SYMNELL was inst 23.3.1554. He was deprived and 
CHRISTOPHER RAM was inst I.II. 1562 . 

Braintree 

ROBERT BARLOW was inst 24.10.1556. He was deprived and 
WILLIAM LEAPER was inst 1.5.1562. 



Broxbourne, Hertfordshire 
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JOHN BAKER compounded for the first fruits 4.11,1555* He 
was ejected and THOMAS BANESTER was restored (previously here from 
4 , 4,1549 to 1554), /This is certainly the John Baker we find 
deprived of Kelvedon Hatch (q,v) and Stanford Rivers (q.v), both in 
Essex/, 

Bixrnham , Essex 

WILLIAM WALKER was inst 9*5*1557* He was deprived and 
RICHARD SMITH was inst 30,4,1582, ^illiam Walker was born at Wel- 
bourne, Yorkshire, and also held Passenham (q.v), diocese of Peter¬ 
borough, He was imprisoned in the Counter of the Poultry I7,2,158l/ 

2 till at least March, 1584, for "contempt of the Royal Supremacy". 
His Will is dated 2,11,1584, proved 23*3*1584/^/, 

Bushey , Hertfordshire 

THOMAS BENTLEY inst 5-5.1554. He was ejected and J0HN_ 
SINGER was restored (previously here FF 15.12.1546 to 1554). /John 
Singer was also vicar of Little Wenlock, Shropshire^. 

Canfield Magna , Essex 

JOHN BYRKBECKE was inst 28,3.1545. He was deprived and 
WILLIAM INNIAN was inst 28,7.1563. ^yrkbecke was possibly the man 
who was a B.A of Oxford University l533/ij7* 

Chelsea , Middlesex 

MATTHEW MYERS was inst 8,10,1558. He was ejected and 
ROBERT RICHARDSON v/as restored (previously here 19.3.1543/4 to 1554), 
/Myers was not a Catholic. On 5.4,l56l he wa^ preferred to the 
Prebend of Highleigh in Chichester Cathedral/. 

Chesterford Parva , Essex 

ADAM RICHARDSON was inst 21.6.1555. He was ejected and 
ANTHONY REDFERNE was restored (previously here 1537--1555). /Adam 
Richardson was a conformer. He was a B.Civ.L of Cambridge Univer¬ 
sity. Among his other livings were Panfield, Essex (1542-1568), 

Great Oakley, Essex (l554-156l) and White Notley, Essex, He was 
married and had issue. His Will is dated 1568/, 

Qigwell , Essex 

RICHARD TAYLOR was inst 7.9.1554. He was ejected and JACOB 
BILNEY was restored (previously here l8,9.155l to 1554). 

Chishall Magna , Essex 

WILLIAM PULLEYN was inst 11,9,1554. He was deprived and 
WILLIAM BURD was inst 18 .11.1556. 

Christ Church, Newgate Street , London 

ROBERT WILLANTON was inst 9.12.1554. He was deprived and 
THOMAS BEACON was inst 3*3.l560/l. /^or Willanton, see Prebend of 
Reculverland/. 

Clothall , Hertfordshire 

GEORGE BURGOYNE was inst l8.8,1558. He was ejected and__ 
GEORGE FAGG was restored (previously here 17.5.1541 to 1554). /The 
degree to which Burgoyne gave his allegiance to the Old Faith has 
been questioned. He was a member of the family with whom the Prot¬ 
estant William Bill lived during the reign of Queen Mary. However, 

I have been unable to discover that Burgoyne held any livings in 
the state church and have included him here, giving him the benefit 
of the doubjt/. 

Colne Wake , Essex 

ANTHONY HEWETSON was here from 1554, He was ejected and 
JOHN CALLEY was restored (previously here 28,2,1547 to 1554), 

Copford 

JOHN MURREN was inst 28,11,1558. He was deprived and JOHN 
PULLEYN was inst 8,3,1559. /^or Hurren, see Prebend of Ealdland/, 
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Coringham ^ Essex 

ROBERT BURTON was inst 22.10.1558. He was deprived and 
GALFRID FOSTER was inst 9.7,1562. /burton wa^ probably the man of 
that name who was B.C.L of Oxford 21.11.155ft/• 

Cowley » Middlesex 

THOMAS HEWETT was inst 1.12.1554. He was ejected and 
WILLIAM MURFETT was restored (previously here 2-2.1549/50 to 1554). 

Pressing , Essex 

JOHN CALYE was inst 8 .7.1557. He was deprived and JOHN 
FRAMPTON was inst 26.11.1566. /Calye also held Tolleshunt Major 
(q.v), Essex, from which he was ejecte_^. 

Datchworth , Hertfordshire 

ROBERT MANNERS was inst 7.5.1554. He was ejected and 
WILLIAM DOWNHAM was restored (previously here to 1554). /Dubbed '’an 
'mileai'ned priest”, Robert Manners was listed in the famous catalogue 
of "recusants which are abroad and bound to certain places”, his 
sentence being "to remain in the town of Baldock in the county of 
Hertford, or within twenty miles compass about the same”. Notwith¬ 
standing this, he fled abroad to find refuge in Spanish Flanders, 
where he received a pension from Philip II. His preferments in the 
English church were, in addition to Datchworth, Watton-on~Stone 
(q.v), Herts and the Prebend of Ketton (q.v), in the cathedral church 
of Lincoln. As is usual with exiles, the date of his death is uncer¬ 
tain. Downham was the mild and easy-going Bishop of Chester, whose 
chief claim to fame is his domineering wife. On this aspect the 
reader is directed to R. V. H. Burne’s "Chester Cathedral” (S.P.C.K,, 
1958 ). Although Bishop, Downham had been allowed to retain two of 
his livings — one was Datchworth — for a term of years in order to 
augment his income. By 1568 the term was near expiry and Downham 
applied to Cecil to have the livings granted to him for life. He was 
unsuccessful, doubtless because of the Queen’s displeasure at his 
laxity in searching out papists. On 21.2.1568 she writes to the^

NORWICH DIOCESE 


WILLIAM REPPS (RUGGE) (1536-15^9) 

Consecrated 11.6.1539, resigned at Christinas 15^9 and died 
21.9.1550. 

THOMAS THIRLBY (1550-155^) 

Consecrated 19.12.1540 as Bishop of Westminster, translated 
1.4.1550 to Norwich and in 1554 to Ely (q.v). 


JOHN HORTON (1554-1558) 

Consecrated 28.10.1554 and died in 1558. 
/See vac tint until 158o7 

JOHN PARKHTJRST (1560-1575) 


Consecrated 1.9.1560 and died 2.2.1575. 
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Prior to the dissolution of the religious houses, Norwich 
had been a Benedictine cathedral-priory, served by regulars. 

Secularization of the Chapter was effected in 1538» the 
last prior, William Castleton, becoming the Dean. Five of the monks 
became prebendaries, others serving as minor canons or officers 
such as precentor, sacrist or sub-sacrist. 

Norwich, never a conservative diocese, provides few traces 
of Catholic loyalty among the clergy, despite its many churches 
and the shrine of Walsingham. East Anglia imbibed the doctrines of 
reform early; between the diocese of Hereford and Norwich the gulf 
was not confined to geographical situation. 

In extent, the diocese covered the .counties of Norfolk and 
Suffolk, with minor exceptions, such as the parish of Freckenham^ 
Suffolk, which was a living in the gift of the diocese of Rochester 

The Marian Bishop, John Hopton (consecrated 28,10,155^)> 
died in 1558 and at the accession of Elizabeth, the See was vacant 
and remained so until the consecration of John Parkhurst on 1st 
September, 15^0. 

The Dean, John.Harpsfieldj was deprived, but for the rest • ' 
we may look in vain for any evidence of Catholic loyalty among the 
cathedral clergy. 

There were four Archdeacons - Norwich, Norfolk, Sudbury and 
Suffolk. The Archdeacon of Norwich was Richard Underwood, appointed 
16 . 10 . 1557 . He was the nephew of John Underwood, suffragan to 
Bishop Richard Nix ( 1501 - 1535 ) > and conformed being succeeded by 
Thomas Roberts 14 . 3 . 1571 , Richard Underwood had, amongst his 
livings, Bokenha.m (FF 11 . 6 . 1551 ) and South Walsham (FF 31 « 10 » 155 ^)« 

The Archdeacon of Norfolk was Matthew Carewe, a layman, who 
compounded for the first fruits 28.5.1551. He was Fellow of Trinity 
College, Cambridge, and studied law on the continent. He subse¬ 
quently practised in the Court of Arches, was a Master in Chancery 
1583 - 1618 , in which year he died. He was knighted in 1603 . 

The Archdeacon of Sudbury was Miles Spencer, appointed 21,9. 
1537 , As well as holding the First Stall (q.V) at Norwich, he held 
the Prebend of Riccall in York Minster from 1.7.1510, One of his 
many livings was Terrington (FF 2.12.1547), Norfolk. On his death 
at the age of 90, he was buried in Norwich Cathedral, being succee¬ 
ded io the Archdeaconry by Thomas Aldrich, 2.3.1589/70. 

The Archdeacon of Suffolk was Robert Rugg, appointed'20,8. 
1548. He died in 1559 being succeeded 17,4.1559 by a layman, 
Nicholas Wendon. Although for a long time a conformer, some notes 
on this man are called for in view of his subsequent career. He was 
a Cs.mbridge man, matriculating as sizar from Michaelhouse (Peter- 
house),'Cambridge at Michaelmas, 1546; he was a B.A of Trinity 
College, 1550 / 1 , Fellow 1552, M.A 1554. He also matriculated at 
Louvain in January 1559 and, on returning home, was ordained deacon 
at Ely 7 . 7 . 1560 . His livings in the English church seem to have 
been Minister, Kent (19.9.1560), Tavistock, Devon ( 15 .11.1570), 
Witneshara, Suffolk (l560-77) and the Fourth Stall at Norwich, from 
which he was ejected for not being in orders. He was an Advocate 
of the Court of Arches 4.10.1567 and in 1573 He had a licence to 
travel. He was ordained sub-deacon in Rome by Bishop Goldwell and 
on 22 . 2.1578 he was ordained priest at Cambrai. He was Provost of 
St.Gery; driven out at rebellion after five years. He was at Paris 
in 1587 , granted a Spanish pension.' Finally, from the Lihri Ordin- 
ationum of the Archives of the Roman Vicariate, we learn that he 
was born within the diocese of Norwich, 

There were siJC prebendaries at Norwich, as follows;- 

The first stall was held by Miles Spencer (see Archdeacon 
of Sudbury) from 1558 until his death, being succeeded by Edminid 

Ohapman 24,5.1569, 

The second stall was held by John Barrett from 1558 until 
his death in 1563 . Among his livings were Hethersett and Cantley, 
Thomas Fowle succeeded him in 22.7.1563. 
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The third stall was' held by Henry Mannell, an old monk, 
who was appointed 2.5«1538. He had been a religious from 1502 and 
was rector,of Wootton, Norfolk. On his death,.John Walker succeeded 
20.12.1569o 

The fourth stall was held by Thomas Ellis from 12,3»1556. 

He was succeeded by Nicholas Wendon 4, 6,1561 (see Archdeacon of 
Suffolk). 

The fifth stall was held by John Hallibread alias Stokes. 

On his resignation, George Gardiner succeeded 21 . 10 . 1565 . 

The sixth stall was held by John Pedder from 1557. He 
resigned and Percival Wyborn succeeded 24.2,1560. John Pedder was 
the Protestant Dean of VJorcester 1559-157lo 

Turning, to the parish clergy, one man must serve as an 
example of the troubled consciences that could have been found in 
many clergy houses. We learn that Miles Yare, the parson of Stuston, 
near Diss, ''sayeth masse commonly in his parloure chamber in his 
owne house". This extract from the state archives'is dated 13.3-1384. 
Yare compounded for the first fruits of Stuston on 12.5.1570. His 
successor, Hugh Smith, compounded for the first fruits 2.2,l592/3j 
so it appears that Yare survived his indiscretion. 

Yare also held nearby Brorae, compounding for the first 
fruits, 28 . 5 . 1565 . His successor,..Giles Wood, compounded 5.2.1582/3. 

He also held Riccall, Yorkshire EH, compounding for the first 
fruits 7 . 11 . 1556 . 

If■the clergy of Norwich diocese are not conspicuous for 
their loyalty to the old religion, when we come to consider the 
laity of the diocese, we are faced with what amounts to an embarras- 
ment of riches. 

For Norfolk certain names stand out - the Bedingfields of 
Oxburgh, near Swaffham and the Jerninghams of Costessey, near Nor¬ 
wich, for example. There were many others, such as the Yelvertons 
of Roughara, the Cobbes of Sandringham and the Walpoles of Houghton- 
in-the-Brake, Docking and Anmer. The last named family produced the 
famous Jesuit, Henry Walpole (born Docking Hall, 1558; H.D.Q York 
1595 ) and, through the Protestant branch, the statesman and Prime 
Minister of a later age, Sir Robert Walpole. 

Suffolk, the remaining part of the diocese, provides many 
names, among whom were the Rookwoods of Stanningfield (Coldham Hall 
was .built by Robert Rookwpod in 1574;' he was father to Ambrose Rook- 
wood, the conspirator, executed in 1605 ), the Throgmortons of South 
Elmha.m and Bedingfield of Bedingfield. This latter family lived at 
Flemings Hall for 500 years and in the church is a modern brass 
listing the members of the Bedingfield family buried here from 1371 
to 1872 . It is a must for anyone interested in the recusant history 
of Suffolk, There were also the Yaxleys of Mellis (in the church is 
a tomb to Richard Yaxley (ob.l570), whose son, Francis, was M.P for 
Dunwich (1552-3) s-nd Darnley's secretary. He too was buried here 
a.fter being drowned on the way back from a visit to Philip II of 
Spa.in), the Drurys of Hawstead, near Bury St.Edmunds (the church has 
an extraordinary collection of monuments and memorials covering the 
period I3th-20th centuries, including one to Sir William Drury, who 
was killed in a duel in France in 1589)1 tHe Everards of Linstead 
Magna (Thomas Everard, S,J, was born at Linstead Hall in 1560 ) and 
Cornwallis of Brome (see their tombs in the church; Brome Hall, 
their home, has disappeared except for a small portion rebuilt 
when the present house was built. It was a fine Elizabethan house). 

There were two families of Eookwood in Suffolk; that of 
Stanningfield has already been mentioned but we,must not omit to 
mention the Rookwoods of Euston, nr.Thetford. Edward Rookwood (ob. 
1634 ) of Euston was begga.red by the fines levied on him; in 1619 be 
was in the Fleet Prison for debt. He had entertained Queen Eliza¬ 
beth in 1578 ; typical it is that before leaving the house she had 
him arrested for being a recusant. Nor was it only Eoolwood; nine 
others who had come to do her homage were scooped up, for the same 
cause. 
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One of the most persistent recusants in the diocese was 
Michael Hare of Stow Bardolph, Norfolk; his intransigence was 
wellknown to the government, for he had spent long periods in 
prison. On 14.6,1572 he was in the Tower of London for "Papistrie", 
Of a similar constancy were the Sulliards of Haughley, Suffolk 
(Haughley Park was built by Sir John Sulyard, c,1557; it is an 
interesting Tudor mansion); and we read also (Suckling, ’’History 
and Antiquities of Suffolk”) that the Tasburghs were ’’rigid Roman 
Catholics". This ancient family are found in several places in 
Suffolk - in Stuston, at Flixton near Bungay (where their home, 
built in Henry VIII's reign, has been demolished since the end of 
the war) and South Elraham (St.Peter), where their house, St,Peter's 
Hall, dates from the iSth century and is still extant, 

/ ■ All this tends to prove that while the lack of loyalty 

in the Catholic clergy is to be deplored, it is equally true that 
the laity of the diocese make more than ample amends.to history, . 


NOTE T- 

It is evident from the report of the Bishop of Norwich to 
Parker (CoC.CoC., Ms. 97) that MILES SPENCER,. despite his ample 
and lucra.tive preferment, was only a Sub-deacon; he was unmarried. 
JOHN SALISBURY, the Dean, was both married and a priest. RICHARD 
UNDERWOOD (Archdeacon of Norwich), and Prebendaries JOHN BARRETT, 
HENRY MANNELL, PERCIVAL WYBORN and JOHN STOKES were all priests 
and unmarried. 

In the diocese,it is interesting (considering the date of 
the report) to find Edmund Steward still listed as holding V/al- 
soken, especially as in the Sede Vacante register at Canterbury 
we find, under date 9.9.1559, Thomas Claiton being appointed per 
mort Edmund Steward. This is probably a scribal error. 

It would also appear that marriage amongst the parish 
clergy was popular, in that there were 250 married priests out of 
a total of 687 listed. This can be compared with interesting 
results to the Archdeaconry of Leicester, Lincoln diocese. Here 
only 6 parishes are listed as having married incumbents, out of a 
total of 100 listed. 

There were six livings held by unmarried Deacons, includ¬ 
ing Terrington, Norfolk, held by Miles Spencer from 2.12.1547 to 
1589 ? end seven held by married Deacons. In addition there were 
nine parishes held by laymen.

Richard Gamon was presented 25.4.1559 but this does not seem to 
have been effective, since Lancelot Thexton was appointed l6.5. 

1560 on the resignation of Whitby. Gamon was extensively beneficed 
in the west of England. Berry was not a Catholic, receiving Lax- 
field, Suffolk, in 1561 and retaining his other living of Elsing, 
Norfolk, until 158^7- 

Banham 

BARNABAS KIRKBRIDE ivas inst 14.8.1539. He was probably 
deprived and WILLIAM THOMPSON was inst l4.7.l562. /For Kirkbride, 
see Prebend of Langford Ecclesia, diocese of Lincolr7. 

Beeston Regis 

HUGH EVANS seems to have been here from 1557. He was 
ejected and EDMUND DENNEY was restored (previously here 1527 to 
1554 ), ^enney does not seem to have left the parish. His son, John, 
was baptised here 30.5.1557 and he was himself buried, here 20.4, 

156j7. 

Brettenham 

ROBERT DIXON was inst 1.7.1559. He was ejected and 
WILLIAM COLLINSON was restored (previously here 23.7.1544-1554). 

Burnham Thorpe 

PETER STANLEY (or STANDCLIFF) compounded for the first 
fruits 29 . 6 . 1554 , He was ejected and WILLIAM WINGFIELD was restored 
(previously here 1540—1554). /Wingfield was the last Prior of West- 
acre, He did not long survive his restoration, being succeeded by 
Hugh Ely in 1563 . amusing note on V/ingfield will be found in 
"English Monks and the Suppression of the Monasteries" by Geoffrey 
Baskerville/. 

Earsham 

HENRY COMBERFORD compounded for the first fruits 12,11. 
1554 , He was dejirived and WILLIAM DYER compounded for the first 
fruits 10 . 10 . 1560 . /for Comberford, see diocese of Coventry and 
Lichfield, Precentor of. It has been suggested that he had previ¬ 
ously resigned the living to Alan Percy, brother of the Countess 
of Arundel; if so, Percy did not compound for the first fruits/. 

Fransham, Great 

ROBERT CANNARDE compounded for the first fruits25.8o 
' 1554 ^ He was ejected and HENRY KING was restored (previously here 
FF 15 . 2.1551 to 1554 ). 

Haddiscoe 

THOMAS PARROTT compounded for the first fruits 11.10. 
1554 . He was ejected and JEFFREY EMERSON was restored (previously 
here 23.10.1550 to 1554). 

Herling, East 

THOMAS MOORE was inst 26.3.1558, He was deprived and 
JAMES LOVE was inst 1.4.1568. 




Hethel 
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HENRY COHBERFORD compounded for the first fruits 15.10.1554. 
He was probably deprived and OLIVER HEYBER compounded for the 
first fruits 25.8.1559* He was himself deprived, later, as appears:, 
from the episcopal registers. See also ’’Roman Catholicism in 
Norfolk 1559 - 1780 " (Norfolk Archaeology, Vol.XXXII, Part 1, 1958). 
/^or Comberford, see diocese of Coventry & Lichfield, Precentor of/. 

Hethersett 

EDWARD JACKSON compounded for the first fruits 17.8.1554. 

He was ejected and CHRISTOPHER WILSON x^as restored (previously, . 
here pre-1554), as appears from Corpus Christi College, Cambridge, 
Ms. 97 . ^dward Jackson was a famous recusant parson, one of the 
few indeed to figure in the Recusant Rolls (see C.R.S.57» p.lOS 
where he is described as "lately of Eccles"). After his ejection 
from Hethersett, he seems to have consoled himself with West, and , 
Middle Herling 30.7.1559 but resigned it in 1568 . It was withont 
doubt this man who was chaplain to the .Wiseman fe.raily before the 
advent of Fr.John Gerar^. 

Honingham 

THOMAS GAYSTON compounded for the first fruits 8.2.1558/7* 

He was ejected a.nd WILLIAM POWLE was restored (previously here 
9 . 5.1550 to 1554 ). 

Horstead ctim Stanninghall 

RICHARD DIXON was presented 26.10.1558 and inst 25.1.1556/7. 
He was deprived and JAMES ROSYER was inst 1 4. 11 . 1566 . 

Houghton-juxta-Harpley 

WILLIAM LYON compoimded for the first fruits 13.7.1554. He , 
was ejected and JOHN HEYDE was restored (previously here 1522- 
1554 ). /[There are three villages in Norfolk named, Houghton. Thd 
one here referred to is the one variously described as New Houghton 
or Houghton-in-the-Brake, to the north of the Road from King's 
Lynn to Fakenham/. 

Kempston 

JOHN TOLLER compounded for the first fruits 29.1.1556/7. 

He was ejected and JOHN BRIGHTIFF was restored (previously here 
1541 - 1554 ). /Toller resigned Pylle, Somerset, at this time, 
Brightiff was buried at Little Fransham 16 ,1,1578/9. He had held 
that rectory from 155,97.(*) 

Langford 

THOMAS DOWNES compounded for the first fruits 5.4.1554. He 
was ejected and EDMUND BETSON was restored (previously here 1543“ 

1554),

RICHARD RUSSELL compounded for the first fruits 20,10.1554, 
He was ejected and JOHN CHADWICK was restored (previously here 

1540-1554).

He was ejected and NICHOLAS THIRLING was restored (previously here 
1546 - 1554 ). /The name of Anthony Wilkinson, "Parson of Melford", 
occurs in the List of Catholic Exiles, dated 29«1.l577j being "The 
names of all such as are certified into the Eschequor to be 
fugitives over the seas contrary to the statut of anno 15 Eliza- 
bethae Regine". There are l4 names listed for Suffolk, including 
Anthony Goldingham, the incumbent of .Belstead nr Ipswich (the 
family was obviously of some local importance; there is a brass

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The diocese of Oxford, created by Henry VIII in 15^2, 
under-the title of Oseney, was not among the more important of- 
English sees, except for the fact that it had within its boundaries 
one of the two English universities. 

Four years later the see was translated to the church of 
the suppressed priory of St.Frideswide. Cardinal Wolsey had obtained 
the surrender of this Augustinian house as early as 1525» wifh the 
intention of converting it into a college of secular priests and 
200 students. Three years after, VJolsey toppled from power ajid 
Cardinal College as it was known was refounded as 'Henry VIII's 
College*. In 15^6 the chapel was made Christ Church cathedral. 

The establishment was laid down to consist of a dean, 
eight canons, eight chaplains, eight clerks, eight choristers 
and a hundred and one students. The cathedral is also the chapel 
of the college, of which the principal is the Dean. . 

The first Bishop of Oxford diocese was Robert King, who 
had been the last prior of Oseney; he died ’4,12.1557o From this time 
until 1567 , when Hugh Coren (or Curwen) was translated from Dublin, 
the see was vacant. During this period it was governed by commission, 
sede vacante, by the Metropolitan. 

The cathedral clergy who were deprived or resigned at the 
accession of Elizabeth are listed separately. The conforming members 
of the Chapter were as follows:- 

The Archdeacon of Oxford, Walter V/right, compounded for 
the first fruits 23 .3-34th Henry VIII (15^3) aad died 10.5.1561. 

John Kennall succeeded in that year and held the dignity until his 
death at Exeter in 1592. Wright held the third portion of Bampton, 
Oxfordshire, from 1559 and accepted/a stall at Winchester (q.v) on 
the deprivation of Thomas Hardinge; he was also beneficed in Exeter 
diocese.- . / 

The holder of the First Stall, Richard Brewerne (or Bruerne) 
was presented by the Crown 23<>9«1553» succeeding Peter Martyr, He 
died in office and succeeded by the Provost of Oriel, Roger Marbeck, 
in 15650 Brewerne was a fellow of Lincoln College, Oxford, and 
among his,other preferment may be mentioned the ninth stall at 
Windsor (20.5.1557 to death), the rectory of Mapledurham, Oxford¬ 
shire ( 12 . 3 . 15 ^ 6/7 to his resignation in 1559)5 the rectory of 
Waterstock, Oxfordshire (12.11,1551 to his resignation in 1559) and 
V/ells, Norfolk (2.3.1558 to death). Brewerne was xindoubtedly a 
conservative in religion. At Windsor, he was accused by Simon Allen, 
holder of the third stall and the original turncoat Vicar of Bray, 
of having revived the use of the black choir copes and various other 
"crimes" including the keeping of a pet dog (*). As will be seen 
however, he accepted preferment under Elizabeth and must therefore 
be considered a conformer. 

The holder of the Third Stall, Thomas Day, was appointed 
under the Charter of Incorporation and died in office 1567/8 and 
was buried in the Cathedral. He was succeeded by Thomas Thornton 
who died 13.4.1629. Day was also Precentor of Chichester (q.v). 

The holder of the Fifth Stall, Henry Siddall, was appointed 
in 15‘^7 a.nd died in office 2.5.1572. He also held the Prebend of 
Tervin, Lichfield, 8.12.15^7 to death and among his parochial livings 
may be mentioned Great Barrow, Cheshire, in the northern province, 
from 20 . 5.1546 to 1568 , 

Although the diocese and county of Oxford was conservative 
in spirit, this is not reflected in the movement of its clergy in 
the early years of Elizabeth. Such opposition as the diocese provided 
was left for laymen to provide. 

The county provided many Catholic families, the most 
famous being that of Stonor, situated in the southern part of the 
county, near Henley-on-Thames. Their large estate extended from 
Stonor itself into the parishes of Bix, Rotherfield Peppard, North

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Stoke, Watlington, Nettlebed and Highmore. Besides these territor- 
magnates may be mentioned the following - Appowel of Sandford-on- 
Tharaes, Bourne of Chesterton, the Belsons of Stokenchurch and 
Kingston Blount, Blount of Mapledurham, Chamberlain of Shirburn 
and Clare, Curzon of Waterperry, Fermor of Soraerton (and, from 
1600 , when they bought the manor, of Tusmore), Dormer of Thame, 
Fettiplace of Swyncombe, Harcourt of Stanton Harcourt (*), Harte 
of Bicester, Hide of Whitchurch, Lenthall of Great and Little 
Haseley, More of Adderbury, Napier of Holywell, Owen of Godstow, 
Pitts of Iffley, Plpwden of Shiplake, Powell of Forest Hill and 
Sandford, Reynolds of Cassington, Sheldon of Steeple Barton (an 
offshoot of the Worcester family; they were allied to the Plowden 
family through the marriage of a male Plowden to Catherine Sheldon 
of Beoley, co,Worcester), Symeon of Chilworth, the Wenmans, the 
Wolfes and many more. But' to return to the Stonors. . 

Sir Walter Stonor (1477-1550) had only two children 
from his first marriage to Anne, daughter of Sir Nicholas Foliot 
of Pirton, co.Worcester - John (1499-1515) and the much married 
Elizabeth (ob.25,8.1560) - so that Stonor descended to Sir Francis 
( 1520 - 1570 ), eldest son of John Stonor, Sir Walter's brother. Sir 
Francis married Cecily, daughter of Sir Leonard Chamberlain of 
Shirburn Castle, co.Oxon; she was a nieee of Bl,Sebastian Newdi- 
gate, the Carthusian martyr. Considering the connection, her 
moving reply when asked the reason for her recusancy, is worthy 
of reproduction:- 

"I was born in such a time when Holy Mass was in great 
reverence, and was brought up in the same faith. In King Edward's 
time this reverence was neglected and reproved by such as governed. 
In Queen Mary's it was restored with much applause and now in this 
time it pleaseth the state to question them, as now they do me, 
who continue in this Catholic profession. The state would have the 
several changes, which I have seen with mine eyes, good and laud¬ 
able. Whether it can be so I refer to your Lordships' consideration. 
I hold me still to that wherein I was born and bred, and find 
nothing taught in it but great virtue and sanctity, and so by the 
grace of God I will live and die in it". 

Her son, Francis (1553-1625) married Martha, daughter 
of Judge John Southcote of Devonshire, Francis conformed to the 
state church for some years but was reconciled before the end of 
the century. His wife was of sterner stuff, as befitted the daugh¬ 
ter of a judge who resigned his office in open Court rather than 
sentence a hunted priest. She was imprisoned in l6l2 and remained 
so for ten years. 

Other branches of the family are found at North Stoke 
and Blounts Court, Rotherfield Feppard.(**) 

One cannot leave Stonor without mentioning that here 
St,Edmund Campion came to print his famous 'Eationes Decern', It 
was from Stonor, too, that he went to his martyrdom, by way of 
Lyford in Berkshire. 

In 1577 list of those not attending their parish churches 
in Oxford city and county contain far too many names to list here. 
One case must be held to represent the many. 

In the list referred to, one Rowland Jencks is mentioned, 
a rich bookseller of Oxford city. He was arraigned in the same year 
at the "Black Assize" at Oxford for the shortcoming of staying away

the Stonors provided the strength of Catholic resistance,_in the 
north of the county it was the rich and powerful Cope family 
Eanwell, three miles from Banbury, who were the Puritan mainstay. 

" The deterioration in Catholic influence followed^the same 
course as elsewhere - defection and death making inroads into 
hitherto unshakeable loyalties. The Chamberlains remained until the 
l 8 th century when, about 1720, their home, Shirburn Castle, was 
iurohSerb? the hrst Earl of Macclesfield. The Former family became 
extinct only in the late loth century and their tombs at Somerton 
(where they lived until they migrated to Tusmore) are ^ unusually 
complete series, demanding attention. This is especially 
with the altar tomb of William Fermor ( 1552 ) ^d that of^Thomas 
Fermor ( 1580 ). They were loyal Catholics to the last, dying out 
almost on the eve of Catholic emancipation. The Throckmortons - the 
ubiquitous Throckmortons one might say - m the sixteenth century 
lived at Souldern Manor. 

Some of the Catholic families contributed more than loyalty 
to their Faith - they contributed_sons and daughters. The Mollins 
family of Chinnor is a case in point; several of the ladies 
family became nuns in France. And they all, both men and women, 
suffered greatly for their religion. The story is told of on 
William Mollins, who lived near Wallingford, being 
by the Governor of the Tower; after the meal he desired his gu 
to walk out with him and see a fine sight. Upon going out he was 
shovm his own house destroyed by the orders of his host. 

A similar story could be told of the Thompson family of 
Broadwell; one of the sons of the house was Francis Thompson, S.J 
and a daughter was in the first group of novices clothed in the 
Benedictine Abbey of Brussels. The father died in gaol, a ruined 
man.

(*) Nicholas Barham was a Sussex man, born at Wadhurst in that 
county of ironmaster stock. Their property, "Snape', may be 
seen from a train on the Hastings to Charing Cross mo.in line. 
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When it comes to the City of Oxford we. are faced with 
some difficulty since it is obvious that many of the men mentioned 
in the 1577 list are 'sojourners' and not permanent residents. 
Nonetheless, an attempt must be made. 

An interesting name to find in the list is George 
Atkinson, "parson of Steeple Ashton, worthe one thousand pounds, 
lyethe in St.Gyles parishe, and comraeth not to the churche". This 
may or may not be the George Atkinson who in Marian days held 
Cranbrook in the Weald of Kent (see Canterbury diocese) and who 
resigned it on Elizabeth's accession. His was obviously a post- 
1559 a.ppointoent since John Harwarden (*) held the living 153Q- 
1566 , when he died (Will dated 8 . 11 . 1566 , proved 6.2.1566/7 
P.C.C Stonarde). 

Another'interesting name is that of William Napper, 
or Napier, farmer, of Holywell, Oxford, the son of Edward Napper, 
by Anne, daughter of Sir John Peto of Chesterton, co.Warwickj 
his brother was the famous Catholic priest, George Napper (H.D.Q 
9«11ol6lO). Thenext name to William Napper is that of his brother- 
in-law, Edmund Powell, of Sandford-on-Tharaes. The male line of 
this house expired in two Franciscan friars. 

Finally, under Gloucester Hall, the entry reads:- 
"The house is greatly suspected and yet the principall there' 
presented nothing to me. One Sir V/illiam Catesbie lyeth there". 

This Sir William was father to the conspirator Robert Catesby, 
and was obviously on a visit from his home at Ashby St.Legers in 
Northamptonshire; he died in 1598. 

Four Catholics were martyred at Oxford in 1589 , two 
priests and two laymen - Ven,George Nichols, priest; Ven.Richard 
Yaxley, priest; Ven.Thomas Belson, gentleman and Ven.Humphrey 
Pritchard, layman. ''or* ... 

The Thomas- Belson here referred to was a-native of. 
Brill in Buckinghamshire; he was, however, a cousin of the Belson 
family of Aston.

He was 
ejected and ROBERT BANKES was restored (previously here 1546 to 
1554 ). ^mith was born in Worcestershire. He was Probationer Fellow 
of Merton, 1527, M.A 1530, Registrar of the University of Oxford, 
1531 . Principal of St.Alban Hall 1536. B.D 13.5.1536, D.D 10.7.1536. 
Regius Professor of Divinity 1535. Oa the accession of Edward,; VI he 
changed his religion, made his recantation at St.Paul's Cross, and 
at Oxford 24 , 7 . 1547 , He was deprived of his Professorship, being 
succeeded by Peter Martyr, He fled first to St,Andrew's, then to 
Paris and finally to Louvain where he was received with solemnity 
9 . 4 . 1549 ; subsequently made Professor of Divinity. He became rector 
of St„Dunstan-in-the-East 3.12.1,554 but resigned 1557. When Eliza¬ 
beth came to the throne he lost all his preferments (including his 
professorship, to which he had been restored) and was committed to 
the custody of Archbishop Parker, He escaped to Douai and was made 
Dean of St,Peter's Church there by Philip II of Spain.

Collegi de Eaton, patronum ejusdem vicarie" (S.P.Dorn,Eliz.addenda, 
vol.xii, p,108). The fact that Portington was also vicar of Cogges 
is deduced only from the fact that he witnesses Wills of parish¬ 
ioners between 22,9.1558 and 9.2,1559/60. Debanke served Astall 
between the departure of Portington and his own institution as

DAVID MORLEYS was inst 19.4.1553® He was deprived and,JOHN 
BARKER was inst 22.3.1564/5® /Tn the 16 th century, this living 
contained the two churches of Bix Gibwen and Bix Brande. Both 
churches are now desecrated and the present church is modern/. 
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Chalgrave 

GEOFFEEY ACEETH was here during Queen Mary's reign. On the 
accession of Elizabeth,_WILLIAM HUSKE was restored (previously here 
22.1,15^8/9 to 155^)“ /Acreth made his Will 21.8.1558? proved 30.11. 
1558 . His serving of Chalgrave during the Marian period is revealed 
to us in the wills of parishioners of Whitchurch, where he was cur¬ 
ate. In these he is referred to as "priest of Chalgrave_j_j7

30 . 5.1553 to successor's appointment). 

Hardwick 

GEIFFITH GOUGHE was inst 21.1.1560/1. He was deprived and 
EOBEET SCHOLEFIELD was inst 12.3.1568/9. /for Goughe, see also 
Caversfield, diocese of Lincoln/. 

Henley-on-Thames 

THOMAS MOEEIS (or MOEEISON) was inst 17.9.1558. He was dep¬ 
rived and WILLIAM BAEKEE was inst 1.7.1563. 

Kencot 

ELIZEUS THOMASON was inst 3.8.1556. He abandoned the ’ 
living and was succeeded by EDMUND MASTEEODEE in or about 1559t 
possibly 6 , 10.1559 when he signed the Protestant articles. 

Merton 

PHILIP MENDONE was inst 9.5.1559 and abandoned the living 
by the end of the year, ^^endone was appointed to this living after 
a lapse of two years. The previous incximbent, John Jones, made his 
Will 20 . 5 . 1557 , proved 17 . 7 . 1557 . After Mendone's departure the 
living remained vacant for the reason that it was a poor one.. It 
was served by the Fellows of Exeter College (to whom the rectory 
and advowson was conveyed by Sir William Petre tmder a Deed of 
Gift 8 . 11 . 1566 ) without institution for many years. Mendone's 
departure, therefore, may have been due either to conscience or to 
the poorness of the living.

He abandoned the liv¬ 
ing and JOHN KINGTON was inst 29.3.1564, /Grave was undoubtedly a 
Catholic. Being also,incumbent of Stanton Harcourt (q.v) he seems 
to have resided there. As parson he is vouched for in the wills of 
parishioners down to February 1559- In the 1565 return of vacant 
benefices, Stanton Harcourt is stated to have been vacant for seven 
years, ignoring Grave's institution and taking us back to the death 
of his predecessor. This was customary Protestant practice when 
dealing with recalcitrant Catholic clergy and amounts to proof of 
Grave's religious conviction^/.

_fiOBERT WOOD was deprived -and MTTHEW GLAVE was inst 17.5. 
1559. date of Wood’s appointment is unknown but certainly it 

was in the last half of 1557 when his predecessor, William Gervys, 
resigned the living.

THOMAS HESKINS was inst 19.1.1558/9. He was ejected and 
HENRY PARRY was restored (previously here 16.10.15^7 to,:i554). 

/For Heskins, see Chancellor, Salisbury dioces^/.

WILLIAM GREEN was inst 16 . 6.1556 and abandoned the living 
in 1559 . AMBROSE LANCASTER was inst 28 .ll.i 566 . /The return of 
vacant livings, 1565, reads as follows:- "Sundecombe Rectoria in 
Decanatu de Henley jam vacat et vacavit per decern annos per ces- 
sionem ultimi Rectoris and fructus percipiuntur per Edmund Ash- . 
field, armigerum, auctoritate sequistrationis ordinarii pro mini- 
stratione divinorum ibidem et ejusdem Patrona est Domina Regina”.

DEAN 

RICHARD M/iRSHALL was appointed by the Crown 14.9.1553. He . 
resigned and GEORGE CAREWE was appointed 16,5.1559. /Marshall was 
from Kent. He was educated at Oxford University, scholar of Corpus 
Christi 1532-8, B.A 5.12.1537, M.A 5.10.1540, B.D 1544, D.D 18 . 7 . 
1552 . He held much preferment, including Prebends in St.Paul's 
Cathedral and V/inchester Cathedral; although many sources credit 
him with being deprived of the latter stall: on the accession of 
Elizabeth, it is clear that he had resigned it before 7.3.1555/6. 
Marshall's case is a strange one; although it is charged that he 
"went with the times", he was deprived of his preferment except 
the Deanery which, as we have seen, he resigned. Sanders does not 
list him as a deprived man, probably because when in prison in 
1563 he recanted, withdrawing from the Catholic position. Yet, the 
fact that he lost all other preferment, and that the order for his 
arrest was made 21.2.1567/8, it seems that whatever Marshall did 
in prison, he soon retracted his recantation. Willis, in his 
famous work on "Cathedrals", mentions Marshall's "indiscreet 
carriage". The result probably was that he was trusted by neither 
side. He went into Yorkshire, to Wensleydale, where his brother- 
in-law, Mr.Metcalf, resided. He is also reported to have had 
recourse to the Earl of Cumberland. It is probably safe to con¬ 
sider this a resignation for conscience/.

WALTER MOORE was inst 16 .11.1558. He resigned and HENRY 
SALUSBERIE was inst 15,8.1561. 
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Mapledurham 

EICHAED BEEWERNE was inst 12.3.l5^6/7o He resigned and JOHN 
HODGSON was inst 15.12.1559. ^rewerne was a conservative in 
religion. See preamble to this dioces_e7•

Gale held Edlesborough, Buckinghamshire, diocese of Lincoln 27.9.

JOHN CHAMBERS (1541-1536) 

Consecrated 23.10.154l on formation of the See. He died 

in 1556. 

DAVID POLE (1557-1559) 

Consecrated 15.8.1557 at Chiswick by Nicholas Heath, 
Archbishop of York. Deprived 1559 and died May or June 1568, 


EDMUND SCAMBLER (1561-1585) 

Elected 16.2.1560/1, consecrated 16.2.156O/I, translated 
to Norwich in 1585. 
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The diocese of Peterborough was formed by letters pa.tent 
dated 4.9.15^1} being carved out of the diocese of Lincoln. It was 
to consist of a Bishop, a Dean and six prebendaries. The last abbot 
of Peterborough, John Chambers (ob.1356), who had voluntarily 
surrendered his Benedictine house to the King's Commissioners, was 
the first Bishop of the newly erected See. 

The extent of the diocese comprised the counties of 
Northamptonshire and Rutland, It was never a conservative diocese, 
forming part of the East Anglian area that in the succeeding century 
was to contribute so much to the Puritan cause. 

The only higher clergy at Peterborough Cathedral who were 
deprived for religion's sake wore the Bishop (David Pole) and the 
Dean (John Boxall). There xirere, however, two resignations - those 
of Richard Petre and Robert Isham - which were almost certainly 
due to conscience. These are listed separately. 

The holders of the Third and Fourth Stalls - Christopher 
Hodgson (20,2.1557/8) and Nicholas Murrey (here from 1544) - died 
and are not therefore included in the following survey. 

The most important Catholic families in the diocese were 
those of Vaux and Tresham, 

The Vaux family had been in the county of Northamptonshire 
since the 13th century at least. In peerage terms they were, in the 
16th century, a recent addition, as the Barony of Vaux of Harrowden 
had been created 27.4.1523 in the person of Sir Nicholas Vaux. It 
is, however, the third Baron, William Vaux (1535-1595) who is of 
interest to us in considering the allegiance of the family to the 
ancient religion during Elizabeth's reign. 

He was a wellknown recusant, and, subsequent to harbouring 
the Jesuit, Edmund Campion, was in the Fleet prison 18.8.1581. Trial 
in the Star Chamber followed (l5<>11.158l) as a result of which he 
was fined £1,000 and returned to the Fleet. This was just one of his 
many tribulations. 

William Vaux was married twice, firstly (about 1557) to 
Elizabeth, daughter of John Beaumont of Gracedieu, co.Leicester, 
Master of the Rolls 1550-1552. She died and was buried at Irthling- 
borough, 12.8,1562. In the following year, or shortly afterwards, 
he married Mary, daughter of John Tresham of Rushton, co.Northants. 

Lord Vaux died at Irthlingborough 20,8,1595 and was buried 
there the following day. His widow died 28,12.1597 at Oxford and 
was buried at Irthlingborough 19.1.1597/8, 

Henry, Lord Vaux's son and heir by his first wife, died 
without issue and was buried at Ashby Magna, co.Leicester 19.11. 

1587. The Jesuit, John Gerard, speaks of him as "a very scholarly 
man, wellknown for his piety". He was also something of a poet. 

The next in line of succession was George Vaux, son of 
Lord Vaux by his second marriage. This George was baptised at Great 
Harroxvden 27.9-1564, educated at Douai; he married at Harrowden 
25.7.1585 Elizabeth, daughter of John Roper, 1st Baron Teynham, He 
died 13.7.1594 at Great Harrowden and was buried the following day. 
His widow sheltered the Jesuit, John Gerard, and, refusing the oath 
of allegiance, was indicted l9«2.l6ll/2 at the Old Bailey when she 
was sentenced to perpetual imprisonment and confined in Newgate 
until 3.7.1613 when she was released for health reasons. She was 
living in 1625 but the date and place of her death are unknown to me. 

The Tresham family, who beggared themselves in the cause 
of Catholicism, lived at Rushton, where there are monuments to them 
in the parish church, notably that of Sir Thomas Tresham, the last 
Prior in England of the Order of St.John of Jerusalem. His effigy 
on the table tomb in the chancel, shows him in his robes. The first 
member of the family of any prominence was Sir Thomas Tresham (ob. 
i471), a devoted Lancastrian, and member of Parliament for the 
county, he was elected Speaker of the House, Fighting on the side 
of the red rose at the battle of Tewkesbury, he vas taken prisoner 
and beheaded after the battle. 
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Thomas Tresham, the Lord Prior of the Order of St»John 
of Jerusalem, died in 1559o His grandson, another Sir Thomas, was 
"the great builder". Spending much of his time in prison as a 
Catholic recusant, he occupied his intervals of freedom in raising 
fine specimens of Renaissance architecture - the market house at 
Rothwell, the new building at Lyveden, and that quaint conception, 
the "triangular lodge" at Rushton. He died in 1605 , the year of 
the Gunpowder Plot, in which his son, Francis Tresham (1567-1 605 ) 
was so deeply implicated. 

The story of the Gunpowder Plot is too wellknown to 
require recapitulation but that Tresham was a party to it is indis¬ 
putable. It is possible that he was poisoned in prison on the 
Government's instructions to stop dangerous knowledge which he held 
being made public. The Anglican Bishop of Gloucester, Dr.Goodman, 
states that 'Butler, the great physician of Cambridge' believed 
him to have been poisoned. Significantly, the report of the three 
doctors who visited Tresham 16,12.1605 is missing, as is the letter 
Tresham wrote to Cecil the previous day. In the event, Tresham 
died in agony 23 . 12 . 1605 . No one was allowed to see the body; the 
head was chopped off and the body interred on Tower Hill. The head 
was displayed at Northampton. 

Francis Tresham had concealed his private papers at 
Rushton, and to such good purpose that they were not discovered 
until 1828 , The baronetcy became extinct in 1650 , 

The manor of Ashby St.Ledgers came to the Catesby 
family in the reign of Richard III. It was their main but not only 
estate; Bushwood House, Lapworth, co.Warwick was another, and 
it was here that the famous (if not notorious) Robert Catesby (*) 
was said to have been born in 1573. He was educated at Gloucester 
Hall (now Worcester College), Oxford, but as a Catholic he was, of 
course, unable to proceed to his B.A. He married Catherine (**), 
daughter of Sir Thomas Leigh, a Warwickshire Protestant; of their 
two sons, only one - Robert — lived. He was baptised 11.11*1595 
at the parish church of Chastleton, co.Oxford (Catesby had inheri¬ 
ted the manor from his grandmother in 1593? doubtless, as a Cath¬ 
olic, he subsequently found a house in Oxford diocese so close to 
both Gloucester and Coventry & Lichfield dioceses eminently useful) 
His wife, Catherine Leigh, died and was buried in the church of 
Ashby St,Ledgers 15.11.1598. It was the loss of his wife that 
deflected him towards the rocks upon which the Catesby ship was to 
founder so disastrously. "He was reclaimed from his wild courses" 
says Father Gerard, "and became a Catholic, unto which he had 
always been inclined in opinion, though not in practice". Catesby 
is not the first man to have found himself through personal tragedy 
although no one, in his day or this, can fail to reject as evil the 
task he now set himself and with which the honourable name of his 
family became so intimately connected. 

Despite the pre-eminence of the Vaux, Tresham and Cates¬ 
by families, there were others no less worthy of mention. For 
instance, in the 1577 list of persons who do not resort to their 
parish church we find mention of "Mr.Chambers of Ediweston, prest, 
brother to my Lady St.John of Bletso; who hath no landes nor goods 
but private and unknowne" (***) 


(*) His father was Sir William Catesby (buried 11,4,1598 at 

Ashby St.Ledgers). He married there 9.6.1566 Anne, daughter 
of Sir Robert Throckmorton. 

(**) The marriage settlement is dated 2.3.34th Elizabeth (l592). 

(***) "Ediweston" is Edith Weston, co.Rutland, not far from 

Stamford, We shall meet Edward Cheimbers again at Abingdon 
(St.Helen), Berkshire, diocese of Salisbury. 
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This "Mr.Chambers” was Edward Chambers alias Mann. He was 
in prison in 1376; Fr.Persons calls him ”a grave Priest and 
Gentleman”. In 1582 the same Fr.Persons called him to preside 
over the Due de Guise's English College at Eu in Normandy. 

In 1396 Doctors Worthington and Percy recommended Chambers 
to Cardinal Caetano as a priest and reliable man to act as Consultor, 
among those who either Ccime to Douai "late, in life or who never 
lived in it at all". He is thought to have died at Douai soon after 
1398 . He was a Fellow of Eton in 1357 ^nid in that year supplicated 
the degree of B.D at Oxford. 

In S.P.Dora.Eliz., CCLXII, there is a letter from this priest, 
dated 6.2.1396/7, dated from St.Omer. From it we have an indication 
of the old man's poverty; he also describes himself as "old, blind 
and lame". The burden of the letter is that he wishes to dispose of 
his inheritance in England, to which end he would cross the narrow 
seas if needful, but is reluctant to do so because: "I should also 
be deprived of the free use of the sacraments, and should lie in 
danger of high commissioners cuid pursuivants, for fear of which I 
was forced to leave my country". 

His sister is remarkable for her matrimonial career. Eliza¬ 
beth Chambers was the daughter of Geoffrey Chambers of Stanmore, 
Middlesex. Firstly, she married (as his second wife; the first had 
been Anne Foliot of Pirton, co.Worcs) Sir Walter Stonor of Stonor, 
co.Oxon. Secondly, she espoused Reginald Conyers of Wakerley, co. 
Northants, and Edith V/eston, co.Rutland; he died in 1359. Her third 
husband (and she was his third wife) was Sir Edward Griffin of 
Dingley, Northamptonshire, Attorney-General to Edward VI and Mary; 
it was this man who built Dingley Hall, with its famous archway 
inscription (*). He died in 1372. Her fourth, and last husband, WaS 
Oliver, 1 st Lord St.John of Bletsoe, who predeceased her in 1382 . 

Symon Norwich follows in the list. He was son of John Norwich 
and Anne Cobham, and married Grace, daughter of Edward Griffin of 
Dingley, Northamptonshire. He was in the Marshalsea 26.11,1378 and 
transferred to the Fleet 22.2.1379. He died 23.^.1388. 

Then comes "Mr.Price of Washingley, his landes worth two 
hundred poundes a yere". Price is an anglicised form of Ap Rhys, 
which indicates Welsh extraction. The "Mr.Price" of the text was 
Robert (**), son of William Apreece by Elizabeth, daughter and 
heir of Robert Latimere of North Cravirley, Buckinghamshire, and was 
born C.I 332 . He married Joan, daughter and coheir of Robert V/ilford 
of London, and had by this lady nine sons and six daughters, as 
witnessed by his monument in the church of Luddington-in-the-Wold, 
Northamptonshire. This Robert Price entertained St.Edmund Campion 
in 1380 / 1 , He was imprisoned for recusancy at Ely 23.3.139^. He 
died 9 .^i -.1622 aged 90 , a great age in those days. 

"Mr.William Brudenell" cited in the 1377 list was the fifth 
son of Sir Thomas Brudenell (ob.1349) of Deene and his wife, Eliza¬ 
beth, daughter of Sir William Fitzwilliam of Milton, co,Northants, 
William Brudenell married Ann Partridge of Holland, Lincolnshire, 
and after his death she married James Digby of North Luffenham, 

CO, Rutland, where she was buried 30.^.1596. 


(*) "What thing so fair but Time will pare. Anno 136 O. Sorte tua 
contentus abi. Ne sutor ultra crepidam. Eraeri pro virtutem 
proesta quam per dedus vivere. That that doest do it wisely and 
mark the end and so forth. Invigilate viri, tacito nam tempera 
grassu/Diffugiunt, melloque sono convertitur annus/Si Deus 
nobiscum quis contra nos. God save the King, 136 O". Philip of 
Spain, that is. Surprising indeed, considering the year. It 
makes Nicholas Pevsner ("Northamptonshire", Penguin Books) 
call Edward Griffin "a fanatic Catholic". A Ca.tholic for sure, 
as witness the fact that he sheltered the nun, Anne Boroeghe, 
whose brass (1377) is in the nearby church. 

(**) His seventh son, Jerome, was the father of Robert Price, shot 

down in cold blood by the Ro^lndheads after the siege of Lincoln 
when he bravely admitted to being "Price the Roman Catholic". 
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Another branch of the Catholic Digby family lived at 
Stoke Dry, south of Uppingham, in Rutland. The family was an old 
one, and wealthy; from it came Sir Everard Digby. 

Everard Digby was the son of another Everard by Maria, 
daughter and coheir of Francis Neale of Keythorpe, co.Leicester, 
and was born 16,5.1578. His father died while he was very young 
and he was brought up in the Protestant religion. While still in 
his teens he married (at Gayhurst, Buckinghamshire, 9.2.1596) 

Mary, daughter of William Moulsoe of Gayhurst, nr.Newport Pagnell, 
Buckinghamshire; the girl heiress brought him vast possessions 
which, added to his own not inconsiderable wealth, made him a 
very rich young man indeed. 

They had two sons - (l) Sir Kenelm Digby (ob„11. 6,1665 
aet 62 ); he married Venetia /mastasia, daughter of Sir Edward 
Stanley, K.B., of Tong Castle, co.Salop. She (who died 1663 aet 
33 ) was a great beauty but an unmitigated whore, Richard (Sack- 
ville), Earl of Dorset, kept her as mis mistress and had several 
children by her; Aubrey claims that he settled an annuity of £<500 
on her); and (2) Sir John Digby, Major-General for the King in 
the West, dying honourably at the battle of Langport, co,Somerset, 
9.7.1645. 

Converted to the Catholic religion, he fell under the 
spell of Robert Catesby and through this connection was drawn into 
the Gunpowder Plot and for this cause suffered the barbaric death 
reserved for traitors on 30 .I. 1606 , 

From the foregoing it will be obvious that although 
Peterborough diocese formed part of the Protestant belt, there 
were not lacking those who were prepared to make a stand for the 
Faith in which they believed.

(a) DEPRIVATIONS AMD EJECTIONS 
CATHEDRAL AND HIGHER CLERGY 
BISHOP 

DAVID POLE was consecrated 15»8,1557 and wa£ de^Drived in 
1559» EDMUND SCAMBLER was consecrated l6o2,l56l. /David Pole appears 
as Fellow of All Souls, Oxford, in 1520. He devoted himself to civil 
law and graduated B.Can.L 2,7.1526 and D.Can.L 17.2.1527/8. In 1529 
he was an advocate in Doctors Commons and held many preferments in 
the diocese of Coventry & Lichfield, including the Prebend of Tach- 
brook (11.4 o1551)i the Archdeaconry of Salop (1536) and the Arch¬ 
deaconry of Derby (18.1,15^2/3). On 15*11.15^0 he was Dean of Arches 
and Vicar-General to the Bishop of Lichfield. He was on the commis¬ 
sion for the deprivation of Cranmer, Ridley and Latimer and.the 
restoration of the deprived Catholic Bishops, and Vicar-General to 
Cardinal Pole. During the vacancy of Lichfield diocese following the 
death of Richard Sampson, he was commissary for the diocese. On the 
death of John Chambers, the first Bishop of Peterborough, QueCn Mary 
sent letters commendatory to Pope Paul IV in Pole's favour, and he 
was consecrated at Chiswick on 15.8.1557 by Nicholas Heath, Arch¬ 
bishop of York, He was deprived by Queen Elizabeth but was treated 
by her with conspicuous leniency as "an ancient and grave person, 
and very quiet subject". He died in 15687 . 

DEAN 

JOHN BOXALL was presented 24,6,1557._He was deprived and 
WILLIAM LATIMER was presented 14,12,1559. /John Boxall was born at 
Bramshott, Hants, He was educated first at Winchester School, then 
at New College, Oxford, of which he became a Perpetual Fellow on 
9,10.1540; as M.A he supplicated for B.D 11,7.1554, being admitted 
15 . 7 . 1540 . It is probable that about this time he took the tonsure 
and minor orders. During the reign of Edward VI he remained in 
retitement, but on the accession of Mary, he became prominent in 
public life. He received all the sacred orders together in London 
in 1554 . His subsequent preferment, civil and ecclesiastical, was 
as follows;- Prebend of North Grantham in Salisbury Cathedral (q.v), 
rector of Bishop's Hatfield, Herts (q.v), a Prebend in Ely Cathed¬ 
ral (q.v). Prebendary of Winchester (1554-6), Archdeacon of Ely 
( 1556 ), Dean of Peterborough, Dean of Norwich (20.12.1557-1558), 

Dean of St.George's Chapel, V/indsor (q.v), Dean of Wolverhampton 
(q.v), Prebendary of Ilton (q.v), diocese of Bath & Wells, Regist¬ 
rar of the Order of the Garter, rector of Overton, Hants (q.v), 
diocese of Winchester. He became D.D in 1558. From 1553 to 1558 he 
was Secretary of State to Queen Mary, a Privy Councillor in 1556 
and Master and Councillor of the Court of Requests in the same year. 
He was also an overseer of Cardinal Pole's will. On Elizabeth's 
accession he was removed as Secretary of State to make room for 
Cecil and his behaviour on this occa.sion places his character in a 
very favourable light, for instead of opposing his successor, it 
is clear from his letters to Cecil that ho was only too anxious to 
give him all the assistance he could. Notwithstanding, he was 
deprived of all his preferments and imprisoned in the Tower l 8 , 6 , 
1560 , On 15 . 9.1563 he was put into the charge of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury. This was the end of Boxall's career aind with Thirlby, 
Bishop of Ely, he removed with the Archbishop at various times to 
the Primate's manors at Bromley and Bekesbourne, In I 569 he wrote 
to Cecil asking permission to visit his aged mother, now in her 
eighties. The ploa seems to have been successful and soon after he 
was released. V/hile living with relatives in London he died 3.3» 
1570/1?. 

SECOND STALL

OLIVER BARLIE resigned before 1561 . THOMAS PIOLMES was 
inst 1 * 8 . 1561 . /^arlie's appointment is untraceable from any source 
but his resignation was definitely not for conscience; he was 
appointed to Souldrop, Bedfordshire, 22.8. 1560 /, 

Evenley 

V/ILLIAM ROWELL was inst 13.9*1538. He resigned and 
THOMAS RAWSON was inst 27 . 8 . 156 O. 

Furtho 

MURICE PENIALL was here_frora 1558 and resigned. CHRIS¬ 
TOPHER EliERSON was inst 6,9*1561. /Although an undoubted Catholic, 
this was not a resignation for conscience for Peniall. His decision 
came two years later when he was deprived of Sundon and Houghton 
Regis, both in Bedfordshire, for recusanc;£7. 

Greens Norton 

WILLIAM MOWSE was inst 12.12.1558, He resigned and JOHN 
PRATT was inst 18 .I. 1566 / 7 . /Mowse was B.Civ.L 1537/8, LL.D of 
Cambridge and Master of Trinity Hall there 1552/3* He was ejected 
as a Protestant by Queen Mary and Stephen Gardiner substituted. 

On Gardiner's death, Mov/se, having conformed, was reappointed in 
1555 3.nd deprived by Elizabeth in 1559* He was incorporated at 
Oxford, 1553? and was Regius Professor of Law there 1554-1558. He 
was Prebendary of Southwell Minster, 1559? and of York, 1561 . He 
died in 1588 . The D.N.B reports; "It is probable that he was a 
Romanist without the courage of his convictions//. 

Maidford 

GEORGE SANDERS compounded for the first fruits 27.11* 
1562 , He resigned and RICHARD MATHEW was inst I. 12 . 1563 * Sanders 
was here as early as 3 O. 8.1561 when he appeared at the Visita¬ 
tion; this suggests an earlier institution. He does not seem to 
have held any further preferment in the diocese/. 




Passenham 
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WILLIAM WALKER was inst 6.5.1559. He resigned and EDWARD 
EDGEWORTH was inst 3«11.1580. possibly a resignation for conscience 
since he was deprived of Burnham-on-Sea, Essex, diocese of London, 
for ’’contempt of the Royal Supreinacy_J^<. 

Pilton 

ANTHONY REDSHAW was inst 29.3.1558. He resigned and JOHN 
CRUSE was inst 1.3.1560/1. 

Plumpton 

EDMUND PERTON was inst 14.1,1557. He resigned and JOHN 
CRUSE was inst 16,4.1564. 

Slapton 

THOMAS NEGUS was inst_5.1.1558. He resigned and ROBERT 
SIMMONS was inst 9.5.1584. ^Not a resignation for conscience. He 
resigned Slapton on being restored to Brixworth (q,v_)_7. 

Stamford (St,Martin) 

JOPIN HODGSON was inst 30.5.1551. He probably resigned and 
THOMAS GYBSON occurs as Vicar in 1561 . ^odgson was a conformer 
and almost certainly resigned this living on being appointed to 
the rectory of Mapledurham, Oxfordshire, 15.12.1559» which he held 
until death in 1575. THe church of St.Martin, Stamford, is the 
only one of the town’s churches to lie on the south bank of the 
river Welland. Thus, when Henry VIII carved the diocese of Peter¬ 
borough out of the ancient diocese of Lincoln, making the Welland 
the dividing line, St,Martin's was included in the new diocese, 
while Stamford's other churches remained in Lincoln dioces£7.

RALPH GRENEHALL was inst 5.12.154?. He resigned and HUGH 
CHARNOCK was inst 17.9.I56l. /Not a resignation for conscience. 
Grenehall resigned to take up Culworth (q,

FLUYD was inst 29.5.1565.

EDMUND GHEAST (GUEST) (l560-l57l)

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Prior to the dissolution of the religious houses, Rochester 
had been a Benedictine cathedral-priory, served by seculars. 

Secularization of the chapter was effected by letters patent 
dated 20.6.1542 which made provision for a dean, six prebendaries, 
six minor canons, a dea.con and sub-deacon, six lay clerks, a master 
for eight choristers, four students of divinity, twenty-three 
grammar scholars, six poor men, a porter who was also a barber, a 
butler and cooks. 

The diocese of Rochester is famous for its martyr-Bishop, 
St.John Fisher. Later, in his place, sat Maurice Griffin (consec¬ 
rated 1 . 4 , 1554 ), the last Catholic incumbent of the See. He was a 
Dominican and a B.D of'^Oxford University; Baskerville, in his 
"English Monks and the Suppression of the Monasteries", states that 
the Bishop was one of those who "took the conservative side in 
ecclesiastical politics". He died 20.11,1558, three days after the 
death of Queen Mary and one day after the death of the Archbishop, 
Cardinal Pole. The See remained vacant until the consecration of 
Edmund Gheast (or Guest) on 24,3.1580. 

Walter Phillips, the last Prior, became the first Dean in 
1542 and held it until his death in 1570. 

The Archdeacon, John Kennall, resigned his office in 1559j 
but as will be seen from his entry, it was through conscience. 

There were six stalls at Rochester; the occupants of two 
were deprived (although there is some doubt about one), two were 
handed back to their Edwardian occupants (the Marian holders being 
ejected) and the holders of two stalls conformed. 

The holder of the first stall was Hugh ap Rhys (or Price 
in its anglicized form), a man of more than local celebrity. He 
was born at Brecon in 1495 and ended his career as Treasurer of 
St.David's Cathedral in 1571, holding it until his death in 1574. 

He was educated at the monastery of Oseney, Oxford, graduating 
B.C.L of Oxford in 1512. He was Vicar of Cranbrook, Kent, diocese 
of Canterbury, 1533-1554, and also held Stowe (q.v), Shropshire, 
in the diocese of Hereford, He founded Jesus College, Oxford, where 
there is a portrait of him. He obtained his Rochester stall in 1542 
and retained it until his death. 

The holder of the fifth stall was John Riddlesdale, here 
from 6 . 3 , 1558/9 (when he succeeded the Bishop, Maurice Griffin), 
and in 1571. Riddlesdale, as befitted a Protestant who had entered 
into the promised land, was amply beneficed. In Rochester diocese 
he held Chatham and Shorne and in London diocese St.Augustine's, 
Watling Street and Little Greenford, Middlesex (2.12.1540 to 1559)- 

The other prebendaries are listed separately. 

Among the notable lay Catholics in this little diocese, 
the family of Roper of Eltham stands by itself. A small fragment 
of their home. Well Hall, still stands. William Roper (?l495-1578) 
married Margaret More, daughter of St,Thomas More (1478-1535)• From 
William Roper's brother, Christopher, are descended the Lords 
Teynham (Roper-Curzon), the Trevor-Ropers and possibly the Kent 
family of Raper (*). 

Other famous Catholic families associated with the diocese 
are the great feudal house of Nevill (**), Lords Bergavenny (who 
we meet again at Frant, Sussex, diocese of Chichester) who held 


(*) So Lilian Boys Behrens: "Battle Abbey under 39 Kings" (St. 
Catherine Press, 1937). 

(**) The Nevill home was Birling Place, in that parish, in Keit; 

it is now a farmstead. The family have long since migrated 
to Sussex, where their home is Bridge Place, near Tunbridge Wells. 
Their original house there (in which Queen Elizabeth was enter¬ 
tained in 1573 ) was demolished in the l8th century and a monstrosity 
by Wyatt erected on the site. This mock-Gothic castle was demolished 
before the last war and a modern house erected on the site. 
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Birling Place; the Wybarnes (see Chichester diocese) who held, the 
manor of Hawkwell in Pembury, near Tonbridge; the Lowe family of 
Bromley; and the Darrells (*) whose home, Scotney Castle, in Lam- 
berhurst parish was within the diocese. 

The boundary of the diocese - a common one shared with 
Canterbury diocese - followed, in approximate terms, the course of 
the river Medway. 

In writing about this diocese, some writers include in 
the sufferers for religion's sake, John Denton, parson of Speldhurst, 
near Tunbridge Wells. This is on the basis of the entry in the Acts 
of the Privy Council, VII, p.64, under date 9«3»1559, where mention 
is made of a letter addressed to John Waller of Groombridge "to 
apprehend one John Denton, clerk, parson of Speldhurst, and commit 
him to sure ward, and to signify hither what he shall have done 
therein". This has an ominous sound and an enquirer, glancing at 
C,H.Fielding's "Records of Rochester", will see that he lists a 
George Elliott in 1559. This is a misprint of the most unfortunate 
kind for the truth is that John Denton, appointed 10.1.1554, 
retained the living until George Elliott was in fact appointed 5*9. 
1599 . Thus we may dispose of John Denton as a sufferer for the 
Catholic faith. 

How completely this Marian priest became a minister of 
reform may be judged from the Speldhurst parish register where we 
find his wife, Ann, being buried 17.5.1579 children Jane and 
Martha also being buried 24.12.1586 and 15*2.1590 respectively. It 
should be quite clear from this that Denton was anything but a 
Catholic priest.(**) 

There is no doubt that he was in some kind of trouble in 
the late winter of 1558/9; what it was and what followed, history 
does not tell us. But certainly he was in possession of his living 
in 1561 when the Bishop made his report to Parker, and retained it 
unmolested until his death. 


(*) The Scotney branch of the Darrells was always Catholic, The l6th 
century head of the house was Thomas, who married firstly Anne, 
daughter of Thomas Hedd and secondly Mary, daughter of Thomas Roydon 
of East Peckham, co.Kent. From the second wife came his eldest son 
Henry, who married Margaret, daughter of Sir Edward Gage of Firle, 
CO. Sussex, The story of the Jesuit, Richard Blount's escape from 
Scotney is wellknown. The Darrells were forced to sell the estate 
in the l8th century. Lamberhurst also contained a Catholic family 
of stonemasons named Collins, the last of whom died in l829 on the 
very eve of Catholic Emancipation.

THIRD STALL 

MRTIIT COLLINS, inst in 1554, was deprived. ROBERT JOHNSON 
succeeded in 1569 . ^his is the case upon which this writer has great 
reservations. Collins was a Cornishman, admitted to Exeter College 22, 
11.1533, B.A 9.12.11531, M.A 14.11.1535. For a discussion of the difficul¬ 
ties surrounding this man, read^s are dii^oted to the parish entry of 
Horsmonden on a succeeding page/.

PHILIP PREAR was presented by the Crown 4.4.1i554. He was ejected 
and JOHN SIMPKINS was restored (previously here 1542-1,554).

Chalk 

JOHN SMITH was presented by the Crown 25.3.1556. He was deprived 

and-BAKER was appointed 1562. _^he process of deprivation against 

Smith was in motion at the time the Bishop made his report to Parker in 
1i561 ; it would appear that Smith had abandoned his living as so many of 
the Catholic clergy did and his prolonged absence therefrom was the cause 
of deprivatio^. 

Dar'tford 

NICHOLAS ASPINALL was inst 2.5.1559. He was ejected and RICHARD 
TDRNBR was restored (previously here PP 27.3.11551/2 to 1554). /^pinall 
held many livings and seems to have lost them all by 1568, See Stepney, 
Middlesex; Braughing, Herts, and Yelling, Hunts/. 

De-ptford (st . Nicholas) 

JOHN ANGELL was inst 21,10.1554. He was ejected and ROBERT 
THOMPSON was restored (previously here 26.9.1548 to 1554). /^here were 
at least -two men named John Angell at this period. One, the Prebendary 
of Heathfield in Chichester Cathedral (ob.1568) and the other was from 
Gloucestershire and obtained his B.A at Oxford 9.12,1557 and M.A 14.7. 
157 ^- 

Evnesford (Vicar) 

JOHN LEDILL was inst 18.1.1554/5. He was ejected and JOHN HOLLAND 
was restored (previously here PP 8.3.1547 to 1554). 


Parleigh. West 

RICHARD GOLDEN, here from 1554, was ejected and JOHN ESTON was 
restored (previously here 12.3,t548 to 1554). He retained the living 
until his death in 1582,

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WILLIAM ELY was inst 17.12.1558. He was deprived and 
WILLIAM STOCK was inst 9.5.1562. /for William Ely, see St.John's

He was ejected and 
THOMAS BEDLOW was restored (previously here FF 17.7.15^9 to 155^).

NICHOLAS GEENEV/AYE was presented by the Crown 22.5*155^* 

He was ejected a.nd PETER LYMITEE was restored (previously here 
FF 26 . 10.1549 to 1554 ). 

Gravesend (St,Mary) 

NICHOLAS GEENEWAYE was presented by the Crown 22.5*1554. 

He was ejected and PETER LYMITEE was restored (previously here 
FF 26 . 10.1549 to 1554 ), 

Hever 

RICHARD SLACKE was inst 16.4.1554. He either abandoned or 
was deprived of the living and JOHN STERE was inst II.I. 156 O, 
Richard Slacke was a Jesuit. His other livings in the English 
church were Belgrave (q.v), Leicestershire and Shenley (q.v), 
Buckinghamshire, He went from all three livings in 155^* 

Horsmonden 

MARTIN COLLINS was inst 6,8.1542, He was deprived and 
JOHN WICKHAM was inst 2.8.1571. /^his is the way the succession 
is usually written but this statement will not bear examination. 

In the first place, Collins was buried at Horsmonden 15 . 6 . 1569 . 

This means that he would have had to be deprived before death and 
the living remain vacant for two years; in the chaos of the time 
this would have been quite possible. The truth is, however, that 
between Collins and Wickham there were two short-lived incumben¬ 
cies, revealed to us by the first fruit compositions, Arthur Bart¬ 
lett compounded for the first fruits 1.6.1571 and Thomas King like¬ 
wise compounded 29.7.1571} to be followed by Wickham less than a 
month later. It would therefore appear that the man deprived was 
King, not Collins. Horsmonden was not the only parish held by 
Collins for the first fruit records reveal that he compounded for 
Midley, Romney Marsh (only a fragment of this church now exists) 
on 3 . 3 . 1546 , and held it until his death/. 

Lullingstone 

JOHN LADGHE was inst 21.1.1558/9. He was deprived and 
JOHN DAWLYN wa.s inst 9*6.1560, 

Maplescombe 

WILLIAM GRIFFITH was inst 4,3.1545/8. He was deprived 
and RICHARD LOVELACE was inst 11.5*1560. 

Morton 

WILLIAM ELY was inst 30.5*1556. He was deprived and JOHN 
APHLDYE was inst 7.7.1561, ^or William Ely, see St.John's College, 
Oxford, President of/. 


(*) Freckenham, though in Suffolk, was in the gift of the Bishop 
of Rochester, as indeed was Ibstock, co.Leicester, 
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Orpington 

MAURICE CLENOCK was collated 30.8.1557. He was deprived and 
HENRY DETHICK was inst 27,12.1566. ^lenock was a native of Wales. 

He was educated at Oxford University, where he was admitted B.C.L 
15^8. Having taken orders, he became chaplain, servant and domestic 
to Cardinal Pole. In 1556, Goldwell, Bishop of St.Asaph presented 
him to the rectory of Corwen, Merionethshire. On the decease of 
William Glynn, Bishop of Bangor, on 21.5.1558, he was nominated 
Bishop but never consecrated Bishop. On Elizabeth's accession, he 
was deprived of his preferments and retired abroad, travelling to 
Rome with Bishop Goldwell. In the Vatican archives is a paper drawn 
up for the guidance of the Pope in the event of it being necessary 
to fill English and V/elsh sees with Catholic nominees, which deals 
with Clenocke in this way: he "is a good man, but is no preacher. 

He is worthy of the See of Bangor to which he has been nominated". 

In other words, a loyal man but without any intellectual attainments 
In 1567 he was camesarius of the Hospital of the English pilgrims 
at Rome, subsequently its Warden, In 1578 when the Hospital became 
the English College, Clenocke became its first Rector. Previously 
he had been at Louvain, from whence he wrote to Cardinal Moroni on 
6 , 12 . 1562 : "The bitter oppression grows daily, so that true believ¬ 
ers trust to foreign aid for deliverance,......Better to strive 

for eternal salvation tmder a foreign lord than to be driven into 
the depths of Hell by an enemy at home”. He seems to have been 
drowned at sea in 158 O, en route to Spain7« 

Ospringe 

MARTIN CLIPSHAM was inst 6.5.1555. He was ejected and SIMON 
CLARKE was restored (previously here FF 18 . 8 .1548 to 1554). /Clip- 
sham was not a Catholic. He held his living of St.Vedast in London 
from 14,7.1555 until he resigned in 1571, and he was appointed to 
Stanford-le-Hope, Essex, l4,5.15847. 

St.Paul's Cray 

JOHN SEAMAN was here in 1557- He was ejected and THOMAS 
TARBUCK was restored (previously here FF 27.9.1546 to 1554). 

Snodland 

ROBERT TRUSLOVE was inst 17.3.1530. He was deprived and 
WILLIAM HALLE was here in 1561 . T^ruslove was a man of some promi¬ 
nence in his day. He was chaplain to St.John Fisher, Bishop of 
Rochester, and an informant of the anonymous biographer of Fisher. 

He is mentioned in the fragment from Arundel Mss 152 in Van Ortroy's 
"Vie de Fisher” (Brussels, l893). To quote E.E,Reynolds in his 
introduction to "St.John Fisher" (London, 1955):- "Amongst those 
who had loiown John Fisher, the early biographer had information from 
Robert Truslove (a chaplain in the Bishop's last years), Thomas 
Watson (Fellow and Master of St.John's, Bishop of Lincoln under 
Queen Mary, and for twenty-five years under restraint during Eliza¬ 
beth's reign), Walter Phillips (last Prior of Rochester), a priest 
named Buddell of Custon (*), scribe to John Fisher, as well as from 
servants and others of the Rochester household". Reynolds also 
remarks that Truslove's name first appears "under date 11 th March, 
1530 , when he was collated to the free chapel of Hailing". On 30.9. 
1533 he was admitted to Halstow, On 12.4.1547 he received the 
Prebend of Warthill in York Minster, whi_ch he lost at the accession 
of Elizabeth, as well as his Kent living/. 


(*) Unlike Truslove, John Bodyll (or Buddill) did not prove to 
be loyal. He held at least two livings - Cuxton, Kent (inst 
1 , 7 . 1522 ) and South Hanningfield, Essex (inst 4.1.1540). He survived 
the 1571 Statute, although his successor at South Hanningfield was 
appointed 2.7.1574 through resignation.

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The diocese of Salisbury comprised the counties of Wilt¬ 
shire and Berkshire. 

The last Catholic Bishop of Salisbury, John Salcot (or 
Capon) died as early as 6.10,l557j and from that date -until the 
consecration of John Jewell on 21,1.1560, the diocese was without 
a Bishop. 

The early years of Elizabeth saw the removal of the 
Chancellor, the Treasurer, the Archdeacon of Wiltshire and eleven 
prebendaries. These are listed separately. Those who conformed were 
as follows 

The time-serving Italian Dean, Peter Vannes, died holding 
that dignity in 1563* Originally he had been appointed to this 
office 13 . 2 . 1539 /^ 0 , He gave up the Deanery in Edward's time but 
was restored to it by Mary. He also held the rectory of Ashbury 
in Berkshire from 28,3»'1522 -until his death. His Will is dated 
1 . 7.1562 and was proved 1.5»1563- 

The Archdeacon of Berkshire, Thomas White, held the dignity 
from 1557« He was also Warden of New College, Oxford, l533-'1573j 
Chancellor of Salisbury Cathedral 1571“'I588 and a Prebendary of 
Winchester from 155^» His Will is dated 4,6,1588 and proved 19«6, 
1588 (P.C.C 4l Rutland). 

The Archdeacon of Salisbury, Richard Chandler, compounded 
for the first fruits 26,8.1 & 2 P & M (1554) and held it until 
his death in 1583 , as he did the Prebend of Grimstone (q.v). He 
also held Cheverell Magna (FF 12.6.1559)* Wiltshire and Denton-by- 
Grantham, Lincolnshire (q.v). Much earier he had been Vicar of 
Portsmou-bh (8,4.1533) for o year. 

The Prebend of Alton Australis (or South Alton) was held 
by Gilbert Corwen (or Curwen) appointed 3»'I0.1554. He died and 
was succeeded by Peter Bizarus, an Italian writer in the employ 
of the Earl of Bedford on 15«4.1561. 

The Prebendary of Beaminster Prima was Stephen Cheston, 

He was appointed 26,4,1543 and held it until his death in 1572, 

He was also Archdeacon of Winchester. 

The Prebendary of Beaminster Secunda was Thomas Securis, 
appointed 20.5«1554. He died and was succeeded by Henry Securis 
29.3.1564. 

The Prebendary of Bitton was Robert Reve, a.ppointed 6,7. 
1554 . He died being succeeded by John Sprint on 10,9.1573* 

The Prebendary of Durnford was Richard Reade. He was 
appointed 15.7.1557 and conformed, being succeeded by John Thompson 
on 29 . 3 . 1565 . 

The Prebendary of Fordington and Writhlington was Richard 
Basinge, appointed 22,5.1534. He was a Protestant and died, being 
succeeded by Augustine Bradbridge 6,4,1566, The latter man was 
brother to William Bradbridge, Bishop of Exeter (1571-1574). 

The Prebendary of Gillingham Minor was Robert Glasmond, 
appointed 17.3.1558. He died, being succeeded by Christopher Rookes 

21 . 2 . 1560 . 

The Prebendary of South Grantham was Edward Crorae, appoin¬ 
ted 9.2.1537. He resided in London, where he was rector of St.Mary 
Aldermary, having been appointed in 1535* the year in which he 
resigned St.Anthony, Budge Row (inst 20.5.1534). He was buried at 
St.Mary Aldermary 29.6,1562 (*). 

The Prebendary of Grimstone, Richard Chandler, was appoin¬ 
ted 24 . 8.1558 and held it until his death in 1583 . Thomas Bowfield 
followed 20 , 1 . 1583 . Chandler was Archdeacon of Salisbury,

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The Prebendary of Lyme & Halstock was William Bradbridge, 
appointed 17»3*1555» He resigned and Thomas Coveney succeeded 19»7» 
1563 . For this latter man see Magdalen College, Oxford. 

The Prebendary of Netheravon was Jerome Barnaby, appointed 
29»12«1551» He conformed, for he was incumbent of Boscombe in 1565* 

The Prebendary of Netherbury in Ecclesia was George Carewe, 
appointed 4,8,1556. He held it until his death, being succeeded by 
Thomas Aubrey 15«8,1583« For Carewe, see Prebend of Dultincote, 
diocese of Bath & Wells. 

The Prebendary of Netherbury in Terra was Simon Harbyn, 
appointed 17.7.1553* He resigned, being succeeded by John Thorn- 
borough 15.6.1575- 

The Prebendary of Shipton was Peter Vannes, holding it 
from 12 . 3 . 1544 . On his death John Fox was appointed 31.3.1563. This 
was the celebrated raartyrologist; he had been ordained by Bishop 
Grindal in 156 O. 

The Prebendary of Stratford was Stephen Templer, appoin¬ 
ted 10 . 8 , 155 ^. On his death John James succeeded 22.2.1563. Templer 
held Allington (q.v), Wiltshire, 

The Prebendary of Stratton was Francis Mallett, appointed 

25 . 4 . 1558 . Philip Baker was presented by the Crown l4.11.l559 and^ 
on his departure, Thomas Keye followed 8,1,1560. Keye held it until 
his death in 1572; he was buried at St.Mary in the East, Oxford, 
20 . 5 . 1572 , holding the Peculiar of Newington-with-Britewell Prior 
(q.v), Oxford diocese, also Tredington. 

The Prebendary of Torleton was Henry Harvye, appointed 

27 . 10 . 1558 . He held it until his death, when John Ebden was appoin¬ 
ted 8 , 6 . 1572 . 

The Prebendary of Uffculme was John Warner, appointed 10. 
3 . 1554 . He died in 1565 being Dean of Winchester. 

The Prebendary of Winterbourne Earls (or Winterbourne 
Comitis) was John Goodman appointed 30.6.1552. He died and Richeird 
Huys was appointed 22.12,1561. 

The Prebendary of Woodford and Wilsford was Peter Weaver, 
appointed 30.5.1554, He died and William Marwood succeeded 31.1. 

1559. 

The Prebendary of Yatesbury was Thomas White, appointed 
10 . 7 . 1553 . Oa his death John Garbrand succeeded 10,11.1565. 

The Prebendary of Yetrainster Priraa was Thomas Myntrin, 
appointed I0,1.154l, He was still in possession in 1562, 

The above brief notes on the conforming Prebendaries 
illustrate that the religious temper of Salisbury diocese was any¬ 
thing but conservative. 

It has long been ray belief that the indisputable fact 
that the majority of priests conformed to the Elizabethan settle¬ 
ment has its root in factors anything but those of conscience; 
echoes of this belief will be found elsewhere in these notes. 

The major reason for the preponderance of conformers, it 
is believed, was quote simply that of economics. Some proof of this 
is obtained from the alleged statements of the parson of Binfield 
in Berkshire in this diocese. In the words of those reporting to 
the Archdeacon of Berkshire 

"Our Personne hath been a Fryer in his younge tyme, 
and so in parte continuethe still in that profession, for we 
have heard him saye yf ever we had masse agayne, he would say it, 
for he must lyve". 

The plight of the one-benefice priest must have been 
desperate indeed, assailed by his .conscience on the one side, and 
the spectre of poverty on the other. In the event, worldly consid¬ 
erations won the day, as in 99 out of a 100 cases they must inevi¬ 
tably do. The priest quietened a tortured conscience the best way 
he could, and continued in his function until death came to resolve 
his problems. 
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In this priest's case, he had an additional reason for 
staying where he was; he had a wife. Even more shocking to his 
parishioners, perhaps, were the views he expounded from the pulpit 
of Binfield church. A son of the people, he appears to have been a 
kind of primitive socialist, such as still can be found in the 
countryside, taking their justification from Holy Writ, To quote 
the official record:- 

”Our Personne, being utterlie unlerned, sometymes taketh 
uppon him to expound, whenne he rather perswadeth the people to 
sedition than otherwise, as of late in his exposition he showed 
the peoDple that no man shoulde honor or reverence any ryche man 
or gentilman, except he was a magistrate'*. 

A true friar perhaps, yet it is flashes like this that 
turn a name in faded ink on ancient parchment into a man, that 
puts flesh on the skeleton of one long dead. Certainly, Henry 
Cotton (ob. 1615 ), the Bishop of Salisbury, becomes a real person^ 
when we read that he had ’’nineteen children by one woman, which is 
no ordinary blessing, and most of them sonnes*’ (Harrington, Wugae 
Ahtiq., i, 109). 

The diocese of Salisbury was not conservative as was the 
diocese of Winchester, and few Catholic houses appear to have^ 
existed in the part of the diocese that forms the county of V/ilt— 
shire. The Bishop’s return of 1577 gives only the following names:- 

Thomas Gawayne of Alveston; the family ofGeorge Brytayne 
of Monkton Earley; Henry May of Dinton; John Cowdrington of Fifield; 
Thomas Stevin of Cleeve Pypard; John Greene of Baverstoke and John 
Fezarde of Donhead St,Andrew. 

Alveston is what we know as Alvediston; the head of the 
Gawayne (or Gawen) family in Elizabeth's reign was Thomas Gawen 
(ob,l603), O- recusant, who had another estate at Barford St,Martin. 
There is an effigy in full armour in the church representing a member 
of this family, and their manor house still exists. It was old in 
Thomas Gawen’s day, dating from the reign of Richard II, The family 
sold out to the Wyndhams in 1658 ; the other estate at Barford St. 
Martin went in 1708. Thomas Gawen, S.J., was of this family. 

The Webbs of Odstock were another Catholic family; Sir 
John Webb, the 5th Baronet, sold the estate to a Protestant in 1784. 

We find the same story at Dinton, where the Mayhew family 
had to sell their property in 1625 . 

Other families known to have been recusant were the Engle- 
field and Moore families of Wootton Bassett, the Webbs of Lydiard 
Millicent, Legate of East Knoyle, Bigge and Tettershall of Staple- 
ford, Fawkenor of Laverstock, Perkins of Steeple Langford, Cable of 
Whiteparish and Skillinge of Draycot Manor in Wilcot, 

PpQ« 0 jjij[ji 0 ji'tly, however, post—Reformation Catholicism in 
Wiltshire meant Arundell. The first Arundell at Wardour Castle was 
Sir Thomas, a younger son of the Lanherne branch; involvdd in the 
fall of Protector Somerset, he lost his head. His son. Sir Matthew, 
was a wary man and having recovered his father's lands, no doubt 
intended to cling to them; he was, at best, a church papist. He 
married Margaret Willoughby, daughter of Sir Henry Willoughby of 
Wolveton, co.Notts, 

Sir Matthew's son, Thomas ( 156 O- 1659 ) was more convincing¬ 
ly Catholic, suffering imprisonment in that cause. He saw service 
against the Turks and for his services at the battle of Gran, 

Hungary, he was created (l4,12.1595) Count of the Holy Roman Empire 
by Emperor Rudolph II, Queen Elizabeth refused to recognise the 
honour, although her successor did. Thomas married ( 18 . 6 , 1585 ) ia 
the chapel of St.Andrew's, Holborn, Mary, daughter of Henry 
yp^o'thesley, 2nd Earl of Southampton; she was buried at Tisbury, 
Wiltshire, 27.6.l607. His second wife was Anne, daughter of Miles 
Philipson of Crook, co.Westmorland, who hd married at St.Andrew's, 
Holborn, on I. 7 . 1608 ; she was buried at Tisbury 4.7.1637, He died 

7.11.1639. 
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The comty of Berkshire, the remaining part of Salisbury 
diocese, was more populous, and consequently we find the names of 
many "disobedient persons". 

In Buckland parish, we find the Yate family and their 
retainers. There were other branches of the family at Hormer and 
Lyford; it was while visiting the Yates of Lyford that Edmund 
Campion was captured. There are memorials to the family in Buckland 
church; they sold the manor to the Throckmortons in 1690 , 

The Eyston family acquired the manor of East Hendred by 
marriage in the I5th century by the union of John Eyston with Isabel 
de Arches. It is one of the places where the Mass has never died out 
although, strangely enough, no reference to the family is to be 
found in the 1577 list. 

Others of some affluence were Hyde of Denchworth (at 
their manor by the church the ill-fated Amy Robsart stayed in 
1558 / 9 ), Norris of Bray, Illesley of East Illesley, Braybrooke of 
Brightwalton, Weldon of Shottesbrooke and Askham of Lyford (who 
was valued at a thousand marks a year). 

Yet with all this, Berkshire was not a county of Catholic 
affluence, nor of conspicuous Catholic loyalty; such families as 
are recorded as conservatively inclined lived not far from the 
Oxfordshire border, within the Stonor influence. There was no 
great Catholic family native to Berkshire. In this respect, Wilt¬ 
shire was better served, having the Arxmdell family, as lX sheet- 
anchor against the hostile winds of the penal years. 



(a) DEPRIVATIONS AND EJECTIONS 
CATHEDRAL AND HIGHER CLERGY 
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CHANCELLOR 

THOMAS HESKYNS was inst 27-10.1558. He was ejected and 
HENRY PARRY was restored (previously here 24.9.15^7 to 1554). 

^eskyns was born at Heskin in the parish of Eccleston, co.Lancaster. 
After studying at Oxford for twelve years he was created em M.A 
of Cambridge in 1540, being then a Fellow of Clare Hall. In 1548 he 
proceeded B.D ajid D-D was granted him in 1557- He was incumbent of 
Hildersham, Cambridge 1551-6 and of Brixworth (q.v), Northampton¬ 
shire from 1558 until his deprivation. Being unable to accept the 
religious settlement of Elizabeth, he went into exile, accompanying 
the Dominican nuns of Dartford into Flanders. Becoming a Dominican 
he was Vicar-General of the province and chaplain to the nuns in 
succession to Richard Hargrave (ob,1565)- He must, however, have 
been in England again, at least briefly, for it is a charge against 
Philip Baker, Provost of King's College in 1569> that he had enter¬ 
tained "Dr-Heskins, the famous papist, being brought to his table 
at Cambridge in the dark and conveyed away in the dark againj]_7- 

TBEASURER 

THOMAS HARDING was inst 17-7-1555- He was deprived and 
THOMAS LANCASTER was presented by the Crown 6,11,1559. /Harding was 
born in Devonshire in 1516. Educated at Barnstaple in his native 
county and Winchester and Oxford, where he was a Fellow of New 
College 1534-1554. B.A 28.2.1537/8, M.A 15-3-1541/2, Regius Profes¬ 
sor of Hebrew 1546-1548. He was a Protestant but became a Catholic, 
an act which caused Lady Jane Grey - that gentle lady - to write 
him a letter which said (among other things):- "I cannot but marvel 
at thee and lament thy case, which seemed sometime to be a lively 
member of Christ, but now the deformed imp of the devil; sometime 
a beautiful temple of God but now the stinking and filthy kennel 
of Satan; sometime the unspotted spouse of Christ, now the unshame¬ 
ful paramour of anti-Christ", Harding appeared unmoved. He became 
chaplain and confessor to Gardiner, Bishop of Winchester. Among 
his preferment may be mentioned the 3rd stall at Winchester (q.v). 

On Elizabeth's accession he was deprived of all and retired to 
Louvain from whence he conducted his famous controversy with John 
Jewell, the Elizabethan Bishop of Salisbury. Amongst the violence 
and scurrility of this public controversy is a, passage which is 
interesting as letting in a little light on that very dark corner 
of English history - the exact happenings when the ecclesiastical 
commission descended upon the cathedral churches in 1559- Hishop 
Jewell, in his "Defence of the Apology", had asserted that he was 
a lawfully constituted Bishop and that Harding, as Canon, had voted 
for him in his election. Harding replied that he had not even been 
present and went on:- "You knew it, you knew it right well, Mr. 

Jewel, that both I and M,Richard Dominicke, that reverend and vir¬ 
tuous priest. Prebendary also there (whom in your visitation for 
the Queen's Highness you appointed to be a prisoner, as also myself 
in my own house at Salisbury) utterly and with express words refused 
to give our voices and consent to your pretended election".___Harding 
was buried in the church of St.Gertrude, Louvain, 16.9.1572/. 

ARCHDEACON OF WILTSHIRE 

JOHN LAWRENCE was inst 10.8.1554. He was deprived and GILES 
LAWRENCE was inst 18.9.1564. ^awrence was educated at Oxford and 
was Fellow of All Souls College 1522.

JOHN BLAXTON was inst 8,1,1556. He was deprived and ARTHUR 
SAULE was presented the Crown 2.11,1559. ^or Blaxton, see 
Exeter, Treasurer of/, 

PREBEND OF BISHOPSTONE 

THOMAS HARDING was here in Queen Mary's days. He was 
deprived and JOHN DYSLEY was here 23-11.1560, /For Harding, see 
Treasurer/- 
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PREBEND OF COMBE & HAENHAM 

ROBERT KINSEY was inst 23«3»1555» He was ejected and 
THOMAS MILES was restored (previously here 13.7.15^9 to 155^)- 

PREBEND OF GILLINGHAM MAJOR 

JAMES FITZJAMES was inst 17«5»1557« He was deprived and 
JOHN SETHOVEOUS was presented by the Crown 10,11,1559. ^his James 
Fitzjames was probably John Fitzjames, who was Archdeacon of Taun¬ 
ton, diocese of Bath & Wells, which see7. 

PREBEND OF NORTH GRANTHAM 

JOHN BOXALL was inst 22,11,1558, He was deprived and 
EDWARD BARNARD was presented by the Crown 12,12,1559. ^^or Boxall, 
see Peterborough, Dean o £7 

PREBEND OF HIJRSTBOITRME 

DAVID POWELL was inst 18,5.1558, He was deprived and JOHN 
JEFFERY compounded for the first fruits 21.11,1559. 

PREBEND OF PRESTON 

RICHARD PETRE was inst 23.2,15^8, He was deprived in 
1570._^or Petre, see Prebend of Dultincote, diocese of Bath and 
We 11^ 

PREBEND OF ROTEFEN 

WALTER JTOQGE was inst 10,9.1556. He was deprived and as 
he was the last holder of this Prebend, we find no successor being 
appointed, ^or Mugge, see Prebendaries, Exeter/^. 

PREBEND OF TEYNTON REGIS 

LEONISD BILSON was inst 5.6,1552, He was deprived and 
TOBIAS MATTHEW was inst 15.5.1572. ^ilson, an M.A 15^0/1 of Merton 
College, Oxford, was a Catholic, and it is surprising that he was 
not deprived of his prebend until long after he had lost his parish 
livings, such as Havant, Hampshire, He was in prison under Elizabeth 
and it seems from the date that he lost the prebend under the Statute 
of 1571» which required all clergy still exercising their function, 
if ordained in Mary's time and before, to take oaths of loyalty to 
the regime. This forced all clergy to make a decision, since many 
had managed to avoid taking the 1559 oath^, 

PREBEND OF WARMINSTER 

RICHARD DOMINICK was inst 12,11,1558. He was deprived 
and JOHN PIERCY was inst 8.8,1561, ^ominick was a native of Chil- 
mark, Wiltshire, He was educated at University College, Oxford, B.A 
11.7.1536, M.A 10.6,1540, Fellow of New College, Oxford, 22.3.1531/2 
to 15^7.

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GILES LANGLEY was inst 17»5»155^» He was ejected and THOMAS 
CEADOCK was restored (previously here 25.2.15^9/50 to 155^)° ^ang- 
ley was a B.C.L of Christ Church College, Oxford 24.7.15^1. After 
being ejected from Aston Tirrold, he acquired Welbourn in the Lam- 
bourn Valley and Lockinge (q.v), nr.V/antage; he died as incumbent 
of Chieveley, north of Newbury, in 1570.

He was in receipt of a 
pension of 100 florins from Philip of Spain. He was presumably still 
alive in 1592 for in that year he figures in a list of priests and 
Jesuits (C.EoS., LIII, p.12l)7. 

Bucklerbury 

PHILIP POWELL was inst 4.9.1554. He was deprived and JOHN 
MAKE was inst 21,12.1559. /The deprivation of an unspecified incum¬ 
bent is recorded in Parker's register (Canterbury & York Society, 
p. 169 ). This must have been Powell/.

EICHAED AKEES was inst 16 .4.1554. He was ejected and HENEY

B.D 1559 / 60 . He was a conformer, being appointed to Stanlake, co. 
Oxon 25 . 10.1562 and dying possessed of it in 158 I; his Will, dated 
1 . 4.1581 and proved 22.4.1581 makes provision for his burial there 
desiring the Vicar of Eynesham "to make some funerall sermon for me 
for the instruction of the people of Stanlake at my buriall/7.

He was deprived and JOHN HOWSEMAN was inst 8,5.1560. /Described as 
an "unlearned priest", Burdett was to "remain in Crondall in Hamp¬ 
shire, or else in Sonning, Berkshire". A reference to Burdett may 
possibly be found in the 1577 return of recusants for Salisbury 
diocese: "Sunninge, Burdett of Sunninge, gent. Commeth nowe and 
then to the Church, but receaveth not the Communion. His livings 
is one hundred markes by the yeare". Burdett supplicated for his 
B.A at Oxford 24.5,1556, M.A 4„5«1540. He was the son of Thomas 
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Burdettof Bramcote, co.Warwick and perhaps brother of Ethelbert 
Burdett, canon of Lincoln, but if so, this latter Burdett was a 
conformer, holding preferment in the state church for many year^/. 

Farnborough

GREGORY BELL was inst 26.11.1^4. He was deprived and 
MARTIN MORELAND was inst 28.3,1560/1. /Bell was a Fellow of Queen's 
College, Oxford, in 1543 and was M.A in I54l. After deprivation, 
he fled to the Spanish Netherlands, where he became a pensioner of 
Philip of Spain, ending his life among his own kind^and race, even 
though in a foreign land, where they were endeavouring to form a^ 
new Catholic Oxford. He died at Rheiras 19»1«1580 and was buried in 
that city, the occasion being honoured by the presence of the senior 
Archdeacon, the Dean, the Chancellor of the University and a Canon 
of the Cathedral, whose name has not come down to us. See also Beau¬ 
lieu, Hampshire, diocese of Wincheste^.

MICHAEL REYNOLDS was presented l4.8,l558. He was deprived 
and GILES LANGLEY was in possession, 1561. /Reynolds was the son 
of Richard Reynolds of Pinhoe, co.Devon, and was rector of that 
place, as well as Kemerton (q.v), county and diocese of Gloucester, 
of which he was also deprived. Due to deficiencies in the Salisbury 
register, it is not possible to find Langley's appointment to this 
living, although it is clear from the Bishop's report to Parker 
that he held the living in that year.

JOHN WALTON was inst l4.8, 
1561, /More was presented by Sir Francis Englefield. The Revd.Les- 
lie Harman, in his "The Parish of St.Giles in Pending" (19^6) says. 
"What happened to John More is not certain. It is significant that 
he seems to have gone and left no trace". Possibly he was a member 
of the Catholic family of More residing in the contiguous county 
of Oxfordshire but the identification is uncertain/.

He fled the realm. /Cope 
was a Londoner. Fellow of Magdalen College, Oxford, 15^8. He 
was B.A in that year, M.A l8„7.1552, supplicated for B.C.L 
17.12.1558 and 30,4.1560. Reader in Greek 1552/3, Reader in Civil 
Law 1553/4, Reader in Natural Philosophy 1555/6, Reader in Moral 
Philosophy 1557/9. Senior Proctor 1558. Immediately Elizabeth 
ascended the throne he was in trouble and in 156O resigned his 
Fellowship. In 1561 he was, as a recusant, bound over to appear 
once in l4 days before commissioners but otherwise was at liberty 
(Cal.S.P,Dorn.Add 1547-65, p.523). He availed himself of this free¬ 
dom to escape abroad and, after staying some time in Flanders, 
went to Rome, where Pope Pius IV appointed him to a canonry in St.

WINCHESTER DIOCESE 


STEPHEN GARDINER (1531-1550) 

Consecrated 3.12.1531, enthroned 27.12.1531 and 
deprived 14.2.1551. 

JOHN PONET (POYNET) (1551-1553) 

Appointed by Letters Patent 23.3.1551, having been 
translated from Rochester (q.v), the date of his consecration 
being 29.6.1550. He was enthroned 3.6.1551 and resigned in 1553, 
dying 11.8.1556 at Strasbourg, having fled the realm. 

STEPHEN GARDINER (1553-1555) 

Restored on the accession of Queen Mary and died 
12.11.1555, holding also the office of Lord Chancellor. 

JOHN WHITE (1556-1559) 

Consecrated 1.4.1554 as Bishop of Lincoln (q.v), 
translated to Winchester 1556, the temporalities being formally 
restored to him 31.5.1556. He was deprived in 1559, died 12.1. 
1560 and was buried in V/inchester Cathedral three days later. 


ROBERT HORNE (1561-1580) 


Consecrated l6«2.156l and died 1.6,1580. 
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The ancient diocese of Winchester comprised the counties 
of Surrey and Hampshire (in the l6th century the county of South¬ 
ampton), After 1568 it also had jurisdiction over the Channel 
Islands, previously within the diocese of Coutances, Normandy. 

Winchester was a conservative diocese. For this reason, 
more than any other, it was chosen as the place for the marriage 
of Queen Mary I and Philip of Spain. Moreover, as Ronald Hilton 
(Papers and Proceedings of the Hampshire Field Club and Archaeo¬ 
logical Society, Vol.XIV, Part 1 (1938), p.46) has pointed out, 
it is "not far from Southampton, the journey whither from Spain 
was much less exposed to attacks from the French than that to 
London". The religious aspect, however, was of paramount impor¬ 
tance; turbulent London, with its Protestant mob, would have made 
the marriage an occasion fraught with danger for both bride and 
groom. 

Given this conservative character, it was inevitable that 
the Elizabethan settlement should have wrought considerable havoc 
in the Cathedral and diocese of Winchester. The Bishop, the Dean, 
the Archdeacon of Surrey and seven of the twelve prebendaries were 
deprived of their offices. All these are detailed separately; it 
remains only to comment on the conformers. 

The Archdeacon of Winchester, and holder of the Fifth 
Prebend, was Stephen Cheston; the dates of appointment are 12.3. 
1553/4 and 12.4.1554 respectively. He died in 1572, at which time 
he held the Prebend of Beaminster Prima in the cathedral church 
of the contiguous diocese of Salisbury. His parish livings in the 
diocese at the change of religion were West Meon, Hampshire (4.1. 
1558/9) and Overton, Hampshire, which is found in the pa,rish 
listings. He held other livings in Salisbury diocese. 

Thomas White, the holder of the Fourth Prebend, was appoin¬ 
ted 22.7.1554. He died in 1588, being at that time Chancellor of 
Salisbury, an office he acquired in 1571. Previously (l557) he was 
Archdeacon of Berkshire there, and Warden of New College, Oxford, 
1553-1573. His Will is dated 4.6.1588 and proved 19.6.1588 (P.C.C 
4l Rutland). 

Robert Reve, the holder of the Sixth Prebend, was appointed 
27.9.1558. He also held the Prebend of Bitton in Salisbury Cathed¬ 
ral, where he resided. 

Thomas Stempe, the holder of the Eighth Prebend, was appoin¬ 
ted 6.2.1556/7. 

Robert Raynolds, the holder of the Eleventh Prebend, was 
appointed in November, 1558. For this man, see Fawley. 

It took many years of Protestant endeavour before the 
diocese could be reduced to any measure of conformity. A few 
instances of this lack of conformity are called for. (*) 

In June 1565, Robert Potter, curate of Sutton Scotney, was 
accused of having carried a wooden cross in procession "in the 
week of perambulations" (that is to say, at Rogation—tide); he did 
the same in Sutton church and in the church at Bramdean. He had 
also genuflected during Divine Service, 

In December, 156?, Hugh Laver, Vicar of Odiham (inst 29.4. 
1558) was charged with having buried Sir Thomas White of South 
Warnborough "with tapers (or candles) and other papistical cere¬ 
monies", The deceased was the man to whose house John White, the 
deprived Bishop of Winchester, ha.d been allowed to retire. 

In April 1569, the Rector of Meonstoke (John Bryerton, 
inst 22.8.1557) and the Rector^gf Droxford (John Williams, FF 16. 
11.1559 )(**) were accused of/Saving preached against the Pope 
according to the Royal Injunctions. They were ordered to preach

Earlier, in October I561, the Rector of Winnall (John 
Lacocke, appointed 24.7,1561 on the deprivation of the Marian 
incumbent, Thomas Crane) with his churchwarden, Richard Smith, were 
accused of not having abolished the altar in the church. 

In the same month, the Vicar of Romsey (Thomas Cheston, 
inst 6.9,1558) confessed that he had permitted a papistical burial, 
bringing "the corpse to church with candles and tapers". Not content 
with this enormity, he had allowed the parishioners to ring None on 
Our Lady's Even. This man is doubtless a relation of the conforming 
Archdeacon; by the following year he had been supplanted at Romsey 
by a conformer. 

In September, 1562, the Vicar of Christchurch (Robert 
Newman, inst 10.1,1549/50) was ordered to preach against "auricu¬ 
lar, idolatorous confession". 

Many other instances could be quoted of the reluctance 
of the clergy to receive the new religion, but those quoted must 
stand as representative of the many. 

In this heavily Catholic diocese to list the main recu¬ 
sant families is no easy task, since it means a very extended 
catalogue. Nonetheless, some attempt must be made. 

The Cotton family lived at Warblington, in the castle 
originally built for Margaret Pole, Countess of Salisbury, beheaded 
by Henry VIII 27.5.1541 on a trumped-up charge. The Elizabethan 
occupier of the castle was George Cotton (ob.l609). Ng was the 
eldest son of Sir Richard Cotton, Comptroller of the Household to 
Edward VI. A loyal Catholic and harbourer of priests. Cotton was 
much persecuted, but his family remained faithful and until their 
extinction in the l8th century, they remained a major pillar of 
their church in the diocese. 

The Tichborne family were also famous recusants. There 
were several branches, at Christchurch, West Tisted and Hartley 
Maudit. It is from Elizabeth Tichborne of West Tisted that the 
present family descends; she was the mother of the first baronet. 

Sir Benjamin. In 1572 she appeared before the Ecclesiastical Commis¬ 
sion at V/inchester, with some of her kinsmen "for matters respect¬ 
ing religion". 

The Wells (*) family lived at Brarabridge House, Twyford. 

In the 16th century Gilbert Wells was head of the family. He was the 
eldest son of Thomas Wells and was High Sheriff of the county in^ 
1570. Seven years later he was in the list of recusants. The family 
never wavered in its allegiance; they died out in 1763» being succee¬ 
ded by the Smythes. In the chapel attached to the house it is alleged 
that Mrs.Fitzherbert married George IV, then Prince of Wales. 

Other families of similar constancy were the Copes of 
Bedhampton (Anthony Cope was grandson of Sir V/illiam Cope, Knight- 
Cofferer to Henry VII; a recusant in 1577 and 1583)? the Careys 
of Breamor, the Ludlows of Fareham, the Brunings of Wymering, the 
Pauletts of Crondal!}., the Shelleys, the Vachells, the Beconsawes, 
the Banisters, the Udalls, the Warnefords and the Whites of South 
Warnborough. 

In V/inchester itself. Lady Mary West, widow of Sir Owen 
West, was a staunch adherent of the Catholic Church. Her house was 

William Cuffold but since he had been superseded by John Williams 
in 1559, the reference must be to this latter clerk. 

(*) There was another branch of this family at Godlingstone in Pur- 
beck, Dorset.

searched in 1583 ; ”in a secret place enclosed with boards were 
laid divers new and old papistical books, printed and written. In 
another place, more secret, vaulted undergroxmd, was found a chest 
bound with iron, wherein was all kind of massing apparel; a chalice 
of tin; a box full of singing cakes; a rich canopy of silver, of 
goldsmith’s work; needlework clothes upon velvet for the altar; 
corpus cakes; a pyx of ivory set in wood. There was also wrapped 
in green silk two Agnus Deis enclosed in satin, broken in many 

places.,.And also in the same chest were divers new Mass 

books, manuals smd catechisms. In one other place of the same 
house were found above forty old Mass and Latin service books". 
There was also an altar in the ladies' chamber. Mary West could 
not talk her way out of this situation; nor did she try. Something 
of a secret agent for her church, she obviously controlled the^ 
distributing centre for the area; no other explanation is possible. 

The Knights of Ludshott and the Cuffauds (*) of Basing were 
also Catholic, as were the Hoordes of Preston Candover. At Alton 
lived Mistress Elizabeth Pitts, the sister of Nicholas Sanders; 
her husband was a schismatic but of her Catholicism there is no 
doubt. 

Finally, we must consider the OxenbridgeC**) family of 
Hurstbourne Priors, about whose religion a questionmark exists. 

fajully was originally a Sussex one, having been domicilied at 
Brede, near Rye, since the l4th century. Sir Robert Oxenbridge 
of Brede (the son of Sir Goddard Oxenbridge, Sheriff of Sussex 
and Surrey in 1506, 1512 and 1519) purchased the Hurstbourne Priors 
estate from Sir John Gate and removed from Sussex soon after the 
accession of Elizabeth; he was Sheriff of Hampshire in 1568 . 

Before the move to Hampshire, Sir Robert had been Sheriff 
of Sussex in 1551. He had represented East Grinstead in Parliament 
in 1547 and 1552, and the county of Sussex in 1554, 1555 and 1557. 
Queen Mary made him Constable of the Tower of London in 1558. He 
married Alice, daughter of Thomas Fogge, Esquire, of Ash, co.Kent 
and died 17 . 11 . 1574 , aged 65 , and was biiried at Hurstbourne Priors, 
Hampshire, 15.12.1574, having made his Will 21.6.1574. 

Were the Oxenbridges Catholic? Only once, early in Eliza¬ 
beth's reign, was Sir Robert cited for non-attendance at his parish 
church. Certainly he was a Catholic then; but the name does not 
recur during the reign. Clearly, they became schismatics. Yet 
there are many indications that the family were enmeshed exten¬ 
sively in a Catholic web of friendship and alliance. We will now 
list these indications. 

1 ) Sir Robert's wife, Alice Fogge, was the widow of Edward 
Scott, second son of Sir William Scott of The Mote, Iden, near 
Rye. This famous Catholic family were always in trouble for their 
religion; it was here that Robert Taylor, the Archdeacon of Lewes 
in Queen Mary's days was captured (see Chichester diocese). Alice 
Fogge can scarcely have been a Protestant. 

2 ) Sir Robert's son, another Robert (c.1540-1591), married 
Barbara, daughter of Sir Thomas White of South Warnborough, This 
famous family gave to Winchester its last Catholic Bishop and as 
has already been stated, were Catholic to the core. 

3 ) The next Sir Robert (ob.l 6 l 6 ) married Elizabeth, the 
widow of Robert West, son and heir of Lord de la Warr. Thomas 
West, Lord de la Warr, was a noted harbourer of priests and it i-s 
likely that this connection was also Catholic,

(**) The best article on the Oxenbridge family is a very old one

Francis Kerape of Twyford, Gent; Edward Kempe and John Stockman. 

They were all Catholics. 

5) The next Sir Robert in I 583 made an indenture, the 
other parties to which were Gabriel and Stephen V/hite. This further 
connection with the White family is interesting. 

6) Despite their previous record of public service in 
Parliament, no Oxenbridge sat in the Hotise during the long reign 
of. Elizabeth. It was not -until 1603 that Sir Robert sat for Hants 
in the first Parliament of James I. This retirement from public 
life in Elizabeth's reign may be significant, 

7 ) When Sir Robert died in 1616 and was buried at Hurst- 
bourne Priors 2 O. 6 . 1616 , there were present (passing over the ser¬ 
vants) the folio-wing:- Francis Kempe, Peter Noys, Mr,Lambert, jun¬ 
ior, John Oxenbridge, Goddard Oxenbridge, Edward Woodward, Thomas 
Lambert, John Knight, Francis Harewell, Walter Tichborne, Richard 
Tichborne and so on. The Tichbornes speak for themselves, as does 
John Knight of the Ludshott family. Lambert was a J.P in Winches¬ 
ter during the earlier part of the reign; he too was a Catholic, 

The conclusion about all this must be that if the Oxen¬ 
bridge family were not open Catholics, they mixst be credited with 
some degree of sympathy. They were too intimately connected with 
the prominent recusant families of Hampshire to be totally untouched 
by their Faith. 

In the 1577 return to the Privy Council naturally dupli¬ 
cates many of the names previously recited; the additions for Hamp¬ 
shire are as follows:- 

Mistress Bullaker, widow, at Warblington, near the Sussex 

border. 

At Buriton, Henry Shelley, Gentleman, and his wife; at 
Hambledon, Anthony IJvedale, Gentleman and his wife. 

At Itchenstoke, Nicholas Scroop, Gentleman and his wife; 
at Ellisfield, Thomas Owen, Gentleman and his wife; at Farlington 
(now a suburb of Portsmouth) Thomas and Henry Pounds, Gentleman; 
at Ropley, Thomas Rith, Gentleman; at Portchester, William Sutton, 
Gentleman, and many others. 

The county of Surrey, which formed the other part of Win¬ 
chester diocese, had many famous Catholic families. The list would 
read, Copley (of Gatton and Leigh), Sanders (of Charlwood and Ewell), 
Catesby (of Lambeth), Vaux (of Sou-bhwgrk), Browne (of Henley Park, 
Worplesdon), Gage (of Haling, nr.Croydon; the junior branch of the 
great Sussex family), Talbot (of Mitcham;, Furnivall (of Egham), 
Fromonde (of Cheara), Southcote (of Merstham), Hobson (of Woking) 
and Lumley (of Wintershull). To these may be added the Weston 
family of Sutton Park, near Guildford; although they managed to 
evade trouble during Elizabeth's reign, they were notoriously Roman¬ 
ist in sympathy. 

The 1577 return to the Privy CoTincil reveals more names. 

At Camberwell, Andrew Silvertopp, Gentleman and his wife; 
Bartholomew Dancye, Gentleman and his wife; Hugh Ursley, Gentleman 
and his wife, 

Lambeth reveals "a poore husbandman”, Nicholas Cassinger 
and his family, as Catholics, 

At St,Mary Magdalen in Bermondsey we find John Strangman, 
Gentleman, and his wife. She was previously married to John Felton 
"executed for the Pope's Bull". 

At Ebsham (the modern Epsom) we find Nicholas Sa-under, 
Esquire (probably a relative of Dr,Nicholas Sander, who was born 
at nearby Charlwood); John Wynne, Gentleman; and Elizabeth Herd, 
widow. 

At Chertsey, Anthonie Standen; at Ashe, Francis Browne, 
Esquire, and his wife; and at Chobham, Doctor Nicholas Heath, the 
last Ca-tholic Archbishop of York (he died 1579, aet 78 or there- 
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abouts and his memorial may be seen in Chobham church). 

Since those who we find listed are those who disdained to 
conceal, this list represents merely the tip of the iceberg. Cer¬ 
tainly, Winchester well merits its reputation as a most conser¬ 
vative diocese. 




(a) BEPRIVATIOMS AHD EJECTIONS 
CATHBDML MB HIGHER CLERGY 
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BISHOP 

JOHH WHIIE was consecrated 1 , 4,1554 as Bishop of Lincoln; he 
was translated to Winchester in 1556, receiving custody of the tempor¬ 
alities 16 , 5 . 1556 . He was deprived and ROBERT HORUE was consecrated 16.2, 
1561. /John Iflaite xms the son of Robert l<niite of Farnham, where he was 
bom in 1510 or 1511; he was the brother of John White, lord mayor of 
London 1563. In 1521, aged 11 3 ?Bars, he was admitted scholar of Winches¬ 
ter, whence he proceeded as Fellow to Hew College, Osford. Admitted 
full Fellow in 1527, graduated B.A 13.12.1529, M.A 30.1.1534, B.D 1554 
and B.D 11,10.1555. Under Edward VI he was in trouble as an opponent of 
the Protestants and it is scarcely siirprising that on the accession of 
Mary he should come into prominence, sitting on several of the commis¬ 
sions which restored and deprived Bishops, He preached at St,Paul's on 
25 . 11.1553 and on 1.3.1554 he was elected Bishop of Lincoln, being con¬ 
secrated in St.Sa^iiur's, Southwark on 1,4.1554 and receiving the tem¬ 
poralities of the See on 2,5.1554. He received Philip II at the west 
door of Winchester cathedral on the king's arrival in England and he 
preached at the opening of Parliament 21,10.1555. One of the executors 
of G-ardiner's Will, he preached at the requiem mass for him 18,11.1555 
and went with the funeral procession (23.2,1556) from Southwark to 
Winchester. On 13.12,1558 he preached the funeral sermon of Queen Mary. 

On 18 . 3 , 1558/9 he voted against the supremacy bill in the House of Lords 
and on 31.3.1559 he took part in the abortive Westminster Conference, On 
his refusal to take the oaths he was deprived and committed to the Tower. 
Failing health caused by his imprisonment induced the authorities to let 
him live with his brother, Alderman John White. Shortly after he was 
allowed to retire to the house of his sister, wife of Sir Thomas l/hite 
of South Warnborough, Hampshire, where he died 12,1.1560 *of an ague'. 

He was buried in Winchester Cathedral 15.1.1560. His enemies accused him 
of pride and covetousness. Others speak of him as a severe and grave man, 
more of a theologian than a courtie^, 

DEAH 

EDMUHD STEWARD was presented by the Crown 4,3.1553/4, inst 22, 
3 . 1553 / 4 . He was deprived and JOHH WARMER was presented by the Crown on 
17 , 8 . 1559 . Steward was the son of Simeon Steward, and brother to Robert 
Steward (called Robert Wells from the place of his birth) who was last 
Prior and first Dean of Ely, dying in 1557. Edmund was one of the origi¬ 
nal Winchester prebendaries and was involved in Stephen Gardiner's dis¬ 
grace under Edward VI; he was in the Marshalsea in 1551. His career had 
started much earlier. In 1521 he was commissary and official of the 
Archdeacon of Sudbury. On 19.5.1523 he was instituted Vicar of Dedham, 
Essex, a living he held till 1534. Other preferment was Lanfield, Suffolk 
( 1524 - 29 ), Archdeacon of Suffolk (l527), a prebend in the College of St. 
Mary-in-the-Fields, Horwich (l532), a prebend in Lichfield cathedral 
(q.v) and even a Canon of Elphin in Ireland (see Wolsey Reg,, f.38d). He 
was D.C.L of Cambridge (l540/1) and Doctor of Canon Law, although the 
date does not appear. In the diocese of Winchester his livings were 
Wonsington—with-Sutton (22.12.1542) and Easton (23.12,1536). There is 
some difference of opinion as to whether he was deprived or died before 
he could be deprived; it seems plain that he died in the summer of 1559- 
He appears to have been alive on 30.6,1559 (shortly after the Act of 
Uniformity became operative) because the Marquess of Winchester writing 
to Cecil says:- "This Friday morning I sent you my son St.John's letter 
sent to me from Hampshire, with other writings made by the Dean and 
Canons of the Cathedral Church and from the Warden and Fellows of Hew 
College and from the Master of St.Cross, whereby it appeareth they 
leave their service and enter to no new, by cause it is against their 
conscience, as it appeareth by their writings, wherein order must be 
taken with letters". The recalcitrance on the part of the Dean and his 
colleagues no doubt resulted in the Dean's deprivation, as the leader 
in the hostility. This would have been in advance of the Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners, It can therefore be said with certainty that at this 
date at least. Steward was both alive and active in Wincheste^,

* The question of these old priests and their flight from a 
suddenly inhospitable country has not received enough atten¬ 
tion. That there were many of them is proved by Cardinal 
Allen’s letter to Prior Maurice Chauncy under date I0.8,l577j 
where he refers to "many of the elder sort of priests, long 
since made in England, coming hither to see our trade". He 
returns to the matter in a subsequent letter to Doctor Vende- 
ville (quoted in Introduction p.xxiii, V 0 I.I, "Eecords of 
English Catholics") dated either 16.9.1578 or 158 O: "We like¬ 
wise invited from England some of the older priests who had 
been ordained many years before and were labouring in the Lord’s 
vineyard, but were insufficiently instructed for the necessities 
of the present time in all the duties of religion and the 
Church’s censures". Can it really bo true that those men who 
we believe to have been conformers were in point of fact still 
continuing their function despite the evidence to the contrary? 
If this could be proved, it would be a belated act of justice 
to a much maligned body of men - the Marian clergy. We do, in 
fact, get the occasional glimpse of this happening - Miles Yare 
in Norwich diocese, for instance, saying the Protestant service 
in church and then Mass in his kitchen - the glimpses are rare. 
Can it have been a frequent occurrence, the rule rather than the 
excei^tion?

Consecrated Bishop of Gloucester (q.v) 8.3.1551j on 
20.5.1552 became Bishop of both dioceses, was deprived in 1553 
abd burned at Gloucester 9.2.1554. 

NICHOLAS HEATH (1553-1555) 

Restored by Queen Mary and translated to York in 1555. 
RICHARD PATES (1555-1559) 

Became Bishop in succession to Heath and resigned in 1559. 
EDWIN SANDYS (1559-1570) 

Consecrated at Lambeth 21.12.1559j translated to London 

in 1570. 
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Before the dissolution of the religious houses, Worcester 
was a Benedictine cathedral-priory served by regulars. The cathedral 
was secularized by charter dated 23 » 1 being composed of a 
dean, ten prebendaries, ten petty canons, ten singing men, a master 
and usher of the gramraar sbhool and forty scholars, ten bedesmen, 
a master of the choristers, two vergers, two porters, two cooks, 
and a manciple, totalling a hundred and three persons. 

This reorganisation did not affect the territories extent 
of this ancient diocese, which contained what is now the county of 
Worcester and part of Warwickshire. Worcestershire has always been 
famous as being the oddest and most irregular of any of our counties. 
This configuration, with its long projections beyond its natural 
borders, balanced somewhat by intrusive tongues of other counties, 
its detached parishes, and the alien parishes within its borders 
is partly explained by the fact that monastic bodies had the neces¬ 
sary influence to ensure that their outlying manors should be 
included \^ithin the confines of the diocese. For instance, the 
parishes of Blockley, Daylesford, Ditchfield, Evenlode, Icombe 
and Stretton-on-Fosse, while locally in Gloucestershire, were 
nonetheless in the diocese of Worcester. The Broadway projection, 
which exists to this day, is explained by its ownership by Per- 
shore Abbey and is the most spectacular incursion still remaining. 

The others have long since been the subject of revisions of the 
county line. 

The episcopal registers of Worcester are sadly defective, 
making any complete assessment of the state of religion in the 
diocese at the time of our survey very difficult. Of the several 
gaps, that from 1553 to 1556 is particularly unfortunate. There 
are also gaps between 16.2.1558/9 and 15.5«1560, and several 
pages cut out between December, I 561 and the following i'4arch. 

The first of these gaps is, of course, covered by the vacancy of 
the See between the deprivation of Bishop Pates and the consecration 
of Bishop Sandys; this deficiency is to some extent supplied by the 
Sede Vacante register at Canterbury. Nonetheless, these gaps do 
render any attempt to arrive at the truth very difficult. 

The cathedral clergy who were deprived or resigned at the 
accession of Elizabeth are listed separately. The conforming members 
of the Chapter ivere as follows:- 

The Archdeacon of Worcester, Peter Vannes, was appointed

The holder of the seventh stall, Richard Hall, was appoin¬ 
ted 23 .

Richard Hall held Wadresfield, Worcestershire (2.10.1557 to 
1558 ) and Oldswinford, Worcestershire (21.1.1557/8 till death).

The holder of the eighth stall, Thomas Bastard, was 
appointed 30.3,1557 and held it until his death, when William 
Thornhill was appointed 4.5,1584, Bastard was incumbent of Hpton- 
on-Severn, Worcestershire from 30.3,1557 and of Ripple (see above). 

The holder of the ninth stall, Arthur Dudley, was appoin¬ 
ted 13 , 4 . 1553 . He died and Gervase Carrington was appointed 2.3* 

1576 . For a note on Arthur Dudley, see Sutton Coldfield, diocese 
of Coventry and Lichfield, Archdeaconry of Coventry. 

In lay terms, the diocese had a considerable proportion 
of its people greatly attached to the Catholic religion. "The 
Papacy" as one modern book ( 1 ) quaintly puts it, "had numerous 


(*) "Vi/orcestershire"' by F. T, S. Houghton (Methuen, 1952) 
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adherents among the principal families of the county". A few of the 
families so adhering to the ancient religion were the Winters of Hudding- 
ton(^0» the Pakingtons and Yates of Chaddesley Corbet (their hone, Har- 
vin^on Hall(**) is now the property of the modem Catholic diocese of 
Birmingham), the Talbots (***.) of Grafton, the Lit tie tons (****) of Hag- 
ley, the Habingtons (or Abingtons) of 


{*) Haddington Hall is a lovely, half-timbered moated mansion near 

Droitwich. The Winters (or Wintours) came here in the reign of Henry 
VI from Wales; they were descended from the Castellan of Caernarvon. 
Queen Elizabeth was at Haddington in 1584 on one of her progresses. 

The owner of Haddington during the latter half of the 16th century 
was Eobert Winter; it was the younger brother, Thomas, who drexir the 
family into the Gunpowder Plot, x^hich destroyed not only himself but 
his elder brother. Robert suffered death 30.1.1606 and Thomas 31.1.

(**,) Earvington Hall came to the Pakington family in 1529, in the person 
of Sir John Pakington, a land-hxingry lawyer (he amassed a total of 
30 manors) who bought it from the Dudleys. He married Ann Dacres and 
died 1560 at his home at Hampton Lovett, which he bought from the 
Blounts. Earvington descended to his brother Humphrey. Before 1569 
John Pakington succeeded his father; it was he who started building 
the manor house. Thus far there is no reason for believing that the 
family was anything but Protestant, newly rich, typical products of 
the Reformation period. If you visit the house you will find two 
booklets on sale — one is Christopher Hussey’s article in "Country 
Life" and the other Prank Davey's biography of Bl.John Wall, so 
intimately connected with the house in the following century. Hussey 
states that John Pakington's son (ob.1631) was a Protestant; with 
equal conviction, Davey avers that he was a Catholic; more, Davey 
states that Humphrey was a recusant, and of course he is correct. 
Humphrey was confined to Earvington in 1595 by order of the Privy 
Council until he could be carried to London "to have conference with 
some learned divines to work him (if possibly it nay be so) to some 
conformity". More than this, he figures in the 1595/4 Recusant Roll 
(C.R.S., 57 (1965) p.132). Humphrey’s widow, Abigail Sacheverell, 
lived on at !torvington until 1 657 although the property was by then 
owned by their daughter, Mary, wife of Sir John Yate of Buckland, 

CO. Berks, On Sir John's death in 1659 Lady Mary returned to Ifcirving— 
ton, xrhere she died in 1696 aet 86 years. Under her, Harvxngton Hall 
became a centre for Catholic missionary work, the most famoxxs priest 
associated with it being John Wall (H,D.Q., 22.8.1679)• 

(***) The Talbots held Grafton Manor, nr.Bromsgrove, John Talbot, here 
treated, was the son of another Sir John by Prances, daughter of 
Sir John Giffard of Chillington, co.Staffs. He married Catherine, 
daughter of Sir William Petre. His eldest son, George (born 1567) 
became 9th Earl of Shrewsbury in 1617. Prom 1577, when he appears 
in the list of recusants, John Talbot's troubles may be read in the 
state archives. The various references to him may be conveniently 
noted in W. R. Trimble’s "The Catholic Laity in Elizabethan England" 
(Harvard U.P., 1964). He was always a loyal Catholic, though complain¬ 
ing of the anguish of mind occasioned by his conscience and loyalty 
to his Queen. With the Gunpowder Plot he would have nothing to do, 
driving Thomas Winter from his door, asking how dared he visit him 
and ' that his coxaing to him night be as much as his life was worth' 
("The Gunpowder Plot" by Hugh Ross Williamson, Paber, 195l). 

(«***) John Littleton bought the manor of Eagley in 1565; previously of 
Prankley, where Sir Thomas Littleton, K.B,, Judge of the Common 
Pleas (1422-1481) was bom. In the 16th century the family married 
into many local Catholic houses - John Littleton (1499-1531) married 
Elizabeth Talbot, while his son John (l.P.M 13.3.1591) married 
Bridget, daughter of Sir John Pakington are examples. Two members of 
this family - Stephen 
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Hindlip (*)(it will be recalled that the last of the ancient monks, 
I'/illiam Littleton, died here early in the 17th century), the Throck- 
nortonsC'"*) of Coughton, nr.Alcester and Easeley, the Catesby (***) 
family of Bushwood Hall, Lapworth, the Sheldons of Weston Park (****) 


and Humphrey - were involved in the Gunpowder Plot, even if 
slightly, Humphrey's brother, John, was convicted of treason 
and died in prison 25-.7.1601; he had married (1590) Muriel, 
daughter of Sir Thomas Bromley, Lord Chancellor. 

(*) Four miles from the Winter home at Huddington Hall was Hindlip 
Hall, the seat of the Habington (or Abington) family. Thomas 
Habington, here treated, was married to Mary, eldest daughter 
of Edward Parker, Lord Horley; this was Lord Monteagle's sister, 
he of Gunpowder Plot fame. Like Talbot of Grafton, Thomas 
Habington recoiled from the Gunpowder Plot; Catholic or no, he 
\irould have nothing to do with this enormity, adding he 'would 
never join with them in tha.t matter and charged all his house 
to that purpose not to go unto them' when asked to lend his 
aid. It was the act of a wise man. But Abington's trials were 
by no means over, Hindlip was a Catholic house and well 
provided with hiding holes; more than that, the famous Father 
Alchorne (or Oldcorne) was the family chaplain. It was perhaps 
a little unfortunate that at the time of a search of the house 
(19.1.1606) besides Oldcorne, it conta.ined no less in the way 
of wanted men than Fr.Henry Garnet and the famous 'Little 
John', Nicholas Owen, the creator of most of the hiding places 
that we can still see in our Catholic mansions. On the day in 
question, Thomas Habington was not at home. He had ridden over 
to Grafton to visit John Talbot, doubtless iirith a view to 
sharing their common sorrows. It was, therefore, left to his 
lady to admit the jjursuivants, after a nigh^ display of delay¬ 
ing tactics while everything v/as hidden away, especially the 
priests. The master of the house was soon scooped up and put 
in prison; due to his connection v;ith Lord Monteagle he sur¬ 
vived and was subsequently released. He had issue, two sons 
and three daughters. 

(**) The na.me Throckmorton (or Throgmorton) is synonomous with 

Catholicism. Sir Robert Throckmorton, who figures in the 1577 
list, was the son of Sir George Throckmorton of Coughton by 
Katherine, daughter of Nicholas, first Lord Vaux of Harrowden. 

He married twice - (1) Muriel, daughter of Thomas, Lord Berkeley; 
(2) Elizabeth, daughter of John, Lord Hussey, widow of John, 

Lord Hungerford. His eldest son, Thomas (also listed) was the 
fruit of his first marriage. This Thomas married Margaret, 
daughter of William V/horwood, Attorney-General to Henry VIII; 
by this lady ho had male and female issue. Although not directly 
implicated in the Gunpowder Plot - Thomas had prudently taken 
himself beyond the seas - the family suffered greatly for their 
loyalty to the Faith then and subsequently. At the time of the 
Gunpowder Plot, Sir Sverard Digby had rented Coughton Court 
from his brother-in-law. Sir Thomas Throckmorton; and from 
the gatehouse on that fateful 5‘th November, Lady Digby and 
other Catholic ladies, together with Fathers Garnet and Tesi- 
rnond, waited for news. 

(***) Robert Catesby v/as born at Lapworth, the son of V/illiam 

Catesby and Anne Throckmorton (see diocese of Peterborough 
for a more extensive notice). He vms shot at Holbeach House 

7.11.1605. 

(****) The house was built in I588 by Ralph Sheldon, and furnished 
it with tapestries made on the looms set up by his father at 
Barcheston, near Shipston-on-Stour. Weston Park v/as pulled 
down in 1928. Ralph Sheldon was buried at Beoley in I613, 
vjhere his tomb and that of his father, William (ob.1570) may 
be found. For a time they also ovraed Packwood House.

In 1586 he 
claimed illness as a reason for the smallness of his offer (,£2j oi 
composition for his dues; and in the following year he was unable to 
make the payment of £25. 

M lilliam Underhill of Hew Place, Stratford-upon-Avon and Idlicote, 
died in 1570. His son, another Uilliam, was a Catholic in the family 
tradition. In 1576 he married his cousin, Mary Underhill; she was 
the daughter of his uncle, Thomas Underhill of Ettington, who in 
1564 had been described as "an adversary of the true religion . As 
early as 1579 Underhill was presented as a recusant, and again in 
1592. His wife died in 1590 and was buried at Idlicote. Underhill 
himself died of poison at Pillongley 7.7.1597; his son, F^ke (born 
1579) was executed for the murder of his father. In May 1597 he md 
found the recusancy fines too great for him to retain Hew Place in 
Stratford-upon-Avon; this he sold to Hilliam Shakespeare for £60. 

John Somerville of Edstone in Uootton ¥awen inherited his father's 
lands in 1578, and made a good Catholic marria^ by taking to wn^e 
Margaret, daughter of Edward Arden of Park Hall# In 15 3 a.

As is well known, Stratford-upon-Avon had, as Master of its 
Grammar School a man who became a Catholic priest; this man, Simon 
Hunt, was Miaster from 1571 to 1575- In that year he escaped to Douai 
and from there proceeded to Rome, where he died in 
of the Society of Jesus. VJhen Hunt adopted his final position is 
not known but certainly he was a conformer on 29.10.1571 when he 
obtained a teaching licence from the Bishop of Worcester. This was 
"an almost unquestionable proof of Protestantism". When Hunt fled 
to Douai, he is believed to have taken with him one of Shakespeare's 
schoolfellows, Robert Debdale (or Dibdale), the son of a farmer at 
nearby Shottery. 

Debdale was educated at Rheims, became a priest in 1584, and 
was sent on the English Mission. Arrested, he was condemned for his 
priesthood and hung, drawn and quartered at Tyburn 8.10.1586. 

The subject of Shakespeare's marriage is not a matter of 
concern in considering the fate of the Marian priesthood but so 
much has been written on it that some allusion to the problem and 
the man said to have performed the ceremony would not be out of 
place. Here we have the shadowy figure of John Frith, curate of^ 
Temple Grafton, to consider. He has been called "a Roman Catholic 
priest". If by Roman Catholic priest is meant a man ordained 
according to the Catholic rite, then the term is no doubt accurate. 
VJhen we consider, however, that this man, if he did indeed marry ^ 
Shakespeare, must have survived any and every oath presented to him 
from the accession of Elizabeth to the date of Shakespeare s ^ 
marriage (1582), Frith's claim to be considered a Catholic priest 
is highly questionable. 

To have survived the 1559 oaths under the Acts of Supremacy 
and Uniformity is one thing; to have survived the oath under the 
statute of 1571 quite another. By this time all men were aware of 
the realities of the situation and to have retained even a curacy 
more than twenty years after the extinction of the Catholic hier¬ 
archy indicates a degree of conformity surprising in one reputed 
to be "a Roman Catholic priest". Certainly his conscience had 
marked qualities of elasticity. 

It is possible that another, more convincingly Catholic 
priest may have married Shakespeare. There were many such in Strat¬ 
ford and neighbourhood. On Shakespeare's very doorstep was Clopton 
House, a recusant centre with (we may be sure) a priest not far away 
Or there was Hugh Hall, the family chaplain of the Ardens (we shall 
meet him at Hamstall Ridware, Staffordshire, and elsewhere) who 
could have married the playwright.

(*) "One Hales a very old massing priest who married John Wise 
gentleman, to his late wife and married Thomas Higginson of 
Birkswell to his wife now living (it is vehemently supposed 
with masses). 

One V/illiam Brookes a seditious seminary priest sometime servant 
of Campion the jesuit traitor, and in the Tower with him. 

One Bernard Hartely suspected to be a priest, wore Lady Giffard 
livery coat, but what hath become of him presenters know not. 

One Barloe an old priest and a great persuader of others to 
Papistry. 

One Humphrey Hawes alias Mosely an obstinate papist and old 
massing priest now in VJarwick Gaol. One Mountford Scott a 
Jesuit seminary and now hanged as it is thought. These two 
resorted often to places in Warwickshire where they have done 

great hurt. 
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by the bitter Protestant Sir Thomas Lucy of Charlecote - any one of 
whom could have performed the ceremony. 

Certainly Shakespeare's pronounced sympathy for priests 
and friars in his plays, as opposed to Anglican parsons, indicates 
a profoiindly Catholic temperament. There is no doubt of the truth 
of the dictum of a near-contemporary (Richard Davies (1688-1708), 
Archdeacon of Coventry) that Shakespeare "dyed a Papist". 


One Henry Sydnall a willful recusant thought to be a 
priest. He is a vagrant now and cannot be found. 

One Sir Robert Whateley an old massing priest but hardly 
to be foxmd.

RICHARD PATE obtained the temporalities of the Aee 5«3« 

155^/5* He was deprived and EDWIN SANDYS was consecrated 21.12. 

1559. ^ate was probably born at Henley-on-Thames, Oxon. He was 
admitted 1.6.1522 scholar of Corpus Christi, Oxford, xvhence he 
graduated B.A 15.12.1523. He then went to the University of Paris 
where he graduated H.A. On 4.6.1523 bis uncle, John Longland (the 
Bishop of Lincoln) collated him to the Prebend of Centum Solidarum 
in Lincoln Cathedral but he resigned it for that of Cropredy in 
1525. He spent some time in Bruges for John Ludovicus Vives, writing 
from there l8.7<i1542 to Longlaind says "Richard Pate, your sister's 
son, and Anthony Barcher, your dependant, are wonderfully studious" 
(L.P.Henry VIII, vol.iv, pt.i, p,23). In 1526 he was Archdeacon of 
Worcester and on 11.3.1526/7 he had the Prebend of Santa Crucis als 
Spaldwick and on 22.6,1528 that of Sutton cum Buckingham. In 1533 
he was Ambassador at the Court of Charles V and was at Rome with 
the Emperor in 1536. He supplicated for his B.D at Oxford 1536. He 
was banished during the reign of Edward VI but returned on that 
king's death and obtained the temporalities of Worcester, to which 
he had been "provided" by Pope Paul III as long before as 8.7.15^1. 

He was deprived and died 23.11.1565 in the Tower of London and not, 
as the DoN.B says, at Louvain^. 

DEAN 

SETH HOLLAND was inst 12,8.1557. He was deprived and JOHN 
PEDDER presented by the Crown 1.1,1559/60. /Holland was educated 
at All Souls, Oxford, where he was admitted M.A 20.3.1539. Sub¬ 
sequently he proceeded B.D and received the living of Fladbury, 
Worcestershire. He was chaplain to Cardinal Pole and shortly before 
Queen Mary's death, Pole, in his last sickness, wrote to the Queen:- 
"I send you the Dean of Worcester, my chaplain, whose fidelity I 
have long approved, and intreat your Grace to give credity to what¬ 
ever he shall say oh my behalf. I make no doubt but you will be 
satisfied with it, and I beg of Almighty God to prosper you to His 
honour, your own comfort and the welfare of this realm". Among 
Holland's preferment was Upton-on-Severn, Worcs., Newington-with- 
Britwell Prior, Oxon (q.v) and the Prebend of Combe IX (q.v) at 
Wells. He lost all at the accession of Elizabeth, was thrown into 
the Marshalsea prison where he died; buried 6.3.I560/I at St.George's, 
Southwark, He was also Warden of All Soul's College, Oxfor^.

Broadwas 

HENEY JOHNSON was inst 5.3.1548. He was deprived and EICHAED 
BAENES was inst 17.9.1561. ^The Second Ecclesiastical Commission, 
established by writ of 20.7.1562, provided the Lords of the Privy 
Council with a list of persons under their surveillance. The list, 
although assigned by Strype and calendared in the State Papers as 
of 1561, cannot be earlier than August 1562, nor later, as internal 
evidence shows. In that document we find ''Henry Johnson, clerk, late 
parson of Broadwas in Worcestershire, was to remain in the county of 
Hereford", It was fortunate for him that Brodwas was only about three 
miles from the Hereford border, so he could still circulate among his 
friends. He was also, as we shall see, incumbent of Kinwarton, nr, 
Alcester, Warwickshire, also in Worcester diocese. As Johnson was 
confined to Herefordshire, he is probably the priest "Jonson" referred 
to in the Bishop of Hereford's letter to the Privy Council in 1564 
in which, after voicing at great length his many griefs about the 
desperate state of religion, the unfavourable justices of the peace, 
even his own rebellious cathedral clergy, he moans that "there be 
also in this diocese and county of Hereford divers fostered and main¬ 
tained that be judged and esteemed some of them to be learned, which 
in Queen Mary's days had livings and offices in the church, which be 
mortal and deadly enemies to this religion. Their names be Blaxton, 
Mugge, Arden, Ely, Friar Gregory, Havard, Eastall of Gloucester, 
Jonson, Menevar, Oswald, Hamerson, Ledbery and certain others whose 
names I know not. These go from one gentleman's house to another, 
where they know to be welcome,....,.". In many ways these Catholic 
clergy must have had a very comfortable martyrdom/.

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The best summary of the problems encountered in the four 
Welsh dioceses — Bangor, Llandaff, StoAsaph and St.Davids ~ is to 
be found on page 25 of the Journal of the Historical Society of 
the Church in Wales for -1956;- 

"The diocese of St.Davids, for the period prior to the seven¬ 
teenth century, has two extant registers. The first of these covers 
the years 1397-1518, but has serious gaps including one of seventy- 
two years. The second is for a period of some twelve years, from 
554 - 1566 . In addition to these there has been discovered in com¬ 
paratively recent years amongst the Mss at New College, Oxford, a 
fragment of the register of Stephen Patryngton, bishop of the 
diocese, l4l5-l4l7. For the diocese of Bangor there is a fragment 
covering the years l4o8-l4l7. There is then a gap until 1512 and 
from then on a series of sixteenth century registers, though not 
without serious lacunae. Llandaff has no record prior to 1660. For 
the diocese of St.Asaph the oldest register is that which has as 
its first entry the record of the consecration of Bishop Wharton 
in June 1536. This volume is continued only until 1558 and is the 
sole official register prior to the seventeenth century”. 

In these circumstances, it will be seen that such information 
as is available for Wales in this period is both fragmentary and 
inconclusive. The last named diocese — St.Asaph — is better supplied 
than most Welsh dioceses in that there is in the National Library 
of Wales (under reference SA/MB/i 4) a register of episcopal acts 
covering the period 1506-1571• (There is also a photostat copy 
under reference NLW.MS.6o47). This document has been printed in 
Volume VI (1956) of the Journal of the Historical Society of the 
Church in Wales. There is also an act book of Bishops Wharton and 
Goldwell (NLW SA/BR/l) and a register of leases of rectories, 
grants of advowsons, etc., 1536—1558 (NLW SA/MB/21). A digest of 
these two volumes have been printed in the 1959 volume of the 
Journal of the Historical Society of the Church in Wales (Vol.IX). 

In general, however, the paucity of material available for 
the Welsh dioceses provides an insurmountable obstacle in seeking 
to assess the amount of disturbance in Wales, following the change 
of religion. 

We will now consider each diocese separately:—

JOHN SALCOT (1534-1539)

died 1556 . 

ARTHHR BULKELEY (1542-1553) 

Consecrated 19.2.1542 and died 4.3.1552/3, buried at Bangor. 
WILLIAM GLYNN (1555-1558) 

Conge d'elire 4.3.1555, consecrated 8.9.1555, died 21.5.1558. 

/Maurice Clenocke was nominated to succeed Glynn in 1558, 
but on the accession of Queen Elizabeth he retired over¬ 
seas before consecration/ 

ROWLAND MERRICK (1559-1565) 

Consecrated 21.12.1559, died 24.1,1565/6. 

NICHOLAS ROBINSON ( 1566 - 1585 ) 

Consecrated 20 . 10. 1566 , died 13.2.1584/5, buried in the 
cathedral 17.2.1584/5. 
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William Glynn, Bishop of Bangor, was consecrated 8,9.1555 
and died 21.5.1558. Maurice Clenock was nominated to succeed him in 
the same year but, as is well known, he retired abroad on the acces¬ 
sion of Elizabeth, For this man see Orpington, Kent, diocese of 
Rochester. Rowland Merrick was elected 1.12.1559 a.nd consecrated 
21.12.1559. 

The Dean (Robert Evans, appointed 27.10.1557) conformed, 
as did the Treasurer (William Roberts, appointed 2.8,155^* died 
1562 , the Archdeacon of Merioneth (William Roberts, appointed 2.8. 
1524 , died 1562 ) and the two Prebendaries of Llanvair (John Gwyn, 
appointed 2,12.1557) s,nd Penmynyd (William Powell, appointed 9.9. 
1554 , died 1584). The Chancellor, Thomas Davies, became Bishop of 
St.Asaph under Elizabeth. Among the chapter at Bangor then, only 
two persons seem to have suffered for religious causes 

Archdeacon of Anglesey 

GRIFFITH ROBERTS was inst 17.5.1558. He was ejected and 
JOHN SALISBURY was restored (previously here to 1554). professor 
Glanmor Williams ("The Elizabethan Settlement of Religion in Wales 
and the Marches, 1559-1560", Journal of the Historical Society of 
the Church in Wales, 1950, pp.61-71) remarks that probably Roberts’ 
"unshakeable Catholic loyalties prevented him from taking the oath 
required by the visitors". Certainly Roberts fled abroad and was 
at Milan being listed in the Yelverton Mss (B.M,Add,Ms.48029) o.b 
"Griffed Robartes preste doctor of the Civill & Common lawe, and 
Cannon of the Dome and enquiseter for Cardinalls" in 158 O (CRS 532/. 

Archdeacon of Bangor

In the total absence of any register, it is not possible to 
make any statement as to what happened in this diocese. As far as 
we know, no deprivations took place; it may be that the clergy were 
content to follow the lead of their discredited bishop, Anthony 
Kitchin*. 

The ex- Benedictine abbot of Eynsham, Kitchin was consecra¬ 
ted 3 . 5.1545 and died 31-10.1566. He was the one member of the 
episcopal bench who accepted the Elizabethan settlement. In modern 
parlance, it seems that he made *a deal* with the authorities, 
signing a paper on l3.7-1559 in which he promised, in consideration 
of the Queen’s goodness in deferring his obligation to take the oath 
that he would carry out "the whole course of religion now approved 
in the state of her Grace's realm" and "would require the said 
oath of others receiving office ecclesiastical and temporal as the 
statute provided". This implies that Kitchin never took the oath 
that he was ready to tender to others; certainly no records exist 
that he did so. 

* In fact, the clergy would have done better to follow the example 
set by George de Athequa, the Spanish Dominican who was Bishop 
of Llandaff 1517-1537. A good theologian and exemplary character, 
Athequa stood by Qu^en Katherine of Aragon, whose confessor he 
was, till the end. He is generally ignored, St.John Fisher only 
being remembered, but his example does a little to redeem the 
disgrace of the episcopate at this time, when faced with Henry 
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The dictiim of the Spanish Ambassador on Kit chin is well- 
known. As a thumbnail sketch it can scarcely be bettered and no 
student of history can fail to understand the kind of nan Kitchin 
was. Writing on 12.7.1559, Aquila states: "I understand that the 
Bishop of Llandaff, who is an avaricious old man without much 
learning, is hesitating, and it is feared that he nay take the oath, 
for of late he is again wearing a bishop's dress. I learnt this and 
so went to visit him and encourage him as well as I was able; but 
notwithstanding this he has given way”. Despite his capitulation, 
Kitchin took no part in Parker’s consecration. 

On 18 . 11.1560 Kitchin was required by the Archbishop of 
Canterbui^ to make a report on the condition of his diocese. His 
reply, dated 2 O.I. 1560 /I from his manor of Mathern, is instructive. 
It was printed by Browne Willis (l682-1 760 ) in his "Survey of the 
Cathedral Church of Llandaff" at pages 19^-211. (There are other 
documents in the Harleian collection at the British Museum). The 
report is too long to reproduce but certain facts do stand out. 

Of all the cathedral officers, only the Treasurer, 

William Evans, was resident. He also held St,Fagans, near Cardiff, 
and Llangattock Vibon-Avel (Langattokeavel in the report) near 
Monmouth. The rest were absentees — John Smith, Archdeacon of 
Llandaff, being also Chancellor of Exeter, resided at Exeter. 

Thomas Williams, Chancellor of Llandaff, lived on his living of 
Llanover, Monmouthshire. John Lunn, the Chanter, lived on his 
living of Sully, near Penarth. The nine prebendaries were also 
absent - Hugh Johns on his living of ’Treredenoke’, John Lloyd 
at Oxford, where he was a Fellow of All Souls and Principal of 
White Hall, Lewis Johns on his living of Llangan, near Bridgend, 
Glamorgan, William Thomas on his living of Peterston-super-Ely, 
Glamorgan, John Evans on his living of ’Ytton’, Hugh Lewis on 
his living which is not named and William Blethin, who was but a 
boy at Oxford. He was a boy, however, who was being groomed for 
stardom (one day he was to be Bishop of Llandaff) with a clutch 
of livings in the diocese and that of Sunningwell, Berkshire 
(John Jewell’s old living) in England. There were also two lay¬ 
men, Edward Bell and Llewellyn Gebon, also absent. 

There were six other boy parsons studying at Oxford, 
not counting Blethin - John Herbert of 'Kellygayne', Lewis Richards 
of St.Brides—super-Ely, Thomas Williams of Flemingston, Jhenkyne 
ap Richard of Llangattocke-juxta-Neath, Edward Marsh of Lanvaches 
and Harry Myrike of Michaelstone-y—Vedw. (All siDellings are as in 
Browne V/illis). Twelve livings were vacant. 

This is the total of my information on this diocese.

At St.Asaph, only the heads of the Chapter - the Bishop 
(Thomas Goldwell), the Dean (John Lloyd), the Archdeacon (Humphrey 
Edwards) and the Chancellor (John Parfew) •• suffered for religion. 
They are noted separately. 

The Precentor and Prebendary of Faynol (Maurice Burchenshaw) 
was appointed 9o^»”1538 and on his death was succeeded by Thomas 
Yale 7.7.1564. He held the Prebend of Easton-in-Gordano in Wells 
Cathedral from at least 24.3.1525, the rectory of Denbigh and 
Berrynarbour, Devonshire, 12.11.1521 till death. 

Out of the entire Chapter at this time, four (including 
the Archdeacon) were absentees and two more were boys.^Most of 
the Prebendaries conformed, including the longest serving member 
of the Chapter, Hugh Puleston, who had held the stall of Llanvair 
Secunda since 15.8.1517. Among his livings were Wrexham (12,6.1520), 
Llanraider (24.3.1533), Come (3.11.1547) and Eyston alias Quinhope 

( 18 ,7.1557). 

The deprived were as follows 


Bishop 

THOMAS GOLDWELL was elected Bishop before 15.5.1555. On 
Elizabeth’s accession he fled the realm and was succeeded by 
RICHARD DAVIES,who was consecrated 31.1.1560. /Goldwell was the 
son of William Goldwell of Great Chart, Kent. He was educated at 
Oxford University, B.A 1528, M.A 1531 and B.D in 1534. His first 
living seems to have been Cheriton, near Folkestone, which he held 
1531 - 1535 . Chaplain to Cardinal Pole, he accompanied him on his 
foreign travels. In 153^ was appointed ’camerarius of the 
English Hospital of the Holy Trinity in the Via di Monserrato in 
Rome, under Pole as ’custos'. By 1541 he was himself oustos while 
Pole was 'protector'. In November 1547 Goldwell entered the 
Theatine house of St.Paul in Naples as a novice. He attended the 
conclave 29.11.1549 to 7.2.1550 which resulted in the election of 
Pope Julius III. He then returned to Naples, making his profession 
as a Theatine in October 1550. When, after Mary’s accession, Pole 
was made papal legate to England, Goldwell was allowed to accompany 
him. In the spring of 1555, Goldwell was elected Bishop of S't. 

Asaph, and on 12th May received the temporalities of the See; Pole 
sent him to Rome to report to the Pope. He returned at the end of 
the year having, in all probability, been consecrated Bishop in 
Rome. He was at Pole's deathbed, to whom he administered the last 
rites. On Elizabeth’s accession he retired to the Continent and 
after wintering in Louvain through sickness, returned to Rome 
passing on to Naples and his old convent. In 1561 he became super¬ 
ior of the convent but almost at once was sent to the Council of 
Trent, where the respect he was accorded annoyed Elizabeth and 
Cecil very much. In December 1563 Ke became vicar—general to Charles 
Borromeo, Archbishop of Milan. Soon after he was sent on an abortive 
mission to Flanders, and returning to Italy resided at the Theatine 
convent of St.Sylvester on Monte Cavallo. On three occasions - 1566, 
1567 and 1572 - he presided over chapters of the Theatine Order. 

In 1567 he was made vicar of the cardinal archpriest in the Lateran 
church and in 1574 he became vice—regent for Cardinal Savelli, an 
office which involved his acting for the pope as diocesan Bishop of 
Rome. He started out to serve on the English Mission but ill 

at Rheiras in 1580 . He returned to Rome where he died 3.4.1585, 
being buried in the Theatine convent. The judgement of Cecil - 
that he was 'a very simple and fond man' - is a suspect one when 
one considers the source. Whatever limits Goldwell had, they were 
not disloyalty and lack of devotion. There is even heroism in an 
old man starting out on a mission to restore the Catholic faith 
to the country of his birth. He was too old for the work and the 
last moment weakness may be laid at the door of advancing years, 
rather than a disinclination for the fray that would have been 
his had he crossed over into England. This fray might well have 
daunted a younger man, let alone a man in his eightie^/.

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The Heads of Colleges at Oxford and Cambridge Universities 
being for the most part members of the higher clergy, it is inevi¬ 
table that many of them should have floated away from their anchor¬ 
ages beside the Cam and Isis as the result of the change in eccles¬ 
iastical dispensation in 1559« 

At Cambridge, the Chancellor, Cardinal Pole, died 19.11. 
1558 , while the Master of Trinity, John Christopherson (see Bishop 
of Chichester) died soon after, about Christmas Day. Andrew Perne, 
the Head of Peterhouse (appointed 7.2.1553A) survived until his 
death 26,4.1589, remembered chiefly because his name became synbn- 
omous with a turncoat (see p.93)» Corpus Christi, John Porie, 
friend of Matthew Parker, was appointed 10.12.1557, and held the 
Headship until his death. For the rest, the Heads of Colleges^ 
departed either immediately or later, the cause of departure in 
each case being religion. 

At Oxford, always a more stubbornly Catholic university 
than Cambridge, only the Warden of All Souls, John Warner (appoin¬ 
ted 24 . 1 , 1558 / 9 ) was convincingly Protestant, He had been appointed 
on the resignation of the Catholic Seth Holland, whose departure 
is too early to be claimed as motivated by religion. The Chancellor 
at Oxford was the Earl of Arundel (1512— 1580 ), appointed 14.1. 
1558 / 9 . His resignation the same year in favour of Sir Thomas Mason 
(appointed 20.6.1559) was almost certainly due to religion, as 
Arundel was a leader of the Catholics. 

CAMBRIDGE 

Christ's College 

WILLIAM TAYLOR was appointed 9.12.1556. He fled the realm 
and was succeeded by EDWARD HAWFORD 23.7.1559. A^ylor was educated 
at Cambridge, B.A 1544/5, M.A 1548, B.D 155^, Fellow of Christ's 
Subscribed the Catholic articles, 1556. His preferment 
was almost entirely in the Province of York; he held the Prebend of 
Fenton in York Minster (1558/1559) and the parish livings of North 
Barton and Birdsall in the same county. He also held the Prebend 
of South Muskham in Southwell Minster. He fled abroad before 27.6. 
1559 and was living at Louvain in 1572, where he seems to have taken 
his D.D. Still living in 1588 . The famous'description of his 
departure from Cambridge (P.R.O Dom.Eliz., IV, No.66, 27.6.1559) 
is wellknovm; it notes that Taylor left "Somewhat strangely, leaving 
his chamber much disordered, certain of his garments cast in corners 
and the rushes tumbled on heaps, and the College writings scattered 
here and there^.

JOHN CAIUS was appointed 24.1.1558/9 and resigned 1573. /Caius was 
a London physician. Venn, the historian of the College, says of 
him: "He was a fervent admirer of the past, and had little sympathy 
for new views whether religious, political or educational. There is 
reason to believe that he never ceased to be at heart a decided 
Roman Catholic", We also learn that "when his subordinates were 
troublesome, he just expelled them one after another, dealing thus 
with twenty". Complaints were made against him and at last in 
December, 1572, the Vice-Chsincellor of the University presided in 
person over the "pillage of his rooms, and the destruction of a 
number of church ornaments which he had retained there". The Vice- 
Chancellor, Dr.Byng, thereupon reported to the Chancellor, none 
other than William Cecil, in these terras: "I am further^to give 
your honour advertisement of a great oversight of Dr.Caius, who 
hath so long kept superstitious monuments in his College, that the 
evil fame thereof caused my Lord of London to write very earnestly 
to me to see them abolished. I could hardly have been persuaded 
that such things by him had been reserved. But causing his own

company to make search in that College, I received tin inventory of 
much popish trumpery; as vestments, alhs, tunicles, stoles, manicles 
corporas cloths, with the pyx and sindon and canopy; besides holy 
water stoups with'sprinkles, pax, censers, super-altars, tables of 
idols. Mass books, portuisses and grails, with other such stuff as 
might have furnished divers Masses at one instant. It was thought 
good by the whole consent of the Heads of houses, to burn the books 
and such other things as served most for idolatorous abuses, and 
to cause the rest to be defaced; which was accomplished yesterday 
with the willing hearts, as appeared, of the whole company of that 
house" (Lansdown Ms.15, No.64, 14.12.1572). This seemed to be the 
last straw for the old reactionary, and he resigned soon after. 

He died in London 27.7,15727« 

Jesus College 

THOMAS REDMAN, here from January 1558/9, was deprived 
and succeeded by EDWARD GASCOIGNE in 1560 . /Redman was the son of 
John Redman, of Thornton-in-Lonsdale, Richmond, Yorks. He was 
educated at Cambridge, M.A 1546, B.D 1554, chaplain to the Bishop 
of Ely, He was known to be living at his birthplace in 1598. The 
College historian, Mr.A.Gray, says of Redman that he "was deprived 
in the early months of 156 O", He was beneficed in the Province of 
York, as noted by Birt, "Elizabethan Religious Settlement" (Bell, 

1907 ^ 7 . 

King*s College 

PHILIP BAKER was appointed 12.12.1558. He was deprived 
and ROGER GOAD was appointed 19.3.1569/70 /?or Baker, see Prebend 
of Putston Minor, diocese of Herefor^. 

Magdalen College 

RICHARD CARE was appointed 6.11.1546. He was deprived and 
ROGER KELK was appointed in 1559. /Carr was B.A 154l/2, M.A 1548. 
The College historian, W.A.Gill, states: "Carr was deprived by 
Elizabeth, or resigned in 1559, when the oath of supremacy was 
imposed?• 

Pembroke College 

JOHN YOUNG was appointed 24.12.1554. He was deprived and 
EDMUND GRINDAL was appointed 20.7.1559. /^or Young, see diocese of 
Ely, Prebend?. 

Queen*s College 

THOM/iS PEACOCK was appointed 23.11.1558. He was deprived 
and WILLIAM MAY was restored (previously here 1537-1554). /For 
Peacock, see diocese of Ely, Preben^/. 

St.Catherine Hall 

EDMUND COSYN was appointed 1554. He resigned and JOHN 
MAY succeeded in 1559. /^osyn was born c,1511 Bedfordshire. 

He was a scholar of King's Hall c.1540; B.A 1534/5, M.A 1540/1, 

B.D 1547 . He was Vice-Chancellor in 1558; chaplain to Bishop 
Bonner, Livings — he held Grendon, Northants 21.9.1538-41; also 
Wymington (q.v), Bedfordshire, Fakenham (q.v), Norfolk, Thorp- 
land (q.v), Norfolk, Caistor (q.v), Norfolk and Oxburgh (q.v), 
Norfolk. He lived for a time at Gonville College under the^ 

Headship of Dr.Caius. Afterwards he went abroad. His Will is

see Sherington, Bucks, diocese of Lincoln, also Lincoln College,

for Hawarden's resignation, one feels hesitant about claiming it 
to have been religion, since he was beneficed till the date of his 
death. He held Tackley, Oxon, 5*2,1566, and had held Steeple Aston 
from 1530, He was holding Coningsby, nr.Tattershall, Lines, at his 
death. Will is dated 8,11,1566, proved 6.2,1566/7 (PCC Stonarde2/. 

Christ Church College 

RICHARD MARSHALL was here from 1553* He was deprived and 
GEORGE CAREW was appointed 9,5.1559. /^or Marshall, see Oxford, 
Dean of/. 

Corpus Christi College 

WILLIAM CHEDSEI was appointed 15.9.1558.__He was deprived 
and WILLIAM BUTCHER was appointed 15.12.1559. /Jot Chedeey, see 
Archdeacon of Middlesex/. 

Exeter College 

JOHN NEALE, first perpetual Rector, appointed 18.10,1560, 
was deprived 12,10.1570 for refusing to attend the Protestant ser¬ 
vice in the chapel, ^eale was born 1532, from Cornwall. He was a 
Fellow of the College in 1556, B.A 14.12.1557, M.A 28.ll.i56O. 

This College was long reckoned a distinctly Catholic one. Strype 
records that in the visitation of 1578/9 "iu Exeter College, of 
eighty were found but four obedient subjects; all the rest secret 
or open Roman affectioharies, and particularly one Savage of that 
house, a most earnest defender of the Pope’s Bull and excommunica¬ 
tion of the Queen. These were chiefly such as'came out of the 
western parts, where Popery greatly prevailed, and the gentry 
bred up in that religion". Neale, having been deprived, speedily 
took himself abroad. He arrived at Douai 1,6,1579; he was in Rome 
on 17.8.1579 and said his first Mass there 8,9.1579. He left Rome 
4,11.1579, reaching Douai 19,12.1579. On 7.1.1579/80 he was sent 
to England; he survived for some time but he was committed to the 
Marshalsea 13.5.1585. He was banished 19.9.1585. la 1581 he was 
described as being "about 50 years of age, tall and slender of 
body, a brownish grey beard, lean and slender-faced, little eyes, 
and fast of speech^/. 

Hertford College 

PHILIP RANDALL was appointed 9.3.1549 and was buried at 
St,Mary in the East, Oxford, 11,3.1598, /Jes^lte Randall’s unin¬ 
terrupted tenure of office, Anthony a Wood states; "In his heart 
he was a papist but durst not shew it". The College historian, 

Mr,S.G,Hamilton, states that the College during this time was a 
"refuge for those adherents of the old religion to whom a College 
without a chapel ^furnished an opportunity to evade attendance at 
the new services^,/. 

^Lincoln College 

HENRY HENSHAW was appointed 24.10.1558. He was_deprived 
and FRANCIS BABINGTON succeeded him in August 1563. /Jot Henshaw, 
see Twyford, Bucks, diocese of Lincoln. For Babington, see Sher¬ 
ington, Buclcs, diocese of Lincoln/-

Magdalen College 
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THOMAS COVENEY was appointed 12.8.1558. He was deprived 
and LAURENCE HUMPHREY was appointed 11,12.1561. ^here has been 
some dispute about the reasons for Coveney's ejection. In his 
"The Elizabethan Clergy, 1558—1564”, Revd. H. Gee stated that the 
reason was that Coveney was not in orders. That is the Protestant 
case. Dom Herbert Birt in his "The Elizabethan Settlement” (George 
Bell 8c Sons, 1907 ) states that religion was the cause. That is the 
Catholic case. Certainly Gee was greatly in error. Coveney held the 
rectories of two Oxfordshire villages - Bletchington (inst l4.8. 
1559 ) 3-iid Haseley (25.12.1558). He resigned Haseley in 156 O but 
retained the other parish until his death. He also held Offord 
D‘arcy, Huntingdonshire, diocese of Lincoln, from 28 .ll.i 558 till 
his death (his successor, John Floure, was inst 19,5.1571 per 
mort Coveney). His Will is dated 12.6.1570 and was proved the 
following February; a reading of it reveals nothing of Catholic 
import. It would therefore seem that both Gee and Birt were wrong. 
So why was he deprived? It is clear that there was some question 
of infringing the College statutes, yet this cannot be the whole 
answer. The words of Robert Horne, Bishop of Winchester, writing 
to Cecil on 26,9.1561 are sufficiently unambiguous to allow us to 
include Coveney among the deprived, despite the evidence of his 
subsequent career, Horne states that he found the College "thor¬ 
oughly in those matters conformable......also many towards in 

learning and therewith in religion forward, ior whose cause and 
for very many and notable enormities objected to D,Coveney, their 
President, being also thought an enemy to the sincere religion of 
of Christ, and therewith an evil husband for the College, whereof 
much matter appeareth by his own confession, upon his examination, 

I have with good deliberation and just ground deprived him of his 
said office”. It would apeear therefore that whatever Coveney's 
views at this time, he changed his mind; maybe it was as a reward 
that he was appointed Prebendary of Lyme 8c Halstock in Salisbury 

Cathedral 19.7.156^7. 

Merton College 

THOMAS RAYNOLDS was appointed 21,12,1545. He was deprived 
and JAMES GERVYS was appointed 50.10.'1559* ^or Raynolds, see 
Exeter, Dean of/, 

New College 

THOMAS WHITE was appointed 11.9.1553. He resigned and 
MARTIN CULPEPER was appointed 17.10,1572. the visitation in 

1566 , White was accused of conniving at Papistry in the College, 
and that he was slack in enforcing attendance in the chapel and 
administering the communion. There seems no doubt about VHiite's 
views/. 

Oriel College 

JOHN SMITH was appointed 17.6,1550, He resigned and 
ROGER MARBECK was appointed 3.5.1564, ^or Smith, see Chichester, 
Treasurer oi7. - 

Queen's College 

HUGH HODGSON was appointed 1558. He was deprived and 
THOMAS FRANCIS succeeded in 1561 . ^odgson was B.A 27.4.1531, 

M.A 2 . 7 . 1557 . Among his parish livings may be mentioned Titch- 
well, Norfolk, diocese of Norwich7. 

St.John's College 

ALEXANDER BELSIRE was appointed 29.5.1555. He was 
deprived and WILLIAM ELY succeeded in 1559. Belsire, see 

Oxford, Fourth Stall. Ely was in turn deprived, succeeded by 
William Stock (see Worcester College), Roland Mathias in his 
book "The Whitsxin Riot” (Bowes 8c Bowes, 1965 ) has called Ely 
a man of "strict morals and harsh integrity”. He ultimately 
died in prison at Hereford in I 609 , steadfast to the end. When 
we consider that he had been 'on the run' for forty-five years, 
his "Harsh integrity" may perhaps be forgiven, A Herefordshire 
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man by birth, he was educated at Brasenose College, Oxford,, suppli¬ 
cating for his B.A July 15 ^ 6 , M,A 15^8/9, B,D 21.6.1557* received 
the tonsure in London, September 1555. After his deprivation of 
St.John's, he returned to his native county v/here he laboured as a 
priest for the rest of the century. Among his parish livings may 
be mentioned Freckenham (q.v), Suffolk (actually in the diocese of 
Rochester although locally in Suffolk) and Norton (q.v), Kent, 
diocese of Rochester^. 

St.Mary Hall 

WILLIAM ALLEN was appointed 1556. He was deprived and JOHN 
RAW succeeded 1560 . /kllen was a native of Rossall, Lancashire. 

He was educated at Oriel College, Oxford, of which he was a Fellow. 
He was B.A 1550, M.A 5.4.1554, proctor 1556. At Elizabeth's acces¬ 
sion he was not a priest} he was ordained at Mechlin, 1567 . With 
the assistance of other divines, he founded 29.9.1568 the famous 
seminary of Douai, a Catholic Oxford in foreign fields. He was made 
Cardinal in 1587 , and had the Spanish Armada been successful, Allen 
was to have been Archbishop of Canterbury. He died in 1594. Strang¬ 
ely enough, there is no really satisfactory life of Allen, although 
that by Martin Haille (l9l4) is useful7. 

Trinity College 

THOMS SLYTHHRST was appointed 30.5.1556. He was deprived 
and ARTHUR YELDARD was appointed 26.9.1559. ^or Slythurst, see 
Windsor, 10th stall, diocese of Salisbury;?/. 

University College 

JAMES DUGDALE was appointed 10,12.1558. He was deprived and 
THOMS KEYS was appointed 17.11.156l. ^or Dugdale, see Archdeacon 
of St,Albans, diocese of LondonT". 

Worcester College 

WILLIAM STOCKS resigned the Presidency of this College in 
1574 , ^tocke originally resigned in 1563 to take up the Presidency 
of St.John's College, but he returned in the following year, having 
resigned St.John's. He resigned again in 1574 and died in 1607. 
During his tenure of office, Worcester was a hotbed of popery. Sir 
Thomas White purchased Gloucester Hall (as this College was prev¬ 
iously known) in 1560 , leasing them to Stocke for twenty years. 

The historian of the college comments on this man; "In 1563 William 
Stocke left Gloucester Hall to become President of St.John's and 
assigned his lease, or sublet, to William Palmer, an old member 
of Brasenose, who lived; to suffer much for the Catholic religion 
which he professed. But after little more than,a year, William 
Stocke came back, having resigned the Presidency of St.John's from 
a whimsical fear of being deprived, and he remained Principal till 

1573 ......In 1574 he left of his own accord.died,...o..always 

in animo Catholicus, in l607". In fact, Stocke's fear of being 
deprived was anything but whimsical. It seems that during Stocke's 
tenure of office at Worcester, rooms were rented to refugees from 
religious persecution, and not members of the University. Stocke 
held several livings in the west of England but had relinquished 
them all by 1570, One of these livings was Sherborne, Gloucester¬ 
shire (noted in the resignations under that diocese) and another 
was Long Marston (or Marston Sicca) in the same county 23.9.1560; 
this was transferred to Warwickshire in 1931. 


JOHN BRIDGEWATER 

"Babington's influence" says Dom Norbert Birt (p .285 of 
The Elizabethan Religious Settlement") "was not altogether 
destroyed by his removal. He was succeeded by John Bridgewater, 
M.A., of Brasenose College, appointed l4th April, 1563; "ai^^ 
soon the College became permeated with Romanist feeling". /Birt 
is here quoting from History of Lincoln College (p.45) by Revd, 
A. Clark in the College History Series7. 


/The celebrated 
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JOHN BRIDGEWATER (Continued) 

Before the Anglican divine turned Gatholic there was a 
fruitful career of some twenty years or so; and if one deducts the 
five years of Mary from this total it in no way invalidates the 
comment, since for fifteen years he was an Anglican minister, wax¬ 
ing rich and influential in the process. 

In the matter of preferment, he rivals Peter Vannes or George 
Carewe, and the list that follows does not purport to be in any way 
complete. His name crops up in various places in the diocesan list¬ 
ings, although in no case do we have the least idea that he was not 
a conformer in the truest sense, making himself agreeable to the new 
ecclesiastical dispensation. 

He was deprived of Lincoln College 20.7.1574. It was this 
year that saw his visit to Douai. In the same year he lost the 
Prebend of Cojnpton Bishop in Wells Cathedral (inst 29-3»l572;. He 
had also held the Prebend of Combe 11 (28.3.1564), Streat-cura- 
Walton, Luccombe, Somerset (23.5*1563-1574) and Wootton Courtney, 
Somerset (1.5.1562-1574). In Exeter diocese he had held St.Columb 
Major, Cornwall (l8.7.l559) and St.Austell, Cornwall (FF 24.3. 
1550 / 1 ), His Lincoln diocese livings (Broughton, Buckinghamshire 
and Yelling, Huntingdonshire) are in the diocesan listings, 
was also Holywell-cum-Needingworth, Huntingdonshire, 1561-1569. 

He held Aldeburgh, Suffolk, 12.10.1554; he was Archdeacon of 
Rochester 23.1.1560 and Nettlestead, Kent, in the same diocese, 
on 17 . 10 . 1560 . 

One cannot feel sorry for Bridgewater. He had a good twenty 
years to pile up riches against the years of exile, a course that 
cannot have been but assisted in great measure by his being domes¬ 
tic chaplain to the Earl of Leicester. He was exceedingly calcula¬ 
ting, a point brought out by A. L, Rowse in his "England of Eliza¬ 
beth" (Macmillan, I95l). 

Bridgewater's famous Concertatio purports to give a^list of 
men deprived for religion, as does Sander's report to Cardinal 
Moroni. Yet both are notoriously incomplete, a strange fact as far 
as Bridgewater is concerned, Nicholas Sander laboured under the 
disadvantage of being abroad;from 1561 , but no such disadvantage 
afflicted Bridgewater, He had fifteen years of leisure with quill 
and parchment to note departures for religion's sake; nor is it 
possible to say that he was buried in some remote country parish,^ 
dependent for news upon itinerant hucksters. His duties ^chaplain 
of the Queen's favourite should have kept him very well informe • 
Thus, the inadequacy of his papers, admitted and commented upon by 
many commentators, is surprising. 

One cannot help drawing the conclusion from all this that 
John Bridgewater had no intention of being martyred until that 
injudicious visit to Douai, After all, he was 52 in 1574, a vener¬ 
able age by the standards of his time; had he had any great lean¬ 
ings towards the ancient church, one cannot help thinking that 
they would have revealed themselves earlier. Nonetheless, the 
nature of Lincoln College under his headship stands to his credit. 


If the date of birth given in the D,N,B ( 1532 ) is correct, 
Bridgewater would have been 21 when he received his first recorded 
living (St.Austell) and 42 when he last held a living m the 
Anglican church (1574). He spent the rest of^his life writing his¬ 
torical and theological works in Latin. He died in 1596.

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ODDS AND ENDS 


THE STATUTE OF 1571 

By 1571 j Protestant England was twelve years old; it was 
a country under attack. Then, as now, one ha.d but to step outside 
its frontiers to encounter a Europe whose culture was based on the 
very tenets that Protestantism sought to extinguish. An embattled 
England, then, sought frantically means to maintain its novel 
religion against the onslaught of counter-revolutionary forces. 

Parliament, in session at Westminster, produced in 1571 
a measure entitled ’The bill for conservation of order and uniform¬ 
ity in the Church', It is unfortunate that we shall always remain 
in ignorance of the contents, but one thing is certain. To quote 
Professor J. E. NealeC*): the odds are that it was the 

sort of measure that would not seem out of place in a modern 
totalitarian state". This is not a surprising judgement, since this 
is precisely what Elizabethan England was. 

Further to quote the great historian of Elizabeth’s House 
of Commons: "A Protestant regime could not tolerate crypto-Catholics 
among them. Consequently, it was decided that the Henrician and 
Marian clergy must be compelled to subscribe to the Articles by 
Christmas next, on pain of automatic deprivation". This was a 
"weeding out" process with a vengeance and renders sure the fact 
that most of the old clergy had never taken the oaths. 

Seen from the point of view of England’s rulers - bent on 
maintaining the Protestant religion and their ownership of church 
lands - this legislation was quite logical. Totalitarian it was; 
backed by a police state, it was not on that account less effective* 

Ultimately, then, out of this Bill came the famous Statute 
of 1571 - 'An act to reform certain disorders touching ministers 
of the Church’, This was the last step in the process of crushing 
the ancient church and replacing it by a state church, without an 
independent existence; the political and ideological reliability 
of the clergy was paramount. 

In compiling this small work, I have not primarily been 
concerned with late deprivations consequent upon the implementation 
of this statute. I have concerned myself with those clergy who made 
their stand earlier. Nonetheless, no one can study this subject 
without being made aware of the results of this Statute, 

It would be -unrealistic to suppose that after twelve years 
of Protestantism, many priests would resist and, confronted by their 
Ordinary, would refuse the Protestant articles. The fruits of office 
had numbed consciences; the pull of ancient loyalties was lessened 
by the passage of time. Age brings moral and physical cowardice, 
not to mention that many had taken wives. Who would exchange the 
pleasures of the marriage bed for a rat-infested, stinking jail? 

Who, in the autumn of his life, dould joyfully become a wanderer 
on the face of the earth for principle's sake? Not many, indeed. 

Yet there were some brave spirits, men of stern integrity, who 
did resist worldliness for the ancient loyalties, a warm and com¬ 
fortable parsonage for the coldness of the English roads, or the 
livery of some gentleman's house. But they were few, pitifully few. 

These men can be found in every episcopal register of the 
time for those interested enough to look for them. To even the two 
famous writers on this subject - Henry Gee and Norbert Birt - they 
were unknown and unsung.

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THE STATUTE OF 1571 (Continued) 

A note of caution must be sounded, however; while it is 
probable that such deprivations do indeed hint at orthodoxy, it is 
not necessarily so. Care should be taken to establish beyond doubt 
that the men so deprived were Catholics, and not extreme Protes¬ 
tants. Puritans were by this time being as troublesome to the 
Established Church as adherents of the Ancient Faith, and it would 
be unwise to lean too heavily on the testimony of the episcopal 
registers without investigating thoroughly the exact nature of the 
deprived man's noncomformity. 

Some instances are to be found in the main text - where 
the men deprived were appointed in pre—Elizabethan days — but much 
remains to be done. 

It was, in fact, outside the scope of this compilation, 
which is why this subject has been relegated to an appendix. 

CONVERT CLERGY 

From its very inception, the new state church encountered 
many problems, not the least of which was that of convert clergy. 

Of this particular problem the Church of England has never been 
free. From 1559 to the present day there has been a steady, if 
small, drift from Canterbury to Rome. 

Even in the dark days - the Catholic twilight zone - the 
trickle did not entirely dry up, as witness the case of Charles 
Smith, rector of Coombes (l677-l689) and Vicar of Sompting (1671- 
1689 ), both in Sussex, This clerk, refusing the oaths of allegiance 
to William of Orange was deprived of his livings and became a 
Catholic; he lived for the rest of his life at Offington in Broad¬ 
water parish, dying there 4,1.1724 aged 78 , being buried on the 
7th. He married (I1,4.l676) Elizabeth Madehurst of West Preston, 
There was also Thomas Goad (ob. 1689)1 the Vicar of Yarnton, co. 
Oxon, who followed the same cotirse. 

In our own days when a man may, without trouble, perceive 
at first hand all that his ancestors were forced to sacrifice on 
the altar of political expediency in 1559» the attraction of the 
Catholic church remains a potent factor to both clerical and lay 
Anglicans, 

If this is so in our own time, how much more was it so in 
the second half of the sixteenth century when the nascent Protes¬ 
tant church was engaged in a life and death struggle with the 
forces of Counter-Reformation (or, more accurately, counter¬ 
revolution, for revolution is not too strong a word to use in 
describing the violent rending asunder of this country from the 
unity of Christendom), 

There must have been few landed families that did not 
have a son was a priest, an tmcle or aunt a monk or nun, or 
chantry priest, quietly living off their state pension; or lacking 
blood-ties with the ancient church, did not know of such a one. 

In these papers I have strenuously sought to eschew both 
the sentimentality of Gasquet's tear-stained pages (endeavouring 
to give my comments an anti-romantic tang to break down the sugar 
content of past studies of these events) and the deplorable levity 
of Baskerville, Yet one must add that if there existed a family 
without such involvement with the ancient church, there still 
remained the physical reminder of what, until comparatively recent¬ 
ly, had formed an indispensable part of the social order, I speak 
of the Church as landlord. 

If in these days we can speak of the ruins of religious 
houses dotting the landscape, when so much has been destroyed by 

/time and the greed of men 
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time and the greed of men, how much more present were these founda¬ 
tions scarcely twenty years after their tenants had passed beneath 
the gateway for the last time. Probably a stone had fallen here and 
there, a statue been hacked from its niche, the lead stripped from 
the roof; no doubt moss grew where sandalled feet had trod, and 
couch grass nodded where the Host had been elevated. Yet, with all 
the inevitable results of neglect, when nature moves to take back 
its own, the buildings remained, a perpetual reminder of what had 
once been. Unless youth has altered very much in the succeeding 
centuries, these memorials to the recent past would have stirred 
the imagination of the beardless youth, pricked his curiosity. A 
question asked would have been answered furtively behind closed 
doors, after the servants had withdrawn; a harassed father, caught 
between the millstones of conscience and self-interest, would have 
told his son what he wished to know, supplemented by the more 
intimate memories of an elderly relative. Then would follow the 
Perne-like advice to live in the present. Queen's religion if he 
must, but die in the other. 

Seeds thus sown germinate; a boy's father is the fount 
of all wisdom, the oracle who is never mistaken. The boy would go 
to university, where he would learn other things, contrary things, 
and with the burgeoning adult mind would compare and evaluate. 

Then there would be his friends, young men of his own class and 
background; whispered conversations, theological arguments. Some 
might throw in their lot with the new establishment, embrace a 
lucrative career; others ciight depart for the continent, orthodox 
in thought and life, responding to the ancient loyalties. Yet even 
the young Anglican ordinand could not escape the inevitable. The 
first generation Elizabethan was enmeshed in a still heavily tra¬ 
ditional social order, the web of family alliance; the physical 
reminders of the old church were all arotmd him, the pull of the 
ancient loyalties immense. Then, one day something happens within 
his heart. The thing that triggers off the reaction within him 
may be trivial - an ancient man dying by the roadside (*), refus¬ 
ing his own ministrations, crying for a Catholic priest; or an old 
monk, dying in his cottage, skin stretched tight over his bones, 
begging to be reconciled to the True Church (**), at the eleventh 
hour remembering the ancient verities and yearning to enter again 
the portals of the Ancient Communion in which he had been born. 

What could this young sprig from the University do to help him? 

A heretic. Again the pale lips set in the alabaster face move 
tremblingly, calling for a priest; it is too late, the yoiing rector 
sees the old man slip away from him, unshriven. 

Or it might be nothing so personal, so agonising. It 
might simply be a summons from his Ordinary, He stands before him, 
listens to the oath being tendered to him; the young man considers. 
Inside him the cumulative effect of experience chokes the assent 
he wants to give; the mature man refuses what the immature young 
man willingly agreed to. The Bishop argues earnestly with him; he 
is loth to lose such a promising man. It is of no avail. Obstina¬ 
tely and peremptorily he refuses. The sentence of deprivation is 
set in motion. The yoxing Anglican incumbent walks to the door of 
the Chapter House, He has bowed to the inevitable, the dictates 
of belief and honour; he is a convert minister,

Catholic church was by no means unaware of the situation 
of the convert minister. "About the middle of 1564 Cardinal 
Ghisleri, then head of the Holy Office and afterwards Pius V 
gave to Doctors Nicholas Sander and Thomas Harding and to 
Thomas Wilson and Thomas Peacock, priests, full faculties for 
the reconciliation of those who had lapsed into heresy" (The 
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Something like this must have happened to these men. The 
recreation of the process is imaginative, fancifulj yet it cannot 
be too far from the truth. No one Icnows exactly how they reached 
their decisions; only occasionally do we get a tantalisingly brief 
glimpse of their minds, as in the examination of John Chapman (see 
Bristol diocese). He came to his decision by discussion, reading 
and intellect; converts then and now follow the same lonely path. 

To turn to technicalities, there is no doubt what a convert 
minister is. He is a man ordained by a rite other than Catholic, 
who subsequently embraces Catholicism to the extent of abandoning, 
j;>esigiiing or being deprived of his preferments in the state church 
for conscience sake. Such a one is clearly a convert from a non— 
Catholic position to a Catholic one. 

A convert minister cannot, strictly speaking, be a man 
ordained by the Catholic rite, who conforms to the formularies of 
the state church for a greater or lesser time, and then at the 
dictates of conscience returns to the function for which he had 
been originally ordained. Such a one is not converted; the technical 
term is reconciled. 

Yet such slavish adherence to technicalities would remove 
from any list (*) a man like Roger Venis of Durham, who was 
ordained in the last months of Mary’s reign but did not obtain a 
living until Elizabeth's reign. He served the state church and was 
thus a minister; yet equally it is obvious that he was validly 
priested. 

Nor is this the only complication. Hugh Sewell held the 
first stall at Carlisle from 15^7 to 1585 then, and only then, 
made the fateful decision. Sewell was ordained in Edward's time; 
held hG net bGGii soj i*g— ordinabion on "tho continoiit (at Soissons) 
vfould have been unnecessary. Does this make him a convert minister. 
Undoubtedly. 

A separate study on these men is long overdue, despite the 
very welcome availability of Anstruther’s "Seminary Priests .

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THE WINTER OF 1358/9 AND ITS EFFECT ON THE CLERGY 

For centuries the debate has been going on between Catholics 
and Protestants - usually in the most acrimonious terms - as to the 
number of priests who conformed on the accession of Elizabeth I. 

This sterile controversy is now, or should be, a corpse, for it is 
obvious that the majority of priests did indeed conform, for what¬ 
ever reasons and with whatever reservations they found appropriate. 

Among the clergy, devoted Catholics and enthusiastic Prot¬ 
estants were a minority. The bulk of the clergy probably had an 
attachment to the ancient Faith but as in the case of John Kennall, 
mentioned under London diocese, worldly reasons won the day. There 
are few men, then and now, who will embrace penury for a principle. 

Yet, while admitting that the majority conformed, it is 
not simply a case of deducting from the total parishes in any one 
diocese, the number of deprived and blandly stating that the result 
represents the facts. Any figure reached in this manner is a 
thoroughly inaccurate one, and the method flagrantly dishonest. 

In the first place, the acid test is not so much the number 
of clergy who departed as the number of preferments rendered vacant, 
which is far from being the same thing. As long ago as 1907, Dom 
Norbert Birt made the same observationC*); I make no claim to 
originality. 

By the accession of Elizabeth, diocesan clergy had been 
decimated by the rigours of the 1558/9 winter and the attendant 
influenza epidemic; a particularly fatal strain, its two most 
famous victims were Queen Mary and Cardinal Pole. Nor is this 
merely supposition. The chronicler, Fabyan, tells us of the strange 
fever that ran riot through England at this time; and Stow*s com¬ 
parison of bread prices before and after the outbreak tells its 
own tale. As one writer has said; "From the facts they give it 
seems clear that the disease was not ’ague’ but influenza in a 
severe form. Its marked infectivity, rigors, pains, sleeplessness 
and often fatal result were all present in the early outbreaks‘'(**) 

It may be readily appreciated that the parish clergy, by^ 
the very exercise of their function, were exposed to this infection 
with a consequently high percentage of fatality. Thus, the number 
of conformers can only be approximately ascertained when from the 
total number of livings in a diocese is deducted the deprivations, 
the resignations, the unexplained departures (and these are many) 
and the vacant livings. Any other method would be unfair. 

It is not possible to reach a conclusion as to the alleg¬ 
iance of a dead man, even if he makes a Will, for these testaments 
were written in Mary’s reign and it would be foolish to lean too 
heavily on such evidence. No doubt most men born in Henry VIII’s 
reign would have had a sentimental attachment to the traditional 
Faith, and thus it would not perhaps be too unrealistic to accept 
the religious preamble of a Will as a rough-and-ready guide to the 
cast of mind of the testator. Yet such evidence must be approached 
with care. 

On the other hand, when John Blaxton makes his Will as 
late as 1573 and uses an almost belligerently traditional preamble 
we can say without hesitation; "This man was a Catholic". For not 
only were such expressions of piety out of fashion, but the pres¬ 
sures against their use were quite considerable. 

Thus, we can do little more than cite the number of livings 
rendered vacant by death without concerning ourselves too much 
about possible allegiances of their occupants. This can be done 
quite readily in a diocese where there is a continuous series of 
registers for the early years of Elizabeth.

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In Chichester diocese, for instance, at least 37 cures were 
rendered vacant by death (*), But probably the most startling 
evidence is to be found in the Sede Vacante register of the Dean 
and Chapter of Canterbury, covering the period when most dioceses 
had no Bishop (that is, between the deprivation or death of the 
Marian bishops and the appointment of their successors), we find 
a total of approximately l6l appointments. Of these, no less than 
153 are stated to be because the previous incumbent had died. 

This tends to prove that the influenza epidemic had cut a 
swath through the ranks of the clergy, and it is not possible 
therefore to make a simple deduction of the deprived from the 
total number of benefices. The vacant livings have to be taken 
into account before any discussion can take place as to the size 
of the majority of conforming priests.
